Wht'ii,  iu  the;  course  of  human  events,  it  J.eecomes  necessary  for  one  ])eople  to 
dissolve  the  political  bands  Avhich  have  connected  them  with  another,  and  to  assume 
among  the  iiowers  of  the  earth  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  \vhich  the  laws  of  na- 
ture and  of  nature’s -God  entitle  them,  a decent  res^iect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind 
i-equires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident;  that  all  men  are  created  equal;  that  they 
arc  endo-wed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that  among  these  are 
life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness;  that,  to  secure  these  righls,  governments  are 
instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  Just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed; 
that,  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  tlu's(' ends,  it  is  the 
right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  new  goviu’nnumt,  laying  its 
foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  a<  to  them  shall 
seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate 
that  governments  long  established  sho^l  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transiem  cau- 
ses; and,  accordingly,  all  exjierience  liJpi  shown  that  manki)id  are  nnm'  disposed  to 
>uffer,  Avhile  evils  are  sufferable,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  tlu‘  forms  ti> 
which  they  are  accustomed.  But  when  a long  train  of  abuses  a)id  usurjaitions,  j»ursu- 
ing  invarialdy  the  .same  object,  evinces  a design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  des- 
])otism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throAV  off  such  government,  and  to  ])rovid(“ 
jiew  guards  for  their  future  security.  ►Such  has  been  the  patkmt /Hifferance  of  thesi* 
colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  necesWty  Avhich  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former 
system  of  goA'ernment.  The  history  of  the  present  king  of  Groat  Britain  is  a history 
of  relocated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  haA'ing  indirect  object  the  establishment  of  an 
absolute  tyranny  oA'cr  these  States.  To  proA'e  this,  let  facts  b(>  submitted  to  a candid 
world: — 

. Me  lias  r<‘fused  his  assent  (o  Iuaa's  the  most  Avholesonu'  ami  necessary  to  the  puldie 
good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  goA'ernors  to  jiass  hiAvs  of  immediate  ami  pressing  import- 
ance, unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  assent  should  be  obtaiiu'd;  and,  Avhen 
so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  hiAA's  for  the  accommodation  of  large  districts  of  peo- 
)ilc,  unless  those  jicople  Avould  relinquish  the  right  of  re]iresentation  in  the  h'gisla- 
lurc — a right  inestimable  to  them,  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

Ho  has  called  together  legislatiA’c  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable,  and 
distant  from  the  repository  of  their  public  records,  for  th(>  sole  {nirjiose  f>f  fatiguing 
them  into  compliance  Avith  his  measures. 

He  has  dLssoh'od  representatiA’c  houses  repcateilly  for  op])osing  with  manly  (irm- 
nes<  his  iUA'asious  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused,  for  a long  time  after  such  dissolutions,  to  eaii'C  others  to  be 
elected;  Avhereby  the  legislative  iioAvei’s,  incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the 
people  at  large  for  their  exercise— the  State  remaining,  in  the  rneanlime.  ex]-)oscd  toall 
the  dangers  of  in\asion  from  Avithout  and  convnKsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  pre.A'ent  the  population  of  these  Stati-s— for  that  piuiiu.se  ol;- 
structing  the*  Iuav.s  for  natiu’alization  of  foreigners,  refusing  to  puss  others  to  I'nc'ourage 
their  migration  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands. 
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He  has  obstmcted  the  admiuistration  of  justice,  by  refueiug  his  assent  to  laws  for 
establishing  judiciary  po^vers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone  for  the  tenure  of  their  oftices  and 
the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  officers  to 
harass  our  people  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies,  without  the  consent  of 
our  legislatures. 

'He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of,  and  superior  to,  the  civil 
power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  jurisdiction  foreign  to  our  constitu- 
tion, and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws — giving  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended 
legislation. 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us; 

For  protecting  them,  by  a mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any  murders  which 
they  should  commit  on  tlie  inhabitants  of  these  States; 

For  cutting  olfour  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world; 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  Avitliout  our  consent; 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury; 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences; 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a neighboring  province,  estab- 
lishing tlierein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render 
it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into 
these  colonies; 

For  taking  away  our  cliarters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  laws,  and  altering, 
fundamentally,  the  forms  of  our  governments; 

For  suspending  our  ow:i  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested  with 
power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  eases  whatsoever. 

He  Iras  abdicated  government  here  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  protection  and  wa- 
ging war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns,  and  destroyed  the 
lives  of  our  people. 

He  is  at  this  time  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  mercenaries  to  com]>lete  the 
works  of  death,  desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty 
and  perfidy  scarcely  paralleled  i)i  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the 
head  of  a civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the  high  seas,  to  bear 
arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  frieiids  and  brethren, 
or  to  fall  themselves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  among  us,  and  has  endeavored  to  bring  on 
the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of 
warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  coiiditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  ojjjjressions,  we  have  petitioned  lor  redress  in  tlie  most 
humble  terms.  (Jur  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury. 

prince,  whose  character  is  tints  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a tyrant,  is 
unfit  to  bo  the  ruler  of  a free  people. 

In  or  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  British  brethren.  We  have  warned 
them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attempts,  by  their  legislature,  to  extend  aii  utiwarrantable 
iurisdiction  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  ot  our  emigration 
and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and 
we  have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred,  to  disavow  these  usurpa- 
tions, which  would  inevltablv  interrupt  our  connexions  and  correspoiidenee.  They, 
too,  have  Ijecn  deaf  to  tl)e  voice  of  justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore, 
acquiesce  in  the  necessity  wliich  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold 
the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace,  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  general  Con- 
gress assembled,  apj^ealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  ot  the  World  lor  tlie  reetitudi*  ot  our 
intentions,  do,  in  the  name,  and  bv  the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies, 
soiemnly  publish  and  declare  that  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be, 
free  ami  independent  states:  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance_  to  the  British 
crown,  and  that  oil  political  connexion  between  them  and  the  state  ot  Great  Britain 
is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved;  and  that,  as  free  and  independent  states,  they  have 
fuii  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  do 
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all  other  acta  and  things  which  independent  states  may  of  right  do.  xind  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  declaration,  with  a firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence, 
we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.

I'he  Ijeltei"  to  secure  and  jjerjietualc  mutual  friendship,  and  intercourse  among  the 
pcO]de  of  the  dillereiit  States  in  this  t'nion,  t he  free  inhabitants  of  each  of  these  States, 
paupers,  vagabonds,  and  fugitives  from  justice,  exceiitcd,  shall  be  entitlerl  to  all  x>rivi- 
leges  and  immunitie.s  of  free  eit  i/.ens  in  the  several  states;  .and  the  ]»eople  of  each  state 
shall  hav<“  free  ingress,  and  regress  to  and  frouj  any  other  state,  and  shall  enjoy  therein 
all  the  jwivileges  of  trade  and  commerce  .subject  to  the  same  dutie.s,  impo.sitions,  and 
restrictions,  a>  the  inhabitants  thereof  res]>ectively;  provided  that,  such  restrictions 
shall  not  e.xtend  so  far  as  to  prevent  the  removal  of  property  imported  into  any  state 
to  any  other  .state,  of  which  t he  owner  is  an  inhabitant;  provided  also,  that  no  impo- 
sition, duties,  or  restriction,  shall  be  laid  by  any  state  on  tite  property  of  tlie  United 
States  or  cither  of  them. 

If  any  person  guiity  of  or  charged  with  treason,  felony,  or  otlier  high  misdemean- 
or, in  any  state,  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  any  of  the  United  States,  he 
shall,  upon  demand  of  the  governor  or  executive  power  of  the  state  from  which  helled, 
Ik*  delivered  u])  and  rcTiioved  to  tlie  state  having  jurisdiction  of  his  offence. 
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Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  of  these  states  to  the  records,  acts,  and 
judicial  proceedings  of  the  coiirts  and  magistrates  of  ever>*  other  state. 

AimCLF,  V. 

For  the  muiv  couvcmitiit  Jiiauttgcuieni  of  the  general  interests  of  the  United  States, 
delegates  shall  bo  annually  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  each  state 
shall  direct  to  moot  in  ( 'ougress  on  the  first  ^Monday  in  November,  in  every  year,  with 
a power  ivservod  to  each  state  to  recall  its  delegates  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  within 
tiVe  year,  and  to  ^eiid  others  in  their  stead  lor  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

No  state  shall  be  rc{)resented  in  Congress  by  less  than  two,  nor  by  more  than  seven 
noojjibciv;  ami  no  ptusoii  shall  be  capable  of  being  a delegate  for  more  than  three  years 
i.i  any  term  of  six  years;  nor  shall  any  person,  being  a delegate,  be  capable  of  holding 
any  oliice  under  the  Ujiited  States,  for  which  he,  or  another  for  his  benefit,  receives 
any  salary,  fees,  or  emolument  of  any  kind. 

Kach  stale  shall  juaintaiu  its  own  delegates  in  a meeting  of  the  5;>tates,  and  while 
they  act  as  members  of  the  committee  of  the  states. 

In  determining  (jucstions  in  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  each  state 
shall  haw  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  Congress  shall  not  be  impeached  or  questioned 
i)i  any  court  oj-  place  out  of  Congress;  and  the  member.s  of  Congress  shall  be  protected 
in  their  ))ersoiis  from  arrests  and  imprisonments,  during  the  time  of  their  going  to, 
:uid  from,  and  atfemlanee  on  Coiigre.ss,  except  for  trojison,  felony,  or  breach  of  the 
peace. 

ARTICLE  Vi. 

No  slate,  witiiout  llie  consent  <jf  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall 
semi  a)iy  embassy  to,  or  receive  any  embassy  from,  or  enter  into  any  conference,  agree- 
ment, ailiam  e,  or  treaty,  with  any  king,  prince,  ftr  state;  nor  shall  any  person  holding 
any  ottice  of  ])rotit  or  tru.st  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  tliem,acee]k  of  any  present, 
emolument,  olliee  or  litle  ol' any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign 
state,  norsliall  llic  United  Slates,  in  Congress  assem  I tied,  or  any  of  them,  grant  any 
title  of  noltilily. 

No  two  or  more  .-tales  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  confederalion,  or  alliance  what- 
ever, between  them,  without  the  consent  of  the  Laiiied  States,  in  Congress  assembled, 
.-])eeifyin,u- accurately  1 he  pnritoses  j’ov  which  the  .same  i.s  to  be  entered  into  and  how 
long  it  shall  eonfiniie. 

No  slate  shall  lay  any  imposts  or  duties,  wliieli  may  interfere  witJi  any  stiinila- 
tioiis  ill  tn.'aties  entered  into  by  the  United  State.s,  in  Congress  assembled,  with  any 
king,  prim  (.•,  or  state,  in  ]mrsuaiiee  of  any  treaties  already  proposed  by  Congress  to  the 
courts  of  J’ram-e  am!  , Spain. 

No  vesseL-oi-w.-ir  shall  be  kept  up  in  lime  of  peace  by  any  Stale,  except  such  juuu- 
bei-  only  as  ,>liall  be  deemed  neces.sary  by  the  United  States,  in  Congres.s assembled,  for 
the  detenet.'  of  sueh  slate  or  its  trade;  nor  shall  any  body  of  forces  be  kept  tii*  by  any 
state  in  time  of  peace,  except  such  number  onlV  a.s  in  the  judgment  of  the  tfnited 
States,  in  Congres.s  assembled,  shall  be  deemed  requisite  to  garrison  the  forts  necessary 
|V)v  the  tlefence  ofsueh  state;  but  every  state  shall  always  keep  up  a well-regulated  and 
<lisci])iined  militia,  sufficiently  armed  and  accoutred,  and  shall  provide  and  have  con- 
stantly really  for  n<e.  in  jmbiie  stores,  a due  number  of  field  pieces  and  tents,  and  a 
proper  iiuaniiA'  of  arms,  aiminition,  ami  camp  cquijiage. 

No  stale  sluill  en.gagt*  in  any  war  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  unless  sueb  state  be  actually  invaded  by  enemies  or  shall  have  re- 
eeivod  certain  julviee  of  a resolution  being  formed  by  some  nation  of  Indians  to  invade 
.such  state,  and  the  danger  is  so  imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a delay  till  the  United 
•States,  in  ( 'ongvess  assembled,  can  be  consulted;  nor  shall  any  state  grant  eotnmissions 
to  any  sliip.s  or  \'essels-of-war,  nor  letters  of  marque  or  reprisaJ.  excc|)i  it  be  after  a de- 
elaration  of  war  by  the  United  .States,  in  Congress  assembled,  ami  (lien  only  again.st 
the  kingdom  or  suite,  and  the  subjects  thereof,  against  which  war  ha«  been  so  declared, 
.-nid  under  such  regulations  u-s  .shall  be  esUtblisIted  by  tlie  United  Htafes.  in  Congress 
assembled,  unless  .stteh  state  be  infested  by  pirate.-i,  in  which  east*  x’esseLs-of-war  may 
be  fitted  out  for  that  occasion,  and  kept  so  long  as  tlie  dan,ger  shall  continue,  or  until 
the  United  .'States,  in  (.’ongre^s  as.sombled,  .shall  determine  otherwise. 

' ARTICLE  VI 1. 

WJicn  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  state  for  the  eommou  defence,  all  officers  of  or 
uiidei-  the  rank  of  colonel,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  each  state  respectively , 
by  whom  .such  forec.s  shall  be  raised,  or  in  .such  manner  as  such  state  shall  direct,  and 
ail  vaeani-ii"!  -ball  he  lilled*up  by  the  state  which  lirst  made  the  .'ippointmont.

LAWS  OF  UTAH. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

All  charges  of  war,  aud  all  other  expenses  that  shall  be  incurred  for  the  common 
defence  or  general  welfare,  and  allowed  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled, 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  a common  treasuiy,  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  several 
states  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  all  land  within  each  state  granted  to  or  surveyed 
for  any  person,  as  sucli  land  and  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  shall  be 
estimated  according  to  such  mode  as  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by  the  authority  and 
direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states,  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the 
United  States,  in  Congress  assembled. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right 
and  })ower  of  determining  on  peace  and  war,  except  in  the  cases  mentioned  in  the 
sixth  article — of  sending  and  receiving  ambassadors— entering  into  treaties  and  alli- 
ances; provided,  that  no  treaty  of  commerce  shall  be  made  Avhereby  the  legislative 
power  of  the  respective  states  shall  be  restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts  and 
duties  on  foreigners  as  their  own  people  are  subjected  to,  or  from  proliil^iting  the  ex- 
portation or  imj^ortation  of  any  species  of  goods'  or  commodities  vdiatsoever — of  estab- 
lishing rules  for  deciding  in  all  cases,  what  captures  on  land  or  water  shall  be  legal, 
and  in  wliat  maimer  prizes  taken  by  land  or  naval  forces  in  the  service  of  the  United 
iStates  shall  bo  divided  or  appropriated — of  granting  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in 
times  of  })eace— appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on 
the  high  seas,  and  establishing  courts  for  receiving  and  determining  tinally  appeals  in 
all  cases  of  captures:  })rovided,  that  no  member  of  Congress  shall  be  apjiointed  a judge 
of  any  of  the  said  courts. 

'Fhe  United  tstates,  in  Congress'’ assembled,  shall  also  be  the  last  resort  on  appeal 
in  all  disjnites  and  dillerences  now  subsisting,  or  that  hereafter  may  arise,  between  two 
or  more  states  concerning  boundary,  jurisdiction,  or  any  other  cause  whatever;  which 
aulhority  shall  always  be  exercised  in  the  manner  following: — Whenever  the  legisla- 
tive or  executive  autliority  or  lawful  agent  of  any  state  in  controversy  with  another 
shall  present  a petition  to  ('ongress,  stating  the  matter  in  cpiestion,  and  praying  for  a 
iiearing,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  order  of  Congress  to  the  legislative  or  execu- 
tive authority  of  the  other  state  in  controversy,  and  a day  assigned  for  the  ap])earanee 
of  the  parties,  by  their  lawful  agents,  who  shall  theji  be  directed  to  appoint  by  joint 
consent  commissioners  or  judges  to  constitute  a court  for  hearing  and  determining  the 
matter  in  question;  but  if  they  cannot  agree.  Congress  shall  name  three  persons  out  of 
each  of  the  United  States,  and  from  the  list  of  such  persons  each  party  shall  alternately 
strike  out  one,  the  ])etitioners  beginning,  until  the  number  shall  be  reduced  to  thirteen; 
and  from  that  number  not  less  than  seven  or  more  than  nine  names,  as  Congress  shall 
direct,  shall,  in  the  ])resence  of  Congi’ess,  be  drawn  out  by  lot;  and  the  ])ersons  whose 
names  shall  lie  so  drawn,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  or  judges,  to  hear 
and  tinally  determine  tb.e  controversy,  so  always  as  a major  part  of  the  judges,  who 
shall  heal' th(>  cause,  shall  agree  in  the  determination:  and  if  either  party  shall  neglect 
to  .attend  at  the  day  ajipointed,  without  showing  reasons  which  Congress  shall  judge 
suttieient,  or  being'  jiresent  sliall  refuse  to  strike,  the  Congress  shall  jiroceed  to  nomi- 
mitc  three  ]xn'sons  out  of  each  state,  and  the  secretary  of  Congress  sliall  strike  in  behalt 
ofsucli  iiarty  aiisent  or  refusing;  and  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the  court  to  be 
appointed  in  tiie  manner  before  jirescribed,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  if  any  of 
the  pal  lies  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  the  authority  of  such  coiu’t,  or  to  appear,  or  de- 
feii'l  their  claim  or  cause,  the  court  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to  pronounce  sentence 
or  judgment.  Vv'hich  shall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  decisive,  the  judgment  or  sen- 
tence and  other  proceedings,  being  in  either  case  transmitted  to  Congress,  and  lodged 
among  the  acts  of  Congress  for  the  sec.-urity  of  the  parties  concerned;  provided,  that 
every  commissioner,  before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  administered 
by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court  of  the  state,  v/here  the  cause 
shall  be  tried,  ‘‘well  and  truly  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  question,  according 
to  the  bes;t  of  his  judgment,  without  favor,  affection,  or  hope  of  reward;”  provided 
also,  that  no  state  shall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  States. 

All  controversies  concerning  the  private  right  of  soil,  claimed  under  different 
grants  of  two  or  more  states,  whose  jurisdiction  as  they  may  respect  such  lands  and  the 
states  which  passed  such  grants  are  adjusted,  the  said  grants  or  either  of  them  being 
at  the  same  time  claimed  to  have  originated  antecedent  to  such  settlement  of  jurisdic- 
tion, shall,  on  the  petition  of  either  iiarty  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be 
finally  determined,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  before  prescribed  for 
deciding  disputes  respecting  territorial  jurisdiction  between  different  states. 


LAWS  OF  UTAH. 


The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  also  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right 
and  power  of  regulating  the  alloy-  and  value  of  coin  struck  by  their  own  authority,  or  by 
that  of  the  respective  states;  fixing  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures  throughout 
tlie  United  States;  regulating  the  trade  and  managing  all  aflairs  with  the  Indians,  not 
members  of  any  of  the  states;  provided  that  the  legislative  right  of  any  state,  within 
its  own  limits',  be  not  infringed  or  violated;  establishing  and  regulating  post  offices 
from  one  state  to  another,  throughout  all  the  United  States,  and  exacting  such  postage 
on  the  papers  passing  through  the  same,  as  may  be  requisite  to  defray  tlie  expenses  of 
the  said  office;  appointing  all  officers  of  the  land  forces  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  excepting  regimental  officers;  appointing  all  the  officers  of  the  naval  forces, 
and  commissioning  all  officers  whatever  in  the  seiwice  of  the  United  States,  making 
rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  said  land  and  naval  forces,  and  direct- 
ing their  operations. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assenibled,  shall  have  authorit.y  to  appoint  a com- 
mittee, to  sit  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  to  be  denominated,  “a  committee  of  the  state^-,'■ 
and  to  consist  of  one  delegate  from  each  state ; and  to  appoint  such  other  committees 
and  civil  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  managing  the  general  affairs  of  the  United 
States  under  their  direction  ; to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  pi’eside ; })rovided  that 
no  person  be  allowed  to  serve  in  the  office  of  jn’esident  more  than  one  year  in  any 
term  of  three  years ; to  ascertain  the  necessary  sums  of  money  to  be  raised  for  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  appropriate  and  apply  the  same  lor  defraying  the 
public  exi3enses;  to  borrow  money  or  emit  bills  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States, 
transmitting  every  half  year  to  the  respective  states  an  account  of  the  sums  of  money 
so  borrowed  or  emitted ; to  build  and  equip  a navy  ; to  agree  upon  the  number  of  land 
forces,  and  to  make  requisitions  from  each  state  for  its  <iuota,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  white  inhabitants  in  such  state,  which  requisition  shall  be  binding : and 
thereupon  the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  appoint  the  regimental  officers,  raise  the 
men,  and  clothe,  arm,  and  equip  them,  in  a soldier-like  manner,  at  the  ex])ense  of 
the  United  States;  and  the  officers  and  men  .so  clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  shall 
march  to  the  place  api^ointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United  States,  in 
Congress  assembled;  but  if  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall,  on  con- 
sideration of  circumstances,  .judge  proper  that  any  state  should  not  raise  men,  or  should 
raise  a smaller  number  than  its  quota,  and  that  any'  otlier  state  should  raise  a greater 
number  of  men  than  the  quota  thereof,  such  extra  number  shall  be  raiseil.  officered, 
clothed,  armed  and  equipped,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  quota  of  such  state,  unless 
the  legislature  of  such  state  shall  judge  that  such  extra  number  cannot  be  saiel.v  .sjatred 
out  of  the  same,  in  which  case  they'  shall  raise,  officer,  clothe,  arm,  and  equip,  as  man.v 
of  such  extra  number  as  they' judge  can  be  safely  spared,  and  the  officers  and  men  so 
clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  shall  march  to  the  place  appointed,  and  -within  (he 
time  agreed  on  by'  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  never  engage  in  a war,  nor  .gran^ 
letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  time  of  peace,  nor  enter  into  any'  treaties  or  alliances, 
nor  coin  money',  nor  regulate  the  value  thereof,  nor  ascertain  the  sums  and  e^x2)enses 
necessary'  for  the  defence  and  welfare  of  the  irnited  States,  or  any'  of  them,  nor  emit 
hills,  nor  borrow  money  on  the  credit,  of  the  United  States,  nor  apjtropriate  nion.ey, 
nor  agree  upon  the  number  of  vessels  of  war  to  be  built  or  i^urchased,  or  the  number 
of  land  or  sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a commander-in-chief  of  tiie  army  or 
navy',  unless  nine  states  assent  to  the  same,  nor  shall  a ciuestion  on  any'  other  point, 
except  for  adjourning  from  day'  to  day,  be  detennined,  unless  by  the  votes  of  u 
majority  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  any'  time  within 
the  y'ear,  and  to  any  place  within  the  United  States,  so  that  no  period  of  adjournmoiit 
be  for  a longer  duration  than  the  s^jace  of  six  months,  and  shall  itublish  the  journal  of 
their  proceedings  monthly,  except  such  jjarts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances,  or 
militaiy  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require  secreev;  and  the  y'eas  and  nay's  of  the 
delegatW  of  each  state,  on  any  question,  shall  be  enterecl  on  the  journal,  when  it  is  de- 
sired by'  any  delegate;  and  the  delegates  of  a state,  or  any'  of  them,  at  his  or  their  re- 
(juyst,  shall  be  furnished  with  a transcriirt  of  the  said  journal,  exceiDt  such  parts  as  are 
above  excepted,  to  lay'  before  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  committee  of  the  states,  or  any'  nine  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to  execute, 
in  the  recess  of  Congress,  such  of  the  i^owers  of  Congress  as  the  United  States,  in  Coti- 
gress  assembled,  by"  the  consent  of  nine  states,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  think  exi)c- 
dient  to  vest  them  with;  provided  tliat  no  power  be  delegated  to  the  said  committee?, 
for  the  exercise  of  which,  by’  the  articles  of  confederation,  the  voice  of  nine  states,  in 
(he  Congress  of  the  United  States  assembled,  is  requisite.

Canada  acceding  to  this  cout'ederatioii,  and  joining  in  the  meabures  oi'  tiie  [Juited 
States,  shall  be  admitted  into,  and  entitled  to  all  the  advantages  of  this  Union;  but  no 
other  colony  shall  be  admitted  into  the  same,  unless  such  admission  i)(^  agreed  to  by 
nine  states. 

AKTTCldC  Xil. 

Ail  bills  oihn'edit  emitted,  moneys  Ijorrowod,  and  debts  contracted  l>y  or  under  the 
siutliority  of  Congress,  before  the  assembling  of  the  United  States,  in  imrsuauce  of  the 
present  confederation,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  a charge  against  the  United 
States,  for  payment  and  satisfaction  u bereof  ihe  said  T'nitod  States  and  the  jmblie 
laitli  are  hereby  solemnly  pledged. 


AHTJCLig  Xli  I. 

Evciy  state  shall  abide  by  the  determinations  of  the  United  States,  in  Congress 
assembled,  on  all  questions  "which  by  this  confederation  arc  submitted  to  them.  And 
the  articie.s  of  tliis  confederation  shall  Ije  iiiviolably  oliserved  by  cveiy  .state,  and  the 
Union  shall  be  perpetual;  nor  shall  any  alteration  al  any  tiuu' hereafter  I k>  made  in 
any  of  them,  unless  such  alteration  be  agreed  lo  in  a (.'on gross  of  the  Unite<l  States, 
and  be  afterwards  conlirmed  liy  the  legislatures  of  t'very  state. 

And  whereas  it  hath  jdeasc'd  the  great  (tovcriior  of  the  world  to  incline  the  hearts 
of  the  legislatures  we  respectfully  i'ei>reseut  in  Congress,  to  of,  and  to  authoi'- 

ize  ns  to  ratify  the  said  articles  of  cf)nfedcration  and  perpetual  union,  Kuoas"  ye,  tbni 
wo,  the  undersigned  delegates,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  auliiority  to  us  given  for 
that  i)urpose,  do,  by  these  presents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  our  respectiveconstitu- 
ents,  fully  and  entirely  ratify  and  confirm  each  and  every  of  the  sai<l  arti(-lcs  of  con- 
federation and  pei’pctual  union,  and  all  and  singular  the  JualtiTs  ami  things  therein 
contained.  iVnd  "we  tlo  further  .solemnly  ])light  and  engage  tiie  I'aith  ofonr  rc'speetive 
constituents,  that  they  shall  abide  by  tlie  <let('rminatious  of  the  i.dutcd  States,  in  (A>n- 
gress  assembled,  oil  all  (juestions  whicli  by  the  .said  confederation  arc  submitted  to 
t hem;  and  that  the  articie.s  thereof  shall  he  inviolably  ohscna'tl  by  the  states  we  ve- 
■icctively  represent,  and  tliat  the  Union  shall  be  perpetual.

AN  ORDINANCE, 


FOR  TILL  GOVERNMENT  OF  THIO  TERRITORY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  NORTH- WF,ST 

OF  THE  RIVER  OHIO. 


IJe  it  ordained  by  the  United  Htates,  in  Congress  as.sembled,  That  the  said  territory , 
for  tlie  purposes  of  temporary  government,  be  one  district;  subject,  however,  to  be 
divided  into  two  districts,  as  future  circumstances  may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress, 
make  it  expedient. 

Jie  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaiil,  Tliat  the  estates  l)oth  of  resident  and 
non-resident  proprietor  in  tlie  said  territory,  dying  intestate,  shall  descend  to  and  b(‘ 
distributed  among  their  cliildren,  and  the  descendants  of  a deceased  child,  in  ccpiaL 
parts;  the  descendants  of  a deceased  child  or  grand  chihl,  to  take  a share  of  their  de- 
ceased parent  in  equal  parts  among  them;  and  where  there  shall  be  no  children  or 
de.scendants,  then  in  equal  parts  to  the  next  of  kin,  in  equal  degree;  and  ainoiig  col- 
latterals,  the  children  of  a deceased  brother  or  sister  of  the  intestate  sliall  Jiave,  in 
(.■qual  parts  among  them,  their  deceased  parent’s  sliare;  and  there  shall,  in  no  case,  be 
a distinction  between  kindred  of  the  whole  and  half  l)looil;  .sa\ing,  in  all  cases,  to  the 
widow  ofthe  intestate  her  third  part  of  the  real  estate  for  life,  and  one  third  part  of  the  pei- 
sonal  estate;  and  this  law  relative  to  the  descents  and  dower  shall  rema.i  n ii  i full  force  unti  1 
altered  by  the  legislature  of  the  district.  And  until  the  governor  and  judges  shall 
adopt  laws,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  estates  in  the  said  territory  may  be  devised  or- 
beciueathed  by  wills  in  writing,  signed  and  sealed  by  him  or  her,  in  whom  the  estate 
may  be,  (being  of  full  age,)  and  attested  by  three  witnesses;  and  real  e.states  may  be. 
couveye(l  by  lease  and  release,  or  biu’gain  and  sale,  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  by  the 
j)erson,  being  of  full  age,  in  whom  the  estate  may  be,  and  alte.sted  by  two  witnesses, 
provided  such  wills  be  duly  proved,  such  conveniences  be  acknowledged,  or  the 
execution  thereof  duly  proved,  and  be  recorded  within  one  year  after  nroper  mag- 
istrates, courts  and  registers  .shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose;  and  jiersoual  propertv 
may  be  transferred  by  delivery;  saving,  however,  to  the  French  and  Canadian  inhab- 
itants, and  other  settlers  of  the  Kaska.skias,  Saint  Vincents,  and  tlu'  neighboring  vil- 
lages, who  have  heretofore  professed  themselves  citizens  of  Virgiiiia.,  their  laws  and 
customs  now  in  force  among  them,  relative  to  the  descent  and  coiiveyaiice  of 
l)roperty. 

lie  it  ordained  by  the  authprity  albresaid.  That  th.ere  shall  be  appointed,  from  time 
to  time,  by  Congress,  a governor,  whose  commission  shall  continue  in  fon-e  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  unle.ss  sooner  revoked  by  Congress;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district, 
and  have  a freehold  estate  therein,  in  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise 
of  his  office. 

There  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a secretary  whose  com- 
mission shall  continue  in  force  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  I’evoked;  he  shall  reside  in 
llu‘  district,  and  have  a freehold  estate  therein,  in  live  hundred  acres  of  land  while  in 
(he  exercise  of  his  office.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  and  iireserve  the  acts  and  laws 
passed  by  the  legislature,  and  the  public  records  of  the  district,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  governor  in  his  executive  department;  and  transmit  authentic  copies  of  Mich  acts 
and  proceedings  every  six  months,  to  the  secretary  of  Congress.  There  shall  also  1 e 
appointed  a court,  to  consi.st  of  three  judges,  any  two  of  whom  to  form  a court,  who 
shall  have  a common  law  jurisdiction,  and  reside  in  the  district,  and  liaveeach  therein 
a freehold  e.state  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  their  offices; 
ami  their  commissions  shall  continue  in  force  during  good  behavior. 

The  Governor  and  judge.s,  or  a majority  of  thenn  shall  ado]>t  and  publish,  in  tlu‘ 
district,  such  laws  of  the  original  states,  criminal  and  civil,  as  may  b.e  necessary  and 
best  suiti'il  to  the  circumstances  of  the  ilistrii.-t,  and  rejiort  them  to  Congri'ss  from  time 
time;  which  laws  shall  be  in  force  in  tlu*  distrid  until  the  organization  of  th(“  general 
assembly  therein,  unless  disapproved  of  by  Congress;  l)Ut  atua  wanls  the  i(‘uislatnre 
"ball  have  authority  to  alter  tbem  as  they  shall  think  til. 
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Tile  Govenior  foi-  the  time  being  shall  he  (‘ommandev-in-chief  of  (lie  militia,  ap- 
point and  commission  all  officers  in  the  same,  below  the  rank  of  general  officers;  all 
general  officers  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  Congress. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  general  assembly,  the  governor  siiall  appoint 
such  magistrates  and  other  civil  officers,  in  each  county  or  township,  as  he  shall  find 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  good  order  in  the  same.  After  the  general 
assemhly  shall  be  organized,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  magistrates  and  other  civil 
officers  shall  be  regulated  and  defined  liy  the  said  assembly;  but  all  magistrates  and 
otlier  civil  officers,  not  herein  otherwise  directed,  shall,  during  tlie  continuance  of  this 
temporary  government,  be  appointed  by  the  governor. 

For  tiie  })revention  of  crimes  and  injuries,  the  laws  to  l)e  adopted  or  made  shall 
have  force  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  for  the  execution  of  process,  criminal  and 
civil,  the  governor  shall  make  proper  divisions  thereof;  and  he  shall  proceed  from  time 
to  time,  as  circumstances  may  require,  to  lay  out  the  parts  of  the  district,  in  which  the 
Indian  titles  shall  have  heeii  extinguished,  into  counties  and  townships,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  such  alterations  as  may  thereafter  be  made  by  the  legislature. 

So  soon  as  there  shall  be  five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants  of  full  age,  in  the 
district,  upon  giving  proof  thereof  to  the  governor,  they  shall  receive  authority,  vrith 
time  and  place,  to  elect  representatives  from  their  counties  or  townships,  to  represent 
them  in  the  general  assembly:  Provided,  That  for  every  five  Inmdred  free  male  in- 
habitants, tliere  shall  be  one  representative,  and  so  on  progressively  with  the  number 
of  free  male  inlndhtants,  shall  tlie  right  of  representation  increase,  until  the  number 
of  representatives  shall  amount  to  twenty-five,  after  which  the  number  and  proptor- 
tioii  of  representatives  sliall  be  I'egulated  by  the  legislature:  Pi-ovided,  That  no  person 
)»e  eligible  or  qualilied  to  act  as  a representative,  unless  he  shall  Irave  been  a citizen  of 
one  of  the  (hiitcd  States  tliree  years,  and  be  a resident  in  the  district,  or  unless  he 
shall  have  resided  in  tlie  district  three  years,  and  in  either  case  shall  likewise  hold  in 
liisov.'m  rigid,  in  fee  simple,  two  hundred  acres  of  land  within  the  same:  Provided,  also. 
That  a frccliold  in  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  district,  having  been  a citizen  of  one  of 
the  slates,  and  being  resident  in  the  district,  or  the  like  freehold  and  two  years  resi- 
dciu'c  in  tlie  district  shall  be  necessary  to  qualify  a man  as  an  elector  of  a represen- 
tative. 

Tlie  rciiresentative  thus  elected  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years;  and  in  case 
ol'  (he  death  of  a reiircsentative,  or  removal  from  office,  the  governor  shall  issue  a writ 
to  llu'  county  or  township  for  which  he  was  a member,  to  elect  another  in  his  stead, 
to  serve  for  tile  residue  of  the  term. 

Tlie  general  assembly,  or  legislature,  shall  consist  of  the  governor,  legislative 
council,  and  a house  of  reprc.sentatives.  The  legislative  council  shall  consist  of  five 
mcmix'rs,  to  coidinue  in  office  live  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  congi’ess,  any 
three  of  whom  to  be  a (juorum.  Ami  the  mejiibers  of  the  council  shall  be  nominated 
and  a.])p(nnted  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit:  As  soon  as  representatives  shall  be 

elected,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a time  and  place  for  them  to  meet  together,  and 
vi  hen  met,  vht'y  shall  nominate  ten  persons,  residents  in  the  district,  and  each  pos- 
sessed of  a freehold  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  returji  their  names  to  congress, 
live  of  whom  congress  shall  appoint  and  commission  to  serve  as  aforesaid;  and  when- 
ever a vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  council,  by  death  or  removal  from  office,  the  house 
of  rc])reseutar'ives  shall  nominate  two  p)ersons,  qualilied  as  aforesaid,  lor  each  vacancy, 
and  return  their  names  to  congress,  one  of  whom  congress  shall  appoint  and  com- 
mi'^^ioii  ibr  the  residue  of  the  term.  And  every  live  years,  four  months  at  least  before 
the  ex!)!i'ation  of  the  time  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  council,  the  said  house 
shall  nominate  ten  persons,  qualilied  as  aforesaid,  and  return  their  names  to  congress, 
live  of  whom  congress  shall  a^pjoint  and  commission  to  serve  as  members  of  the  coun- 
cil live  Vi'ars,  unless  sooner  removed.  And  the  governor,  legislative  council,  and 
house  of"rc]!rcsentatives  shall  have  authority  to -make  laws,  inwall  eases,  for  the  good 
govei’nmeiit  of  the  district,  not  repugnant  to  the  in’inciples,  and  articles  in  this  ordi- 
Viance  erstaldished  and  declared.  And  all  bills,  having  passed  by  a majority  iti  the 
house,  and  by  a majority  i?i  the  council,  shall  be  referred  to  the  governor  for  his 
asseni;  but  no  bill  or  legislative  act  whatever,  shall  be  of  any  force  without  his  assent. 
The  governor  .-hall  have*  p'owcr  to  convene,  pjrorogue,  atid  dissolve  the  general  as- 
sembly. when  in  liis  oj>inion  it  shall  he  expedient. 

Tiic  goveiiior,  judg('s,  legislative  council,  .secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as 
cDngivss  shall  appoint  in  the  district,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affir#nation  of  fidelity  and 
of  oiiiec;  tlw  governor  before  the  I'n’csident  of  congress,  and  all  other  officers  before 
the  a-.  As  .-oon  as  a legislature  shall  be  formed  in  the  district,  the  council  and 

lioi  s,'  u'Seiiibicti,  ill  one  room,  shall  have  authority,  by  joint  ballot,  to  elect  a delegate 
e-  vougi’css,  wlio  shall  have  a seat  in  congress,  with  a right  of  debating,  but  not  of  vot- 
ing, during  this  fenijiorary  government. 

And  for  extending  the*  fundamental  principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  which 
fomi  the  f)asis  whereon  these  republics,  their  laws,  and  constitutions  are  erected;  to 
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fix  and  oislaldish  tlio.se  i)rineiple.s  as  the  basis  of  ail  laws,  coustitiitioiis  and  jjoveru- 
nieuts,  which  forever  hereafter  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory;  to  provide  also 
for  the  establishment  of  states,  and  permanent  governments  therein,  and  for  their 
admission  to  share  in  the  federal  councils,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states, 
at  as  early  periods  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest: 

It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  following 
articles  shall  be  considered  as  articles  of  compact  between  the  original  states,  and  the 
people  ?.nd  states  in  the  said  territory,  and  forever  remain  unalterable,  unless  by  com- 
mon consent,  to  wit: 

ARTICLE  I. 

No  person  demeaning  himself  in  a peaceable  and  orderly  manner,  shall  ever  be 
molested  on  account  of  his  mode  of  Avorship,  or  religious  .sentiments,  in  the  said 
territory. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Tlie  inliabitants  of  the  said  territory  shall  alway.'<  I)0  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  the  Avrit  of  habeas  corpus,  and  trial  by  jury;  of  a proportionate  representa- 
tion of  the  people  in  the  legislature,  and  of  judicial  proceedings  according  to 
the  course  of  the  common  laAv.  All  pei’sons  shall  be  bailable,  unless  for  capital 
offences,  Avhere  the  proof  shall  be  CA'ident,  or  the  presumption  great.  All  fines 
shall  be  moderate;  and  no  cmel  or  unusual  punishments  shall  be  inflicted.  No  man 
shall  be'depriA-ed  of  his  liberty  or  property,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the 
laAv  of  the  land;  and  should  the  public  exigencies  make  it  necessary,  for  tlie  common 
preser\"ation,  to  take  any  person’s  property,  or  to  demand  his  particular  seiwices,  full 
compensation  shall  be  made  for  the  same.  And  in  the  just  preseiwation  of  rights  and 
}>roi)erty,  it  is  understood  and  declared,  that  no  laAV  ought  CA^er  to  be  made,  or  liaA'e 
force  in  the  said  territory,  that  shall  in  any  manner  AvhateA’^er  interfere  Avith  or  affect 
priA'ate  contracts  or  engagements  bonaflde,  and  Avithout  fraud  preA'iously  formed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Religion,  morality,  and  knoAvledge  being  necessary  to  good  goA'ernment  and  the 
hapi)iness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  of  education  shall  fore\^er  be  encou- 
raged. The  utmost  good  faith  shall  ahvays  be  obseiwed  toAvards  the  Indians;  their 
lands  and  property  shall  never  be  taken  from  them  Avithout  their  consent,  and  in 
their  jAroperty,  rights,  and  liberty,  they  never  shall  be  invaded  or  disturbed,  unless  in 
just  and  laAvful  wars,  authorized  by  congress;  but  laws,  founded  in  justice  and  hu- 
manity, shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  for  preA’^enting  Avrongs  being  done  to  them, 
and  for  jAreserving  peace  and  friendship  with  them. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  said  territory,  and  the  states  which  may  be  formed  therein,  shall  foreA'er  re- 
main a part  of  this  confederacy  of  the  United  States  of  America,  subject  to  the  articles 
of  confederation,  and  to  such  alterations  therein  as  shall  be  constitutionally  made; 
and  to  all  the  acts  and  ordinances  of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  con- 
formable thereto.  The  inhabitants  and  settlers  in  the  said  territory  shall  be  subject 
to  pay  a part  of  the  federal  debts  contracted,  or  to  be  contracted,  and  a proportional 
part  of  the  expenses  of  government,  to  be  apportioned  on  them  by  congress,  accord- 
ing to  the  same  common  rule  and  measure  by  AA’hich  apportionments  thereof  shall  be 
made  on  the  other  states;  and  the  taxes  for  paying  their  proportion  shall  be  laid  and 
leA'ied  by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  l%islatures  of  the  district  or  districts,  or 
ncAV  states,  as  in  the  original  states,  Avithin  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  bruited  States 
in  congress  assembled.  The  legislatures  of  those  districts  or  ncAv  states,  shall  neA'er 
interfere  Avith  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil  by  the  United  States  in  congress  assem- 
bled, nor  Avith  any  regulations  congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in 
such  soil  to  the  bonafide  purchasers.  No  tax  shall  be  imiAosed  on  lauds,  the  property 
of  the  United  States;  and  in  no  case  shall  non-resident  proprietors  be  taxed  higher 
than  residents.  The  navigable  Avaters  leading  into  the  Mississippi  and  St.  LaAvrence, 
and  the  carrying  places  betAveeu  the  same,  shall  be  common  highAvays,  and  forcA’er 
free,  as  Avell  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory,  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  those  of  any  other  states  that  may  be  admitted  into  the  confederacy,  with- 
out any  tax,  impost,  or  duty  therefor. 

* ARTICLE  V. 

There  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory,  qot  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  five 
states;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  states,  as  soon  as  Virginia  shall  alter  her  act  of 
ecssioii,  and  consent  to  the  same,  .shall  become  fixed  and  established  as  folloAVS,  to 
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wit:  The  western  state  iu  tlic  .said  territory  shall  be  bounded  by  the  Mississiuih  tlu' 
Ohio,  and  Wabash  river, s;  a.  direct  line  d’rawnfrom  the  AVabash  and  Post  Vincents 
due  north  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  State.s  and  Canada;  and  by  the 
said  territorial  line  to  the  Lake  of  the  AVoods  and  Mississippi.  The  middle  state  shall 
bo  bounded  by  the  said  direct  line,  the  AVabash  from  Post  Vincents  to  the  (5hio  ]>y 
the  Ohio,  by  a direct  line  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  to’th'e 
said  territorial  line,  and  by  the  said  territoi-ial  line.  The  eastern  state  shall  be  bounded 
by  the  last  mentioned  direct  line,  the  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  the  said  territorial 
line:— Provided,  however,  and  it  is  further  understood  and  declared.  That  the  bound- 
aries of  these  three  states  shall  be  subject  so  far  to  be  altered,  that  if  congress  shall 
hereafter  find  it  expedient,  they  shall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  states  in  tl)at 
part  of  the  said  territory  which  lies  nortli  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the 
I'OutheiTy  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Miehigau.  And  whenever  any  of  the  said  states 
shall  have  sixty  thousand  free  inliabitants  therein,  such  state  shall  be  admitted,  by 
its  delegates,  into  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  .states,  in  all  respects  Avhatever;  and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  form  a permanent 
coustitution  and  state  government:  Provided,  the  constitution' and  government  so  to 
l)e  ibrmed,  shall  Ije  rc]mblican,  and  in  conformity  to  the  principles  contained  in  these 
articles;  and  so  far  as  it  can  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest  of  the  confederacy, 
sucli  admission  shall  be  allowed  at  an  earlier  period,  and  Avhen  there  may  be  a ies.s 
number  of  free  iulialhtants  iu  tlie  state  than  sixty  thousand. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

There  shall  lie  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  iu  the  said  territory, 
otlierwi.so  tlian  in  tlie  punisliment  of  erimes,  Avliereof  the  ]>arty  .shall  liave  been  duly 
couvieted:  Provided,  always,  that  any  person  escaping  into  the  same,  from  Avhoiii 
iabour  or  service  is  lawfulJy  claimed  in  any  one  of  the  original  states,  .sucli  fugitiv(> 
may  be  lawfully  reclaimed  and  eonveyt'd,  (<>  tlie  person  claiming  bis  or  her  labor  oi- 
service,  as  aforesaid. 

He  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  'Phat  the  resolutions  of  tlie  twenty-tJiird 
o!'  .April,  one  thousand  seven  liundred  and  eiglity-four,  relative  to  the  subject  of  this 
ordiuance,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  rejicaled,  and  declared  null  and  void.

WIQ,  the  ]ioople  of  the  Tuited  States,  in  order  to  form  a more  perfect  union,  establish 
jnstlct*,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the 
general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity, 
do  orflain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  the  United  Sftates  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 

SECTION  I. 

All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  in  a Congi'ess  of  the  United 
.States,  which  shall  consist  of  a senate  and  house  of  representatives. 

.SECTION  II. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  composed  of  inember*  chosen  every  second 
year  by  the  people  of  the  several  states,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  .shall  have  the 
(pialili  cat  ions  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  state  legisla- 
I lire. 

Xo  person  shall  be  a representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of 
twenty-fi  ve  years,  and  been  seven  years  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall 
not,  when  efected,  bo  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  states 
which  may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers, 
which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including 
those  bound  to  service  for  a term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three- 
tifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  subse- 
quent term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of 
representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each  state  shall 
have  at  least  one  representative;  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five,  New  York  six,  New  Jersey 
four,  Pennsyivania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten,  North  Carolina 
five,  South  Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  rejiresentation  from  any  state,  the  executive 
authority  thereof  shall  issue  Merits  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker  and  other  officers,  and 
shall  have  the  sole  iiower  of  impeachment. 

SECTION  lit. 

The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  senators  from  each 
.'<tate,  cho.sen  by  the  legislature  thereof,  for  six  years;  ainl  each  senator  shall  have 
one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  sliall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of  the  first  election, 
they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  sena- 
tors of  the  first  class  shall  lie  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the 
second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if 
vacancies  happen  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature  of 
any  state,  the  executive  thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  legislature,  Avhich  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. 
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ISo  jffc'i'.sou  sliall  be  a senator 'wlio  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  agcof  thirty  .years 
and  been  nine  years  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  for  Avhich  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  vice-president  ot  the  United  States  shall  be  president  of  the  senate,  but  shall 
have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  eipially  divided. 

The  senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a president  jiro  temiiore,  in 
(he  alisence  ot  the  vice-president,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  president  of 
the  United  States. 

The  senate  shall  have  the  sole  pov/er  to  try  all  impeachments;  when  sitting  for 
that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  president  of  the  United 
States  is  tried,  the  chief  justice  shall  preside;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without 
tne  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from 
office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under 
(lie  United  Shxtes;_  but  the  party  convicted  sliall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  sulxjcct  to 
indictment,  trial,  judgment  ami  ])uiiishment,  accf)r<llng  to  law. 

' SHC’J'IUX  IV. 

The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holdiiig  elections  for  senators  and  representa- 
tives shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state  liy  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the  Conguess  may 
at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing 
senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall 
I>e  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  lav/  appoint  a different 
day. 

kSI'X'TToN  V. 

Each  house  shall  be  the  juiige  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifications  of  its 
own  members,  and  a majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  lie  authorized  to  compel  the 
altendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  and  imder  such  penalties  as  each 
house  may  i)rovide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  j)unish  its  members  for 
disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to  ti}ne  ]niblish 
ihe  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  require  secresy;  and  the 
.yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  house  on  airy  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of 
one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  (lie  journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 
the  two  houses  shall  he  sitting. 

SJX'JTON  VI. 

The  senaiors  and  representatives  shall  receive  a com jiensation  for  their  services, 
to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid*out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  They 
shall  in  all  ctises,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  iirivileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  tlie  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to 
and  returnin.g  from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house  they  shall 
not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  tinie  for  which  he  was  elected,  be 
.qipointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall 
i'luve  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  sucli 
rime;  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  iStates,  shall  be  a member  of 
either  hou.se  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

SKCTlOil  VI 1. 

All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house  of  representatives;  but  the 
senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Eveiy  bill  which  shall  have  iiassed  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  senate, 
shall,  before  it  becomes  a law,  be  iiresented  to  the  president  of  the  United  States;  if  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  house 
in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their 
.iournal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that 
house  sliall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the 
other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds 
wf  that  house,  it  shall  become  a law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  t!ie  per.sous  voting  foi’  ami 
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;iaaini^t  the  i)ill  sliall  he  cnterod  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill 
siiaU  not  be  returned  by  the  president  within  ten  days  (Sunday  excepted)  after  it 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  sliall  be  a law,  in  like  manner  as  if  lie  had 
signed  it,  unless  the  congress  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  ease 
it  .shall  not  be  a law. 

Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the.  concurrence  of  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a question  of  adjournment)  shall  be 
presented  to  the  president  of  the  United  States;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect, 
shall  be  ajiproved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him.  shall  be  repassed  by  two- 
thirds  of  tile  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limita- 
tions prescribed  in  the  case  of  a bill. 

SECTIOX  Till. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  ex- 
cises, to  pay  the  debts  and  iirovide  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of  the 
United  States,  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  unifoi’in  throughout  the 
United  States; 

To  borroAv  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States; 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  states,  and 
with  the  Indian  tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject 
of  bankruptcies  tiiroughout  the  United  States; 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  A’alue  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and  to  fix  the 
standard  of  Aveights  and  measures; 

To  provide  jbr  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  coin  of 
the  United  States; 

To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads; 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited  times 
to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclush^e  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  dis- 
coveries; 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court; 

To  define  and  jiunish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and 
offences  against  the  laAv  of  nations; 

To  declare  Av'.ar,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning 
captures  on  land  and  water; 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be 
for  a longer  term  than  tAvo  years; 

To  inovide  and  maintain  a navy; 

To  make  rules  for  the  goA’ernment  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laAVS  of  the  Union,  suppress 
insurrecrions  and  repel  invasions; 

To  lAi-oA'ide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing 
such  jjart  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reseiwing 
to  the  states  respectiA’ely  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  train- 
ing the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  OA’er  such  district  i not 
exceeding  ten  miles  square),  as  may,  by  cession  of  particular  states,  and  the  accept- 
ance of  Congress,  become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
exercise  like  authority  oA’er  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of 
the  state  in  Avhich  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals, 
dockyard.s,  and  other  needful  buildings; — And 

To  make  all  laAvs  Avhieh  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrjdng  into  execution 
the  foregoing  poAvers,  and  all  other  j>owers  A'ested  by  this  constitution  in  the  goA'erii- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  office  thereof. 

.SECTION  IX. 

The  migration  or  importatioji  of  such  persons  as  any  of  the  states  uoav  existing 
shall  think  proper  to  admit,  i^iiall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  tlie  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  l)ut  a tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such  im- 
portation, not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

The  priA'ilegc  of  the  AA'rif  (jf  hai)eas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  aa  Iioii  in 
cases  of  rebellion  or  im'a.sion  the  iniblic  safety  may  require  it. 

Ao  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  hiAV  shall  be  passed. 

A'o  cai)itation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  proportion  to  the' census 
or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

Xo  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  state. 

Xo  preference  rdndl  be  given  by  any  reg'ulation  of  commerce  or  rcA  euue  to  ihe 
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ports  of  one  state  over  those  of  another,  nor  shall  vessels  bo\md  to  or  from  one  state 
be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  eonsefxuence  of  appropriations 
made  by  law”  and  a regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  exi)endituros  of 
all  public  money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States;  and  no  person  holding 
any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress, 
accept  of  any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title  of  any  kind  wdiatever,  from  any 
king,  prince,  or  foreign  state. 

.<i'X'-nox  A. 

No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  confederation;  grant  letters 
of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  anything  but  gold  and. 
silver  coin  a tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law, 
or  law  impairing  the  obligation  6f  contracts,  oi-  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  state  shall,  wdthout  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  imposts  or  duties  on 
imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspec- 
tion laws;  and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts  laid  by  any  state  on  imports 
or  exports  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  trea-smy  of  the  ITnited  States;  and  all  sucii  laws 
shall  be  subject. to  the  revision  and  control  of  the  Congress. 

No  state  shall,  wdthout  the  consent  of  Cougn'ss,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep 
troops,  or  ships-of-war  in  time  of  ])caee,  enter  iiito  any  agj'eement  or  conqjact  with 
another  state,  or  with  a foreign  i)ower,  or  e)igage  in  war,  unless  actually  imaded,  or 
in  such  imminent  danger  as  wdll  not  admit  of  delay. 

ARTICJ.E  ri. 

SECTION  J. 

The  executive  power  shall  be  ve.sted  in  a Pj’esideut  of  the  United  Mtates  of 
America.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  lour  years,  and,  togetlnu'  witii 
tile  vice-president,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 

Uach  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  therecd'  Jnay  diri'ct,  a 
number  of  electors,  equal  to  the  wdiole  number  of  seiialoi's  and  represeutati \'es  to 
wdiich  the  state'  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congre.ss;  hnt  no  senator  or  representative',  or 
person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  ])rotit  under  the  Uniteil  States,  shall  be  a])i)oiiited 
all  elector. 

The  Congress  may  eletermiue  the  time  of  clioosing  the  electors,  and  liu'  day  on 
which  they  shall  give  their  votes;  w Inch  day  sliall  be  tlie  same  throughout  the  [Jidted 
Slates. 

No  per.son  except  a natural  born  citizen,  or  a citizen  of  the  United  >States  at  the 
lime  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  sliall  be  eligible  to  tlie  office  of  jiresideiii; 
neither  shall  any  penson  be  eligible  to  that  ollieo  who  sliall  not  have  attained  to  the 
agi'  of  thirty-live  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a resident  Avitliin  the  United  States. 

In  ease  of  the'removal  of  the  president  from  olliee,  or  of  his  death,  resign.-itiou,  or 
inability  to  discharge  the  powem  and  duties  of  the  .said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve 
oil  the  vice-president,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  Ibr  the  case  of  ri'inoval, 
death,  resignation  or  inability,  both  of  the  president  and  vi('e-]jresideni,  declaring- 
what  officer  shall  then  act  as  president,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accoi'diiigly,  unti! 
the  (lisability  be  removed,  or  a pre.sident  shall  be  elected. 

The  president  shall,  at  .stated  times,  receive  for  his  services,  a eompensatiou 
which  .shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  w'hich  he  sliall 
have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  jieriod  any  other  emolumeid' 
from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  emters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  following  oidb  or 
affirmation: — “I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I will  faithfully  exocnli'  tlu'  oltiee 
of  president  of  the  United  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of  m3'  abilit3',  preserve,  protect 
and  defend  the  C’onstitution  of  the  United  States.” 

SECTION  II. 

The  president  shall  he  eommander-in-ehief  of  the  army  and  nav.y  of  the  L'niied 
States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  state.s  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States;  he  11013’  I’etpiiiv*  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  tlie  ]u-incipai  officer  in 
each  of  the  executive,  deiiartinents,  u]ion  au3'  subject  relating  to  tiie  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  and  he  shal!  have  ])ow'er  to  grant  reprieves  and  jiardons  for  oOenees 
against  the  United  States,  exee])t  in  eases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  pow’er,  h;/ and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tiieseimte,  to  make 
treaties,  provided  two-thiials  ot  the  senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate, 
and  1)3’  and  w’ith  the  advice  and  eon-sent  of  the  senate,  shal!  ajvpoint  ambassador-’, 
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other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  office* 
of  the  United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  pi’ovided  for  and 
which  shall  be  established  by  law;  but  the  Congress  may  by  law  vest  the  appointment 
of  such  inferior  officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  pfesicient  alone,  in  the  courts  of 
law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  j) resident  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  during  the 
recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commissions  which  shall  expu’e  at  the  end  of  their 
next  session. 

SECTION  ni. 

He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  tho 
Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge 
neeessarj'  and  expedient;  he  may.  on  extraordinary  dccasions,  convene  both  houses, 
or  either  of  them,  and,  in  ease  of  disagreement  between  them  with  respect  to  the  time 
of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall 
receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers;  he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be 
faithfully  executed,  and  shall  commission  all  thp  officers  of  the  United  States. 

SECTION  IV. 

The  president,  vice-president  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for  and  conviction  of  treason,  bribery,  or  other 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 


AUTICLE  ill. 

SECTION  I. 

The  judicial  iiower  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and 
in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  congress  maj’’,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish. 
The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
good  behavior;  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a compensation 
which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

SECTION  II. 

The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to' all  eases  in  lav/  and  equity  avisif)g  under  this 
constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  %hich 
the  United  States  shall  be  a party;  to  controversies  between  two  or  more  states,  be- 
tween a state  and  citizens  of  another  state,  between  citizens  of  difierent  statc.s, 
between  citizens  of  the  same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  difierent  state.s, 
and  between  a .state  or  the  citizens  thereof  and  foreign  states,  citizens,  or  subject.s. 

In  all  eases  affecting  ambassadors, "other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  and  those 
in  which  a state  shall  be  a party,  the  supreme  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction, 
in  all  the  .other  cases  before  mentioned  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appelate  juris- 
diction, both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury;  and  .such 
trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state  where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but 
when  not  committed  within  any  state,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as 
congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 


SECTION  HI. 

Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against  them, 
or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  tliem  aid  and*  comfort,  ^io  person  shall  be 
i-onvicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
or  on  confe.ssiou  in  open  court. 

Tho  cougi’ess  shal  1 have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but  iio  at- 
tainder of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  iife 
of  the  person  attainted. 

AKTICLK  IV. 

SECTION  i. 

Uuil  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  state  to  the  public  acts,  records,  ami 
judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  state.  And  the  congress  may,  by  general  laws, 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  jiroved,  and

No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  state,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping 
into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  jj 
from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  i)arty  to  whom  ^ 
such  service  or  labor  may  be  due. 

SECTION  III. 

New  states  may  be  admitted  by  the  congress  into  this  Union;  but  no  new  state 
shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  state;  nor  any  state 
be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of  states,  without  the  con-  f 
sent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  congress.  j 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and  ' 
regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other  proiierty  belonging  to  the  United  Btates; 
and  nothing  in  this  constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of 
file  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  state.  ' ; 

SECTION  IV. 

The  United  States  shall  guaranty  to  every  state  in  this  union  a republican  form  > 
of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion;  and  on  application  . ' 
of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened)  i 

against  domestic  violence.  |l

The  congress,  wlft?never  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  if  necessary,  shall  f 

jjropose  amendments  to  this  constitution,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  I 

of  two-thirds  of  the  several  states,  shall  call  a convention  for  proposing  amendments, 
which,  in  either  case,  shall  he  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  con-

ARTICLE  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  au  establishment  of  religion,  or  proliibit- 
ing  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or 
the  right  of  the  ])eoi)le  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a 
redress  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE  11. 

A well  regulated  militia'being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a free  state,  tlie  right 
of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  liot  be  infringed. 

ARLICLE  in. 

No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner,  nor  in  a time  of  war,  but  iu  a manner  to  be  prescribed  by  lawL 

ALTICLE  iV. 

The  right  of  tlie  ))cople  to  be  secure  iu  their  persons,  houses,  i)apers,  and  efiecta, 
•against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants 
shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  aOirmation,  and  par- 
ticularly describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  person  or  things  to  bo 
seized. 

-UlTICLE 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime, 
unless  on  a presentment  or  indictment  of  a grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the 
land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  vrheii  iu  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  pub- 
lic danger;  nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  oflence  to  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a witness 
against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  proces.s 
of  law;  nor  shall  ])rivate,  property  he  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  com- 
pensation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a speedy  and 
public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  state  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall 
liave  been  committed,  vrhich  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law, 
and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with 
the  witne.sses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in 
his  favor,  and  to  have  the  assistarice  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  iu  controversy  shall  exceed  twenty 
dollars,  the  right  of  trial  hy  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a_  jury, 
shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to 
the  rules  of  the  common  law. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  ball  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and 
nnusuai  punishments  inflicted. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

The  eaumeration  in  the  constitution,  of  cert-ain  rights,  shall  not  be  construed  to 
deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  ‘.United  States  by  the  constitution,  nor  pro- 
hibited by  it  to  the  states,  are  reserved  to  the  states  respectively,  or  to  the 
people. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any 
suit  in  law  or  equity  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by 
citizens  of  another  state,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  state. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states  and  vote  by  ballot  for  president 
and  vice-president,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same 
state  with  themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  pre- 
sident, and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  vice-president,  and  they  shall 
make  distinct  listsmf  all  persons  voted  for  as  president,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
.as  vice-president,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign 
and  eertifv,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
.directed  to  the  president  of  the  senate;  the  president  of  the  senate  shall,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the 
votes  shall  then  be  counted;— the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for 
president  shall  be  the  president,  if  such  number  be  a majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons 
liaving  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  pre- 
sident, the  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  presi- 
dent. But  in  choosing  the  president  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  repre- 
.sentation  from  each  state  having  one  vote;  a quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist 
of  a member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a majority  of  all  the 
states  shall  be  necessary  to  a choice.  And  if  the  house  of  representatives  shall  not 
choose  a president  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before 
the  fourth  day  of  jNIarch  next  following,  then  the  vice-president  shall  act  as  presi- 
dent, as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  president. 
The  penson  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  vice-president  shall  be  the  vice- 
president,  if  such  number  be  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed; 
and  if  no  person  have  a majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list, 
the  senate  shall  choose  the  vice-president;  a quorum  for  this  purpose  shallconsist  of 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  senators,  and  a majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a choice.  But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the 
office  of" president  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  vice-president  of  the  United  States.

First— That  he  shall  have  declared,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  before  the  supreme, 
sipierior,  district,  or  circuit  court,  of  some  one  of  the  states,  or  of  the  territorial  dis- 
tricts of  the  United  States,  or  a circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or  before 
tlie  clerk  of  eithei’  of  such  courts,  two  years  at  least,  before  his  admission,  that  it  wt(s 
l)onatide  his  intention  to  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  to  renounce  for- 
ever all  allegiance  and  fidelity  to  any  foreign  })rince,  potentate,  state,  or  sovereignty 
whatever,  and,  particularly,”  by  naine,  the  i)rince,  ])otentate,  state  or  sovereignty 
wlu'i’eof  such  alien  may,  at  the  time,  Ije  a citizen  or  subject.  I 

Secoiul — That  he  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  ai)])lication  to  l)e  admitted,  declare  on  j

name,  the  inince,  ijotentate,  state  or  sovereignty  whereof  he  was  before  a eitizen_  or 
subject;  and,  moreover,  on  its  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that,  during 
the  said  term  of  two  years  he  has  behaved  as  a man  of  good  moral  character,  attached 
to  the  ‘constitution  of  tire  United  States,  and  well  disjrosed  to  the  good  order  and  hap- 
] )iness  of  the  same;  and  where  the  alien  applying  for  admission  to  citizenship  shall 
have  borne  any  hereditary  title,  or  been  of  any  of  the  orders  of  nobility  in  the  kingdom 
• state  from  which  he  came,  <m  his  moreover  nraking  in  the  court  an  express  renun- 
ciation of  his  title  or  order  of  nobility,  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  such  admission; 
all  of  whioh  proceedings  required  in  this  proviso  to  be  jrerformed  in  the  court,  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  clerk  thereof. 

Any  alien,  being  a free  white  person,  who  was  residing  Avithm  the  limits  and  un- 
der the”jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  at  any  tunc  between  the  eighteenth  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  seA'Oi  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  fourteentli  day  of  April, 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  and  Avljo  has  continued  to  reside  within  the 
same,  may  be  admitted  to  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  w'ithout  a compliance 
with  the  first  condition  specified  in  tlie  first  section  of  the  act,  entitled  “An  act  to  es- 
tablish a uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  to  repeal  the  acts  heretofom  passed  on  that 
subject.” 

‘Nothing  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  22nd  of  March,  1816,  shall  be  construed  to 
exclude  from  admission  to  citizenship,  any  free  white  person  who  was  residing  M'ithin 
the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of"  the  irnited  States  at  any  time  between  the 
eighteenth  day  of  .Tune,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  four- 
teenth day  of  April,  ojie  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  and  who,  having  continued 
to  reside  therein  without  having  made  any  declaration  of  intention  before  a court  of 
record  as  aforesaid,  may  be  entitled  to  liecome  a citizen  of  the  United  States  according 
to  act  26th  of  March,  1S64.  Whenever  any  jicrson  without  a certificate  of  such  declar- 
ation of  intention,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  application  to  be  admitted  a citizen  of  the 
United  States,  it  shall  be  i>roved  to  the  .satisfaction  of  the  court  that  theai)plicant  was 
re.siding  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  .States  before  the 
fourteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  reside  within  the  same,  or  he  shall  not  be  so  admitted.  And  the  residence 
of  the  applicant  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  .States  for  at 
least  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  such  application  shall  be  proved  by 
the  oath  or  afiirmation  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  which  citizens  shall  be  named  in 
the  record  as  witnesses.  And  such  continued  residence  within  the  limits  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  when  satisfactorily  proved,  and  the  place  or 
jrlaces  Avhere  the  applicant  has  resided  for  at  least  five  years,  as  aforesaid,  shall  bo  stated 
and  set  forth,  together  with  the  names  of  such  citizens,  in  the  record  of  the  court  ad- 
mitting the  ai^plictint,  otherwise  the  same  shall  not  entitle  him  to  be  considered  and 
deemed  a citizen. of  the  United  .States.  • 

Any  alien,  being  a free  white  person,  who  was  residing  within  the  limits  and  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  .States  between  tlie  fourteenth  day  of  April,  t)iie 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  and  the  eighteenth  day  of  .Tune,  one  thousand  eighi 
hundred  and  twelve,  and  who  has  continued  to  reside  within  the  same,  may  be  admit- 
ted to  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  without  having  made  any  previous  de- 
claration of  his  intention  to  become  a citizen:  Provided,  That  whenever  any  person, 
without  a certificate  of  such  declaration  of  intention,  shall  make  application  to  be.  ad- 
mitted a citizen  of  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
that  the  applicant  was  residing  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  before  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twelve,  and  has  continued  to  reside  within  the  same,  or  he  shall  not  be  so  admitted; 
and  the  residence  of  the  applicant  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  tlic 
United  States,  for  at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  tirne  of  such  a])pliea- 
tion,  shall  be  ju’oved  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  citizens  of  the  United  .States  which 
citizens  shall  be  named  in  the  record  as  witnesses;  andsuch  continued  residence  witliin 
the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  when  satisfactorily  proved.- 
and  the  i)lace  or  places  where  the  applicant  has  resided*  for  at  least  five  years,"  as  afore  - 
said, shall  be  stated  and  set  forth,  together  Avith  the  names  of  .such  citizens,  in  the  re- 
cord of  the  court  admitting  the  applicant;  otherwise  the  same  .shall  not  entitle  him  lo 
be  considered  and  deemed  a citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Any  alien,  being  a free  white  person  and  a minor,  under  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  United  States  three  years  next  preceding  Ids  ar- 
rival at  the.  age  of  twenty  one  years,  and  who  shall  have  continued  to  reside  therein  to 
the  time  he  may  make  application  to  be  admitted  a citizen  thereof,  may,  after 
he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  after  he  shall  have  resided  five  years 
within  the  United  .States-,  including  the  three  years  of  his  minority,  be  admitted  a cit- 
izen of  the  United  States,  Avithout  having  made  the  declaration  required  in  the  first 
condition  of  the  fir.st  section  of  the  act  to  Avhich  this  is  in  addition,  three  years  previous 
to  his  admission:  Provided,  Such  alien  shall  make  the  declaration  required  therein  at 
the  time  of  his  or  her  admission;  and  shall  further  declai’e  on  oath,  and  proA’e  to  the 
sirtisfaction  of  the  court  that,  for  three  years  next  preceding,  it  has  been  the  bonafide 
intention  of  such  alien  t<>  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States;  and  shall,  in  all  othej- 
respects,  comply  Avith  the  laAv.s  in  regard  to  naturalization. 

In  case  the  alien  a])plying  to  be  admitted  to  citizenship  shall  haA*e  borne  any 
hereditary  title,  or  been  of  any  of  the  orders  of  nobility  in  the  kingdom  or  state  from 
AA'hich  he  came,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  aboA'e  rec[uisites,  make  an  express  renun- 
ciation of  his  title  or  order  of  nobility,  in  The  court  to  Avhich  his  application  shali  be 
made,  Avhich  renunciation  shall  be  recorded  in  the  said  court:  Provided,  ThatnoaIi('u 
Avho  shall  be  a natiA-e  citizen,  denizen,  or  subject  of  any  country,  state,  or  soA'ereign. 
Avith  whom  the  United  States  .shall  lie  at  Avar  at  tlie  tirr^ie  of  his"  application,  sltall  be 
then  a<lmitted  to  be  a citizen  of  the  Uaitetl  .Statws. 
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SUCTION  m. 

And  whereas  doubts  have  arisen  whether  certain  courts  of  record  in  some  of  tlie 
states  are  included  Avithin  the  description  of  district  or  circuit  courts:  Be  it  further 
enacted  that  every  court  of  record  in  any  individual  state,  having  common  laiv  jurif.- 
diction,  and  a seal  and  clerk  or  prothonotoiy,  shall  be  considered  as  a district  court 
wdthin  the  meaning  of  this  act;  and  every  alien  Avho  may  have  been  naturalized  in 
anysuch  court  shall  enjoy,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  same  rights  and 
pi’ivileges  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  in  a district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United 
.States. 


SECT’ION  TV. 

The  chikhen  of  persons  duly  naturalized  under  any  of  the  law.s  of  the  United 
States,  or  who,  previous  to  the  passing  of  any  laiv  on  that  subject  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  may  have  become  citizens  of  any  one  of  tlie  said  states,  under  the  laws 
thereof,  being  under  the  age  of  tAventy-one  years  at  the  time  of  their  parents  being  so 
naturalized  or  admitted  to  the  rights  of  citizenship,  shall,  if  dAvelliug  in  the  United 
States,  be  considered  as  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  the  children  of  persons  Avho 
now  are  or  haA^e  been  citizens  of  the  United  .States  shall,  though  born  out  of  the 
limits  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  be  considered  as  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  The  right  of  citizenship  shall  not  descend  to  persons  Avhose  fathers  haA’e  never 
resided  Avithin  the  United  .States.  And  no  person  heretofore  jn-oscribed  bj-any  state,  or 
Avho  has  been  legally  coiiAdcted  of  having  joined  the  army  of  Great  Britain  during  the  Avar 
of  the  reA’olution.  shall  be  admitted  a citizen  Avithout  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of 
the  state  in  Avhicli  such  person  was  proscribed.  Children  of  persons  naturalized  before 
the  fourteenth  of  Apri^  1802,  underage  at  the  time  of  their  parents'  naturalization, 
were,  if  dAvelling  in  the  United  .States  on.  the  fourteenth  of  April,  1802,  to  be  considei'ed 
as  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

When  any  alien  who  shall  haA’e  complied  with  the  first  condition  specllicd  in  tint 
lirst  section  of  the  said  original  act  (of  14th  Ai)ril,  1802)  and  wdio  shall  Juia’c  inirsued 
the  directions  prescribed  in  the  second  section  of  the  said  act,  may  die  before  he  is  ac- 
tually naturalized^  the  widow"  and  the  children  of  such  alien  sliall  be  considered  ay 
citizens  of  the  United  .States,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  as  such, 
upon  taking  the  oaths  prescribed  by  law. 

No  person  Avho  shall  arri\’e  in  the  United  States  after  February  the  seventeenth,  1815, 
shall  be  admitted  to  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  wdio  shall  not,  for  the  con- 
tinued term  of  fiA’e  years  next  preceding  his  admission,  have  resided^  within  the 
United  States,  w’ithout  being  at  any  tune,  during  the  said  fii’e  years,  out  of  the  territory 
of  tile  United  .States.

AJf  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH 
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TERRITORIAL  GOVERNMENT  FOR  UTAH, 


Skc.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hep  resen  tatives  of  the  United 
tetates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled:  That  all  ihat  part  of  the  Territoiy  of  the 
Lnited  States  included  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit:  bounded  on  the  west  by 
the  State  of  California,  on  the  north  by  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  aii'i  on  the  east  by 
the  summit  of  the  Rocky  Alountains,  and  on  the  south  by  the  thirty-seventh  parallel 
ot  north  latitude,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into  a temporary  government  by 
tlie  name  of  the  Territory  of  Utah;  and,  wlien  admitted  as  a State,  the  said  Territory, 
or  any  portion  of  the  same,  shall  be  received  into  the  Union,  with  or  without  slavery, 
as  their  Constitution  may  prescribe  at  the  time  of  their  admission:  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  inhibit  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  from  dividing  said  Territory  into  two  or  more  Territories,  in  such  man- 
ner and  at  such  times  as  Congress  shall  deem  convenient  and  proper,  or  from 
attaching  any  portion  of  said  Territory  to  anv  other  State  or  Terrilorv  of  tlie  United 
States, 

Sec.  2.— -And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  Executive  power  and  authoritv  in 
and  over  said  Territory  of  Utah  shall  be  vested  in  a Governor,  who  shall  hokTbis 
office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States;  The  Governor  ,«hali  re.side 
within  the  said  Territory,  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Militia  thereof,  shall 
perform  the  duties  and  receive  the  emoluments  of  Superintendent'of  1 ndian  Aflairs, 
and  shall  approve  all  laws  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  before  they  shall  take 
effect;  he  may  grant  pardons  for  offences  asainst  the  laws  of  said  Territo  -v  and  re- 
prieves for  offences  against  the  laws  of  the"  United  States  until  the  decision  of  the 
President  can  be  made  known  thereon;  he  shall  commission  all  officers  who  shall 
be  appointed  to  office  under  the  laws  of  the  said  d'erritorv,  and  shall  take  care  that  the 
laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  there  shall  be  a Seeretarj''  of  said  Terri- 
tory, who  shall  reside  therein,  and  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President  ot  the  United  States;  he  shall  record  and  preserve  all  the  laws  and 
proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  hereinafter  constituted,  and  all  the  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  Governor  in  his  executive  department;  he  sliali  tran.smit  one  copy 
or  the  laws  and  one  copy  of  the  executive  proceedings,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
JJecember  in  each  year,  to  the  President  of  llie  United  Stato.s,  raid  jit  tiie  same  time 
two  copies  of  the  laws  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rcijre.seniativcs  and  the  Pre- 
sident ot  the  Senate,  for  the  iirse  of  Congress.  And  in  c.ase  of  the  death,  removal, 
resignation,  or  other  necessaiy  absence  of  the  Governor  from  the  Territory,  the  Sec- 
shall  have,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  execute  and  perform 
all  the  pov  ers  and  duties  of  the  Governor  during  .such  vacancy  or  necessavv  absence 
or  until  another  GoTX'rnor  shall  be  duly  appointed  to  liil  such  vacancy. 

• be  it  further  enacted:  Th.at  the  legislative  power 'and  authoritv  of 

saia  ierrito^-  shall  be  ve.sted  in  the  Governor  and  a Legislative  Assemblv.  The 
^egiglati\  e Assembly  shall  consist  of  a Council  and  House  of  JleprcsenLativcs.  The 
Coimcil  shall  consist  ot  thirteen  members,  having  the  qua,lilications  of  voters  as  here- 
luatter  prescribed,  whose  term  of  service  shall  continue  two  years.  The  House  of  Re- 
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presentatives  shall  consist  of  twenty-six  members,  possessing  the  same  qualifications 
as  prescribed  for  members  of  the  Council,  and  whose  term  of  service  shall  continue 
one  year.  An  apportionment  shall  be  made,  as  nearly  equal  as  practicable,  among  the 
several  counties  or  districts,  for  the  election  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, giving  to  each  section  of  the  Territory  representation  in  the  ratio  of  its  popu- 
lation, Indians  excepted,  as  nearly  as  may  be.  And  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  reside  in  and  be  inhabitants  of  the  district  for 
which  they  may  be  elected  resi)ectively.  Previous  to  the  tirst  election,  the  Governor 
shall  cause  a census  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  counties  and  dis- 
tricts of  the  Territory  to  be  taken,  and  the  lirst  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
places,  and  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct; 
and  he  shall,  at  the  same  time,  declare  the  number  of  members  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Rei:>resentatives  to  Avhicii  each  of  the  counties  or  distiicts  shall  be  entitled 
under  this  act.  The  number  of  persons'  authorized  to  be  elected  having  t}ie  highest 
number  of  votes  in  each  said  Council  districts,  lor  members  of  the  Council,  shall 
be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  be  duly  elected  to  the  Council;  and  the  ]ierson  or 
persons  authorized  to  be  elected  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
House  of  Reju'esentatives,  equal  to  the  number  to  which  each  county  or  dis- 
trict shall  be  entitled,  shall  be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  lie  duly  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives:  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a.  tie  between  two 
or  more  persons  voted  for,  the  Governor  shall  order  a new  election  to  sup])ly 
the  vacancy  made  by  such  a tie.  And  the  persons  thus  elected  to  the  Ijegislative  As- 
sembly slnill  meet  at  such  place  and  on  such  day  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint;  but 
thereafter,  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  holding  and  conducting  all  elections  by 
the  people,  and  the  apportioning  the  representation  in  the  several  counties  or  dis- 
tricts to  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  population,  shall 
be  prescribe<l  by  law,  as  well  as  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  regular  sessions 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly:  Provided,  that  no  one  session  shall  exceed  the  term  of 
forty  days. 

Sec.  -I. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  every  free  white  male  inhabitant  above 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a resident  of  said  Territoiy  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  first  election,  and  shall 
be  eligible  to  any  office  within  the  said  Territory;  but  the  qualifications  of  voters  and 
of  holding  office  at  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Legislatiw'  Assembly:  Provided,  that  the  right  of  suffrage  and  of  holding  office  shall 
be  exercised  only  by'citizens  of  the  United  States,  including  those  recognized  as  citi- 
zens by  the  treaty  with  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  concluded  Ifelu'uary  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  foriy-eight. 

Sec.  G. — And'  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  Legislative  power  of  said  Territory 
shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation,  consistent  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  Uniteil  States  and  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  no  law  shall  be  jjassed  interfering 
with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil;  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  proiterty  of 
the  United  States;  nor  shall  the  lands  or  other  ijroperty  of  non-residents  be  taxed 
liigher  titan  the  lands  or  other  property  of  residents.  All  the  laws  passed  by  the 
Tiegisiative  Assemltly  and  Governor  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  if  disapproved  shall  be  nulkand  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  7. — And.  be  it  further  enacted:  That  all  township,  district,  and  county  offi- 
cers, not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  appointed  or  elected,  as  the  case  ma.y 
1)(>,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  i)i’ovide(l  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly^of 
the  Territory  of  Utah.  The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  appoint  all  officers  not  herein  otiierwisc_  pro- 
vided for;  and  in  the  Jirst  instance  the  Governor  alone  may  apxioint  all  said  officers, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  end  of  the  lirst  session  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, and  shall  lay  off  the  necessary  districts  for  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of 
Rejiresentatives,  and  ail  other  offices. 

Sec.  8. — And  be  it  further  enaeted:  That  no  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
shall  hold  or  ))0  .aiipointed  to  any  office  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  salary 
or  emoluments  of  wlileh  shall  have  been  increased  while  he  was  a member,  during  the 
term  for  wliieh  he  was  elected,  and  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  such,  term;  and 
no  person  iiolding  a commission  or  appoiiitment  under  the  United  States,  except  post- 
masters, shall  be  a member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  shall  hold  any  office  under 


the  government  of  said  Territory. 

Si:c.  '■•. — Aiul  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  judicial  power  of  said  Territory 
shall  be  vested  in  a Suitrcmo  Court,  District  Courts,  Probate  Courts,  and  in  justices 
of  r!:e  t'eaee.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a Chief  .Justice  and  two  Associate 
justices,  any  two  of  v/hom  shall  constitute  a quorum,  and  who  shall  hold_  a term 
at  the  seat  of  government  of  said  Territory  annually,  and  they  shall  Imld  their  offices 
during  the  period  of  four  years.  The  said  Territory  shall  be  divided  into  three  judi- 
cial districts,  and  a district  court  shall  be  held  in  each  of  said  districts  by  one  of  the 
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iustices  of  the  supremo  court,  at  such  time  aud  place  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  and 
'the  iudo-es  shall,  after  their  appointments,  respectively  reside  in  the  districts,  which 
shall  be  assigned  them.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  herein  provided  for, 
both  appelate  and  original,  and  that  of  the  probate  courts,  and  of  justices  of  the  pea^, 
shall  be  as  limited  by  law:  Provided,  that  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  anv  matter  in  controversy  when  the  title  or  boundaries  of  land  may  be  in  dis- 
pute or  where  the  debt  or  sum  claimed  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  and  the  said 
supreme  and  district  courts  respectively  shall  possess  chanceiy  as  well  as  cornmon  law 
iurisdictioW  Each  district  court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  appoint  its  clerk,  who 
shall  also  be  the  registrar  in  chancery,  and  Shall  keep  his  office  at  the  place  where  the 
court  mav  be  held.  Writs  of  error,  bills  of  exception,  and  appeals  shall  be  allowed  in 
all  cases  from  the  final  decisions  of  said  district  courts  to  the  supreme  court,  undei 
such  reo'ulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  in  no  case  removed  to  the  supreme 
court  shall  trial  by  jury  be  allowed  in  said  court.  The  supreme  court,  or  the  justices 
thereof,  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  and  every  clerk  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  court  for  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed.  Writs  of  error  and  appeals 
from  the  final  decision  of  said  supreme  court  shall  be  allowed,  and  may  be  taken  to 
the  Supi'enie  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  uiQ  same 
regulations  as  from  the  circuit  courts  ot  the  United  States,  where  the  value  of  the 
pertv  or  the  amount  in  controversy,  tn  be  ascertained  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  or 
either  partv,  or  other  competent  witness,  shall  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  except 
onlv,  that  in  all  cases  involving  title  to  slaves,  the  said  writs  of  error  or  appeals  shall 
be  allowed  and  decided  by  the  said  supreme  court,  without  regard  to  the  value  of  tne 
matter,  property,  or  title  i'n  controversy;  and  except,  also,  that  a writ  of  error  or  appeal, 
shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  from  the  decisions  of  the 
said  supreme  court  created  by  this  act,  or  of  any  judge  thereof,  upon  any  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  involving  the  ijuestion  of  personal  freedom;  and  each  of  the  said  district  couits 
shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  as  is  vested  in  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the 
United  States;  and  the  said  supreme  aud  district  courts  of  the  said  Territory,  and  the 
respective  judges  thereof,  shall  and  may  grant  writs  of  habeas  corpus  in  all  cases  iii 
which  the  same  are  granted  bv  the  judges  of  the  United  States  in  the  district  of 
Columbia;  and  the  first  six  days  of  every  term  of  said  courts,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
be  necessary,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  trial  of  causes  arising  under  the  said 
Constitution  and'  laws;  and  writs  of  error  and  appeal,  in  all  such  cases,  shall  be  ^^de 
to  the  supreme  court  of  said  Territory,  the  same  as  in  other  cases.  The  said  clerk  shall 
receive  in  all  such  cases  the  same  fees  which  the  clerks  of  the  district  courts  of  Oregon 
Territorv  now  receive  for  similar  services. 

10.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  there  shall  be  appointed  an  Attorney 
for  said  Territory,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by 
the  President,  and  who  shall  receive  the  same  fees  and  salary  as  the  attorney  of  the 
United  States  for  the  present  Territory  of  Oregon.  There  shall  also  be  a Slarshal  for 
the  Territory  appointed,  who  shall  hold  hisoffice  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President,  and  who  shall  execute  all  processes  issuing  from  the  said  courts 
when  exercising  their  jurisdiction  as  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the  United  States; 
he  shall  perform  the  duties,  be  subject  to  the  same  regulation  aud  penalties,  and  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  the  marshal  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  present  Territory  of  Oregon,  and  shall,  in  addition,  be  paid  two  hundred  dollars 
annually  as  a compensation  for  extra  services. 

Sec.  11. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  governor,  secretap’,  chief  justice 
aud  associate  justices,  attorney,  and  marshal,  shall  be  nominated,  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
The  governor  and  secretary  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  shall,  before  they  act  as  such, 
resjiectively  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  district  judge,  or  some  justice  of  the 
peace  in  the  limits  of  said  Territory,  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions by  the  laws  now  in  force  therein,  or  before  the  chief  justice  or  some  associate 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  res])ective  offices; 
which  said  oaths,  when  so  taken,  shall  be  certified  by  the  person  by  whom  the  same 
shall  have  been  taken,  and  such  certificates  shall  be  received  and  recorded  by  the  said 
secretary  among  the  executive  proceedings;  and  the  chief  justice  and  associate  justices, 
and  all  other  civil  officers  in  said  Territory,  before  they  act  as  such,  shall  take  a like 
oath  or  affirmation  before  the  said  governor  or  secretap",  or  some  judge  or  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  Territory  who  may  be  duly  commissioned  or  qualified,  which  said 
oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  certified  and  transmitted  by  the  person  taking  the  same 
to  the  secretaiy,  to  be  by  him  recorded  as  aforesaid;  and  afterwards,  the  like  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  taken,  certified,  and  recorded  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
uolJars  as  governor,  aTul  one  thousand  dollars  as  Huperintendent  of  Indian  Affairs.

The  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  an  annual  salai’j'  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars.  The  said  salaries  shall  he  paid  quarter-yearly,  at  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States.  The  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  be  entitled  to*  receive 
three  dollars  each  per  day  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  thereof,  and  three 
dollars  each  for  twenty  miles’  travel,  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  said  sessions, 
estimated  according  to  the  nearest  usually  traveled  route.

have  been  expended.

the  county,  or  next  nearest  county,  where  the  same  shall  be  holden,  il  there  lie  ten 
days  between  the  day.  when  thejudgment  was  rendered  and  the  day  ol  the  sitting  o;  the 
District  court. 

Sec.  31.— Within  twenty  days  from  the  day  of  the  appeal,  and  witliin  live  days 
in  the  ca.se  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph  of  the  preceding  section,  the  Clerk  ot  the 
Probate  Court  is  required  to  file  a transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  the  matter  in  whicl  i 
the  ajipeal  is  taken,  authenticated  by  the«eal  of  the  Probate  Court,  with  the  Chu’k  of 
the  District  Court,  who  shall  enter  the  same  among  the  cases  pending  in  that  Court. 
Transcripts  of  the  records  and  copies  of  the  papers  pertaining  to  the  Proliate  Court, 
may  be  certified  and  signed  bv  either  the  Clerk  or  Judge. 

Sec.  32.— The  Probate  Judges  in  their  respective  counties  shall  appoint  a Clerk, 
who  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  county  seat,  and  who  shall  attend  all  .sessions 
of  the  Probate  Court,  as  also  sessions  of  the  County  Court  forthe  tran-saction  of  county 
business.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  to  keep  a true  ami 
faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in  the  Probate  Court  in  Session,  entering  di.'^- 
tinctly  each  step  in  the  jirogress  of  any  proceedings;  lint  such  record  shall  be  equally 

I valid  if  made  by  the  .fudge. 

Sec.  33.— The  Clerks  of  the  District  Courts  and  of  the  Probate  Courts  respectively 
are  hereby  required  to  report  to  the  Secretaix^  of  the  Territory,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  November  of  each  year,  the  number  of  convictions  for  all  crime  and  misiio- 
meanors  in  their  respective  courts  for  the  year  preceding  .such  report;  shall  show  the 
character  of  the  offence  and  the  sentence  of  punishment,  the  occupation  of  the  con- 
vict, whether  he  can  read  oi’  write,  and  his  general  habits,  and  also  the  expenses  oftlie 
i county  for  criminal  prosecution  during  the  year,  including  but  distingui.shing  the 
compensation  of  the  pro.secu’i:ing  attorney.  The  Clerks  aforesaid  shall  also  forward  to 
the  Secretary'  copies  of  all  reports  made  of  decisions  and  opinions,  which  shall  be  re- 
ported or  filed  in  his  office. 

Sec.  .34.— The  Judges  of  the  Di^itrict  and  Probate  Courts  shall  be  conservator.s  of 
the  peace  in  their  respective  di.stricts  and  counties  throughout  the  Territory,  ami  it.  is 
their  duty  to  use  all  diligence  and  influence  in  their  power  to  prevent  litigation. 

Sec.  -So.— Any  matter  involving  litigation  may  be  referred  to  arbitratorsor  referee.-^, 
who  may  be  chosen  by  the  jiarties,  or  selected  by  the  court,  as  the  parties  shall  elect; 
all  such  arbitrators  have  authority  to  >ubpama  witnesses,  administer  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions, and  issue  process  as  the  court.  And  when  they  .shall  have  made  their  ffieci.sion 
shall  report  the  case,  if  necessary  to  enfovae  the  same,  to  the  clerk  of  the  (‘ounty 
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in  which  the  eaae  has  arisen,  or  when  the  <iase  has  not  arisen  in  any  court,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  Probate  Court;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  in  whose  office  any  such  de- 
cision has  been  filed,  to  make  a record  thereof,  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  ae 
if  the  case  had  been  prosecuted  and  decided  in  the  u.siial  manner.

\ An  ACT  Containing  proviAonti  applicable  to  the  Lawf^  of  the  Territory  of  Utah, 

8eo.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Tenltory 
of  Utah:  That  all  questions  of  law,  the  meaning  of  writings  otlier  than  laws,  and 
the  admissibility  of  testimon.y,  shall  be  decided  by  the  court;  and  no  laws  nor  parts  of 
laws  shall  be  read,  argued,  cited,  or  adopted  in  any  court,  during  any  trial,  excej)! 
those  enacted  l)\’*the  Governor  aird  Legislative  Assembly  of  this  Territory,  and  those 
passed  Ijy  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  when  applicable;  and  no  report,  decision 
or  doings  of  any  court  shall  bo  I’ead,  argued,  cited,  or  adojited  as  precedent  in  any 
other  trial.  * 

iSec.  — TJio  repeal  of  a.  law  dues  not  revive  one  previously  repealed  by  It,  nor 
aflect  any  rights,  duties,  or  penalties  which  liavo  arisen  under  it. 

Sec.  3. — Laws,  and  parts  thereof,  and  words,  and  phrases,  sliall  he  construed  in 
a accordance  Avith  the  customary  usage  of  the  language. 

8ec.  4. — Words  used  in  one  tense  may  include  either;  and  words  used  in  one  gen- 
der may  include  either;  the  singular  may  bo  read  plural,  and  the  plural  singular; 
“person”  may. include  a partnership,  and  a body  corjiorate  and  politic;  “writing”  .may 
include  printing;  “oath”  may  iuclutie  o.lfirmation  or  declaration;  “signature”  or  “sub- 
scription” may  include  a mark,  with  the  jiersou’s  name  Avritten  near  it,  and  witnessed 
by  one  Avho  can  Avi’ite.  “pj-operty”  includes  eA-erything  usually  bought  and  sold,  un- 
less restricted.  Joint  iuitbority  given  to  three  oi’  more  persons  is  given  to  the  ma- 
jority, unless  restricted.

CHAPTEH  III. 

An  AC'Tin  relation  to  JvMices  of  the  Peace.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  I)A'  the  (.TOA’eruor  and  LegislatiA'e  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  each  Precinct  in  this  Territory  shall  elect  one  Justice  of  the  Pe.aee,  and 
one  Constable,  and  the  same  may  be  increased  in  any  Precinct  by  the  County  court, 
AvheneA'cr  they  shall  deem  that  the  public  good  requires  it. 

iSec.  2. — Each  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Constable  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  and 
glA'e  bond,  Avith  approA^ed  securities,  in  tiie  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  Avhich  tx)nd 
shall  be  approA^ed  by  the  County  court,  and  filed  in  the  clerk’s  office;  said  Justices  and 
(’onstable  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  tAvo  years,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they  shall  l3e  commissioned  l)y  the  GoA^ernor. 

Sec.'.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  examine  strictly  and 
faithfully  into  the  merits  and  demerits  of  all  ciAdl  and  criminal  eases  Avhich  may  come 
before  him,  and  execute  justice  Avithout  resi>ect  to  persons,  or  faA'or,  or  the  technicali- 
ties of  the  laAv;  jAreseiwe  the  public  peace;  sit  in  judgment  in  all  eases  referred  to  him; 
and  keep  a true  record  of  all  iiroceedings  laid  before  him;  and,  in  case  of  appeal, 

^ transmit  a^cojiy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  AA'hich  the  appeal  is  made, 

' Avithin  fiA’e  days  from  the  time  the  appeal  is  taken. 
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Skc.  4. — Justices  of  the  Peace  have  jurisdiction  over  ail  cases  >vhcrc  the  amount 
in  controversy  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars;'  and  when  the  amount  claimed 
exceeds  that  sum,  but  by  fair  credits  may  be  reduced  to  that  amount,  Justices  may 
decide  cases  without  ijrocess;  but  if  it  shall  become  necessary  to  enforce  such  decisions, 
they  shall  enter  such  cases  so  decided  upon  their  dockets,  and  proceed  as  in  other 
cases.  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  their  respective  counties  have  jurisdiction  of  and  may 
try,  hear,  and  determine  public  oflences,  where  the  ininishment  imposed  by  law  doe.s 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  fine,  or  imprisonment  does  not  exceed  six  months,  or 
when  the  punishment  is  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  o. — Criminal  actions  for  the  commission  of  public  oflences  juay  be  com- 
jueiiced  before  a Justice  of  thePeace,  by  information  subscribed  and  sworn  to  and  filed 
with  the  Justice;  the  J ustice  must  file  such  information  and  note  the  time  of  filing. 

Sec.  6.— Immediately  upon  the  filing  of  such  information,  the  Justice  may  in  his 
discretion  i.'isue  his  warrant,  directed  to  any  Sheriff,  Constable,  or  peace  officer,  for 
the  arrest  of  tlie  defendant,  and  such  warrant  may  lie  served  in  any  county  or  district 
within  the  Territory. 

Sec.  7. — ^Thc  officer  who  ivceives  the  warrant  must  serv'e  the  same  by  arresting 
the  defendant,  if  in  his  jiower,  and  bring  him  wirhout  unnecessary  delay  before  the 
.Justice  who  issuetl  the  same. 

Sec.  8. — If  the  defendant  do  not  demand  a trial  by  jury,  the  Magistrate  must 
ju’ocecHl  to  try  the  issue;  in  case  a juiy  be  demanded,  the"  Justice  shall  cause  a juiy  of 
six  men  having  tlie  qualifications  ”df  jurora,  inhabitants  of  the  county,  to  be  empan- 
nelled,  wlio,  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  shall  constitute  the  jury.  No  challenge  to 
the  panel  is  allowed;  but  the  prosecutor  and  defendant  may  each  challenge  for  cause; 
and  the  defenilant  may  be  allowed  the  pre-emptory  challenge  of  three  jurors;  afurthei- 
number  of  jurors  shall  be  summoned  to  till  up,  as  the  jury  shall  be  exh?iusted  by 
ehallengos. 

iSec.  1». — 'file  verdict  of  tbe  jury  shall  be  catered  upon  the  Magistrate’s  docket, 
and  the  Magistrate  must  render  judgment  thereo.n  of  fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both, 
as  the  case  may  require;  and  when  a fine  is  as.sessed,  the  Justice  may  direct  that  the 
defendant  l)c  also  imprisoned  until  the  fine  is  satisfied:  Provided,  that  the  Magistrahs 
may  hire  out  said  defendant  to  service  until  the  fine  is  paid.  If  the  defendant  be  ac 
quitted  by  eitlior  the  Justice  cn*  jury,  he  must  be  immediately  discharged. 

t^EC.  10. — Within  twenty  days  after  any  siich  conviction,  the  Justice  shall  make 
out  a certificate  in  which  he  shall  l)riefly  state  tlie  offence  charged,  the  conviction  and 
judgment  thereon,  and,  if  any  fine  has  lieen  collected,  the  amount  thereof,  and  file  the 
the  same  in  the  .ludge  of  Probate’s  office.  All  fines  collected- cither  by  .Tusticc,  Sheriff. 
Constable  or  other  ofih-er,  shall  he  paid  into  the  county  treasury  within  ninety  daye 
after  the  same  have  b.cen  collected. 

Sec.  11. — [’pon  the  afiidavit  lieing  lilt'd,  in  whicli  the  alleged  error  of  the  proceed- 
ings is  stated,  and  that  tlie  affiant  verily  believes  injustice  lias  bee.n  dune,  tiio  Justice 
shall  grant  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Probate  of  the  county,  and  shall  take  a written 
undertaking  from  the  d.efcndant,  "with  two  or  more  sureties,  and  shall  cause  all  mate- 
rial witnesses  to  enter  into  recognizance  to  appeitr  at  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  and 
return  all  such  papers,  together  tvith  a certified  copy  of  entries  on  his  docket,  on  or 
before  the  fir^t  term  of  the  Probate  Court  next  to  be  liolden,  which  return  and  papers 
shall  be  file<l  in  the  Cleric’s  office  of  the  Probate  Court. 

Sec.  12. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Court  to  hoar  and  determine  tlie  said 
appeal  in  the  ^ame  manner  as  an  issue  of  fact  upon  an  indictment. 

Sec.  10. — The  jurisdiction  of  Justices  extends  to  the  limits  of  tlieir  re.spective 
counties,  ami  within  that  limit  it  extend.s  to  all  civil  cases  (except  where  the  question 
of  title  to,  and  boundaries  of  laud  may  arise)  when  tlie  amount  in  controversy  does 
not  exeectl  one  huiidrerl  dollars,  and  by  the  wish  and  consent  of  parties  may  be  ex- 
tended to  any  amount;  Provided,  That  where  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds  one 
hundred  dollars,  the  Justice  shall  have  tlie  sanie  powers  as  other  Courts  of  arbitration, 
and  shall  have  power  to  enforce  his  dccision*thereon,  which  decision  shall  be  an  end 
of  controversy;  but  all  suits  shall  bo  brought  in  the  precinct  where  the  defendant 
resides:  Provided,  if  payment  is  agreed  to  be  made  in  any  iiarticular  place,  the  suit 
may  be  brought  in  that  place,  if  within  the  county;  and.  Provided  also,  if  the  defen- 
dant does  not  reside  in  the  Territory  nor  county,  suit  may  bo  commenced  in  any  iilacc 
ii\  this  Territory,  wherever  he  may  be  found. 

Sec.  14.— The  parties  in  any  action  before  a .Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  combiue  ;dl 
theiT  demands,  which  are  of  a nature  to  be  consolidated,  in  one  action  or  dofoucc;  and 
for  a failure  .so  to  do  shall  forfeit  the  right  of  any  remedy  at  law  for  their  recovery; 
and  the  defendant  may  at  any  time  pay  the  demand  against  liira,  and  cost  thus  far 
accrued,  eitlier  to  the  Justice  or  officer  having  the  process,  Avhereupon  px’oceedings 
shall  cea.se. 

Sec.  1"). — Pefore  any  party  before  a Justice  is  entitled  to  a jury,  the  p;irty  demand- 
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ing  tliG  jury  shall  deposit  the  fees  to  vhicli  they  will  be  entitled;  and  the  same  shall 
be"” included  in  the  judgment  as  part  of  the  costs  to  be  received,  if  adjudged  against  the 
party  who  did  not  advance  them. 

Sec.  16. — All  records,  dockets,  and  papers  ixertaining  to  the  office  of  any  Justico 
of  the  Peace,  must  be  transmitted  to  his  successor  in  office;  and  such  successor  may 
issue  execution,  and  act  in  any  case  so  transmitted,  the  same  as  if  the  ease  had  been 
commenced  before  him;  and  in  case  of  ifny  disability  or  necessary  absence  of  the  Jus- 
tice at  the  time  fixed  for  trial  or  proceeding,  any  other  Justice  of  the  Precinct  may,  at 
his  recpjest,  attend  and  transact  the  business  for  him  without  any  transfer  of  the  busi- 
neBS  to  another  office. 

Sec.  17. — The  Justice  may  in  writing  depute  any  discreet  person  to  act  as  Conata- 
]>le,  when  no. Constable  is  at  h;ind,  and  tire  nature  of  the  business  shall  require  imme- 


diate attention. 

Sec.  is. — Any  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  officiate  as  Coroner  when  occasion  may 
require,  by  holding  inquest  upon  the  bodies  of  such  persons  as  may  be  found  dead,  or 
may  have'died  suddenly,  or  by  violence,  or  in  any  manner  that  may  create  suspicion 
of  crime;  it  sha.U  be  his  duty  to  take-in  writing  the  evidences  that  may  be  adduced  in 
such  eases,  also  his  own  decision  thereon,  the  names  of  several  persons  present  at  the 
investigation,  and  lile  the  same  in  the  Clerk  of  Probate’s  office;  and  he  shall  have  au- 
thority to  summon  to  his  assistance  such  j)cr.«ons  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  hold 
sucli  fnciuest,  and  dispose  of  or  inter  said  body  as  he  shall  think  proper. 

Sec.  19. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  punish  by 
fine  not  exceeding  one  lumdred  dollars,  at  Iris  discretion,  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  bring  before  liim  a vexatious  lawsuit  through  malice,  or  private  pique,  against 
the  defendant;  ail  fines  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  country  treasury.

Sec.  2. — x'Vny  person  seeking  redress  shall  ny;xhe  his  complaint  in  xvriting  ami 
under  oatli,  before  the  justice  or  judge  of  the  proper  court. 

gTT(_-'.  — 'When  a.  complaint  is  filed,  the  court  shall  is, sue  to  the  defendant  a notice 

eontainiug  a copy  of  ilie  cornplaint,  and  the  time  and  place  for  the  investigation.

Sec.  4.— The  r.oiice,  or  any  process  required  before  tnal,_may  be  served  by  eho 
party,  or  agent,  by  reading  the  same  to  the  person  to  whom_ directed,  or  by  leaving  a 
certified  copy  thereof  at  his  usual  rilax'-e  of  abode;  and  certiScation  of  the  time  and 
manner  of  such  service  shall  be  made  to  the  court,  on  or  before  the  day  of  trial,  under 
oath  and  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  serving.  _ , .

and  he  shall  be  eoimpelled  to  make  restitution  to  the  aggrieved  party  ii^&uble  tho 
amount  of  damages  sustained,  aud  may  be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  27. — Any  def'd  of,conveyanee  made  by  a sheriff  or  collector  of  taxes,  in  pur- 
Buance  of  an  order  of  Court,  and  executed  ami  rcc'  r led  according  to  the  statutes  of  tlio 
Territory,  shall  be  doomed  valid  in  I.vv;  and  any  deed  horotoforo  mado  by  those  ofli- 
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oors,  or  by  the  Courts  tiiemselves,  in  pursuance  of  kuv  and  by  virtue  of  an  order  or 
(loeree  of  Court,  is  hereby  legalized. 

Sec.  28. — All  laws,  or  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  rej)eale(.‘I.

Sec.  i. — He  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Ijogislative  A.ssembly  of  tlic  'rerrih>ry 
of  Utah:  That  the  right  of  being  heard  by  seif  or  counsel  shall  not  be  denied  to  any 
person  claiming  a trial  as  plaintiff  or  defendant,  in  any  court  in  this  Territory;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Judges  of  Courts  in  this  Territory’  to  grant  a hearingas  counsel 
to  any  person  of  good  moral  character,  chosen  by  any  person  or  jK'rsous  prosecute 
or  defend  a case  in  which  he,  she.  or  they  are  a i)arty. 

Sk(’.  2. — No  person  or  persons  eintdoying counsel,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Ter- 
ritory, .'^hall  be  compelled  by  any  ])rocess  of  law  to  pay  the  counsel  so  employed  for 
any  services  rendered  as  counsel,  before,  or  after,  or  during  the  process  of  trial  in  the 
case. 


Skc.  o. — It  shall  l)c  the  duty  of  the  Judges  of  all  Courts  in  this  Territoiy  to  forbid 
and  prevent  all  indecent  and  exciting  language  and  behavior  in  their  courts;  and  iu 
case  of  a rebuke  to  counsel  being  disregarded  and  resented  by  said  counsel,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Judge  giving  such  rebuke  to  nullify  the  right  to  jilead  of  such  (counsel, 
and  to  tsike  measures  to  j^rohibit  him  from  being  heard  as  counsel  in  any  court  in  this 
Territoiy,  until  such  time  as  satisfaction  has  been  given  for  his  good  conduct  in  future.

Sec.  4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executi\  e oliicers  of  all  courts  in  this  Territory 
to  arrest  without  iiroeess  and  put  in  safe  keeping  all  iiorsons,  whether  coun.sel,  or  other 
officers  of  courts,  or  persons  within  the  hearing  of  such  courts,  who  shall  in  any  way  be- 
have indecently  or  riotously , or  use  indecent,  riotous  or  exciting  language,  subject  to  the 
release  or  action  of  tlie  court  in  which  such  arrest  is  made;  and  such  executive  officers 
may  call  for  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  in  making  such  arrest,  and  for  the 
.stvfe  keetiing  of  such  perscin  or  t>ersous  so  offending. 

Sec.  o. — Anj’' attorney  or  person  otherwise  assuming  to  appt'ar  before  any  (,'ourt 
in  this  Terri tor3%  in  any  ctuist^  whatever,  shall  present  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  wheth-

An.  ACT  in  relation  to  Marshals  and  Axtiorncys. 

Kkc.  1. — -Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  I^egislative  Assemblj"  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  a Marshal  shall  bo  elected  by  a joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  sliali  be  ooe  year,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
I.>egiBlative  Assembly,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Said  Marshal 
shffil,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  file  bonds 
with  securities  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  which  bond  with  securities  is  to  be  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  filed  in  his  office. 

Sbx.'  2 — Said  Marshal  .shall  have  pov/er  to  appoint  one  or  more  .DeputyMarshalf*. 
in  each  judicial  district  of  the  Territory,  as  the  necessity  of  the  case  may  require, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  with  that  of  the  Marshal;  but  they  may  at  any  time 
be  removed  at  his  discretion. 

Si5C.  8.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Marshal,  or  any  of  his  .De])uties,  to  execute  all 
orders  or  processes  of  the  Supreme  or  District  (’ou  rt,  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  laws 
of  the  Territoi’y,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  executive  may  direct,  or  may  he  required 
by  jaw'  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  Ids  office. 

Sec;.  4. — An  Attorney  General  shall  be  elected  by  the  jpint  vote  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  whose  term  ofofiieo  shall  I)e  one  yec.r,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  or  until  his  successor  is  clcctc'd  and  ((ualilied,  and  shall,  before  en- 
tering on  the  duties  of  his  office,  t;i.ke  au  oatli  of  office,  and  give  bonds  ami  security  to 
ihe  people  of  the  Territory,  conditioned  for  tJie  faithful  i)eribrmanee  of  his  duty,  to  be 
approved  by  tlie  Secretary  ot  the  Territory,  and  tiled  in  his  office. 

Sec.  .I. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  attend  to  all  Itv 
gj-d  business  on  the  part  of  the  Territory,  liefore  the  courts,  where  the  Territory  is  a 
pm’ty,  and  prosecute  individuids  accused  of  crimes  iii  1 lie  judicial  district  in  which  he 
keeps  his  office,  in  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  4'erritory,  and  such  other  duties 
as  pertain  to  hi.s  oiiice. 

Sec.  (J. — There  shall  be  I'lected  for  each  judicial  district  (except  the  one  in  wliich 
the  Attorney  General  keeps  his  office)  a District  .\ttorn(*y  by  the  joint  vote  of  both 
Houses  of  tl'u'  -Legislative  Assembly,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  I-iCgislutive  Assembh',  or  until  bis  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified, and  shall,  liefore  entering  on  the  duties  ofliis  oflice,  take  an  oath  of  office,  and 
give  bonds  to  the  peojilc  of  the  'I'erritory,  conditioned  for  the  faitlifu!  performance  of 
his  duties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Hccrelary  of  the  Territory,  jind  filed  la  )iis  office. 

Sec.  7. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  District  Attorneys  to  attend  to  legal  business 
iieCore  the  courts  in  their  respective  districts,  where  the  'I'erritory  is  a party,  prosecute 
individuals  accused  of  crimes,  in  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  tlie  'leiTitory,  and  do 
such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  their  oflice. 

St;c.  8. — A Prosecuting  Attorney  sliall  be  appointed  by  the  Probate  .Imlgeiu  each 
organized  county  in  this  'I'erritory,  wliose  term  of  oflice  sliall  be  lour  years,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  Probate  Judge,  or  until  his  successor  is  ajipointed  andqualifted, 
whosi'  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  all  leg.al  business  in  the  county  in  which  the  Ter- 
ritory is  a party,  a,ud  jiroseeute  before  the  I'robate  Court  ofliis  county  all  individuals; 
awiLsed  of  crimes.  Baid  Attorneys  shall,  before  entering, upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
sfiective  oflic(‘S,  take  an  oath  of  oflice,  and  give  homls  with  securities,  conditioned 'for 
the  faithful  ]jcrformauce  of  their  duties,  to  he  approved  by  the  clerk  of  the  Probate 
crnirf,  ami  tiled  in  his  oflice.

Af<  ACT  in  retaiion  to  Writs  of  ilabc.as  Co'rptis. 

HiiC.  — He  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 

of  Utah:  T.bav  the  petition*  for  a Writ  of  Habeas  Corp.'US  must  be  in  writing,  and  be 
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sworn  to,  ami  signed  by  the  iudsoner,  or  some  person  on  his,  her,  or  their'  bciiaif,  set 
ting  forth  the  facts  concerning  his,  her,  or  their  imprisonment,  and  in  whose  custod; 
ho,  she,  or  they  are  detained,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a copy  of  the  warrant  o; 
warrants  of  commitment,  or  an  affidavit  that  tlie  said  copy  had  been  demanded  of  the 
person  or  persons  in  whose  custody  the  prisoner  or  prisoners  are  detained,  and  by  hin 
or  them  refused,  or  neglected  to  be  given.  ' 

Sec.  2. — Upon  the  presentation  of  the  foregoing  petition  to  any  court  having  ju- 
risdiction, the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corious  .shall  be  awarded,  unless  it  shall  appear  from  the 
petition  itself,  or  the  documents  annexed,  or  the  showing  of  the  petitioner,  the  party 
so  applying  would  not  be  entitled  to  any  relief. 

Sec.  3. — The  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  may  be  allowed  by  the  Sux^reme,  District,  or 
Probate  Court,  or  any  Judge  thereof,  and  may  be  served  in  any  part  of  the  Territory. 

Sec.  4. — Application  for  this  writ  must  be  made  to  the  court  or  judge  most  conve- 
nient in  point  of  distance  to  the  aiJ{)licant,  and  the  more  remote  court  or  judge,  if  ap- 
plied to  for  the  writ,  may  refuse  the  same,  unless  a sulflejent  reason  be  adduced  in  the 
petition  for  not  making  application  to  the  more  convenient  court  or  judge. 

Sec.  5. — When  the  writ  shall  be  awarded,  it  shall  appear  under  the  seal  of  court 
issuing  the  same,  or  if  it  be  issued  by  any  judge  it  shall  be  signed  by  him.  and  shall  l.'o 
substantially  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:

then  and  there  this  w'rit,  with  a return  of  your  doings  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  C. — AVhen  the  writ  is  disallowed,  the  court  or  judge  shall  cause  the  reasons  of 
said  disallowance  to  be  appended  to  the  petition,  and  returned  to  the  person  applying 
for  the  W'rit. 

Sec.  7. — To  the  intent  that  no  officer,  sheriff,  jailor,  constable,  or  other  person  or 
jx-Tsons  W'hatsoever,  upon  w'hom  such  writ  shall  be  served,  may  pretend  ignorance 
thereof,  such  W'rit  or  copy  thereof  shall  bo  endorsed  with  the  following  words:  “By 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,”  and  all  persons  upon  whom  such  writs  shall  be  served,  hold- 
ing said  prisoner  or  prisoners,  shall  make  return  of  such  writ,  and  shall  bring  or  cause 
to  be  brought  the  body  or  bodies  of  such  person  or  persons  before  the  court  or  judge 
issuing  said  writ  according  to  the  require,ments  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8. — AA'henever  the  Court  or  Judge,  authorized  to  grant  this  writ,  hius  evidence 
that  any  person  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  court  or  judge  is  unjustly  im])risoned 
or  restrained  of  his  liberty,  it  is  the  duty  of  each  court  or  judge  to  issue,  nr  cause  to  bo 
issued,  the  writ  as  aforesaid,  though  no  application  be  made  therefor. 

Sec.  9. — The  w'rit  may  be  served  by  the  officer,  or  by  any  other  person  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  court  or  judge  by  whom  it  is  Ls.sued  or  allowed.  If  served  by 
any  other  person  than  the  officer,  he  possesses  the  same  power  and  is  liable  to  the 
s:une  penalty  for  a non-performance  of  his  duty  as  though  he  were  the  officer. 

Sec.  10. — The  proper  mode  of  service  is  by  leaving  the  original  writ  wdth  the  de- 
fendant or  person  holding  or  detaining  such  plaintiff  or  prisoner,  and  preserving  a 
copy  on  which  to  make  the  return  of  service. 

Sec.  11. — If  tlie  defendant  cannot  be  found,  or  if  he  have  not  the  plaintiff  in  cus- 
tody, the  service  shall  be  made  upon  any  ijerson  having  the  plaintiff'  in  custody,  in 
the  manner  and  w’ith  the  same  elibet  as  though  lie  had  been  made  defendant  therein. 

Sec.  12. — If  the  defendant  conceal  himself,  or  refuse  admittance  to  the  iienson  .ab 
tempting  to  serve  the  writ,  or  if  he  attempt  wrongfully  to  carry  the  iiersoii  out  of  th< 
county  or  Territory  after  the  .service  of  the  writ  as  aforesaid,  the  officer,  or  the  persor 
who  is  attempting  to  serve,  or  who  has  sen'cd  the  writ,  as  above  eontem»)lated,  is  at 
thori  zed  to  arrest  the  defen  dan  t,  or  other  ijenson  so  resisting,  and  bring  him  or  ther 
tvogether  wdth  the  plaintiff  forthwith  before  the  officer  or  court  before  wdiom  the  w'l; 
is  made  returnable.  In  order  to  make  such  arrest,  the  officer  or  other  person  havin', 
the  W'rit  possesses  the  same  power  to  execute  the  same  as  Is  given  io  a sheriff  for  tl; 
arre.st  of  a person  charged  wdth  felony. 

Sec.  13. — The  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  must  not  be  disobeyed  for  any  defect  of  form 
or  mis-description  of  the  plaintiff  or  defendant:  Provided,  enough  is  stated  to  show  the 
meaning  and  intent  of  the  w'ldt.  Serv'ice  being  made  inany  mode,  the  defendant  must 
appear  at  the  proper  time  and  jilace,  and  answer  the  petition.  He  must  also  bring  the 
body  of  tlie  i>laintiff.  or  sliow  gcod  cause  for  not  doing  so;  to  get  jiossession  of  a j)lain- 
tilTs  person,  when  tlicre  i.s  no  person  appearing  to  have  him  in  charge  orcuAody,  the 
sauie  power  is  given  to  ihe  officer  or  p(>r.-ou  h.iv'.ug  tlie  writ,  as  is  gi  v'cn  to  ciie  vhoriil' 
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Sec.  14.— a wilful  failure  to  comply  v.dtli  the  requisitions  of  this  act  renders  the 
defendant  or  ofleiiding  party  liable  to  be  attached  for  a contempt,  and  to  be  impris- 
:nied  till  a compliance  is  obtained,  and  also  subjects  him  to  a forfeiture  of  one  thousand 
lollars  to  the  party  thereby  aggrieved. 

Sec.  15'. — The  defendant' in  his  answer  must  state  ])lainly  and  unequivocally 
whether  he  then  has,  or  at  any  time  has  had  the  plaintiff  under  his  control  and  restraint, 
;.nd,  if  so,  the  cause  thereof.  If  Ire  has  transferred  him,  he  must  state  the  fact,  and  to 
yhom,  and  the  time  thereof,  as  well  as  the  reason  or  authority  therefor. 

Sec.  16. — Any  judge,  whether  acting  individually  or  as  "a  memhor  of  the  court, 
vho  wrongfully  anil  wilfully  refuses  to  award  such  writ,  whenever  proper  application 
for  the  same  is  made,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  snm  of  one  tliousand  dollars,  which  may 
be  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt  for  the  use  of  the  'JVrvitory;  and  may  he  imprisoned 
^or  a term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  17. — Until  the  sufficiency  of  the  cause  of  restraint  is  determined,  the  defendant 
may  retain  the  plaintiff  in  Ins  custody,  and  may  use  all  ]icocssavy  and  proper  means 
i’or  that  pui’pose. 

Sec.  18. — 4'he  plaintiff  in  writing,  or  by  iiis  attoi'ney,  may  waive  his  riglit  to  bo 
present  at  the  trial,  in  vihich  case  the  proceedings  may  be  had  in  his  abs'enee.  The 
writ  in  such  eases  will  be  modified  accordingly.  If  jio  sufficient,  just,  legal  cause  of 
tietentiou  is  shown,  the  plaintiff  must  be  dischai’ged. 

Sec..  19 — Upon  the  return  of  any  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus,  the  court  or  judge  shall, 
after  having  given  sufficient  notice,  ])roceed  in  a summary  manner  to  settle  the  said 
facts,  by  hearing  the  testimony  and  arguments,  as  well  of  all  parties  interested  civily, 
j f any  there  be,  as  of  the  prisoner  or  jirLsoners,  and  the  person  or  persons  who  hold  him, 
Iver,  or  them  in  custody;  and  shall  dispose  of  the  prisoner  orprisouei’s,  as  the  case  may 
require,  in  all  (arses  when;  the  iin)irisonment  is  for  a criminal  offeiu’e,  and  there  is  not 
sufficient  (jause  for  discharge;  and,  although  the  commitment  may  liave  been  inform- 
;dly  made,  or  without  due  authority,  or  the  process  may  have  been  executed  by  a,  per- 
son not  duly  authorized,  llu'  courf  uu'.y  make  a.  new  cornmitment,  or  admit  the  party 
lo  bail,  if  the  case  be  bailable. 

Sec.  20. — Disobedience  to  any  order  of  discharge,  or  attempt  to  elude  the  scrviceof 
the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus,  or  to  avoid  the  effect  thereof,  subjects  the  defeiidaiit  to  a 
fine  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  imprisonment  for  fhe  term  of  one  y(;ar;  and  any  per- 
son knowingly  aiding  and  alu'tl  ing  [in  any  such  act  shall  he  subject  to  the  like  pim- 
ishment. 

Sec.  21. — Any  olficer  refusing  to  deliver  a copy  of  any  legal  process,  by  which  he 
detains  the  plaintifi’ in  custody,  to  any  person  who  demands  such  copy  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  out  a Writ  of  llaljoas  Corpus,,  shall  forfeit  not  exceeding  two  humlred 
dollars  to  the  jierson  so  detained. 

Sec.  22. — All  persons  admitted  to  hail  on  Habeas  Corjms  shall  enter  recognizance, 
with  sufficient  sureties,  in  sucli  sum  as  the  court  shall  direct,  having  regard  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  plaintifij  and  the  nature  of  the  offence,  conditioned  for  his,  hcr,or 
1 heir  appearance  at  the  next  term  of  the  court  to  be  liolden  in  tlie  county  where  the 
offence  was  committed,  or  wliere  the  same  is  to  be  tried.  And  all  material  witnesses 
shall  also  ho  rocpiired  to  enter  recognizance  to  appear  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and 
not  depart  therefrom,  without  leave.  All  such  ])apcrs  must  be  filed  in  the  clerk’s 
office  where  the  same  is  made  returnable. 

Sec.  23. — The  recovery  of  any  penalties  incurred  by  reasoii  of  the  pi’ovisonsof  this 
iic'i  shall  ]>o  no  bar  to  a civil  suit  for  damages.

Si:i '.  i. — -Be  it  enacted  i iy  the  Governor  and  Legislatis'e  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
.Utah:  That  if  any  creditor,  his  agent  or  attorney,  shall  file  an  affidavit  in  any  of 

the  courts  in  tills  Territory,  according  to  tlieir  respective  jurisdiction,  setting  forth  that 
any  person  is  iudobted  to 'such  creditor,  stating  the  nature  and  amount  ofsueh  indebt- 
edness as  near  as  may  be,  and  that  such  debtor  lias  departed  or  is  about  to  depart  from 
thi.“  I’erritory  or  tlie  comity  iu  which  lie  resides,  orv/hevein  the  com]fiaint  v-as  made, 
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with  the  intention  of  huving  his  clibcts  removed  from  this  I'erritory  or  county  afore- 
said, or  is  about  removing  his  property  as  aforesaid;  to  tlie  injury  of  such  creditor,  or 
that  such  debtor  conceals  Iiimself  or  stands  in  defiance  of  an  officer,  so  that  process 
c-annot  be  sers'ed  upon  him,  or  is  not  a resident  of  this  Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  courts  to  issue  a writ  of  attachment  directed  to  tlie  proper  ofiicer,  commanding  liim 
to  attach,  in  vv'hose  possesssion  the  same  jnay  be  found,  the  land  elaims  and  improve- 
ments thereon,  or  other  property  of  such  debtor,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  satisfy  the  claim  sworn  to  and  the  interest,  damage  and  costs  of  suit. 

Sec.  2. — Such  officers  shall,  without  delay,  execute  such  writ  of  attachment  upon 
the  land  claims  and  improvements  thereon,  or  other  property  of  the  debtor  of  value 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand  sworn  to,  and  interest,  damage  and  costs,  as  he  may 
have  been  commanded  in  said  writ,  and  mak(i  return  of  his  doings  thereon  as  on  other 
writs,  with  an  inventory  of  the  property,  by  him  attached,  indorsed  thereon,  or  there- 
unto annexed.  If  the  defendant  or  any  person  for  hiin  is  in  the  act  of  removing  any 
personal  i>roperty,  the  officer  may  pursue  and  take  the  same  in  any  county  of  this  Ter- 
ritory, and  return  the  same  to  the  county  from  w'hieh  such  attachment  issued.  He 
shall  also  serve,  said  writ  of  attachment  upon  the  defendant,  if  he  can  be  found,  by 
reading  the  same  to  him,  or  delivering  a copy  thereof,  and  tlu'  return  to  such  writ 
must  .state  tlie  manner  in  which  it  wits  served. 

Sec.  o. — Every  court,  before  granting  an  attachment,  shall  take  Iiond  and  security 
fmm  the  party  for  whom  the  same  shall  be  issued,  his  agent  or  attorney,  payable  t.® 
the  defendant  in  double  the  sum  sworn  to  be  due,  conditioned  for  satisfying  all  costs  . 
and  damages  which  may  be  awarded  to  such  defendant,  or  others  interested  in  the 
proeotsdings,  by  reason  of  plaintiff’ wrongfully  sueing  such  attachment. 

Sec.  4. — When  the  Sheriff’or  other  officer  having  eharge  of  said  writ  is  unable 
to  find  property  of  any  defendant  sufficient  to  satisfy  anj'  attaeJiment  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  is  hereby  required  to  summon  any  person  or  persons  the 
plaintiff’ shall  designate  as  having  any  property  or  things  in  action  in  his  or  their 
possession  or  power  belonging  to  the  defendant,  or  who  are  in  any  wise  indebted  to 
such  defendant,  to  appear  before  the  court  to  which  the  writ  is  returnable  on  the 
return  day  of  the  attachment,  then  and  there  to  answer  upon  oath  what  amount  he 
is  or  they  are  indebted  to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment,  or  what  property  or  things 
in  action  he  has  or  they  have  in  possession  or  power  at  the  time  of  serving  the 
attachment.  The  person  or  persons  so  summoned  shall  be  considered  a garnishee 
or  garnishees,  and  the  officer  shall  state  in  his  return  the  name  or  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  summoned  and  the  date  of  service,  and  the  court  may  render 
judgment  against  said  garnishee  or  garnhhees  for  the  amount  found  due:  Provided, 
that  a person  garnisheed  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  costs  or  damages  that  may  have 
been  awarded  to  any  one  interested  in  the  proceedings,  beyond  the  actual  amount  of 
his  indebtedness  to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment. 

Sec.  5. — The  officer  serving  the  writ  shall  take  and  retain  the  possession  of  the 
property  attached,  to  be  subject  to  a judgment  or  decree  of  the  court,  unless  the  per- 
son in  whose  possession  the  same  may  be  found  enters  into  bond  and  security  to  the 
officer,  to  be  approved  by  him,  in  at  least  double  the  value  of  the  property  attached, 
with  condition  that  the  property  shall  be  forthcoming  to  answer  the  judgment  of 
the  court  in  said  suit. 

Sec.  6. — When  a person  is  served  with  a summons  as  garnishee,  ticcording  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  garnishee  to  pay  to  the  officer 
the  amount  due  from  him  to  the  defendant:  Provided  it  does  not  exceed  the  amount 
claimed  and  sworn  to  in  the  attachment;  and  the  officer’s  receipt  to  him  shall  be 
hisexonerator  from  the  amount  so  paid. 

Sec.  7. — Whenev’er  judgment  is  rendered  against  any  garnishee,  and  it  shall 
appear  that  the  debt  from  him  to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment  is  not  yet  due, 
execution  shall  not  issue  against  him  until  the  same  shall  become  due;  and  property 
sold  by  virtue  of  a writ  ofattachment  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  governing  pro- 
perty taken  and  sold  by  execution. 

I Sec.  S.— If,  upon  the  sale  of  any  property  under  the  provision  of  this  act,  there 
is  anj’"  surplus  left  in  the  hands  of  the  officer  after  satisfaction  of  the  judgement  and 
all  costs,  he  is  hereby  required  to  forthwith  pay  all  such  surplus  to  the  defendant, 
if  he  is  present;  and,  if  he  is  not  present,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be 
legally  demanded:  Provided,  that  if  the  defendant  be  a non-resident  of  the  county, 
the  officer  shall  deposit  said  surplus  with  the  court,  who  shall  notify  the  defendant, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  of  the  amount  so  deposited  in  his  hands. 

Sec.  9. — That  sections  fourteen  and  fifteen  of  an  act  entitled  “an  act  regulating 
the  mode  of  procedure  in  civil  cases  in  the  courts  of  theTerritory  of  Utah”  approved 
Dec.  39,  1852,  also  an  act  entitled  “an  act  in  relation  to  attachnient.s  and  garni.^h- 
ments,”  approved  .Ian.  10,1802,  are  hereby  repealed.

An  A.  GT  concerning  TFriVs  of  .Replevin, 

1 . — Be  IL  eniieted  by  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tlie  Territory 
of  Utah:  That,  \v.hen  any  person  or  persons  shall  have  any  species  of  property  in  hie, 
her,  or  their  possession,  and  such  property  shaii  be  claimed  by  some  other  person  or 
persons,  and  be  demanded  by  such  other  person  or  persons,  and  if  it  be  not  given  to 
the  party  or  persons  that  have  made  the  demand,  the  party  demanding  may  file  an 
affidavit,  giving  good  security  to  the  opposite  party  for  costs  and  damages,  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  county  where  such  property  may  be  situated,  or 
other  court  having  jurisdiction,  f)r  such  person  or  party  holding  such  property  may 
be  found,  (or  where  lie,  she,  or  they  may  reside)  the  affidavit  siiall  state  that  he,  she, 
or  they  are  the  rightful  owner  of  such  jiroperty,  describing  the  same,  and  in  whose 
posses.sion  it  may  be  found,  the  court  of  justice  shall  issue  a writ,  directed  to  the 
sheriff,  or  constable,  or  other  officer. 

Sec.  2. — Sucli  sheriff,  or  constable,  or  other  officer,  .shall  serve  .such  writ  of 
replevin,  and  the  officer  shall  execute  such  writ  by  taking  into  his  custody  all  such 
property  that  is  specified  in  the  writ,  and  safely  keep  the  same  until  a decree  of  the 
^ court  shall  be  had  thereon;  the  officer  shall  deliver  all  such  property  to  the  person 
* or  party  in  whose  favor  the  decree  of  the  court  shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  ,3.— In  all  cases  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right  to  give  good  and 
sufficient  bail  to  the  court  is:>uing  a writ  of  replevin,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
all  damages  and  costs;  and  when  bail  is  extended,  the  defendant  may  retain  the 
jjroperty  replevied,  until  a decision  of  court  shall  be  had,  when  it  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  person  in  wliose  favor  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  given.  In  case  the 
defendant  shall  not  give  bail  as  herein  providdtl  for,  the  plaintiff  may,  by  giving 
bonds  with  securities  approved  by  the  court,  for  all  co'sts  and  damages  th.at  may 
accrue,  take  into  his  possession  the  property  in  dispute,  and  retain  the  same  until  a 
decree  of  the  court  shall  be  had  thereon. 

Aec.  4. — A justice  of  the  peace  may  issue  a w'rit  for  the  replevy  of  property,  and 
try  all  cases  of  replevin,  where  the  amount  of  property  in  dispute  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars;  where  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  exceed  that  sum,  he  shall 
transmit  a copy  of  his  proceedings  in  issuing  said  writ  to  a higher  court,  who  shall 
try  all  such  cases,  tlie  same  as  if  the  writ  had  been  is-Sued  from  that  respective 
court.

— Beit  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  .any  person  who  has  inclosed,  or  may  hereafter  inclose,  a portion  or 
portions  of  unclaimed  government  land,  or  caused  it  to  be  done  at  his  expense;  or 
has  purchased,  or  may  hereafter  purchase,  such  inclosure;  or  erected,  caused  to  be 
erected,  or  purchased  any  building  or  other  improvement  thereon,  or  may  hereafter 
-do  so,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  lav/ful  owner  of  the  claim  to  the  possession  of  such 
inclosed  land,  and  the  lawful  owner  of  the  improvements  thereon  and  thereunto 
appenaining;  and  he  shall  be  so  deemed  and  held  in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  in  all 
rights  and  doings  pertaining  or  relating  to  the  aforesaid  property. 

— Tlie  owner  of  any  property  specified  in  the  foregoing  section  is  hereby 
authorized,  in  order  to  recover  possession  thereof,  to  request,  without  process  from 
any  court  or  officer  thereof,  any  constable,  sheriff,  or  any  deputy  of  either  of  said 
officers,  to  proceed  forthv/ith  to  remove  any  person  aiid  hi.«  efieets,  who  has  unlawful 
or  forcible  pos.«essidn  of  said  property:  or  to  remove  any  tenant  thereon  or  therein, 
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■when  said  tenant  fails  or  refu.se.s  to  fulfil  any  of  the  terms  of  his  contract  with  it.s 
owner,  or  when  the  lease  of  said  tenant  has  expired,  or  when  said  tenant  is  wastin.;^

aforesaid  constable  or  shierill’,  or  a deputy  of  either,  is  hereby  required  and  empowered 
to  take  at  least  fwo  XJersons  with  him,  ami  to  at  once  i^roceed  mid  use  such  course  and 
resources  a-s  shall  be  requisite  to  remove  the  aforesaid  ijersoii,  and  Ids  effects,  in 
unlawful  or  forcible  possession;  or  to  remove  any  tenant  and  his  efl'ects  when  in. 
po-osession  as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  place  the  owner  in  full  and  peaceable 
possession  of  his  property.  Any  sheriff  or  other  officer,  refusing  to  discharge  the 
duties  as  required  in  thi.s  section,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Skc.  3. — Should  any  person,  in  unla'w'ful  or  violent  possession  of  property  as 
aforesaid,  or  any  tenant,  deem  himself  aggrieved  or  damaged  hy  the  action,  under 
this  act,  of  any  owner  of  property,  or  of  any  constable,  sheriff,  or  deputy  of  either, 
any  court  liaving  jurisdiction  is  liereby  required  and  empowered  to  hear  and 
adjudicate  the  complaint  of  the  aforesaid  person  or  tenmit.

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CHAPTEK  XIV. 

An  A CT  in  relation  io  the  estates  of  dceedenh-. 

Heu.  i. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territorj’ 
of  Utah:  That  any  person  of  full  age  and  sound  mind  may  dispose,  by  will,  of  all  his 
propierty,  except  "w-hat  is  sufficient  to  pay  his  debts,  or  what  is  allowed  as  homestead 
or  otherwise  to  wife  or  family;  property  subsequently  acquired  may  also  be  devised. 

Sec.  2. — Personal  jjroperty  may  be  bequeathed  by  verbal  will,  if  witnessed  by 
two  competent  witnesses;  all  other  wills  to  be  valid  must  be  in  writing,  witnessed  by 
two  competent  ■wdtne.sses,  and  signed  by  the  testator,  or  by  some  jjerson  in  hi's 
presence  and  by  his  express  direction. 

Bec.  3. — Posthumous  children,  unprovided  for  by  the  father’s  will,  shall  inherit 
the  same  interest  as  though  no  -will  had  been  made. 

Sec,.  4.— AVills  duly  sealed  up  and  endorsed  may  be  deposited  with  the  clerk  of 
the  probate  court,  whose  duty  it  is  to  file  and  safely  preserve  the  same  until  the 
death  of  the  testator  or  testators,  unless  they  themselves  sooner  demand  them. 

Sec.  5. — Any  person  having  the  custody  of  a will  shall,  at  the  first  stated  term 
of  the  court,  after  being  informed  of  the  death  of  the  testator,  bring  the  same  into 
court,  where  it  shall  be  publicly  read. 

Sec.  6. — Wills,  when  proved  and  allowed,  shall  have  a certificate  thereof 
endorsed  or  annexed  thereto,  signed  by  the  clerk,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the 
cfjurt,  all  of  which  shall  be  recorded  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  every 
will  so  certified,  or  record  thereof,  or  a transcript  of  such  record  duly  authenticated, 
may  be  read  in  evidence  in  all  courts  within  this  Territory,  -without  further  proof. 
Wills  must  be  thus  allowed  and  attested,  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

Sec.  7. — Executors  are  entitled  to  a copy  of  the  will;  and  if  there  is  no  executor 
appointed  in  the  will,  or  if  he,  or  they  shall  fail  to  qualify  or  act,  they  may  be 
appointed  by  the  court.  The  court  may  also,  for  good  cause,  reniove  executors,  as 
also  fill  vacancies. 

Sec.  "S. — In  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  any  deceased  non-resident,  an 
executor  may  be  appointed  and  qualify  himself  a.s  required  of  other  exceutois,  unTc-ss 
another  executor  has  previously  been  appointed  in  this  Territory. 

Sec.  9.— Where  no  executor  i.s  appointed  by  will,  admiui.stration  shall  be 
granted:  first,  to  the  ■wife  of  the  deceased;  second,  to  his  next  of  kin:  third,  to  his 
creditors;  fourth,  to  any  other  person  whom  the  court  ntay  select;  and  the  l ourtmay 
unite  Individuals  belonging  to  the  same  or  different  cla.sses  as  executors,  whenever 
it  deetn?  such  a course  expedient.  The  court  must  not  appniiit  a person,  as  executor, 
■v^'ho  is  manifestiv  unsuitable  for  the  disebarae  of  the  trust,  nor  wiu)  i.s  a minor. 
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Sec.  ]i).  Every  executor,  before  enteriog  upoa  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  must 
give  bonds  in  such  penalty  and  securities  as  the  judge  of  the  court  approves,  con- 
ditioned f(>r  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to 
the  same  import,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  in  tire  probate  court’s  office. 
New  bonds,  and  increased  penalties  and  new  securities  may  be  required,  vrlienever 
the  court  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

Sec.  11. — The  court,  when  there  is  necessary  delay  in  granting  a commission  to 
any  executor  to  act,  may,  in  its  discretion,  appoint  one  or  more  special  executons, 
to  collect  and  preserve  the  property  of  the  deceased,  v/ho  shali  qualify  as  above  re- 
quired. All  executors  shall  make  out  and  file  an  inventory  of  all  'the  estate  and 
effects,  personal  and  real,  belonging  to  such  estate,  in  the  probate  court's  office  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  his  commission.  Upon  granting  full  administration  the 
powers  of  special  executors  shall  cease,  and  all  the  business  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  general  executor. 

Sec.  12. — Nothing  lierein  shall  be  so  construed,  wlien  the  interests  of  creditors 
are  not  prejudiced  thereby,  as  to  hiuder  the  testator  or  the  court  prescribing  the 
manner  of  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  estate,  or  continuing  his  business  in  which, 
the  deceased  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  order  to  Mund  up  Ids  affairs 
with  greater  advantage  to  the  interest  of  the  estate. 

Sec.  13. — All  personal  property  of  the  deceased  must  be  appraised  by  appraisers 
appointed  b^^  the  court;  and  if  any  portion  of  such  property  be  in  another  county, 
the  same  appraisers  may  serve,  or  others  may  be  appointed  by  the  court  or  by  a dis- 
interested justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county;  and  a supplemental  inventory  and 
appraisement  must  be  made  out  whenever  tlie  existence  of  other  property'  is  dis- 
covered. 

Sec.  14.— hen  the  deceased  leaves  a wife  or  family,  no  property  exempt  by  law 
from  execution  shall  be  considered  assets,  or  aciioinistered  upon,  but  shall  be  hel«t, 
lor  the  exclusive  benefit  of  tlie  wife  or  family,  a.nd  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debts 
against  the  estate. 

Sec.  15. — All  persons  Laving  any  of  the  property  or  effects  of  a deceased  person 
in  their  hands  wrongfully,  are  reijuired  to  deliver  them  up  to  the  executor  of  the 
estate.  The  executor,  with  the  approbation  of  the  court,  may  compound  with  any 
debtor  of  the  estate  who  may  be  thought  unable  to  pay  his  whole  indebtedness,  or 
in  order  to  avoid  doubtful  litigation. 

Sec.  16.— The  court,  on  application  of  the  executor,  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
direct  the  sale  of  such  portions  of  personal  eilects  as  are  of  a perisliable  nature,  or 
which  from  any  cause  would  otherwise  be  likely  to  depreciate  in  value,  and  alsosuch 
portions  as  are  necessary  to  pay  off  the  debts  and  charges  upon  the  estate.

— It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  Selectmen  to  look  ^fter  and  take  notice 
of  all  such  cases,  and  when  they  shall  tind  the  minor  child  incorrigible,  and  the 
parents  unable,  unwilling,  or  negligent,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  bind  him  or  her 
but  to  some  suitable  person,  to  be  trained  to  some  useful  vocation. 

Sec.  3. — The  powers,  liabilities  and  duties  of  master,  and  the  riglits  of  the  .ap- 
prentice are  the  same  as  those  of  parent  and  child  respectively,  except  an  to  inherit- 
ance, and  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  by  law.

Sec.  10. — The  strict  observance  of  the  provisions  of  the  indentures  on  the  part 
of  the  master  and  apprentice  must  be  considered  essential  to  entitle  either  party  to 
the  benefits  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  Selectmen  or  the  pro- 
bate court  shall  inquire  into  such  observance,  before  either  awarding  compensation 
or  damages,  or  otherwise  discharging  or  releasing  either  party  from  the  requirements 
of  such  indentures,  or  the  provisions  of  law  in  such  cases  made  and  provided.

— No  contract  c;ui  be  tiuis  disaffirmed  in  cases  where  on  account  of  the  minor’s 
own  misrepresentations  as  to  his  majority,  or  from  his  having  engaged  in  business  as 
:ulult,  the  other  party  liad  good  reason  to  believe  the  minor  capable  of  contracting. 

vSec.  4. — When  a contract  for  the  personal  services  of  a minor  has  been  made  with 
liim  alone,  and  those  services  are  afterwards  performed,  pajunent  made  therefor  to 
such  minor  in  accordaaice  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  is  a full  satisfaction  for  those 
services,  and  the  parent  or  guardian  cannot  recover  therefor  a second  time.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  the  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Utah:  That  the’^  court  of  probate  in  the  county  where  the  plaintiff  resides 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  divorce  and  alimony,  and  of  guardianship,  and 
distribution  of  property  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  2. — The  petition  for  a bill  of  divorce  must  be  made  in  writing,  upon  oath  or 
affirmation,  and  must  state  clearly  and  specifically  the  causes  on  account  of  which  the 
pi aintifl' seeks  relief.  If  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  i^erson  so  applying  is  a resident 
of  the  Territory,  or  wishes  to  become  one;  and  that  the  application  is  made  in  sin- 
cerity and  of  her  own  free  Avill  and  choice,  and  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  peti- 
tion; then  the  court  may  decree  a divorce  from  the  bonds  of  matrimony  against  the 
husband;  for  any  of  the  following  causes,  to  wit: 

Impotence  of  the  defendant  at  the  time  of  marriage;  adultery  committed  by  de- 
fendant subsequent  to  marriage;  wilful  desertion  of  his  wife  by  the  defendant,  or 
absenting  himself  without  a reasonable  cause  for  more  than  one  year;  habitual 
drunbeness  of  defendant  subsequent  to  marriage;  conviction  of  defendant  for  felony 
subsequent  to  marriage;  inhuman  treatment  so  as  to  endanger  the  life  of  the  defend- 
ant’s wife;  when  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  and  conviction  of  the 
court,  that  the  parties  cannot  live  in  peace  and  union  together,  and  that  their  welfare 
requires  a separation. 

Sec.  3, — The  husband  may  in  all  eases  obtain  a divorce  from  his  wife  for  the  like 
causes,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  wife  obtains  a divorce  from  her  husband. 

Sec.  4. — Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  courts  of 
probate  from  deferring  their  decree  of  a divorce,  when  the  same  is  applied  for,  to  any 
specified  time,  not  exceeding  one  year,  when  it  appears  to  him  that  a compi^>mise 
might  at  a future  time  be  made  between  the  parties.  During  the  time  of  such  de- 
ferance  on  the  part  of  the  court,  the  bonds  and  engagements  of  matrimony  may  not 
be  violated  by  the  parties. 

Sec.  5. — The  defendant,  unless  in  a case  of  absence  heretofore  provided  for  on 
his  or  her  part,  shall  have  the  right  to  appear,  and  shall  receive  a proper  and  timely 
warning  thereto;  should  the  defendant  fail  to  appear,  the  court  may,  if  sati.sfied  that 
the  complainant  is  the  injured  party,  and  his  or  her  claims  are  just  and  well  ground- 
ed, decree  a dissolution  of  the  marriage  contract  between  the  complainant  and  de- 
fendant. 

Sec.  6. — When  a divorce  is  decreed,  the  court  shall  make  such  order  in  relation 
to  the  children  and  property  of  pie  parties,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  wife,  and 
such  portion  of  the  children  as  may  be  awarded  to  her,  as  may  be  just  and  equitable: 
Provided,  that  if  the  children  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  ten  years,  ami  possess 
sound  mind,  they  shall  have  the  privilege  to  select  of  their  own  free  will  and  choice, 
to  which  of  their  parents  they  will  attach  themselves:  Provided  further,  that  the 
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parties  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  court,  themselves  agree  upon  the  distribution 
of  the  property  and  disposal  of  the  children:  Provided  further,  that  when  it  shall 

appear  to  the  court  at  a future  time,  that  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  parties 
concerned,  that  a change  should  be  efFected  in  regard  to  the  former  disposal  of  child- 
ren or  distribution  of  property,  the  court  shall  have  power  to  make  such  change  as 
v/iil  be  conducive  to  the  best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  7. — When  a divorce  is  decreed,  tbe  defendant  or  guilty  party  forfeits  all 
rights  acquired  by  marriage. 

Ssc.  8. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tbe  courts  of  probate  in  their  respective  counties, 
*t(^  punish  hy  fine  or  imprisoumeut,  or  both,  at  tlieir  discretion,  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  stir  up  unwarrantable  litigation  between  husband  and  wife,  or  seek  to 
bring  about  a separation  between  them.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Tjegislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Probate  Judge  in  each  county  is  empowered  and  required  to  take 
possession  of  all  property  left  by  any  deceased  or  abscondent  person,  when  there  is 
no  legal  claimant  known,  or  sufficiently  near  to  see  to  it  in  season;  and  shall  forth- 
with appraise  and  make  two  lists  of  said  property,  and  Iceep  one  on  file,  and  furnish 
one  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund. 

Sec.  2. — It  is  hereby  made  fhe  duty  of  every  person  having  such  property  in  his 
possession,  or  knowing"  it  to  be  in  the  possession  of  any  otlier  person,  to  report  the 
property  forthwith,  au<l  tbe  name  of  tlie  person  in  possession  thereof,  to  the  Probate 
Judge  of  tlie  couury  where  said  possessor  is  at  the  time;  and  said  Judge  shall  take 
possession  of  sacli  property  as  soon  us  practicable,  and  proceed  therewith  as  required 
above. 

Sec.  S. — At  tbe  earliest  practicable  date,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  place  said 
property,  or  tbe  avails  thereof,  in  the  possession  of  said  Fund,  tbe  value  thereof  to 
remain  there  until  proven  away  by  a legal  claimant,  when  said  Judge  shall  give  an 
order  therefor  oh  the  Treasurer  of  tbe  Fund. 

Sec.  4. — A failure  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this  act  may  he  punished 
by  costs,  damages'  and  fine,  adjudged  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction.

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CHAPTER  XXII. 

Am  ACT  in  relation  to  Crimes  and  Pnnkhment. 

TITLE  I. 

Ofl'ences  against  the  Territory. 

i. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and ’Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
That  v/hoever  is  guilty  of  treason,  by  levying  war  against  tlie  Territory,  or 
its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort,  shall  he, punished  with 


, 2. — If  any  person  have  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  tbe  crime  of  treason 
the  Territory,  and  conceal  the  same,  and  not,  as  soon  as  may  be,  disclose 
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such  offence  to  the  Governor,[orsome  judge  of  theTerritory,  be  is  guilty  of  misprision 
of  treason,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned 
not  exceeding  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  3. — No  person  can  be  convicted  of  the  crime  of  treason,  unless  on  the 
evidence  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  open  coutession  in  open  court. 

TITLE  II. 

Offences  against  fhe  lives  and  persoils  ot  Individuals. 

Sec.  4.— Whoever  kills  any  human  being,  with  malice  aforethought,  either 
expressed  or  implied,  is  guilty  of  murder. 

Sec.  5. — All  murder  which  is  perpetrated  by’  means  of  poison,  or  lying  in  wait, 
or  any  other  kind  of  wilful,  deliberate,  and  jiremeditated  killing,  or  w’hich  is 
committed  in  the  perpetration,  or  attempt  to  perpetrate  any  arson,  rape,  robbery, 
mayhem,  or  burglar^’,  is  murder  of  the  first  degree,  and  shall  be  punished  with 
death. 

Sec.  G. — Whoever  commits  murder,  otherwise  than  is  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
section,  is  guilty  of  murder  of  the  second  degree,  and  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  life,  or  for  a term  not  less  than  ten  y’ears. 

Sec.  7. — Upon  the  trial  of  an  indictment  for  murder,  the  jury,  if  they  find  the 
defendant  guilty,  must  inquire,  and  in  their  verdict  declare  whether  he  be  guilty  of 
murder  in  the  first  or  second  degree.  But  if  such  defendant  be  convicted  upon  his 
own  confession  in  open  court,  the  court  must  proceed,  by  the  examination  of 
witnesses,  to  determine  the  degree  of  murder,  and  award  sentence  accordingly. 

Sec.  8. — Whoever  fights  a duel  w’ith  deadly  weapons,  and  inflicts  a mortal 
wound  on  his  antagonist,  wherefrom  death  ensues,  is  guilty  of  murder  of  the  first 
degree,  aud  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  9. — Any  person  who  fights  a duel  with  deadly  weajions,  or  is  present  at  the 
fighting  of  such”duel,  as  aid,  second,  or  surgeon,  or  advises,  encourages,  or  promotes 
such  duel,  although  death  do  not  ensue;  and  any  j)erson  who  challenges  another  to 
fight  a duel,  or  sends  or  delivers  any  verbal  or  w’ritten  message,  purporting,  or 
intended  to  be  sbeh  challenge,  although  no  duel  en^ue;  and  any  person  who  accepts 
such  challenge,  or  who  consents  to  act  as  a second,  aid,  or  surgeon,  on  such  accept- 
ance, or  who  advises,  encourages,  or  promotes  the  same,  although  no  duel  ensue; 
shall  be  fined  in  a sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  four 
hundred  dollars,  and  impris-oned  not  more  than  three  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  10. — If  any’  person  vex  another,  or  in  writing  or  print  use  any  reproachful 
or  contemptuous  language  to,  or  concerning  another,  for  not  fighting  a duel,  or  for 
not  sending  or  accepting  a challenge,  he  shall  be  fiued  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  >ix  months, 
nor  less  than  two  montl'.s. 

Sec.  11. — Any’  person  guilty  of  manslaughter  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
not  more  than  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year,  aud  by  fine  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  12.— If  any  person,  with  intent  to  maim  or  disfigure,  cut  or  maim  the 
tongue,  put  dut  or  destroy  an  eye,  cut,  slit,  or  tear  off  an  ear,  cut,  slit,  or  mutilate  the 
nose,  or  lip,  or  cut  off,  or  disable  a limb,  or  any  member  of  any  other  person,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  and  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  13. — If  any  person  with  force  or  violence,  or  by  putting  in  fear,  steal  and 
take  from  the  person  of  another  any  property  that  is  the  subject  of  larceny,  he  is 
guilty  of  robbery,  and  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offence, 
as  is  provided  in  the  following  two  sections. 

Sec.  14. — If  such  offender,  at  the  time  of  such  robbery’,  is  armed  with  a dangerous 
w’eapon,  with  intent,  if  resisted,  to  kill  or  maim  the  person  robbed;  or  if,  being  so 
armed,  he  wound  or  strike  the  person  robbed;  or  if  he  have  any  confederates  aiding 
and  abetting  him  in  such  robbery  present,  and  so  armed;  he  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  a term  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  and  not  less  than  ten 
years. 

Sec.  15.— If  such  offender  commit  such  robbery,  otherwise  than  is  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten 
•years,  nor  less  than  two  years. 

Sec.  16. — If  any  person  ravish  and  carnally  know  any  female  of  the  age  of  ten 
years,  or  more,  by  force  and  against  her  will,  or  carnally  know  and  abuse  any 
female  child,  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  he  shall  be  punished  bj’  imprisonment 
for  life,  or  notices  than  ten  years. 

Sec.  17.— If  any  person  take  any  woman  unlawfully  and  against  her  will,  and 
by  force,  menace,  or  duress,  compel  her  to  marry  him,  or  any  other  person,  or  to  be 
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defiled,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  imj^irisonment  not 
exceeding  ten  years. 

Sec.  18. — If  any  person  iinlawfuli.y  have  carnal  knowledge  of  any  female  by 
administering  to  her  any  substance,  or  by  any  other  means,  producing  such  stupor, 
or  such  imbecility  of  mind  or  weakness  of  body  as  to  prevent  efiectual  resistance,  he 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as  provided  in  the  sixteenth  section  of  this  act 
relating  to  ravishment. 

Sec,  19. — If  any  person  take  or  entice  away  any  unmarried  female  from  her 
father,  mother,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  the  legal  charge  of  her  person,  for 
the  purpose  of  prostitution,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
not  more  than  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year;  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

IdEO.  20.— If  any  person  maliciously,  forcibly,  or  fraudulently  lead,  take,  decoy, 
or  entice  away  any  person  with  intent  to  detain,  or  conceal  such  person  from  its 
parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  the  lawful  charge  of  such  pereon,  he  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars;  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec,  21. — If  any  person  seduce  and  debauch  any  unmarried  woman  of  previously 
chaste  character,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  twenty 
years,  nor  less  than  one  year,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  nor 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars.  If,  before  judgment  upon  an  indictment,  the  defen- 
dant marry  the  v/oman  thus  seduced,  it  is  a bar  to  any  farther  prosecution  for  the 
oflTence.  Incase  the  person  so  offending  shall  marry  such  female  as  herein  provided, 
he  shall  be  liable,  if  required,  to  give  bonds  with  approved  securities  for  her  mainte- 
nance.

the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  23. — If  the  father  or  mother  of  any  child  under  the  age  of  six  years,  or  any 
person  to  w'hom  such  child  has  been  entrusted  or  confided,  expose  such  child  in  j 
any  highway,  street,  field,  house  or  outhouse,  or  in  any  other  place  with  intent  ' 
wholly  to  abandon  it,  he  or  she,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
imnrisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars.

Sec.  44. — If  any  person  set  fire  to  any  building,  boat  or  vessel,  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  sections,  or  to  any  material,  with  intent  to  cause  any  such  building  to  be 
burnt,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  years,  or  fined  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  45. — If  any  person  wulfully  and  maliciously  burn,  or  otherwise  destroy  or 
injure  any  pile  or  parcel  of  wood,  boards,  timber,  or  other  lumber;  or  any  fence,  bars 
or  gate;  or  any  stack  of  grain,  hay,  or  other  vegetable  product  severed  from  the  soil, 
and  not  stacked;  or  any  standing  trees,  grain,  grass,  or  other  standing  product  of 
the  soil  of  another,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years, 
or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  40. — The  preceding  sections  under  this  title  severally  extend  to  a married 
woman  who  commits  either  of  the  offences  therein  described,  though  the  property 
burnt  or  set  fire  to  may  belong  wholly  or  in  part  to  her  husband. 

Sec.  47. — If  any  person  break  and  enter  any  dwelling  house  in  the  night  time, 
with  intent  to  commit  the  crime  of  murder,  rape,  robbery,  larceny,  or  any  other 
felony;  or  after  having  entered  with  such  intent,  break  any  such  dwelling  house  in 
th#  night  time,  any  person  being  then  lawfully  therein,  such  offender  shall  be 
punished  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offense,  as  provided  in  the  following 
two  sections. 

Sec.  48. — If  such  offender,  at  the  time  of  committing  such  burglary,  is  armed 
with  a dangerous  weapon,  or  so  arm  himself  after  having  entered  such  dwelling 
house,  or  actually  assault  any  per.son  being  lawfully  therein;  or  have  any  confeder- 
ates present  aiding  and  abetting  in  such  burglary,  "he  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment for  life,  or  any  term  of  years.  » 

Sec.  49. — If  such  offender  commit  such  burglary  otherwise  than  is  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  jninished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  years. 

Sec.  50. — If  any  person,  with  intent  to  commit  a felony  in  the  day  time,  break 
and  enter,  or  in  the  night  time  enter  without  breaking  any  dwelling  house,  or  at 
any  time  break  and  enter  any  office,  shop,  store,  warehouse,  boat  or  vessel,  or  any 
building  in  which  goods  are  kept  for  use,  sale  or  deposit,  he  shall  be  punished  by 
impi’ison merit  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine  not  mor-e  than  five  hirndred  dollars, 
or  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 


TITLE  V. 

Larceny. 

Sec.  51. — If  any  person  steal,  take,  and  carry  away  of  the  property  of  another, 
any  money,  goods,  or  chattels,  any  writ,  process,  or  public  record,  any  bond,  bank 
note,  promissory  note,  bill  of  exchange,  or  other  bill,  order  or  certificate,  or  any 
book  of  accounts  respecting  money,  goods,  or  other  things,  or  any  deed,  or  writing 
containing  a conveyance  of  real  estate,  or  any  contract  in  force,  or  any  receipt,  re- 
lease, or  defeasance,  or  any  instrument,  or  wndting  whereby  any  demand,  right,  or 
obligation  is  created,  increased,  extinguished  or  diminished,  he  is  guilty  of  larceny, 
and  shall  be  punished,  when  the  value  of  the  property  stolen  exceeds  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars,  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding 
five  linndred  dollars,  or  both;  and  when  the  value  of  the  property  stolen  does  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisoument  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sec.  52, — If  any  person  commit  the  crime  of  larceny  by  stealing  from  any  build- 
ing that  is  on  lire.  or  stealing  any  property  that  is  removed  in  consequence  of  an 
alamr  caused  by  fire,  or  by  stealing  from  the  persoii  of  another,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 
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Sue.  53. — If  auy  persou  falsely  personate  or  represent  another,  and  in  such  assu- 
med character  receive  any  money  or  property  intended  to  be  delivered  to  the  party 
so  personated,  with  intent  to  convert  the  same  to  his  own  use,  he  is  guilty  of  larceny, 
and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  54. — If  any  person  come  by  finding  to  the  possession  of  any  personal  prop- 
erty, of  which  he  knows  tiie  owtier,  and  unlawfully  appropriate  the  same,  of  any 
part  thereof,  to  his  use,  he  is  guilty  of  larceny,  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  55. — If  any  officer  entrusted  with  thecollectiou,  safe  keeping,  transfer,  or  dis- 
bursement of  the  public  fuinis,  unlawfully  convert  them,  orany  part  thereof,  to  his 
own  use,  every  such  act  an  embezzlement  of  so  much  as  is  thus  taken,  converted, 
used,  or  unaccounted  i'or,  aud  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  fiv'e  years,  and  fined  in  a sum  equal  to  the  amount  embezzled; 
and,  moreover,  he  is  for  ever  after  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  under  the 
laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  56.— If  any  other  pei’son  to  whom  auy  money,  goods,  or  other  property 
which  may  be  the  subject  of  larceny,  has  been  entrusted  as  clerk,  agent,  or  carrier, 
embezzle,  or  fraudulently  convert  to  his  own  use,  any  such  money,  goods,  or  other 
property,  iie  is  guilty  oflarcenj*,  and  shall  be  j)unished  accordingly. 

Sec.  57. — If  any  person  buy,  receive,  or  aid  in  concealing  any  stolen  money, 
goods,  or  any  property,  the  stealing  of  which  is  declared  to  be  larceny,  or  property 
obtained  by  robbery  or  burglary,  knowing  the  same  was  so  obtained,  ho  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  imprisonment,  not  more  than  five  years,  or  fine  not  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  both  fine  aud  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  58. — If  any  person,  having  been  before  convicted  of  larceny,  afterwards 
commit  another  larceny,  and  be  thereof  convicted;  or  if  any  person  at  the  same  term 
of  court  is  convicted  of  as  principal,  or  as  accessory  after  the  fact  in  three  distinct 
larcenies,  he  is  deemed  a common  and  notorious  thief,  and  shall  be  punished  by  im- 
prisonment not  less  than  five  years.  The  provision  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  the 
buyer,  receiver,  or  concealer  of  money,  goods,  &c.,  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section;  and  if  auy  persou  is  convicted  three  distinct  times,  at  the  same  term  of  the 
court,  or  as  above  mentioned  in  case  of  a common  and  notorious  thief,  he  shall  be 
punished  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  59. — In  any  prosecution  for  the  ofiense  of  buying,  receiving,  or  aiding  in 
the  concealment  of  property  so  obtained,  it  shall  not  he  necessary  to  aver,  or  to  prove 
on  the  trial  thereof,  that  the  person  who  stole,  robbed,  or  took  the  property,  has  been 
convicted. 

Sec.  60. — If  the  property  stolen  consi.«t  of  auy  bank  note,  bond,  bill,  covenant, 
bill  of  exchange,  draft,  order  or  receipt,  or  any  evidence  whatever,  or  any  public  se- 
curity, or  auj’^  instrument  whereby  auy  demand,  right  or.obligation  may  be  assign- 
ed, transferred,  created,  increased,  released,  extinguished,  or  diminished,  the  money 
due  thereon,  or  secured  thereby,  and  remaining  unsatisfied,  or  which  in  any  event 
or  contingency  might  be  collected  (hereon,  or  the  value  of  the  property  transferred, 
or  effected,  as  the  case  may  he,  shall  be  adjudged  the  value  of  the  thing  stolen. 

TITLE  VI. 

or  For^'ory  anU  Counterfeiting. 

Sec.  Glj — If  any  per.'On,  with  intent  to  defraud,  falsely  make,  alter,  forge,  or 
counterfeit  any  public  record,  or  any  process  issued  or  purporting  to  be  is.sued  by 
any  competent  authority,  or  any  {(leading  or  proceeding  filed  or  entered  in  auy  court 
of  law  or  equity,  or  any  attestation  or  certificate  of  any  {lublio  officer  or  other  person, 
in  relation  to  any  matter  wherein  such  attestation  or  certificate  is  required  by  la,w, 
or  may  be  received  or  be  taken  as  legal  {uoof,  any  charter,  deed,  vrill,  testament, 
bond,  writing,  oblig.-ition,  power  of  attorney,  letter  of  credit,  policy  of  insurance,  bill 
of  lading,  bill  of  exchange,  prommissory  note,  or  any  order,  acquittance,  discharge, 
or  accountable*recei{it  for  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  auy  acee{(tance  of  any 
bill  of  exchange,  prommissorj'  imte  or  order,  or  of  any  debt  or  contract,  or  any  other 
instrument  in  writing,  being  or  purporting  to  be  the'act  of  another,  by  v/hich  any 
pecuniary  demand,  or  obligation,  orany  right  or  intere.st  in  or  toany  {iroperty  what- 
ever is  or  purports  to  be  created,  increased,  transferred,  conveyed,  d'ischarged,  or  di- 
minished, he  .shall  be  {ninished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  yeai’.s. 

— If  any  {lerson  utter  and  {Uiblish.  as  true,  any  record,  process,  certifi- 
cate, deed,  will  or  any  other  instrument  of  writing  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tions, knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  alter  d,  forged,  or  counterfeited,  with  intent  to 
defraud,  he  shall  be  punished  by  im{)ri:^onn!ont  notexceeding  fifteen  years,  and  fined 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  63. — If  any  person,  with  intent  to  defraud,  falsely  make,  utter,  forge,  or

or  other  writing,  purporting  to  transfer  the  right  or  interest  of  any  holder  of  such 
public  security,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  twent}?  years, 
nor  less  than  "live  years. 

Sec.  64. — If  any  person  make,  alter,  forge,  or  counterfeit  any  hank  bill,  promis- 
sory note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt  issued  or  purporting  to  be  issued  by  any 
corporation  or  company  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose  by  any  State  or  Territory 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  other  government  or  country,  v/itli  intent  to  injure  or 
defraud,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.  ' 

Sec.  65. — If  any  person  has  in  his  possession  any  forged,  counterfeited,  or  al- 
tered bank  bill,  jirornissory  note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt  issued  or  purport- 
ing to  be  issued,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
knowing  it  to  be  so  forged,  counterfeited,  or  altered,  he  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  66. — If  a,ny  person  utter  or  pass  or  tender  in  payment,  as  true,  any  false,  al- 
tered, forged  or  counterfeit  note,  certificate,  bond,  warrant,  or  other  instrument  of 
public  security,  or  any  bank  bill,  promissory  note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt, 
issued  or  purporting  to  be  issued,  by  any  corporation  or  company,  duly  authorized 
as  lieretoforo  mentioned,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  altered,  forged,  or  counterfeit, 
with  intent  to  injure  or  defraud,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  ten  years,  or  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  67. — if  any  person  engrave,  make  or  mend,  or  begin  to  engrave,  make  ox- 
mend  any  plate,  block,  press,  or  other  tool,  iijslrumeut,  or  implement,  or  make  or 
provide  any  paper  or  other  materials  adapted  and  designecLfor  the  forging  or  making 
any  false  and  counterfeit  note,  certificate,  bond,  warrant,  orother  instrument  of  pub- 
lic security  for  money  or  other  property  of  this  or  any  other  Territory  or  State  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  bank  bill,  ■promissory  note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  ol  debts  is- 
sued or  purporting  to  be  issued  by  any  corporation  or  company,  and  every  person 
who  has  in  his  possession  any  such  plate  or  block  engraved  in  any  part,  or  any 
press  or  other  instrument  or  implement,  ]>apcr,  or  other  material  adapted  and  design- 
ed as  aforesaid,  with  intent  to  usv?  the  same,  or  to  cause  or  permit  the  same  to  be  lised 
ill  forging,  or  making  any  such  false  and  forged  certificates,  notes,  bonds,  warrants, 
public  securities,  or  eviilcncos  of  debts,  shrdl  be  punisluHl  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  five  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  68. — Il'any  iierson  forge  or  counterfeit  any  gold  or  silver  coin,  current  by 
law  or  usage  within  this  Territory,  and  if  any  person  liave  in  his  possession  at  the 
same  time  to  the  amount  of  twenty  dollars  or  more  of  false  money  or  coin  counter- 
feited in  the  similitude  of  any  gold  or  silver  coin  cui’i'ent  as  aforesaid,  knowing  the 
same  to  he  false  and  counterfeit,  and.  with  intent  to  utter  or  pass  the  same  as  true,  he 
.shall  bepuni.shed  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  69. — Any  person  who  li.is  in  his  possession  any  amount  less  than  twenty 
dollars  of  counterfeit  coin  or  false  money,  mentioned  in  the  precedingseetion,know- 
ing  the  same  to  be  false  or  counterfeit,  and  with  intent  to  utter  or  pass  the  same  as 
true,  and  any  person  v/ho  utters  or  tenders  in  p.ayment  any  false  and  counterfeit 
coin,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  and  counterfeit,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment not  more  tlian  eight  years,  or  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  70. — 1 f any  person  frauduieutiy  connect  together  difierent  parts  of  several  given 
hank  hill.‘',  notes  or  other  instruments  in  writing,  so  as  to  produce  one  instrument;  or 
:dter  any  note  or  instrument  in  writing  in  a matter  tliat  is  material,  witli  intent  to  de- 
frmid,  tile  same  shall  he  declared  forgery  in  like  manner  as  if  such  hill,  or  note  or  other 
instrument  hafi  been  forged  aiid  coimterfeiti't!,  and  the  oliendcr  shall  h<^  punished 
accordingly. 

Hec.  71. — If  any  fictitious  or  pretended  signature  of  any  oliicer  or  agent  of  any  cor-

of  this.ofienee  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  or  hj  fine 
not  exceeding  one  tliousand  dollars. 

Sec.  72. — The  total  or  partial  erasure  or  obliteration  of  any  record,  jivocess,  certifi- 
cate, deed,  will,  or  any  other  instrument  in  v/riting  meritioned  in  tills  division,  with 
intent  to  defraud,  shall  be  deemed  a forgery,  and  the  offender  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  more  tlian  five  years,  or  fined  not  excei  ding  one  thousand  dollars.

Offences  against  Public  Justice. 

Sec.  77. — If  any  person,  on  oath  or  affirmation  lawfully  administered,  willfully 
and  corruptly  swear  or  affirm  falsely  to  any  material  matter  in  any  proceeding  in  any 
court  of  justice,  or  before  any  officer  thereof,  or  before  any  tribunal  or  officer  created 
by  law,  or  in  any  proceeding,  or  in  regard  to  any  matter  or  thing  in  or  respecting 
which  an  oath  or  aftirmation  is  or  may  be  required  or  authorized  by  law,  he  is  guilty 
of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished,  if  the  perjury  was  committed  on  the  trial  of  a capi- 
tal or  felonious  crime,  by  imprisonment  for  life,  or  any  term  of  years  not  less  than  ten; 
and  if  committed  in  any  other  case,  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  nor  less 
than  two  years:  Provided,  that  any  person  who,  by  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury  or  sub- 
ornation of  perjury  shall  procure  the  conviction  and  execution  of  any  innocent  per- 
son, shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  guilty  of  murder  of  the  first  degree  and  punished 
accordingly. 

Sec.  78. — If  any  iiersoii  endeavor  to  incite  or  procure  another  to  commit  perjury, 
he  is  guilty  of  subornatioi!  of  perjury,  and  shall  be  jiunished  as  provided  of  the  pre- 
ceding section. 

Sec.  79. — If  any  person  endeavor  to  incite  another  to  commit^  perjury,  though  no 
perjury  be  committed,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  hot  more  than  five 
years,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  80. — If  any  person  give,  offer,  or  promise  to  any  executive  or  judicial  officer, 
or  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  any  valuable  consideration,  gratuity, 
service  or  benefit  whatever,  with  intent  to  influence  his  act,  vote,  opinion,  or 
judgment  in  any  matter,  question,  cause,  or  proceeding  which  may  be  pending,  or 
which  may  legally  come  or  be  brought  before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  he  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonmeut  not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollar.s. 

Sec.  81. — If  anj’  executive  or  judicial  officer  or  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  accejit  any  valuable  consideration,  gratuity,  service,  or  benefit  whatever, 
or  any  promise  to  make  the  same,  or  to  do  any  act  beneficial  to  such  officer  or 
member  under  the  agreement  or  with  the  understanding  that  his  vote,  opinion, 
decision,  or  judgment  shall  be  given  in  any  particular  manner,  or  upon  any  particular 
side  of  any  question,  cause,  or  other  proceeding  which  is  or  may  by  law  be  brought 
before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  or  that  in  such  capacity  he  will  make  any 
particular  nomination  or  appointment,  ^iie  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten 
years  or  be  fined  not  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  or  fine  and  imprisonment  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  82. — Any  person  who  is  convicted  under  either  of  the  two  preceding 
sections,  shall  for  ever  afterwards  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  under  the 
laws  of  this  Territory. 

— If  any  person  give,  offer,  or  promise  any  valuable  consideration  or 
gratuity  whatever  to  any  one  summoned,  appointed,  or  sworn  as  juror,  or  appointed 
or  chosen  arbitrator,  or  umpire,  or  referee,  or  to  any  appraiser  of  real  or  personal 
estate,  or  any  public  officer,  Avith  intent  to  influence  tbe  opinion  or  decision  of  any 
such  person  in  any  matter,  inquest,  or  cause  wffiich  may  be  pending  or  can  legally 
come  before  liim,  or  which  be  may  be  called  on  to  decide  in  either  of  said  capacities, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  impris»)nnient  not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  84. — If  any  person,  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section,  shall 
take  or  receive  any  such  valuable  consideration  or  gratuity  whatever  to  give  his 
verdict,  aw’ard,  or  report  in  favorof  any  y)articu1ar  party  iti  a matter  for  tlie  bearing 
or  decision  of  which  such  person  has  been  summoned,  appointed,  nr  ehosen  asR,fore- 
said,  be  shall  be  punished  by  ijupris<mment  not  more  ilian  teti  year.s,  or  by  litie  not 
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esceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  bo. — If  any  Marshal,  Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff,  Constable,  or  other  officer 
receive  from  a defendant,  or  any  other  person,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing 
as  a consideration  or  indueemeiifc  for  omitting  or  delaying  to  arrest  any  defendant,  or 
to  carry  him  before  a magistrate  or  to  prison,  or  for  postponing,  delaying  or 
neglecting  to  perform  any  thing  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  fine  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  86. — If  any  officer  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  serve  any  process,  or  delay 
or  omit  to  execute  such  process,  whereby  any  person  charged  with  crime  or  'any 
criminal  escape,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprison  me  at  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  87. — If  any  person,  'having  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  any  offence 
punishable  with  death  or  imprisonment  for  life,  take  any  monej’-  or  valuable 
consideration  or  gratuity,  or  any  promise  therefor,  upon  an  agreement  or  under- 
standing, exiDressed  or  implied,  to  compound  or  conceal  such  olfence,  or  no|;  to 
prosecute  the  same,  or  not  to  give  evidence  thereof,  he  shall  be  punished  by 
Imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  four  hnndred. 
dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  88. — If  any  person,  having  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  any  offence 
piinishable  with  imprisonment  for  a limited  term  of  years,  is  guilty  of  the  offence 
described  in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisomnent  not  more 
tliau  one  year,  or  byline  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and 
imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  89. — Ifauyjailor  or  other  officer  vohmtarily  suffer  any  prisoner  in  his 
custody  to  escape,  if  upon  charge  or  conviction  of  capital  ofienee,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten,  nor  less  than  one  year;  or  if  it  be  upon  charge 
or  conviction  of  a felony  other  (ban  a capita  • offence,  he  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  more  than  eight  years,  or  b’/  fine  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  90. — If  any  jailor  or  other  officer  voluntarily  suffier  any  })risoner,  upon 
charge  or  conviction  of  any  public  offense,  to  escape,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  fined  and  im- 
prisoned. 

Sec.  91. — If  any  person  by  any  means  whatever  aid  or  assist  any  prisoner  law- 
fully detained  in  the  custody  of  any  officer  or  in  any  place  of  confinement  for  any 
felony  or  misdemeanor,  in  an  attempt  to  escaj)e,  whether  such,  escape  be  effected  or 
not;  or  forcibly  rescue  any  person  held  in  legal  custody  upon  any  criminal  charge, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  tlian  ten  years,  or  fine  not  more 
ihan  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  92. — If  any  prisoner  convicted  of  any  crime,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
for  a less  term  than  for  life,  shall  break  his  confinement  and  escape  from  custody, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  to  commence  from 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  original  term  of  his  imprisonment. 

Sec.  93. — If  any  persAn  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  resist  or  oppose  any  officer 
of  this  Territory,  or  any  person  authorized  by  law  or  any  court,  in  serving  or  at- 
tempting to  serve  or  execute  any  legal  writ,  will,  order  or  process  whatsoever,  he 
shall  he  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,,  or  by  fine  not  more 
tliau  one  thousand  (lollars  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  im- 
pri.sonment  at  the  di.scretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  94.' — If  any  person,  being  lawfully  required  by  any  Marshal,  Sheriff,  Con- 
stable or  other  officer,  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  assist  him  in  the  execution  of  his 
office  in  any  criminal  ease,  or  in  any  case  of  escape  or  rescue,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding'  six  months,  or  fine  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  9-5. — If  any  Judge*  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Clerk  of  any  Court,  Sheriff,  Con- 
stable, Attorney  or  Counselor  at  Law  encourage,  excite  or  stir  up  any  suit,  quarrel 
or  controversy  between  two  or  more  persons,  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  answerable  to  the  ])arty  injured  in  treble 
damages  sustained  in  consequence  thereof. 

Sec.  96. — When  any  duty  is  or  shall  be  required  by  law  of  any  public  officer, 
or  of  any  person  holding  any  public  trust  or  employment,  every  wilful  neglect  to 
perform  such  duty,  where  no  special  provision  ha,s  been  made  for  the  punishment 
of  such  delinepiency,  is  a misdemeanor. 

Sec.  97. — When  the  performance  of  any  act  is  pi'obibitcd  by  any  statute,  and  no 
penalty  for  the  violation  of  such  statute  is  imposed,  the  doing  of  such  act  is  a mis- 
demeanor. 
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Sec.  98.— Any  person,  who  is  convicted  of  a misdemeanor  the  punishment  of 
which  is  not  otherwise  prescribed  by  any  statute,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  line  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  99. — If  any  public  officer  fraudulently  make  or  give  false  returns,  entries, 
certificates  or  receipts  in  cases  where  returns,  entries,  certificates  or  receipts  are  au- 
thorized by  law,  heshallbe  fined  notexceeding  five  hundred  dollar.®,  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

TITIjE  VIII. 

Malicious  Mischief. 

Sec.  100. — If  any  person  maliciously  kill,  maim  or  disfigure  any  horse,  cattle  or 
other  domestic  beast  of  another,  or  maliciously  administer  poison  to  any  such  ani- 
mals, or  expose  any  poisonous  substances,  with  intent  that  the  same  should  be  taken 
by  them,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  101. — If  any  person  maliciously  take  down,  injure  or  remove  any  monu- 
ment erected  or  any  tree  marked  a.s  a boundary  of  any  tract  of  land,  city  or  town  lot, 
or  destroy,  deface  or  alter  the  marks  of  any  monument  or  tree  made  for  the  purpose 
of  designating  such  boundary,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  fine  and  imprisonment 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  102. — If  any  person  maliciously  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  building  or 
fixture  attached  thereto,  or  wilfully  and  maliciously  injure,  destroy  or  secrete  any 
goods,  chattels  or  valuable  paper  of  another,  or  maliciously,  prepare  any  dead  fall, 
or  dig  any  pit,  or  set  any  gun,  or  arrange  any  other  trap  to  injure  another’s  person  or 
property,  he  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  fined  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  both  fined  and  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  is 
liable  to  the  party  injured  in  a sum  equal  to  three  times  the  value  of  the  property  so 
destroyed  or  injured  or  damage  sustained,  in  a civil  action. 


TITLE  IX. 

“ OCenses  against  Public  Health. 

Sec.  103. — If  any  person  knowingly  sell  any  kind  of  diseased,  corrupted  or  un- 
wholesome provisions,  whether  for  meat  or  drink,  without  making  the  same  fully 
known  to  the  buyer;  or  if  any  person  adulterate  fruadulently,  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  any  substance  intended  for  food,  or  any  wine,  spirituous  or  malt  liquor  or  other 
liquor  intended  for  drinking,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment; and  the  article  so  adulterated  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  104. — If  any  person  fradulently  adulterate,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  any  drug 
or  medicine  in  such  manner  as  to  lessen  its  efficiency  or  change  the  effect  or  oper- 
ation of  such  drug  or  medicine  or  to  make  it  injurious  to  health,  or  sell  it  knowing 
it  is  thus  adulterated,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court;  and  such  adulterated  drugs  and  medicines  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  105. — If  any  apothecary,  druggist  or  other  person  sell  and  deliver  any 
arsenic,  corrosive  sublimate,  prussic  acid  or  any  poisonous  liquid  or  substance,  with- 
out having  the  word  “poison”  arid  the  true  name  tliereofwritten  or  printed  uponalabel 
attached  to  the  vial,  box  or  parcel  containing  the  same,  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  lOG. — If  any  doctor,  physician,  apothecary  or  any  other  person  shall  give, 
communicate  or  administer,  or  by  their  influence,  counsel,  advice,  persuasion,  sug- 
gestion or  b3’  any  means  whatsoever  give  or  cause  to  be  given  by  themselves  directly 
or  indirectly,  or  through  the  aid  or  medium  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  agency 
or  means  whatever,  any  deadly  poison,  w’hether  animal,  mineral  or  vegetable,  such 
as  quicksilver,  arsenic,  antimony,  or  any  mercurial,  arsenical  or  antimonial  pre- 
parations therefrom,  or  cicuta,  deadly  nigntshade,  hen-bane,  opium  or  any  of  the 
diversified  preparations  therefrom,  or  any  drugs,  medicines  and  other  preparations, 
such  as  chloroform,  ether,  exhilarating  gas,  calculated  in  their  nature  to  destroy 
sensibility,  from  any  other  poisonou.s  minerals  or  vegetables,  to  any  citizen 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  whether  sick  or  well,  old  or  young,  man,  woman 
or  child,  under  pretence  of  curing  disease,  or  from  any  other  real  or  pretended 
cau.®e,  influence,  argument,  or  from  any  design  or  purpose  wbatsover,  without  firet 
explaining  fully,  definitely,  critically,  simply  and  unequivocally  to  the  patient  and 
surrounding  friends  and  relative.^,  such  as  father,  mother,  luisb.and,  wife,  children, 
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g’aardian  or  otheiA,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  plain,  simple  English  language,  the 
specihc  nature,  operation  and  design  of  said  poison  or  poisonous  preparation  about  to 
be  or  intended  to  be  given,  and  procuring  the  unequivocal  approval,  approbation  and 
consent  of  the  patient,  if  of  mature  years  and  sound  mind,  and  of  the  parents, 
guardians  or  other  friends’,  to  the  giving,  administering  or  communicating  said 
poison  so  intended,  said  doctor,  physician,  apothecary,  person  or  persons  so 
administering  said  poison,  without  the  full  and  free  assent  of  said  patient  and  friends, 
shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a high  misdemeanor,  and  be  punishable  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  ami  be  imprisoned  or  confined  to  hard  labor  for  any 
time  not  less  than  one  year;  and  if  the  death  of  the  patient  or  person  so  receiving  the 
poison,  as  above  specified,  shall  follow  the  taking  of  the. same,  without  being  made 
acquainted  vrith  the  nature  thereof,  then  the  .doctor,  physician,  apothecary,  person 
or  persona: so  giving  or  causing  to  be  given  said  poison,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of 
manslaughter  or  mi*rder,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and 
be  punished  according  to  law  for  such  crimes:  Provided,  that  the  administraj^ion  of 
poiions,  as  specified  in  the  forepart  of  this  section,  and  the  penalties  thereof  shall 
not  attach  to  doctors,  physicians  and  apothecaries,  having  their  own  drugs,  poisons 
and  medicines,  accompan.ying  and  administering  to  companies  and  individuals 
traveling  through  the  Territory,  the  same  not  being  citizens  of  the  Territory;  but  all 
such  doctors  and  companies  so  traveling  may  administer  to  and  receive  of  their  own 
drugs,  poisons  or  medicines,  witli  good  intent,  on  their  own  responsibility. 

TITLE  X. 

Oirouses  against  the  Public  Peace. 

Sec.  107. — If  two  or  more  persons  voluntarily  or  by  agreement  engage  in  any 
fight,  or  use  blows  or  violence  toward  each  other  in  an  angry  or  quarrelsome  manner, 
in  any  public  place,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace,  they  are  guilty  of  an  affray,  and 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  three  months,  or  fine  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.*103. — Vv'hen  three  or  more  persons  together,  and  in  a violent  or  tumult- 
uous manner,  commit  an  unlawful  act,  or  together  do  a lawful  act  in  an  unlawful, 
violent  or  tumultuous  manner,  to  the  disturbance  of  others,  they  are  guilty  of 
riot;  and  every  such  offender  shall  be  x:>unished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 


TITLE  XI. 


.1  ustillable  Kiliiug  ;iiid  the  Prevention  of  Public  Offenses. 


^>EC.  109. — Lawful  resistance  to  the  commission  of  a public  offense  may  be  made  by 
the  party  about  to  be  injured,  or  by  others.  Resistance  sufficient  to  prevent  the 
ofiense  may  be  made  .by  the  party  about  to  be  injured,  first,  to  prevent  an  offense 
against  Ills  person;  second,  to  prevent  an  offense  against  his  wife,  child,  father  or 
mother,  brother  or  sister;  third,  to  prevent  an  illegal  attempt  by  force  to  take  or  in- 
jure property  in  his  lawful  possession. 

Sec.  110. — Any  other  person,  in  aid  or  defence  of  the  person  about  to  be  in- 
jured, may  make  resistance  sufficient  to  prevent  the  ofiense. 

Sec.  ni. — If  any  person  shall  kill  another  in  his  own  defence,  as  above  provi- 
ded, or  in  a sudden  heat  of  pession  caused  by  the  attempt  of  any  such  oflQinder  to 
commit  a rape  upon  his  wife,  daughter,  sister,  mother  or  other  female  relation  or 
dependant,  or  to  defile  the  same,orwhen  the  defilement  has  actually  been  committed, 
or  in  defence  of  his  habitation  against  any  person  who  attempts  to  enter  in  a vio- 
lent, tumultuous  or  riotous  manner;  or  ofiers  any  personal  violence  to  any  inmate 
thereof,  either  dwelling  or  being  therein,  shall  be  deemed  justifiable  homicide. 

Sec.  112. — A b?.re  fear  of  any  of  these  ofiensss  being  about  to  be  or  having  been 
committed  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  killing.  It  must  appear  that  the 
eireumstanees  were  sufficient  to  excite  the  fears  of  a reasonable  person,  and  that  the 
party  killing  really  acted  under  the  influence  of  those  fears,  and  not  in  a spirit  of 
revenge. 

Sec.  113. — If  an  oificer  in  the  execution  of  his  office  in  a criminal  case,  having 
a legal  process,  be  resisted  and  assailed,  he  shall  be  justified  if  he  kill_  the  assail- 
ant. If  any  officer  or  private  i>erson  attempt  to  take  a person  charged  with  treason, 
murder,  rape,  burglary,  robbery,  arson,  perjury,  forgery,  counterfeiting  or  other 
crime  known,  denominated  felony  by  the  law,  and  he  or  they  be  resisted  in  theen- 
deavor  to  take  the  person  accused,  and,  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  accused  by  rea- 
son of  such  resistance,  he  or  she  be  killed,  the  officer  or  private  person  so  killing 


shall  be  justified. 

Seq.  114. — Justifiable 
t any  will  or  desire,  raid 


homicide  may  also  consist  in  unavoidable  necessity,  with- 
without  any  intention  or  negligence  in  the  party  killing. 
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An  oiHcer,  who  in  the  execution  of  public  justice  puts  a person  to  death  in  virtue 
of  a judgment  of  a competent  court  of  justice,  shall  be  justified;  the  officer  must, 
however,  proceed  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  according  to  the  direction  of  the 

court  and  the  law  of  the  land,  . . 

Sec.  115.— Excusable  homicide,  by  misadventure,  is  when  a person,  m doing  a 
lawful  act  without  anv  intention  of  killing,  yet  unfortunately  kills  another,  as  v.  hen 
a man  is  at  work  with  an  axe,  and  the  axe  flies  oflf  the  handle  and  kills  a bystander, 
it  is  only  a misadventure;  and  all  other  instances  which  stand  upon  the  same  footing 
of  reason  and  justice  as  those  enumerated,  shall  be  considered  justifiable  or  excusa- 
ble homicide.  The  homicide  appearing  justifiable  or  excusable,  the  person  indicted 
shall,  upon  his  trial,  be  fully  acquitted  and  discharged. 

TITLE  XII. 

General  definitions  and  provisions  as  to  Crimes  and  Ofleuses. 

Sec.  116,— Public  offenses  are  divided  into  felony  and  misdemeanors.  A felony 
is  an  offense  punishable  with  death,  or  imprisonment  for  a term  of  one  year  or  more; 
every  other  offense  is  a misdemeanor.  ISio  person  can  be  punished  for  a public 
offense,  except  upon  legal  conviction  in  a court  haying  jurisdiction  thereof.  All 
criminal  prosecution  shall  be  commenced  and  carried  on  in  the  name  of  “the  people 
of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Utah.” 

Sec.  117.— No  person  shall  be  subject  to  a second  prosecution  for  a public  offense 
for  which  he  has  been  once  prosecuted,  and  legally  convibted  or  acquitted. 

Sec.  118.— Words  importing  the  singular  number  only  may  be  extended  to 
several  persons  or  things;  and  words  importing  the  plural  number  only  may  be 
applied  to  one  person  or  thing;  and  words  importing  the  masculine  gender  only  may 
be  extended  to  females.  All  words  and  phrases  shall  be  construed  according  to  the 
context  and  the  approved  usage  of  the  language;  but  technical  words  and  jihrases, 
and  such  others  as  may  have  acquired  a peculiar  and  appropriate  rneaning  in  law, 
shall  be  construed  according  to  such  peculiar  and  appropriate  meaning. 

Sec.  119.— a private  person,  who  has  arrested  another  for  the  commission  of  a 
public  offense,  must  without  unnecssary  delay  take  him  before  a magistrate,  or 
deliver  him  to  a peace  officer. 

Sec,  120.— There  is  no  distinction  between  an  accessory  before  the  fact  and  a 
principal,  in  the  commission  of  a public  offense;  whether  they  directly  commit  the 
act  constituting  the  offense,  or  aid  and  abet  in  its  commission,  though  not  present, 
they  must  be  indicted,  tried  and  punished  as  principals.  An  accessory  after  the 
fact  maybe  indicted,  tried  and  punished,  though  the  principal  be  neither  tried  nor 

convicted.  . , ^ 

Sec.  121.— Upon  a trial  for  enticing  or  taking  away  an  unmarried  female  of 
previously  cliaste  character,  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution,  or  aiding  or  assisting 
therein,  or  for  seducing  and  debauching  any  unmarried  woman  of  previously  chaste 
character,  or  on  trial  for  rape  or  attempt  to  commit  rape,  the  testimony  of  the  party 
injured  being  corroborated  by  the  attending  circumstances,  tending  to  convict  the 
defendant  of  the  commission  of  the  offense  shall  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Sec.  122. — When  a person  is  convicted  of  a public  ofleuce,  the  punishment  for 
which  is  imprisonment,  the  court  may  direct  that  he  wear  a ball  and  chain,  and  that 
he  perform  hard  labor  during  the  term  of  his  imprisonment. 

Sec.  123. — No  conviction  and  consequent  punishment  of  imprisonment  and  fine 
shall  be  any  bar  to  a civil  suit  for  damages. 

Sec.  124. — When  any  person  shall  be  convicted  of  any  crime,  the  punishrnent  of 
which  is  death  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  sentenced  to  die,  said 
person  shall  sufler  death  by  being  shot,  hung,  or  beheaded,  as  the  court  may  direct; 
or  the  person  so  condemned  shall  have  his  option  as  to  the  manner  of  his  execution.

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CHAPTEU  XXIII. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Defrauding  and  Cheating  or  Swindling . 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tx;e  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  any  person  in  any  manner  knowingly  a party  to  wrongfully-  convey- 
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ing  acy  laud  or  land  claim  or  improvement  thereon,  any  bond,  execution  or  any 
other  description  of  property  with  intent  to  deceive  or  defraud,  or  to  delay  or  defeat 
the  payment  of  just  debts,  or  who  shall  sell  or  exchange  any  description  of  property 
which  he  at  the  time  knows  is  adulterated,  damaged  or  diseased,  without  first  truly 
informing  the  purchaser  concerning  the  actual  condition  or  quality  of  said  property, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  fraud,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
one  year,  at  daily  hard  labor,  during  customary  hours,  upon  the'streets,  highways 
and  public  works  and  buildings  of  the  county;  Provided,  such  labor  shall  be 
performed  with  a ball  and  chain  attached  to  a prisoner  whenever  the  jailer  deems  it 
necessary;  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2. — Any  person,  knowingly  obtaining  any  property  through  any  false 
pretense  or  representation  made  by  himself  or  at  his  instigation,  shall  be  deemed  a 
cheat  or  swindler,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both, 
as  provided  in  the  foregoing  section  for  the  punishment  of  fraud. 

.Sec.  3. — Any  person  convicted  under  this  act  shall  also  be  liable  to  make  full 
restitution  and  pay  all  damages  to  the  party  aggrieved.

Sec.  1 . — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  'Jhiat  if  any  iiersou  wilfully  and  maliciously,  or  through  carelessness,  set  on 

fire  the  gr;ws  on  tlie  public  domain  or  the  timlier  in  the  canons  or  mountains  lie  shall 
be  imnisliod  by  imprisoJimont  notmovethaii  one  year,  or  by  line  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  live  Inindrc'd  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction; 
and  shall  also  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  to  private  property. 

Sec.  2. — d'hat  if  any  person  shall  set  fire  on  his  own  premises,  lie  sliall  he  liable 
for  all  damages  tliatmay  accrue  to  others  tjy  reason  of  the  fire  sjireading. 

— Whenever  it  sliall  be  deemed  necessary  to  burn  off  the  hay  ground  ofany 
town  or  settlement  in  this  Territory,  a Justice  of  the  Peace  of  said  town  or  settlement 
shall  cause  due  notice  to  he  given  of  the  intention,  in  a public  manner,  as  to  time  and 
place;  and  all  necessary  precaution  sliaJl  lie  taken  to  prevent  the  fire  from  spreading 
or  running  beyond  tlie  intended  limits.

An  AC2'  to  'prohibit  the  use  of  certain  paper  us  money. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territoy 
of  Utah;  That  any  person,  private  corporation,  firm  or  association  issuing  or  circula- 
ting any  note,  check,  memorandum,  token  or  other  obligation  for  the  use  as  money  in 
lieu  of  lawful  monej"  or  other  lawful  medium  of  excliange,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  liaving  jurisdiction,  be 
punished  for  each  offence  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  into 
the  Territorial  Treasury,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both 
fine  and  imprisonment. 
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Bec.  '2. — This  act  shall  uot  be  construed  to  in  any  manner  apply  to  Territorial, 
County,  or  City  paper,  nor  to  prevent  any  person  from  returning  the  cl aSs  of  paper 
prohibited  in  this  act,  but  issued  or  in  circulation  previous  to  the  time  this  act  takes 
eflect,  to  the  person,  corporation,  firm  or  association  purporting  to  have  issued  it;  and 
if  said  person,  corporation,  firm,  or  association  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  or  redeem  the 
aforesaid  paper  when  it  is  presented  for  payment,  or  to  make  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments for  paying  or  redeeming  it,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  tlie  amount  claimed  on  the 
paper  so  returned,  be  liable  for  all  loss  that  may  accrue  through  such  neglect  or  refusal; 
and  the  interest  on  the  aforesaid  amount  shall  be  calculated  and  paid  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent.  i;>er  month  rluring  the  time  of  such  neglect  or  refusal.

Sec.  I.— jBe  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  if 
any  person  shall  hereafter  trade  or  give  any  guns,  rifles, pistols  or  any  other  deadly  weap- 
ons, ammunition  or  spirituous  liquors  to  any  Indian,  without  having  a license,  he 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  be  fined  in  a sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred, dollars  for  each  offense,  and  also  forfeit  all  the  property  received 
from  the  Indian,  which  shall  be  sold  and  the  jwoceeds  thereof  paid  into  the  public 
treasury.

CHAPTER  XXVII. 

An  OlilJlNANCE  inrefercnce  to  Vagrants. 

Sec.  l.^Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
any  person  residing  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  who  has  no  visible  means  of 
support,  shall  be  deemed  a vagrant. 

Sec.  2. — Be  it  further  ordained  that,  upon  complaint  on  oath  being  made  and 
filed  with  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  that  there  is,  within  the  county  wherein  such 
Justice  resides,  any  person  who  is  engaged  in  no  useful  employment,  and  has 
apparently  no  manner  of  support,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Justice  forthwith  to 
issue  a warrant  to  bring  such  delinquent  before  him. 

Sec.  3. — Be  it  further  ordained  that,  upon  the  return  of  such  warrant,  with  the 
defendant  therein  named,  in  Court,  said  complaint  shall  be  distinctly  read  to  such 
defendant,  when  he  shall  be  required  to  answer  the  same  on  oath;  and  the  justice 
shall  inquire  into  the  truth  of  such  complaint  in  a summary  manner. 

Sec.  4. — Be  it  further  ordained  that,  if  the  justice  find  on  such  investigation 
that  such  complaint  be  true,  he  shall  record  the  same  in  his  docket,  and  thereupon 
enter  judgment,  declaring  such  delinquent  a vagrant. 

Sec.  5. — Be  it  further  ordained  that  any  person  convicted  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
compelled  to  labor  on  the  public  works  a sufficient  length  of  time  to  pay  the  cost  of 
prosecution:  Provided,  the  same  be  not  less  than  twenty  days. 

Sec.  6 — Andbe  itfurther  ordained  that  itshall  be  the  duty  ofevery  officer  of  State, 
in  this  State,  to  report  to  the  magistrate  of  their  respective  precincts  any  person 
whom  they  may  have  good  reason  to  suspect  as  being  a vagrant  under  this 
ordinance. 
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Sec.  7. — The  foregoing  ordinance  sbaU  appiy  to  all  loafers  who  hang  about  the  I 
corners  of  streets,  court  houses,  or  any  other  public  place,  who  have  no  business,  I 
whethi^r  they  have  property  or  not.  ifi

meeting  or  lawful  assembly  of  the  people,  by  noisy  or  riotou.s  actions,  menaces, 
ludicrous  language,  or  threats,  shall  be  liable  to  arrest  by  any  officer  of  the  f>eace, 
aud  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  over  one  hundred  dollars,  or  im{)risou- 
meut  not  over  six  months,  or  both.

Sec.  2. — Any  person  who  shall  become  i)ubliely  intoxicated,  so  as  to  endanger 
the  jjeace  and  cjuiet  of  the  cotpmunity,  shall  he  liable  to  arrest  by  any  officer  of  the 
peace,  and  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.

CHAPTER  XXX. 

An  ACT  regulating  the  mode  of  procedure  in  Criminal  Cases. 

Sec.  1 . — E.e  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tlic  Territory 
of  Utah;  That  when  a Justice  or  Judge  knows,  or  has  information  under  oath,  that 
a person  has  rbreatened  to  commit  an  offense,  he  shall  issue  an  order  requiring  an 
officer  to  bring  such  xrerson  before  him,  when  he  shall  examine  the  matter,  and  may 
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require  bonds  for  good  behavior  for  not  less  than  three  months  nor  longer  than  his 
stay  in  this  Territory,  or  retain  him  a discretionary  length  of  time. 

Sec.  2. — Any  person  being  present  at  the  commission  of  an  offense,  shall  forth- 
with take  the  offender  before  the  nearest  Justice  or  Probate  Judge  for  examination. 

Sec.  3. — When  a complaint  is  made,  under  oath,  that  an  offense  has  been  com- 
mitted, the  Justice  or  Judge  shall  issue  an  order,  requiring  an  officer  to  take  ail 
requisite  steps  to  bring  the  offender  before  him. 

Sec.  4. — When  a person  accused  of  committing  an  offense  is  brought  before  a 
Justice  or  .fudge,  he  shall  determine  whether  such  person  shall  be  put  upon  trial  or 
released. 

Sec.  5. — If  it  be  determined  that  the  accused  be  put  upon  trial,  and  the  Justice 
or  Judge  has  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  he  shall  appoint  a time  therefor;  and  if  not,  he 
shall  order  an  officer  to  take  him  aud  the  necessary  papers  to  a court  having  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Sec.  G. — The  Justice  or  Judge  shall  issue  an  order  to  an  officer  to  summon  all 
the  witnesses  required,  but  neither  party  shall  have  more  than  three  witnesses  to 
prove  the  same  fact. 

Sec.  7. — At  the  time  of  trial  if  the  accused  or  an  important  witness  be  absent, 
the  Court  shall  issue  a compulsory  order  for  his  appearance,  and  may  adjourn  until 
it  can  be  had. 

Sec.  8. — When  the  accusation  is  read,  if  the  accused  confess  he  is  guilty,  the 
Court  may  inquire  intp  the  amount  of  guilt  and  decide  accordingly;  and  if  not,  the 
evidence  on  the  part  of  the  accusation  shall  be  heard,  and  then  that  of  the  accused; 
after  which,  if  either  party  can  satisfy’’  the  Court  that  important  evidence,  which  he 
can  procure,  is  still  wanting,  his  demand  may  be  complied  with;  when  all  the 
evidence  is  heard,  the  accuser  may  make  such  applicable  remarks  as  he  deems  proper, 
and  also  the  accused,  and  the  Court  shall  render  judgment  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Sec.  9. — Injury  cases,  before  the  introduction  of  any  evidence,  the  Court  shall 
issue  an  order,  requiring  an  officer  to  summon  for  that  purpose  a reasonable  number 
of  judicious  men  residents  of  the  county,  out  of  whicli  twelve,  or  a less  number  if 
agreed  upon,  shall  be  selected;  and  if  the  number  first  summonedis  not  sufficient, 
the  officer  shall  continue  to  summon  till  the  number  is  complete. 

Sec.  10. — Previous  to  swearing  persons*drawn  or  selected  to  serve  as  a petit  jury, 
feach  party  may  challenge  for  cause  to  the  number  that  either  or  both  parties  maybe 
able  to  produce  w’hat  to  them  seems  to  be  good  cause,  the  validity  of  said  cause  to  be 
determined  by  the  Court,  and  each  party  may,  as  aforesaid,  peremptorily  challenge 
as  many  as  six  persons. 

Sec.  11. — The  persons  selected  shall  be  sworn  to  try  the  case  faithfully  and  give 
a just  verdict,  and  have  no  communication  concerning  the  case,  until  they  are 
discharged,  with  any  but  a fellow  juror,  or  with  the  Court  personally,  or  through 
the  officer  in  whose  charge  they  may  be  placed. 

Sec.  12. — The  Court  shall  instruct  the  jury  on  the  law  and  equity  in  the  case, 
aud  give  them  such  other  instructions  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  13.— If  the  jury  have  to  retire  to  agree  upon  their  verdict,  the  Court  shall 
direct  an  officer  to  keep  them  separate  from  all  others,  and  to  prevent  their  com- 
municating with  any  but  the  Court,  until  they  are  discharged. 

Sec.  14. — The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  made  by  their  unanimous  agree- 
ment, and  in  writing,  and  be  presented  to  the  Court  and  read  in  the  presence  of  the 
accused;  and  in  capitahcases  shall  read  “guilty”  or  “not  guilty;”  and  in  other  cases, 
if  against  the  accused,  shall  state  the  amount  of  damages  and  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  punishment. 

Sec.  15. — After  being  furnished  all  necessary  information,  if  the  jury  satisfy  the 
Court  that  they  cannot  agree,  they  shall  be  discharged,  and  the  Court  shall  cause 
another  jury  to  be  arranged  and  proceed  again  to  try  the  case. 

Sec.  16. — The  Court  shall  aw’ard  the  costs,  and  authorize  and  require  a proper 
officer  to  execute  the  judgment. 

Sec.  17. — When  necessary,  the  Court  shall  issue  an  order  requiring  an  officer  to 
summon  fifteen  judicious  men,  residents  of  the  county,  for  a grand  jury,  who  shall 
be  sworn  to  inquire  faithfully  into  offences,  and  present  indictments  by  the  agree- 
ment of  at  least  twelve  of  their  number  against  offenders  who  should  be  prosecuted; 
and  the  Foreman  shall  have  power  to  swear  witnesses  and  compel  their  attendance. 

Sec.  18. — The  indictments  must  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  must 
state  thg  name  of  the  ofTender,  the  offense,  the  manner  of  committing  it,  and,  as  near 
as  may  be,  the  time  and  place  of  its  occurrence;  be  signed  by  the  Foreman,  with 
the  names  of  the  required  witnesses  written  thereon,  aud  be  presented  to  the  Court, 
who  may  correct  mistakes  that  do  not  prejudicf  tlie  trial.  When  tne  name  of  an 
offender  is  no-  known,  he  may  be  proceeded  against  with  JUiy  name. 

_ Sec.  19. — In  answer  to  the  accusation  the  accused  may  shite  “guilty,”  or  “not 
guilty;”  may  object  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  or  urge  u f.;rmer  acquittal  in  the 
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same  ease;  aad  duriug  the  trial  either  party  may  object,  in  writing,  to  any  decision 
of  the  Court  which  he  considers  unjust. 

Sec.  iiO. — When  the  Court  has  not  jurisdiction,  or  the  accused  give  other  satis- 
factory evidence  for  removal,  an  officer  shall  be  required  to  take  the  accused,  the 
indictment  and  all  necessary  papers  to  the  nearest  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  21 — In  all  cases  bail  may  be  required  of  witnesses,  and  in  all  but  capital 
offenses  may  be  taken  of  the  accused  for  appearance  at  time  and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  22. — When  it  is  not  reasonable  that  the  witness  be  prese*nt  at  the  trial,  his 
denosition  may  be  taken  in  the  X3re.seuce  of  the  parties,  or  vrithout  that  presence  if 
,it  be  waived.  _ ■ - 

Sec.  23. — If  a juror  by  any  cause  be  incapacitated  for  attendance  through  the 
trial,  it  may  jrroceed,  and  the  verdict  shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  24. — The  property  of  aper.son  accused  of  an  offense  shall  be  held  depending 
the  execution  of  the  judgment. 

Sec.  25. — Immediately  after  judgment  appeals  may  be  taken  by  either  party, 
on  written  objections  to  illegal  or  unjust  jjroceediiigs  on  the  part  of  the  Court  or  jury, 
and  the  objections  must  be  certiiied  up  by  the  Court,  upon  which  a Superior  Court 
may  coniii  m,  reverse  or  modify  the  judgment,  or  order  anew  trial. 

Sec.  26. — Prosecution  for  offense  must  be  commenced  as  soon  after  the  offense 
has  lieen  coniinitted,  or  tb.e  offender  is  known,  as  the  circumstances  v/ill  warrant. 

Sec.  27. — The  cliicer  entrusted  shall  execute  the  order  or  judgmentof  the  Court; 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  break  any  and  every  description  of  fast- 
enings that  may  ci).struct  his  seavcli  for  such  ijersona  or  property  as  he  presumes  to 
be  concealed;  and  shall  make  veturi!  tlieret>f  with  diligence. 

Sec. 28. — The  Court  shall  have  }>ower  to  ])UJilsh  for  contempt  and  disobedience 
to  orders,  by  a reasonable  [jiv'ventive  amount  of  line;  and  all  fines  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  hereafter  wliencver  any  tinal  order,  judgment  or  decree  is  made  or 
rendered  in  the  District  Court  of  tlie  Territory,  the  party  aggrieved  may  have  the  same 
reviewed  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  appeal,  by  obtaining,  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
making  or  rendering  such  order,  judgment  or  decree,  a eomiilete  transcript  of  the 
record  of  the  ca.se,  wiiich  shall  be  tiled  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Sec.  2. — On  ai^plication  for  such  record  and  tender  of  the  legal  fees  therefor,  if  the 
Clerk  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  out  and  deliver  or  transmit  the  same,  he  shall  be 
punishocl  for  contempt  and  lie  disqualiiied  to  act  as  Clerk. 

Sec.  .3.— In  case  tb.e  order,  judgment  or  decree  in  the  District  Court  is  for  the 
payment  of  n.ioney,  liie  aiipeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  .siiall  not  operate  as  a stay  of 
execution,  unless  the  party  appealing  sliaii  enter  into  a supersedeas  bond  in  double 
tiic  amount  of  the  money  adjudged  to  be  paid,  with  sureties  to  be  ajiproved  by  the 
Clerk  or  Court,  and  ( oiKUtioned  to  pay  the  amount  av/arded  against  the  appelant  in 
IIk'  Supreme  Court,  and  all  costs  that  may  accrue  by  reason  of  such  appeal. 

— Fi'<  m judgnitnts  in  criminal  cases  less  than  capital,  the  defendant  may 
aopeal  by  entering  into  1,'ondsj,  with  .sureties  to  he  apiiroved  in  like  mminer,  in  such 
srum  a,s  the  District  Court  or  Judge  may  determine,  c^onditioned  to  abide  tlie  judgment 
of  the  ;-u])reme  Court;  and  in  capital  cases,  tlie  defendant  may  also  appeal,  as  provided 
in  th>  ilrst  section  for  civil  cases,  Imt  must  remain  committed,  unles.s  tlie  judgment 
i.s  rever.sc;!  a.ud  a discharge  ordered  liy  the  Supreme  Court  i 

oEC.  5. — In  fdi  cases  of  appeal,  as  lierein  provided,  the  party  appealing  in  civil 
cases  shall  stU’ve  a written  notice  upon  the  advo’se  party,  or  the  attorneys  of  record  in 
the  ea.se,  sixty  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Court,  (unle.ss  such  notice  be 
waived),  tliat  an'  appeal  has  lieen  taken; 'and,  in  criminal  cases,  a similar  notice 
sliali  bo  srrvod  rqion  t'“v  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  defendant  in  the  District 
Court. 
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Sec.  6. — Xo  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  unless  within  two  years 
after  the  rendition  of  the  judgment  in  civil  cases;  or,  in  case  the  person  entitled  to 
such  appeal  be  an  infant  or  of  unsound  mind,  or  imprisoned,  then  within  three  years 
after  such  disability  ceases,  except  the  party  appealing  be  a non-resident,  and,  if  so, 
within  four  years;  and,  in  criminal  cases;  the  appeal  must  be  taken  to  the  next  Su- 
preme Court  after  the  judgment,  provided  there  is  sufficient  time  after  the  rendition 
of  judgment;  if  not,  then  to  the  next  Supreme  Court  succeeding. 

Sec.  7.— The  hearing  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  upon  the  record  and  argu- 
ment of  odunsel;  and  the  District  Court  is  hereby  required  to  sign  all  bills  of  excep- 
tions taken  to  its  rulings,  decisions  or  charge  to  the  jury,  which  shall  be  incorporated 
into  and  constitute  part  of  the  record  of  the  cause;  and,  upon  refusal  to  sign  such  bills 
of  exceptions,  the  same  may  be  signed  by  two  spectators,  under  oath,  or  two  disin- 
terested attorneys;  and  when  so  signed  shall  be  of  equal  validity  as  if  signed  by  the 
Judge. 

Sec.  S. — 'When  the  judgment,  final  order  or  decree  shall  be  reversed,  either  in 
whole  or  in  jiart,  the  Supreme  Court  may  render  such  judgment  as  the  Court  below 
should  have  rendered,  or  remand  the  cause  to  the  Court  below  to  j^roceed  according  to 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  execution  may  issue  from  the  Supreme  Court, 
or  a special  mandate  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  below  to  proceed  upon  the  judgment  as 
the  Supreme  Court  may  direct. 

Sec.  9. — When  a judgment,  order  or  decree  is  reversed,  the  appelant  shall  recover 
his  cost;  and  when  revereed  in  part  and  affirmed  in  part,  the  cost  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  the  i)arties. 

Sec.  10. — In  case  the  Supreme  Court  at  any  regular  session  adjourn  the  term 
of  .said  Court,  all  cases  tried  and  determined  in  the  District  Court  may  be  removed  to 
such  adjourned  term  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  this  act  for  faking  cases  to 
the  regular  term,  and  may  bo  heard  and  determined  at  such  adjourned  term  of  said 
Court.

CHAPTER  XXXII. 

In  relation  to  Commitment  and  Bait. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That,  if  it  shall  appear  to  any  Magistrate,  to  whom  complaint  is  made  or 
before  whom  any  prisoner  is  brought,  that  an  offense  has  been  committed,  and  that 
there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  the  prisoner  guilty,  and  if  the  offense  be  bailable  and 
the  prisoner  offer  sufficient  bail,  or  the  amount  of  money  in  lieu  thereof,  it  shall  be 
taken  and  the  prisoner  discharged;  but  if  no  sufficient  bail  be  offered,  or  the  offense 
be  not  bailable,  the  prisoner  shall  be  committed  for  trial. 

Sec.  2. — 'When  a Magistrate  admits  a prisoner  to  bail,  or  commits  him,  he  shall 
also  bind  by  recognizance  such  witnesses  against  the  prisoner  as  ho  shall  deem  ma- 
terial, to  apiiear  and  testify  at  the  next  Court  having  recognizance  of  the  offense,  and 
in  which  the  prisoner  shall  be  held  to  answer. 

Sec.  3. — The  testimony  of  the  witnesses  examined  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by 
the  IMagistrate,  or  under  his  direction,  when  he  shall  think  it  neccssaiy,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  witnesses,  if  required  by  the  Magistrate. 

Sec.  4. — All  examinations  and  recognizance  taken  by  any  Magistrate  shall  be  Cel'S 
tified  and  returned  by  him  to  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
before  which  the  party  charged  is  bound  to  appear,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the 
sitting  thereof;  and  if  such  Magistrate  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  return  the  same  he 
may  be  compelled  forthwith,  by  rule  of  Court;  and  in  case  of  disobedience  may  be 
liroceeded  against  by  attachment  as  for  contempt.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  cf 
Utah:  That  if  a person,  against  whom  a warrant  has  been  issued  for  an  alleged 
offense  committed  in  any  county,  shall,  either  before  or  after  the  issuing  of  such 
warrant,  escape  from  or  be  out  of  said  county,  the  Sheriff  or  other  officfer  to  whom 
such  warrant  is  directed  may  pursue  and  apprehend  said  person  in  any  county  in 
this  Territory;  and  for  that  purpose  may  command  aid  and  exercise  the  same 
authority  as  in  his  own  county;  and  if  an  arrested  person  escapes  or  is  rescued,  the 
officer  from  whose  custody  he  has  escaped  or  been  rescued  maj',  without  a warrant, 
pursue  and  retake  him  in  any  place  in  the  Territory. 

Approved  January  18,  1881. 
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CHAPTEE  XXXIV. 

An  A CT prcHcribing  certain  Qualifications  necessary  to  enable  a Person  to  be  eligible  to 

hold  office,  vote  or  serve  as  a Juror. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah:  That  no  person  shall  be  elected  a Delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  , 
United  [States  from  this  Territory,  who  has  not  been  a resident  therein  during  one 
year  next  proceeding  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  2. — No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a seat  in  either  branch  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  unless  he  has  been  a resident  in  the  county  or  district  to  be  represented’, 
during  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  3.— No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  Territorial,  district, 
county  or  precinct  office,  unless  he  shall  have  been  a constant  resident  therein 
during  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  such  election  or  appointment:  neither  shall 
any  person  be  entitled  to  hold  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  the  Territory  or  vote 
at  ariy  election  unless  he  is  a free,  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  over 
twenty  one  years  of  age,  and  has  been  a constant  resident  in  the  Territory  during 
the  six  months  next  preceding  said  election  or  appointment. 

Sec.  4. — A person  is  not  eligible  to  serve  and  therefore  shall  not  serve  on  any 
•'■rand  or  petit  jury  in  any  court  in  this  Territory  unless  he  is  a free,  white  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  is  over  twenty  one  years  of  age,  is  of  reputed  sound 
mind  and  discretion,  is  not  so  disabled  in  body  as  to  be  unable  to  serve,  has  not 
been  convicted  of  any  capital  or  infamous  crime,  owns  taxable  property  and  pays 
taxes  in  this  Territory,  and  has  been  a constant  resident  therein  during  the  year  last 
preceding  his  being  selected  to  serve  as  a juror. 

Sec.  5. — And  be  it  further  enacted  that  no  officer  or  soldier  of  the  United  States 
army  or  other  person  subject  to  their  military  authority  is  eligible  to  hold  any  office 
or  serve  on  any  jurj'  or  vote  at  any  election  in  this  Territory,  unless  his  home  and 
place  of  residence  was  therein  at  the  time  of  engaging  in  such  service.^ 

Q. — person  shall  be  deemed  a resident  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
unless  he  is  a tax  payer  in  this  Territor-y.

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CHAPTER  XXXV. 

An  ACT iUfiainy  who  arc  cxcnrpt  from  serving  on  Juries,  and  prescribing  the  mode  of 
procuring  Grand  and  Telit  Jurors  and  Juries  for  District  Courts,  end 
for  other  Purposes. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
torj’^  of  Utah:  That  members  and  officers  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  Judges  of 
Probate  Courts,  Selectmen,  County  Treasurers,  Clerks  of  the  Supreme,  District, 
Probate  and  County  Courts,  the  Territorial  Marshal,  Deputy  Marshalls,  Sheriffs, 
Deputy  Sheriffs,  Constables,  Attorneys  and  Counselors  at  lav/,  persons  at  the  time 
engaged  in  teaching  school,  Ferrymen,  Millers,  Physicians,  Surgeons  and  Editors  of 
newspapers  and  other  periodical  publications  are  exempt  from  serving  either  as 
grand  or  petit  jurors. 

Sec.  2. — The  County  Court  in  each  county  shall,  at  its  first  session  in  each  year, 
and  at  such  subsequent  session,  or  other  time  as  a neglect  so  to  do  at  said  first  session 
or  as  other  circumstances  may  require,  make,  from  the  assessment  roll  of  the 
county,  a li.st  containing  the  names  of  at  least  fifty  men,  residents  of  the  county, 
eligible  to  serve  as  jurors. 

Sec.  3. — Said  list  shall  contain  only  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  known  or 
believed  to  po.s.sess  the  requisite  qualifications  for  jurors,  and  not  entitled  to  exempt- 
ion from  juiy  service;  and  the  names  thereon  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  difier- 
entsections  of  the  county,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  the  names  on  the  ass- 
essment roll;  and  the  selections  of  persons  to  seive  as  jurors  shall,  from  time  to  time 
be  made  in  such  manner,  so  far  as  the  County  Court  can  judge,  as  to  cause  the  eligi- 
bleperson.s  to  perform  jury  duty  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  rotation. 

Sec.  4. — Said  list  shall  contain  the  Christian  and  surname  at  length,  and  the 
place  of  residence  and  occupation  of  each  person  named  therein,  and  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  who  shall  keep  in  his  office  a box  or  other  safe 
place  of  deposit  in  which  he  shall  deposit  the  names  on  the  fist,  having  previously 
written  each  name  on  a separate  ticket  and  so  folded  said  ticket  that  the  name  there- 
on does  not  appear.  • 

Sec.  5. — When  a District  Court  Is  to  be  held,  whether  for  a district  orfor  acoumy, 
the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  said 
Court,  issue  a writ  to  a Marshal  or  any  of  his  Deputies,  if  said  Court  is  to  be  holden 
for  a district,  or  to  the  Sheriff  or  any  of  his  Deputies  of  the  county  in  which  said 
Court  is  to  be  held,  if  it  is  to  be  held  for  a county,  specifying  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  said  Court,  and  requiring  him  to  .summon,  if  for  a grand  jury,  twenty-foiu’ 
eligible  men  to  serve  as  grand  jurors,  and,  if  for  petit  jurors,  twenty-four  eligible 
men  to  serve  as  petit  jurors;  amrsaid  twenty-four  men  shall  constitute  a grand  jury: 
and  said  twenty-four  men  shall  constitute  two  full  petit  juries. 

Sec.  0. — Upon  the  reception  of  said  writ,  a Marshal  or  a Sheriff,  as  the  case  may 
be,  or  either  of  their  Deputies,  shall  proceed  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  the 
county  in  which  jurors  are  t©  be  ^immoned,  and  said  Clerk  shall  forthwith  repair, 
with  said  officer  having  said  v/rit,  to  the  office  of  said  Clerk,  who  shall  if  a grand 
jury  is  required,  in  the  presence  of  said  officer,  thoroughly  shake  the  tickets  pre- 
viously deposited  in  a box  or  other  safe  place  of  deposit,  "and  draw  therefrom  pro-* 
miscuously  twenty-four  tickets,  and  the  persons  whose  names  are  on  those  twenty- 
four  tickets  shall  be  summoned  to  serve  as  a grand  jury,  a minute  of  which  drawing 
shall  be  kept  by  said  Clerk,  with  the  names  entered  thereon  in  the  order  they  are 
drawn;  when,  if  petit  jurors  are  also  required,  said  Clerk  shall  proceed  in  like  man- 
ner to  draw  and  minute  twenty-four  tickets,  and  the  twenty-four  persons  named  on 
said  tickets  shall  be  summoned  to  .serve  as  petit  jurors;  said  Clerk  and  attending 
officer  shall  then  sign  the  minutes  of  the  drawing,  which  minutes  shall  be  filled  bj’’ 
said  Clerk  in  the  office  of  the  County  Court  of  the  country  in  Avhich  said  drawing 
was  had. 

Sec,  7. — Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  drawing,  and  previous  to  the  filing  as  afore- 
said, said  Clerk  shall  forthwith  make  a list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  drawn,  if 
any,  to  serve  as  grand  jurors,  and  a list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  drawn,  if  any, 
to  serve  as  petit  jurors,  and  certify  to  said  list,  or  lists,  and  deliver  it,  or  them,  to  the 
officer  having  the  writ  from  the  Clerk  of  a District  Court  to  summon  jurors. 

Sec.  8. — The  officer  having  the  writ  and  jury  list,  or  lists,  in  chai’ge,  as  hereiu- 
before  provided,  shall,  immediately  upon  his  reception  of  said  list,  or  lists,  proceed 
to  summon  the  persons  named  on  said  list,  or  lists,  to  attend  said  Court,  specifying 
the  time  and  jilaceof  its  sitting:  which  summons  sh.all  be  served  by  giving  each 
person  a written  notice,  or  liy  leaving  a copy  of  the  sumnions  at  his  residence  in  care 
of  some  per.son  of  siiiraldo  :ur<'  and  discr"tinn.

Sec.  9 —If,  ill  summoning  the  persons  named  on  said  list  or  lists,  said  officer  becomes 
aware  that,  from  any  cause  beyond  his  control,  there  will  be  a failure  by  one  or  more 
of  said  persons  to  appear  as  required,  he  shall  forthwith  [repair  to  the  aforesaid  Clerk 
of  the  County  Court,  who  shall  with  said  officer  proceed  to  draw,  as  hereinbefore  jiro- 
vided,  until  the  required  number  of  jurors  can  be  procured;  and  said  officer  shall  re- 
turn said  list  or  lists,  and  writ  to  said  District  Court  at  the  time  specified,  and  shall 
specify  the  iiersons  summoned  and  the  manner  in  which  each  was  summoned.

Sec.  11. — After  a grand  jury  is  empanelled,  sworn  or  affirmed  and  clu^rged  by  the 
Court,  said  Court  shall  appoint  one  o.f  their  number  to  be  their  Foreman;  and  said 
Foreman  shall  ha^'e  power  to  swear  or  affirm  all  Avitnesses  to  testify  before  said  grand 
jury;  and  shall,  Avhen  the  grand  jury  or  any  tAveh^e  of  them  huA^e,  u])on  to  them  good 
and  sufficient  eAudeucc,  found  a bill  of  indictment,  endorse  thereon  the  AA'ords,  to  Avit 
— “A  True  Bill,”  and  officially  sign  his  name  to  said  endorsement,  and  also  note  or 
cause  to  be  noted  on  the  bill  6f  indictment  the  name  or  names  of  the  Avitnesses  upon 
Avhose  evidence  it  Avas  found. 

Sec.  12. — The  Clerk  of  the  District  Court  shall  Avrite  upon  separate  tickets  tlie 
names  of  the  persons  returned  to  seiwe  as  petit  jurors,  shall  so  fold  said  tickets  that 
their  names  thereon  do  not  appear,  slAall  deposit  them  in  a box  or  other  safe  place  of 
deposit,  and,  A\dien  ordered  by  the  Court,  draAV  from  said  box  or  place  tAvelA'e  names; 
and  the  ])ersoiis  aa'Iioso  lAame's  are  draAvn  shall  constitute  a petit  jury,  except  such  as 
are  legally  rejected;  and,  in  ease  of  such  rejection,  said  Clerk  shall  continue  to  draw 
until  said  ]Dctit  jury  is  eom])letc;  and  if  the  number  of  the  ]ietit  jurors  returned  to  said 
C'ourt  shall  be  exhausted,  then  the  ju’opcr  officer  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the  Judge, 
summon  talismcn  from  tlic  body  of  the  county  to  complete  said  panel. 

iSec.  13. — If  during  any  term  of  a District  Court,  the  number  of  jurors  proA'ided 
proA'CS  insufficient,  the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall  immediately  issue  a Avrit,  directed  to 
one  of  the  officers  l)cfore  inimed  as  the  persons  to  serve  such  Avrits,  for  the  requisite 
number;  and  said  officer  shall  at  once  proceed  to  'procure  them  i)i  the  manner  herein- 
l>efore  proA'ided;  ami  in  case  said  Avrit  exhausts  the  names  already  selected,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Comity  Court  of  the  lU’oper  county  shall  fortliAvith  call  auneeting  of  said  Court, 
Avhich  shall  immediately  select,  in  the  manner  already  specified,  at  least  as  many 
names  as  may  at  that  time  be  deemed  suflicient.

CHAPTER  XXXVIII. 

uin  ACT  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a Territorial  Treasurer  and  Auditor 

of  Public  Accounts. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  a treasurer  and  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  be  elected,  by 
the  joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — The  Treasurer,  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum  of  t\venty  thou- 
sand dollars;  which  sum  shall  he  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, or  during  its  recess,  by  the  Governor,  with  sufficient  securities,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor;  which  bonds  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Territory  of  Utah;  and  shall  also  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  3. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  or  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Territory  that  may  be  raised  by  taxation  or  otherwise;  and  shall  procure  suit- 
able books  in  which  he  shall  enter  an  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  to 
whom  made,  and  on  what  account. 

Sec.  4. — The  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  upon  drafts  or  orders  countersigned  by  the  auditor  of  public 
accounts;  and  shall  annually  report  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
Xoveraber,  or  oftener,  if  required  by  tbe  Governor,  a true  account  of  his  receipts 
a^d  disbursements,  with  the  necessary  vouchers  for  the  same;  and  shall  deliver  to 
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his  successor  in  office,  all  books,  moneys,  accounts,  or  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Territory,  so  soon  as  his  successor  shall  become  qualified. 

Sec.  5. — The  auditor  of  public  accounts,  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  sum  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legis- 
lature, or  during  its  recess,  by  the  Governor,  with  sufficient  securities  to  be  approved 
by  the  Governor;  and  shall  also  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  Gonsti- 
tution  of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  6.— The  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  examine  and  audit  ail  public  ac- 
counts connected  "with  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  Territory,  and  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  and  oft- 
ener  if  required  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all 
books,  moneys,  accounts,  or  other  property,  belonging  to  the  Territory,  so  soon  as 
his  successor  shall  become  qualified. 

Sec.  7. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Torritorial  officers  having  the  handling  of  the 
public  funds,  in  either  collecting  or  disbursing  the  same,  (when  not 'otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  law)  to  make  a report  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  in  each  year. 

Sec.  8. — Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  executive  appointment  in  the  foregoing,  or 
any  offices,  when  the  mode  of  supplying  vacancies  is  not  prescribed  by  law.

Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  Tliat  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and 
empowered  to  collect  a fee  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  to  be  paid  to  him,  in  every  case, 
by  the  parly  or  parties  at  whose  instance  he  shall  certify,  under  his  official  seal,  to 
the.  ollicial  acts  and  authority  of  any  Judge  of  the  Probate  Courts,  Justice  of  tile 
Peace,  Notaiy  Public,  or  other  public  officer  of  the  said  Territory:  Provided,  that  the 
said  certificate  be  not  connected  with  the  i:>ublic  business,  but  designed  to  promote 
the  private  interest  of  the  said  party  or  parties. 

Sec.  2. — That  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  of 
any  i^erson  who  may  be  liereafter  appointed  a Commissioner  of  Deeds  for  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah,  in  any  other  State  or  Territorjq  a fee  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for 
issuing  to  the  said  appointee  his  commission  as  said  commissioner. 

Sec.  d. — That  nothing  in  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  demand  any  fee  for  issuing  any  commission  in  the 
case  of  any  officer  elected  or  appointed  under  the  laws  of  said  Territory,  save  in  the 
case  covered  by  section  secoml.

CHAPTEIl  XL. 

An  O RlJlNANCE  provklinr;  for  State  and  County  Iload.  Commissioners. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  a 
State  Road  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  who  sha^l 
take  an  oath  and  give  bm^d  with  security  for  the  frith ful  performance  of  the  duties 
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of  bis  office;  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  aud 
filed  in  his  office. 

Sec.  2.— Whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  grant  a State  road,  from  one 
given  point  to  another,  it  .°hall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Road  Commissioner  to 
institute  a speedy  survey  for  said  road,  on  the  most  feasible  and  practicable  route, 
having  special  reference  to  public  convenience,  utility  and  durability ; showing 
distances,  altitude  of  hill,  soils,  rivers,  ravines  and  all  such  like  information 
relating  to  convenience  and  expense,  and  report  the  same  with  all  reasonable  dispatch 
to  the  Governor,  who  with  the  Commissioner,  shall  decide  on  the  location  of  said 
road,  and  all  such,  and  other  maps  and  reports;  and  maps,  and  reports  of  all  surveys 
made  by  the  State  Road  Commissioner,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  within  a reasonable  time. 

Sec.  3.— If  it  shall  appear  evident  that  there  is  but  ont*  feasible  route  for  any 
road  granted  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  if  the  Governor  shall  instruct  the  Com- 
missioner to  locate  any  given  road  ,on  any  particular  route,  previous  to  a survey; 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  to  locate  said  road  without  delay,  and 
file  a report  of  each  and  every  location  of  a State  road,  in  the  Secretary's  office, ’as  in 
the  second  section. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  State  Road  Commissioners  to  make  all  contracts 
for  building  bridges,  acqueducts  culverts,  turnpikes  and  all  other  fixtures  necessary 
for  the  completion  of  any  public  road,  located  by  himself  or  predecessors  in  office 
yet  remaining  uncompleted,  and  draw  upon  the  public  Treasury  for  such^oney  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  payment  of  said 
contracts;  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  sums  of  money  by  him  received,  and  how 
expended,  and  make  a true  report  of  the  same,  on  or  before  the  first  of  December  of 
each  year  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

Sec.  5. — The  County  Court  in  each  county,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or 
more  Road  Commissioners  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  locate  all 
county  roads  within  the  limits  of  sai(^  county,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  aud  qualified.  They  shall  also  give 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office  to  be 
approved  by  the  Clerk  of  said  court,  and  filed  in  his  office.  ’ 

Sec.  6.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  County  Road  Commissioners  so  appointed  to 
make  all  contracts  for  improvements  upon  all  such  roads,  locating  the  same  upon 
the  most  judicious  routes,  and  keep  and  make  a true  and  full  report  of  all  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  lay  the  same  before  the  county  court  at  each  regular  session  of  the 
same;  and  before  they  shall  cease  to  officiate  in  said  office  file  all  such  reports  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  county  court. 

Sec.  7. — The  Commissioners  herein  provided  for  shall  locate  all  roads  herein 
contemplated,  upon  such  ground  as  shall  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  benefit 
and  have  power  to  open  the  same  through  enclosures,  farming  lands,  Ac.  where 
necessary.  ’’ 

Sec.  8.— Any  person  feeling  him  or  herself  damaged  by  the  opening  of  any 
such  road,  through  or  across  their  premises,  may  have  the  same  appraised  by  threo 
judicious  men,  who  shall  in  calculating  such  damages,  also  consider  the  benefit 
accruing  to  said  premises  in  consideration  of  said  road,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the 
premises,  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  are  damaged  more  than  benefited  by 
the  same,  the  owners  thereof  may  recover  the  same  by  an  appeal  to  the  county 
courts,  all  such  amounts  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury.

A 71  ORDINANCE  creating  a Surveyor  General's  Office,  &c. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret-  That  a 
Surveyor  General  for  the  State  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  whose  tenn 
of  offices  liall  be  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified.  ’ * 

Sec.  2.— The  .Surveyor  General  .ehall  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bond  and 
security  to  be  approved  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accouuts,  and  filed  iu  hi«  office' 
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Sec.  o. — The  Surveyor  General  shall  keep  a record  of  all  surveys  made  by  him- 
self or  reported  to  him  by  other  surveyors  in  a book  suitable  for  the  purpose.  He 
shall  also  have  a general  siiperiutendant  and  supervison  of  all  surveys  of  land  made 
within  the  State. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  General,  and  all  County  Surveyors, 
to  supervise  all  surveys  made  in  their  respective  jurisdiction,  that  tlie  same  may  be 
accurate,  and  no  report  shall  be  tiled  for  record  until  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  by 
the  Surveyor  General  or  County  Surveyor,  as  being  correct. 

Sec.  5. — All  surveys  made  in  this  State  shall  be  made  to  correspond  with  the 
original  survey  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  and  in  ail  new  surveys  certificates  approved 
by  authorized  surveyors  shall  be  considered  title  of  possession  to  the  holding  of  the 
same  for  the  amount  of  land  therein  described.

C H A P T E 11  X L 1 1 . 

All  ACT  in  relation  to  Quarantine. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  pnd  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  county  courts  of  the  several  counties  he,  and  are  hereby  antborized 
to  locate  quarantine  grounds,  and  to  make  such  quarantine  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  and  the  spread  of 
the  same  within  their  jurisdiction. 

— Any  person  refusing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  county 
courts,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  knowingly  introduce  any  contagious  disease  into  any 
settlement,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  before  any  couiT  having  jurisdiction.

CHAPTER  XLIII. 

Am  ACT ercetiinej  the  ojjlee  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Mexisures  for  the  Territory  of 

Utah. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Ut|!h:  That  there  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  a Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  who  shall,  immediately  after  receiving 
olFieial  notice  of  his  election,  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by  and  filed  with  the  Terri- 
torial Treasurer,  and  he  commissioned  by  the  Governor  as  other  Territorial  officers. 

Sec.  2.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  so  elected,  to  procure,  so  soon  as 
practicible  after  his  election,  a full  set  of  weights  and  measures,  vrhich  shall  be  ac- 
cording to  the  seal  and  standard  of  the  United  States:  who  shall  appoint  a deputy  in 
each  organized  county,  on  application  of  the  County  Court,  except  the  county  in 
which  he  resides,  and  shall  furnish  said  deputy  with  a set  of  weights  and  measures 
at  the  expense  of  tlie  county  making  application. 

Sec.  3. — All  Y/eights  and  measures  used  by  millers,  merchants  or  any  other 
dealers  in  dry  or  wine  measures  or  other  merchandise,  shall  beguaged  and  sealed  ac- 
cording to  said  standard  by  the  Territorial  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  or  his 
deputy,  wlio  is  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  collect  from  any  person  obtaining 
from  him  his  official  seal,  to  auy  weight  or  measure,  a reasonable  compensation  for 
the  same. 
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Sec.  4. — Any  person  dealing?  in  any  article  of  produce  or  merchandise  who  shall 
use  weights  or  measures,  other  than  tlie  standard  herein  specified,  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  a fine  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense, 
and  all  damages  accruing  therefrom  to  the  party  injured,  by  an  action  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  thereof.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah:  That  there  shall  be  appointed  a Superintendent  of  Meteorological  Observa- 
tions, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  instruments  and,  apparatus 
appertaining  thereto;  to  keep  a journal  of  such  daily  readings  and  observations  as 
may  be  required,  and  furnish  monthly  reports  therefrom  for  publication;  for  which 
service  he  shall  receive  a yearly  compensation  of  two  hundred  dollars,  payable 
quarterly  upon  the  Auditor’s  warrant  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer.  • 

Resolved:  That  the  said  Superintendent  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  at 
pleasure  by  the  Governor;  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Governor, 
and  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  and  shall  keep  his 
office  and  take  his  observations  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City.

CHAPTER  XLV. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Utah  Library. 

t • 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  a Librarian  shall  be  elected  by  a joint  vote  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the 
library,  (known  in  law  as  the  Utah  Library),  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.— Said  Librarian  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
his  successor  is  appointed,  and  shall  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  in  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  the  Territor^’^  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  who  may  also  appoint  a deputy  as 
occasion  requires  to  act  in  his  stead  under  the  same  restrictions  as  the  principal  Li- 
brarian. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  cause  to  be  i^rinted  at  as  early  a 
date  as  practicable,  a full  and  accurate  catalogue  of  all  books,  maps,  globes,  charts, 
papers,  apparatus  and  valuable  specimens  in  any  w'ay  belonging  to  said  library;  also 
to  use  dilligent  efforts  to  j)reserve  from  waste,  loss  or  damage,  any  portion  of  said 
library. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  to  plant  suits,  collect  tines, prosecute  or  defend  the  interests  of  said  library, 
or  otherwise  act  as  a legal  plaintiffor  defendant  in  behalf  of  the  Territory,  where 
the  interests  of  the  library  are  concerned. 

Sec.  5. — The  location  of  tbe  library  shall  be  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  have  all  the  books  of 
the  library  orderly  and  properly  arranged  within  the  library  room,  for  the  use  of 
such  officers  and  persons  as  are  named  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  Organic  Act 
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for  Utah  Territory,  during  each  session  of  tlie  Lei>:i.slative  Assembly  of  Utah:  Provi- 
ded, however,  that  uothing  herein  coutainad  shall  debar  tlie  Librarian,  in  vacation 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  from  permitting  books,  maps  and  papers  being  drawn 
from  said  library,  for  professional  and  scientific  purposes  by  officers  of  the  United 
States  and  of  Utah  Territory,  and  otlier  citizens  of  Uiai.i;  wJiere  the  Librarian  shall 
judge  the  public  good  may  justify. 

Sec.  6. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  let  out  books  for  a specified 
time,, and  call  in  the  same  when  due,  iiifiict  fines  for  damage  or  loss  of  books,  and 
collect  the  same,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  ail  his  ofiieiai  doings  in  a book 
kept  for  that  purpo.ee,  ami  make  au  annual  rejsort  of  the  same  i->  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Utiib:  Provided,  that  no  line  shall  he  excessi  ve,  or  more  than  four  times 
the  purchase  price  of  the  book  or  1>ooks,  for  the  loss  or  damage  oi  which  the  line 
may  be  inflicted.

CHAPTER  Xr.VI. 

An  ORDINANCE  in  rdatioa  to  County  Rcvorder». 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
a County  Recorder  shall  be  elected  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  elections  in  each 
organized  county  of  this  State,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  and  until 
his  successor  is  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — The  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties  shall  take  an  oath  of  office, 
and  give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Court,  and  filed  in  the 
County  Clerk’s  office. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties  to  pro  vide 
themselves  with  good  and  well  bound  books  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  record 
therein  all  transfers  or  conveyances  of  laud  or  tenements,  and  all  other  instruments 
of  writing  and  documents  suitable,  nece.ssary  and  proper  to  be  recorded  in  a fair  and 
legible  manner. 

Sec.  4. — The  Recorders  in  their  re.spective  countie.s  shall  also  procure  and  keep 
a suitable  book  fur  the  iturpose  of  recording  town  and  city  plats,  and  plats  of  all 
surveys  of  lands,  roads  and  surveys  of  public  works,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
permanently  located,  and  being  within  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  5. — The  books  of  record  shall  be  indexed  in  alphabetical  order,  and  free  to 
tlie  examination  of  all  persons,  ami,  upon  the  filing  of  any  i^aper  for  record,  the 
Recorder  shall  endorse  upon  the  l)ack  thereof  the  time  of  receiving  it.

A‘n  ACT  in  relation,  to  Comity  Recorders,,  and  the  Aeknowiedgment  of  Jnstruracriis 

of  Writing. 

Sicc.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  U tali:  That  the  County  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties,  shall  keep  books  in 
w'hich  they  shail  record  deeds  and  all'  other  instruments  of  v/riting,  necessary  and 
proper  to  he  recorded  by  letter,  line  and  figure,  precisely  as  tlicy  occur  therein,  and  in 
a fair  iegiiile  manner;  city  plats  and  jilats  of  .surveys  shall  he  recorded  in  the  same 
manner;  which  books  he  shall  duly  transmit  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Sec.  2. — The  Judges  of  tlie  Sup'reme  and  Probate  Courts,  their  Clerks,  the  Clerks  of 
the  District  Courts,  I'Totaries  Pulilic,  the  f, layers  and  Aldermen  of  the  several  iaeoi- 
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porated  cities,  the  County  and  City  Recorders,  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in  their 
respective  jurisdiction  ai’e  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers 
and  other  instruments  of  writing. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  the  acknowledgment  of  any  instruments  of  writing  is  made, 
the  officer  before  whom  the  acknowledgment  is  taken  shall  affix  his  ofucial  signature 
thereto.  The  Recorder  shall  certify  on  each  instrument  of  writing  recorded  by  him, 
the  book,  page  and  date  of  the  record. 

Sec.  4. — The  County  Recorder  shall  not  record  any  land  to  any  person  on  appli- 
cation or  by  transfer,  until  a certificate  of  the  survey  has  been  produced  that  such  land 
has  been  surveyed,  and  such  certificate  of  survey  has  been  approved  and  countersignefl 
by  one  or  more  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  county. 

Sec.  5. — One  year  shall  be  allowed  to  persons  having  land  surveyed  to  enclose  and 
fence  said  land;  and,  on  their  failing  to  enclose  said  land  within  one  year,  their  title 
to  said  land  shall  be  nullified;  and  such  land  is  common,  and  may  be  surveyed  to  any 
person  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  6. — The  Recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  fifty  cents  for  the  first  one  hundred 
words,  and  twenty  cents  for  each  subsequent  one  hundred  words,  for  each  instrument 
of  -writing  recorded  by  him,  including  the  acknowledgment;  and  fifteen  cents  a lot 
for  each  plot  recorded  including  the  letters  and  figures  thereon,  and  the  certificate 
of  record.

A,-/  ACT  to  refjulate  S'urveijors  and  Suri'eying. 

Sec.  1. — 3e  ic  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  Tiiat  the  office  of  County  Surveyor,  be  and  hereby  is  created;  and  that  there 
shall  be  a County  Surveyor  to  bo  elected  in  eacli  county  by  the  qualified  voters  at  the 
next  general  election,  wiicse  term  of  oflico  shali  be,  two  years,  and  until  his  successor 
in  office  shall  be  qualified. 

Sec.  d. — The  County  Surveyor  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  otliee, 
take  an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bonds  and  security,  to  be  approved  by  tlie  Probate 
Judge,  and  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Surveyor  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  completing  any 
survey,  make  true  copies  or  diagrams  of  the  same,  and  transmit  one  to  the  Surveyor 
General,  and  one  to  the  County  Recorder;  and  give  a certificate  of  such  survey  to  the 
person  for  whom  it  was  made,  describing  the  tract,  block  or  lot,  and  number  of  acres 
contained;  and  such  certificate  shall  be  title  of  possession  to  the  person  or  persons 
holding  the  same. 

Sec.  4. — Vv'here  any  survey  has  been  made  within  this  Territory,  and  the  bounds 
cannot  be  identified,  an'ddisputes  arise  between  rightful  claimants,  respecting  said  lines 
and  bounds,  Xhe  i^arties  so  in  dispute,  or  either  of  them,  may,  by  notifying  the  other 
party,  of  his,  lier,  or  tlieir  intention,  have  a re-survey  of  said  lines  so  in  dispute,  to 
be  re-surveyed  by  either  the  Surveyor  General,  or  the  County  Surveyor,  at  the  option 
of  the  party,  or  parties  so  requiring  such  re-survey.  Should  the  parties  or  either  of 
them  be  dissatisfied  with  such  re-survey,  they,  or  either  of  them,  may,  at  his,  her,  or 
their  expense,  have  another  re-sinwey  by  both  the  Surveyor  General  and  County  Sur- 
veyor, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  re-survey  as  near  like  the  former  survey  as 
they  can,  and  such  re-survey  shall  be  final,  and  establish  such  bounds. 

Seo.  5.— Where  any  transfer  shall  be  made  of  any  surveyed  lands,  or  part  or 
parts  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  transferer  to  certify  in  writing  such  transfer 
to  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  is  made,  with  a full  description  of  what  part  or 
parts,  how  much  or  length  of  line  or  lines,  and  numbej'  of  acres,  and  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  transferred;  to  legalize  a claim  to  such  land,  .shall  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  cause  such  transfer  to  be  reconle<l  in  the  Comity  Recorder’s  office. 

Sec.  6.— If  any  surveyor  shall  survey  land  or  lands  for  the  purpose  of  cultiva- 
tion, where  to  irrigate  it  would  rob  other  previously  cultivated  lands  of  the  needful 
portion  of  water,  such  last  survey  shall  be  void  for  cultivating  purposes. 
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Sbo.  7. — Wbecever  a surveyor  shall  survey  a piece  of  land  for  a joint  enclosure, 
lie  shall  plot,  and  number  the  fence  around  the  survey,  noting  the  length  of  each 
person’s  portion  of  fence. 

Seg.  8, — All  books,  records,  plots  and  papers  of  surveys  made  within  the  Terri- 
tory, kept  by  and  in  the  possession  of  the  Surveyor  General  appertaining  to  his 
office,  are  hereby  made  the  property  of  the  Said  Territory,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
transmit  the  same  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Seg.  9. — Surveyor’s  fees  shall  be  regulated  as  follows; 


For  surveying  twenty  acres, $2,00 

“ thirty  acres, 2,50 

“ forty  acres, 3,00 

“ sixty  acres, 3,50 

“ eighty  acres, 4,00 

“ one  hundred  acres, 4,50 

“ one  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 4,75 

“ one  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 5,00 

“ three  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 6,75 

“ six  hundred  and  forty  acres, 8,50 


And  for  traveling  to  and  from,  ten  cents  per  mile:  Provided,  that  if  more  than  one 
piece  is  surveyed  at  the  same  time,  in  the  same  place  and  journey,  the  traveling  fees 
for  mileage  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  equity:  Provided,  that  the  route  to 
survey  through  shall  be  bad  and  rough;  in  such  case,  the  surveyor  shall  be  allowed 
to  charge  in  proportion,  to  make  it  eqiuil  to  a good  route.

The  book 
thus  kept  is  hereby  made  tlio  property  of  the  county,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  his 
suece.'sor  in  office;  said  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  having 
an  interest  therein. 

Si:o.  2. — It  shall  he  (b.e  duty  of  each  surveyor  to  make  a sufficient  corner  (of 
stone  or  wood)  at  the  southeast  corner  of  each  survey  by  him  made,  and  make  a 
record  of  said- corner  on  liis  return  diagrams.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  created  the  office  of  County  Treas- 
urer in  each  county  of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  2. — The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respect- 
ive counties  at  the  time  of  the  general  election  of  the  Territory;  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  said 
Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory;  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  shall  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  their  respective  counties;  the  amount 
of  bonds  to  be  prescribed  by  the  County  Court,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  said 
court,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  (iuties  of  his  office,  which  bonds  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  or 
other  property  received  or  disbursed,  and  shall  pay  over  all  demands  that  shall  be 
legally  presented,  and  shall  render  a true  account,  with  necessary  vouchers  for  the 
same,  semi-annually  to  the  County  Court,  or  whenever  it  shall  be  called  for  by  said 
court,  and  his  office  shall  be  kept  at  the  county  seat. 

Seo.  4. — The  County  Courts  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a County  Treasurer 
in  their  respective  counties,  who  shall  be  qualified  as  provided  b3'  this  act,  to  serve 
until  the  first  general  election,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  quali- 
fied.

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  Thatatthe  next  general  election,  and  every  two  j^ears  thereafter,  a 
Sheriff  shall  be  elected  in  each  countjq  whose  term  of  office  shall"  be  two  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Sheriff  shall  give 
bonds  in  at  least  five  thousand  dollars,  with  approved  security,  and  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  bis  duties;  said  bonds  and  oath  to 
be  approved  h,v  the  Probate  Judge,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Country  Clerk. 

Sec.  3. — The  Sheriff  may  appoint  a deputy  or  deputies,  for  whose  acts  he  shall 
be  responsible;  and  who  shall  qualify  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Sheriff,  except  that 
the  bonds  may  be  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.— When  a reasonable  compensation  is  tendered  or  satisfaction  given 
that  the  costs  of  service  will  be  seasonably  paid,  itistjieduty  of  Sheriffs  and  Consta- 
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bles  to  faithfully  and  diligently  execute  all  orders,  processes,  and  requirements  of 
a court,  under  penalty  of  whatsoever  costs,  damages  and  tine  ma;/  be  adjudged.

— Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  annually  at  its  session  in  December,  each  County  Court  shall  appoint 
an  Assessor,  who  shall  also  be  tlie  Collector,  to  assess  and  collect  Territorial  and 
County  Taxes,  and  v/ho  shall  give  bonds  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
wdth  approved  security,  payable  to  the  Territory  and  County,  in  at  least  twice  the 
amountof  the  taxesto  he  collected,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  }itu’forinanceof  his  duties; 
and  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  the  like  eflbet;  said  bond  shall  be  filed  with 


the  Proliate  J udge,  and  may  bo  ii 
sary:  Ihovided,  that  for  the  current  year  Assessors  and  Collectors  may  be  appointed 
at  any  regular  or  special  term  of  the  County  Court,  and  until  they  are  so  appointed 
and  (jualified,  existing  Assessors  and  Collectors  are  continued  in  office. 

Sec.  2. — An  annual  a,ssessment  shall  be  made  on  all  taxable  property  in  the  seve- 
ral counties  of  the  Territory,  between  the  first  day  of  Ja}mary  and  the  first  Monday 
in  June;  jiroperty  shall  be  assessed  at  a fair  casli  value;  and  sueli  assessment  when  so 
made  shall  constitute  a lien  on  the  property  assessed,  until  such  tax  is  paid,  or 
remitted  by  the  County  Court:  Provided,  that  the  Asses.sor  and  Collector  shall  assess 
and  collect  a tax  upon  all  taxable  property  brougiit  into  this  Territory  and  offered  for 
sale,  after  the  assessment  list  is  completcsl,  at  the  rates  of  the  regular  assessment  for 
the  current  year.  And  further  provided:  Tliat  Avln>re  money  may  have  been  assessed 
and  afterwards  sent  outside  of  the  TcrrU.ory  for  the  i)urchase  of  merchandise  or  any 
articles  whatever,  then  the  ass.essmctit  on  the  ctisb  Aalue  of  such  merchandise  or  arti- 
<4('.s  shall  be  docrci.scd  i)y  the  amount  of  such  jiuvchasc  money. 

Bec.  3. — A T('rritorlnl  tax  of  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  outlte  assessed  value  of  all 
taxable  pro])erfy  in  the 'Ferritory  shall  be  collected  aumuiUy,  and  a county  tax,  at 
ti.  rate  prescribed  by  tb.o  County  Court,  n.ot  to  exceed  oue  lailf  of  one  per  cent, 
oy  I lie  assessed  viuuo  of  all  taxable  i)roperty  in  ib.e  Conuiy,  may  be  collected  annually 
in  ea<di  eouutv. 

Bi-:c.  4. — As  ;:oo:i  i:S  i!ie  As-e.-n)r  and  ('olbeetor  sliall  have  filed  his  bonds,  the 
County  Clerk  in  e;:.e!t  ( onnty  sliall  haaiish  the  Assessor  mid  Coiloetor  Avith  a suitable 
iiook  cfmvonieutlv  i'l'b’d  tbroi!;.d:oui.  and  headed  as  tblioAvs: 


Sec.  5. — Ttie  Assr.ssor  aud  Collec'or  iiiu'^tmake  his  tax  list  in  alphabetical  order, 
and  shall  pursue  that  course  in  his  official  duties  w’hich,  in  his  judgment,  Avill  en- 
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able  him  to  comi)Ic‘te  ihe  ussessmeut  in  the  most  uniform  manner  ami  in  the  shortest 
time;  and  to  aid  him  therein  may,  when  necessary,  leav’c  with  any  person, 
at  the  residence  of  tiie  ])erson  to  be  assessed,  a copy  of  the  aforesaid  heading,  with 
the  name  of  the  persmi  required  to  fill  it  and  a reasonable  date  on  or  before  which  it 
must  be  returned  v,'ritt(>n  on  tlie  ljuck  tijereof;  and  any  p'.-rson  furnished  with  said 
list  must  comply  with  its  re(iuiieaients. 

Skc.  6. — The  Assessor  and  (kdlm-.P.r  slial!  aitnualiy  present  the  tax  list  to  the 
f^oupty  ('ourt  at  its  June  all  compiaiuts  or  error  in  the  assessment  may 

be  presented  to  the  Court  during  sai  ! session,  whesj  they  sliall  be  examined  and 
adjudicated:  Provide!,  titar  any  person  desirous  of  moving  his  property  out  of  the 
county,  before  tlie  proiier  tim.  >:•  adjndicalion  of  such  cases,  may  gi^'e  notice  to  the 
Probate  Judge  of  said  eoiiuyv . waomay  imme<iiately  cause  aspecial  term,  if  required, 
of  tlte  Court  to  be  held,  aud  s.'.ail  adjudicate  all  sucii  cases  as  may  be  presented. 

Sec.  7.  Immediately  af'er  the  adjournment  of  t:ie  .j'Cie  session,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  shall  write  upon  the  Ite  d .jf  tiie  rax  list  the  xerrit  u ial  aud  County  rate  per 
cent,  for  that  year,  aud  si  t each  p'  r.'Oiths  amount  of  the  Territorial  aud  Cxmuty  tax 
in  tlie  proper  columns  oiiposite  iiis  name,  ain.i  iiirnish  it  to  the  Assessor  aud  Collector, 
and  inform  the  Territorial  Treasurer  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  Teriitorial  tax,  the  name  of  the  A.sse.ssor  ami  Collector  and  the 
amount  allowed  for  his  services,  which  must  he  paivi  by  tlie  Torritor3’’  aud  County, 
in  proportion  to  their  share  of  taxe.s;  aud  safely  file  tlie  original  list  with  the  office 
records. 

Seg.  S. — When  the  Assessor  and  Collector  receives  the  tax  list,  he  shall  imme- 
diately proceed  to  collect  the  same,  b.y  requiriugofeach  tax-payer  his  amountof  tax, and 
-hall  pay  the  part  collected  for  the  Connty^  to  the  County  Treasurer  once  a month,  or 
oftener  if  required  by  the  Count\-  Court;  and  the  part  collected  for  the  Territory  to 
the  Territorial  Treasurer,  quarter  yearl.v  or  o!'t<  ner  if  reijuired  by  said  Treasurer; 
and  take  receipts  for  all  payments.  It  shall  be  the  duty’  of  aud  the  Territorial  Treas- 
urer may' instruct  the  County  Court  to  audit  the  Assessor’s  and  Collector’s  books, 
and  compare  the  same  with  the  Auditor’s  receipts  which  he  may'  have  received;  and 
in  all  cases  of  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  tlie  Assessor  and  Collector  to  pay  over 
to  the  Treasurers  the  raxes  collected  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  County  Court  is 
hereby’  authorized  and  required  to  proceed  against  him  in  a civil  suit  on  his  bonds, 
and  he  shall  be  liable  to  endictment  for  embezzlement  aud,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  punished  by’  line  in  any'  sum  not  exceeding  twice  the  amount  of  the  sum  so 
embezzled,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  live  years  at  daily’  hard  labor,  (provided 
such  labor  shall  be  performed  by’  ball  ami  chain  attached,  whenever  the  jailor  deems 
it  necessary',  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  haviwg  jurisdiction.)  The  proceeds 
of  such  fines  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Territorial  and  County  Treasuries. 

Seq.  9. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  and  the  Clerks  of 
the  County  Courts  to  keep  an  account  with  the  Assessors  and  Colllectors,  debiting 
each  Collector  with  the  amount  of  tax,  and  crediting  him  with  amounts  paid  in,  the 
amount  remitted  by  the  Courts  and  the  compensation  allowed  for  his  services. 

Seg.  10. — In  case  any’  person  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  tax  when  required,  the 
Assessor  aud  Collector  is  ]>ereby  required  and  empowered  to  take  and  sell  enough 
taxable  property  belonging  to  the  delinquent  to  pay  his  tax  and  the  costs  of  collec- 
tion. Said  property  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  sale,  after  at  least 
six  days’  public  notice  .shall  have  beeu  given  of  the  time,  place  of  sale  and  kind  of 
property  to  be  sold:  Provided,  proceedings  may  he  staid  at  anytime  by’ the  delin- 
quent paying  his  tax  and  the  amount  of  costs  already  accrued.  Auditors’  warrants 
shall  be  received  on  Territorial  taxes,  and  County  orders  on  County  taxes  in  the  re- 
spective counties. 

Seg,  11. — If  necessary’,  the  Assessor  and  Collector  may  appoint  a Deputy  or  Dep 
uties  to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  for  whose  official  acts  and  compen- 
sations he  shall  be  responsible;  aud  the  Assessors  and  Collectors  and  their  Deputies 
are  hereby  empowered  to  administer  oaths,  when  necessary  in  the  assessment  of 
property,  and  may’  require  any’  person  to  give  a statement  of  his  property  under 
oath. 

Sec.  12.— If  at  any’  time  after  an  assessment  has  been  made,  it  shall  appear  that 
any  person  has  undervalued  or  has  not  given  in  a correct  statement  of  his  taxable 
property,  the  Assessor  and  Collector  is  hereby’  authorized  to  assess  and  collect  a tax 
on  said  property  at  double  the  rates  per  cent,  on  the  current  y’ear,  fifty’  per  cent,  of 
the  penalty  to  be  retained  for  the  benefit  of  the  Assessor  and  Collector,  the  balance 
to  be  paid  over  as  ether  taxes  to  the  Territorial  and  County’  Treasurer:'  Provided, 
that  if  any  Collector,  by  undue  means,  shall  seek  to  obtain  the  fifty  per  cent,  herein 
provided  for,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a suit  on  his  bonds  for  double  the  amount  of  the 
damage  done  to  any  individual  thereby’. 

Seg.  13. — When  the  public  good  of  any’ county  or  any  portion  Ihei’eof  requires 
an  expenditure  exceeding  its  revenue,  the  Couuty’" Court  may,  at  any  general  or  spe- 
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oiai  election,  after  at  least  twenty  days’  public  notice  lias  been  given,  submit  to  the 
tax-payers  of  the  County  or  portion  thereof,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  the 
object  of  such  expenditure,  the  amount  required,  and  the  rate  j>er  cent,  necessary  to 
raise  the  amount;  and  if,  upon  counting  the  votes,  it  shall  appear  that  two-thirds  o: 
the  votes  polled  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  County  Court  may  proceed  to  assess 
and  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  heretofore  provided  for  Territorial  and  County 
taxes.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  and  returns  made  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  an  act  regulating  elections,  approved  Jan.  8, 1853. 

Sso.  14. — The  County  Court  sball  during  its  Juiie  session  examine  the  tax  list 
and  hear  complaints  for  errors  in  assessment;  and  if,  in  their  judgment,  ail  or  part 
of  any  person’s  taxes  ouglit  to  be  remitted,  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  shall  write 
the  word  remitted  against  such  person’s  name,  with  the  amount  of  the  remittance, 
aO  or  in  part;  and  when  the  examination  of  the  list  is  completed,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  sha,li  forthwith  report  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer  and  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  the  amount  of  the  Territorial  taxes  remitted;  and  said  Court  at  its  Septem- 
ber session  shall  again  examine  said  tax  list  and  hear  petitions  for  remittances,  and 
proceed  as  at  the  June  session  in  regard  to  remittances,  and,  on  or  before  the  thirti- 
eth day  of  November,  in  each  3"ear,  the  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  settle  with  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  shall  pay  over  to  theTerritorial  Treasurer  all  delin- 
quent taxes  d ue  to  the  Territory;  and  the  Assessor  and  Collector  is  hereby  empowered 
to  collect  such  delinquent  taxes  for  his  own  benefit:  Provided,  tiiafc  the  Treasurer 
may  extend  to  tiie  Assessor  and  Collector,  the  time  for  payment  of  sucli,  delinqueo- 
cies,  at  his  discretion. 

Sec.  15. — The  Assessors  and  Collectors  in  tlieir  respective  counries  shall  estab- , 
lisli  air  office  at  the  county  seat,  and  siciii  give  public  notice  of  the  lime  and  place 
that  thej’’ win.  be  in  attendance  to  receive  taxes;  am!  it  sbai!  iie  tiie  duty  of  every 
person  o'.vir!g  taxes  to  pay  the  same  at  tlie  offiec  of  (he  Assessor  and  Collector,  on  or 
before  tiro  tliirtieth  day  (tf  November. 

(Sec.  16.- — Property  belonging  to  tire  United  Ctatess,  this  Territory,  or  anj'  county, 
city,  or  town  thereof,  to  literary,  .scienthic  and  benevolent  institmroiis,  when  used 
for  those  pmqioses,  buildings  for  worship  and  the  grounds  ami  tnatorials  anui  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging,  to  imcuio  or  idiotic  persons  to  i he  value  of  one  thoussind 
dollars,  private  librarie  s,  baric,!  groiunls  and  muiiunionls  for  the  dead  are  exersipt 
from  taxation. 

Sec.  17. — If  ;i!iy  tax-payer  or  As.-cs>.or  and  Collector  shall  v.dlfrdly  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  atiy  Vecuisition  t)f  tliis  a.ct  lie  shaU,  upon  convictiorq  for  each 
oiTcnse  Ik;  liable  to  a line  not  • xceeding  one  I'.undred  dollars,  at  the  (iiscretion  of 


the  Court  imving  jurisdictiou. 

Sec.  18. — lie  it  further  enacted,  t'ri, -it  ;•  c.  e,et  ])rescril)ing  the  manmn' cd’  c.ssessing 
and  colh-eting  Terrritoriai  and  Cc’.n;ty  ''J'axes,  a(/i).r{)vcd  .Ian.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  whenever  it  is  necessary  for  a fast  traveling  team  to  pass  a slow- 

er one,  it  .shall  be  the  duty  of  the  team -ter  of  the  slow  team  to  give  the  other  a con- 
venient oppoidunity  to  do  so,  if  it  can  be  done  without  endangering  his  ov/n. 

.Sec.  2. — Whenever  teams  of  any  kind  meet,  each  shall  turn  to  the  right,  so  as 
to  give  the  other  iialf  of  the  traveled  part  of  the  road,  v/b<  never  it  can  be  done  with 
safety. 

Sec.  8. — ..'viiv  ))(‘i'son  lieglecting  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  all  damage  accruing  therefrom,  and  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars.

A PREAMBLE  and  An  ACT  for  the  further  relief  of  Indian  Slaces  and  rrisoncr:^. 

Wliereas,  By  reason  of  the  acejuisition  of  Tjpper  California  and  Isew  Mexico, 
and  the  subsequent  organization  of  the  Territorial  Governments  of  New  Mexico  and 
Utah  by  the  acts  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  these  Territories  have  or- 
gauized  Goverunients  within  and  upon  what  would  otherwise  be  considered  Indian 
territory,  and  which  really  is  Indian  territory  so  far  as  the  rigut  of  soil  is  involved, 
thereby  presenting  the  novel  feature  of  a white  legalized  govei;nment  on  Indian 

lands:  and  ... 

Whereas,  The  laws  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  intercourse  with  Indians 
are  designed  for  and  only  apnlicable  to  territories  and  countries  under  the  sole  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  ef  the  United  States;  and  . < , 

Whereas,  From  time  immemorial,  the  practice  of  purchasing  luuian  women  and 
children  of  the  Utah  tribe  of  Indians  by  Mexican  traders  has  been  indulged  in  slid 


®wn  children  and  women;  and  it  is  a well  established  fact  that  women  and  children 
thus  obtained,  or  obtained  by  war,  or  theft,  or  in  any  other  manner,  are  by  them 
frequently  carried  from  place  to  place  packed  upon  horses  or  mules;  larietted  out  to 
subsist  upon  grass,  roots  or  starve;  and  are  frequently  bound  with  thongs  made  ot 
raw  hide,  until  their  hands  and  feet  become  swollen,  mutilated,  inflamed  with  pain 
and  wounded,  and,  when  with  sufFeriug.  cold,  hunger  and  abuse  they  fall  sick  so  as 
to  become  troulilesome,  are  frequently  slain  by  their  masters  to  get  rid  of  them;  and

Whereas,  One  family  frequently  steals  the  children  and  women  of  anotner 
family,  and  such  robberies  and  murders  are  continually  committed,  in  times  of  their 
greatest  peace  and  amity,  thus  <lragging  free  Indian  women  and  children  into  Mexican 
servitude  and  slaver;/,  or  death,  to  the  almost  entire  extirpiutioii  of  the  whole  Indian 
race;  and 

Whereas,  These  inhuman  practices  s.re  being  daily  enacted  before  our  eyes  in 
the  midst  of  the  white  settlemeuts  and  within  the  organized  counties  of  the  Terri- 


scenery: 

Wherefore,  When  all  these  facts  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  becomes  the 
duty  of  all  humane  and  christiaii  poople  to  extend  unto  this  degraded  and  downtrod- 
den race  such  relief  as  can  be  awarded  to  them,  according  to  their  situation  and  cir- 
cumstances; it  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  consider; 

First,  The  circumstances  of  our  location  amoug  these  savage  tribes  under  the 
lUthority  of  Congress,  while  j’et  the  Indian  title  to  the  soil  is  left  uuextinguished 
not  even  a treaty  having  been  held  by  w'hich  a partition  of  territory  or  country  has 


houses  and  in  contact 


been  made,  thereby  bringing  them  into  our  door-yards,  our 
with  our  every  avocation; 

Second,  Their  situation  and  our  duty  towards  them,  upon  the  common  principles 
of  humanity; 

Third,  The  remedy,  or  what  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  ameliorate  their  con- 
dition, preserve  their  lives  and  their  liberties,  and  redeem  them  frona  a worse  than 
African  bondage.  It  suggests  itself  to  your  committee  that  to  memorialize  Congress 
to  provide  by  some  act  of  national  legislation  ff>r  the  new  and  unparalleled  situation 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Territory,  in  relation  to  their  intercourse  with  these  Indi- 
ans, would  be  one  resource  prolific  in  its  results  for  our  mutual  beuefit;  and  further, 
that  we  ask  their  concurrence  in  the  following  enactment,  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  January  31,  A.  D.,  1852,  entitled 

An  for  the  relief  of  Indian  Slaves  and  PriHoners. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  whenever  any  white  i)Gi’sop  within  any  organized  county  of  this  Ter- 
ritory shall  have  any  Indian  prisoner,  child,  or  woman  in  his  possession,  whether  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  such  person  .shall  immediately  go,  together  with  such  IndLan 
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j3risoiier,  child,  ov  woman,  before  the  Selectmen  or  Probate  Judge  of  the  county.  If 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  or  Probate  Judge  the  person  having  such  Indian  pri- 
soner, child,  or  woman,  is  a suitable  person,  and  properly  qualified  to  raise  or  retain 
and  educate  said  Indian  prisoner,  child,  or  woman,  it  shall  be  his  or  their  duty  to  bind 
out  the  same  by  indenture  for  the  term  of  not  exceeding  tvrenty  years,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Judge  or  Selectmen. 

Sec.  2. — The  Probate  Judge  or  Selectmoii  shall  'cause  to  be  written  in  the  inden- 
ture the  name  and  age,  place  v/here  born,  name  of  parents,  if  known,  tribe  to  which 
said  Indian  person  belonged,  name  of  the  person  having  him  in  .possession,  name  of 
Indian  from  whom  said  person  was  obtained  and  date  of  the  iu denture,  a copy  of 
whicli  shall  be  filed  in  the  Probate  Clerk’s  office. 

Sec.  3. — The  Selectmen  in  their  respective  countio;ii  o.re  hereby  authorized  to 
obtain  such  Indian  prisoners,  children  or  women,  and  hind  them  to  sonic  useful  avo- 
cation. 

Sec.  4. — The  master  to  whom  the  indenture  is  made  is  Iiercl.fy  required  to  semi 
said  apprentice  to  school,  if  there  be  a school  in  the  district  or  vicinity,  for  the  term 
of  three  months  in  eacli  year,  at  a time  when  said  Indian  child  shall  be  between  the 
ages  of  seven  3'cars  and  sixteen.  The  master  shall  clothe  his  apj'U’entice  in  a com- 
fortable and  becoming  manner,  according  to  liis,  said  master’s  condition  in  life.

iSec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  b.y  the  Governor  and  Begislative  Assembly  of  tlie  Territory  ^ 
of  Utah:  Tliat  if  any  Indian  trader  or  traders  shall,  l»y  any  notice  or  previous  arrange-  ' 
nient,  assemble  or  cause  to  he  assembled  any  number  of  Indians  within  the  neigh- 
bourhood or  immediate  vicinity  of  any  white  settlement  iu  tliis  Territory,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trading  with  tiiem,  to  the  annoj^ance  of  the  citizens  or  any  neighbourhood  in 
this  Territory  he  shall  he  considered  as  breaking  the  peace,  and  maybe  proceeded 
against  by  any  citizen  of  this  Territory  iu  a suit  at  law,  and  may  be  fined  in  any  suni 
]iotless  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Court  liaving  jurisdiction.

.iu.  ACT  provUI in fj  for  the  bridging  of  Difchcn  or  A'ce/.s  leading  across  the 

High  ways. 

Sec.  1. — he  it  enacted  h^'  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  if  an.y  person  or  persons  shall  have  taken  or  may  hereafter  take  water 
out  of  the  natural  stream  or  sect  where  it  is  wont  to  flow,  and  conduct  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof  across  any  pulfiic  highway  or  road  by  means  of  a ditch  or  sect,  any  person 
or  ])ersous  so  conducting  water  shall  be  required  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a good 
and  suliieient  culvert,  or  gravel  ford,  or  bridge  over  such  ditch  or  sect,  and  kept  the 
same  in  repair  where  the  same  crosses  any  such  ]3ublic  road  or  highway,  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  Supervisor  of  the  district  wdiere  tlie  ditch  or  sect  shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  2. — If  any  person  or  persons  so  conducting  water  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
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make  the  necessary  ki'idge,  culvert,  or  ford,  agreeably  to  tlie  provisions  of  this  act, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisor  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a suitable 
bridge,  culvert,  or  ford  across  the  ditch  or  sect  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons 
so  offending,  and  may  recover  the  same  by  a suit  at  law  before  any  court  liaving  juris- 
diction in  the  matter.

An  ACT  in  relation  to  the  inspection  of  Spirituous  LUp/ors. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be  and  iiereby  is  created  the  office  of  a Territorial  Inspector 
of  spirituous  liquors. 

Sec.  2. — The  Territorial  Inspector  of  liquors  shall  be  ax^x^ointed  ))y  the  Governor, 
and  may  be  removed  at  xdeasure. 

Sec.  3. — All  spirituous  liquors  manuhxctnrcd  or  imxiortcd  into  thi.s  Territory,  be- 
fore being  offered  for  sale,  shall  be  insxieetedby  the  Territorial  Insx>ector  of  liquoVs,  or 
his  Deputy. 

Sec.  i. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insxioctor  of  liquors,  or  Dexmty,  to  insxxect  and 
Xxrove  all  liquors  that  ho  may  be  called  to  prove  or  gague,  &c.,  and  attach  his  mark  or 
seal  on  the  vessels  containing  the  same. 

Sec.  5. — Be  it  further  enacted:  That  Sykes  Hydrometer  and  Scale  adopted  by  the 
British  Board  of  Excise,  July  2nd,  1816,  be  and  is  hereby  adoxhed  as  the  standard  for 
the  proving  spirits  in  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  6. — All  spirits  shall  be  deemed  of  the  strength  which  Sykes  Flydrometer 
denotes  them. 

Sec.  7. — Any  x^erson  selling  sx^irituous  liquors  that  have  not  been  inspected  and 
approved  by  the  Inspector,  or  Dexiuty,  according  to  the  x^rovisions  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  any  .sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  everj^  such  offense, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  having  jurisdiction,  to  be  x^aid  into  the  Territorial 
treasury.

An  ACT  regulating  Elections. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah:  That  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  there  shall  be  a 
general  election  held  in  each  precinct  in  the  several  counties,  for  choosing  all  officers 
not  otherwise  provided  for. 

Sec.  2. — The  County  Clerk  shall  cause  a notice  of  the  time  and  place,  and  the 
number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  put  up  in  two  public  places  in  each 
precinct,  at  least  six  days  before  the  time  of  election. 

Sec.  3. — The  senior  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  the  Judge  of  elections  in  his 
precinct,  and  shall  appoint  one  clerk,  and  furnish  the  necessary  stationery  and  a 
ballot  box;  and,  in  the  absence  of  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  electors  first  assembled 
on  the  day  of  election,  to  the  number  of  six,  may  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  act 
as  Judge  of  that  election. 

Sec.  4. — The  election  shall  be  held  from  one  hour  after  sunrise  until  sunset;  and 
no  elector  shall  vote  in  any  precinct  excepting  where  he  resides. 
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Sec.  5. — Eacb.  elcotor  shall  provide  himself  %vith  a vote  contaiuiug  the  names  of 
the  persons  he  wishes  elected  and  the  ofRces  he  would  have  them  to  fill,  and  present 
it  neatly  folded  to  the  Judge  of  the  election,  who  shall  number  and  deposit  it  in  the 
ballot  box;  the  Clerk  shall  then  write  the  name  of  the  elector,  and  opposite  it  the 
*numberof  his  vote. 

Sec.  {). — At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judge  shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and 
the  list  of  the  names  of  the  electors,  and  transmit  the  same  without  delay  to  the 
County  Clerk, 

Sec.  7. — Immediately  upon  receiving  the  electoral  returns  of  any  precinct,  the 
County  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge,  or,  iu  his  absence,  one  of  the  Selectmen  shall 
unseal  the  list  and  ballot  box,  and  count  and  compare  the  votes  with  the  names  on 
the  list,  and  make  a brief  abstract  of  the  offices  and  names  voted  for,  and  the 
number  of  vote.s  each  person  received;  the  ballot  box  shall  then  be  returned,  and 
the  votes  and  list  preserved  for  reference  in  case  the  election  of  any  person  shall  be 
contested. 

* Sec,  8. — '\Vhen  all  the  returns  and  abstracts  are  made  the  Clerk  shall  forthwith 
make  a general  abstract  ami  post  it  up  iu  liis  office,  and  forward  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Territory  a certified  copy  of  the  names  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and  *the 
number  of  votes  each  has  received  for  Territorial  offices  and  furnish  each  person 
having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  county  and  precinct  offices- a certificate  of 
his  election. 

Sec.  9. — So  soon  as  aU  the  returns  are  received,  the  Secretary,  in  the  presence 
. of  the -Cover  nor,  shall  uuseai  and  examine  t!iem,  and  furnish  to  each  person  haAung 
the  liighe.st  number  of  votes  for  a ny  Territorial  office  a certificate  of  his  election. 

Sec.  10, — If  the  returns  are  not  made  Avithiii  a reasonable  time,  the  Secretary  or 
Coiiiity  Clerk,  as  the  ea.-;e  may  be,  shall  institute  incjuiry,  v/hich  ?3a’ast  be  promptly 
responded  to,  and  a new  abstract  furnished  if  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — Any  person  designing  to  contest  an  election  shall  make  his  intentions 
speeifie:.il]y  known  in  writing  to  the  Gciuity  Cierk  vritbin  ten  days  after  the  result 
of  the  election  is  h.uovv'iit  in  v.'hicii  case  the  Clerk  shall  retain  the  votes  and  lists 
until  'the  contest  is  decided;  othenvise  he  shall  destroy  them. 

!:1ec.  jO. — When  ties  (jccur,  if  for  n Territorial  officer,  the  Secretary  .shall  deter- 
mine tiie  eleetioii  by  lot  iu  tiie  presence  of  the  Grovernor;  and  if  fora  county  or 
precinct  offieer  it  shall  iti  like  mauuer  be  determined  by  the  County  Clerk  in  the 
presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  io. — Any  person  conte.stii'!g  the,  electiosi  of  a,  county  or  precinct  officer  shall 
proceed  therein  before  ttm  County  Court,  who  .shall  determine  the  question;  all  of 
whieii  sb.aU  be  dtme  without  delay. 

Sec.  14. — Wlieu  a vacancy  occurs  in  Territorial  elective  offices,  the  Governor 
shall  ordter  a special  electiou  to  fill  such  vacancy;  and  should  a vacancy  , occur  in  a 
county  or  j^recinet  office,  necessary  to  be  filled  previous  to  the  general  election,  • the 
County  Court  shall  till  such  vacancy  by  appointment. 

Sec.  15. — All  nfiieera  acting  in  elections  shall  be  allov/ed  a reasonable  compen- 
sation for  their  service.^,  and  slsali  be  punished  with  a reasonable  preventive  amount 
of  fine  for  fraud  or  ne.aligence,  l>.y  any  court  ha  ving  jurisdiction.

CHAPTER  LX. 

A'it  J (JT  conceniiar;  certain  Animals  running  at  large. 

Bec.  i . — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  after  the  first  day  of  March  next,  any  stiul  horse,  jack,  or  ridgil  over 

the  age  of  eighteen  months,  found  running  at  large,  may  be  forfeited,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds paid  into  the' Emigrating  Poor  Fund. 

Sec.  2. — Any  ram  over  three  months  old,  found  running  at  large  within  any  set- 
tlement from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  may  be 
forfeited,  and  the  proceeds  paid  as  in  section  1. 

Sec.  3. — If  any  person  allow  his  sheep  to  run  at  large  in  any  agricultural  settle- 
ment, he  may  be  compelled  to  pay  for  all  damages  they  may  do,  by  any  Court  having 
jmi.sdiction. 
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Sec.  4. — The  owner  of  sheep  having  ariy  contagious  disease  is  hereby  required 
immediately  to  remove  them  to  some  place  where  they  cannot  endanger  the  health 
of  othei'  sheep,  or  may  be  compelled  to  pay  for  all  damage  that  may  accrue,  by  any 
Court  ha vin g j u risd ietion . 

Sec.  5. — The  owner  of  swine  running  at  large  may  be  compelled  to  pay  for  all 
damage  they’  may'  do,  or  to  forfeit  the  swine,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  having 
jurisdiction. 

Sec.  6. — Ail  persons  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  up  any' animal  fotHid  running 
at  large  when  prohibited  in  the  foregoing  sections,  and  forfeitures  may  be  enforced 
by  any'  Justice  of  the  Pe*ce.

^l/i  ACT  pertaining  to  Damage  done  by  Animals. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gtovernor  and  liCgislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  ow'uers  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  hog.s,  sheep  and  all  other  domestic 
animals  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all  damage  done  by  said  animals  upon  the  prem- 
ises of  other  persons,  whether  said  premises  are  protected  by'  fence  or  not. 

Sec.  2. — CTpoii  petition  stating  that  a specified  region  in  any  county  is  better 
adapted  to  grazing  than  to  other  agricultural  purposes,  if  the  County  Court  of  said 
county' so  decide,  then  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  inoperative  within  said 
specified  region  during  such  time  as  said  Court  in  their  judgment  may  determine. 

Sec.  3. --Any  county  in  this  Territory  declaring,  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  majority' 
of  its  legal  voters,  in  favor  of  fencing  their  farms  and  of  allosviug  their  stock  to  run 
at  large,  may'  do  so,  by  the  County*  Court’s  calling  a special  election  for  that  purpose. 
In  such  case,  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  inoperative  and  void,  provi- 
ded the  stock  owned  in  any'  such  county  shall  be  liable  for  all  damage  they  may  do 
to  any  crops  growing  in  an  adjoining  county'  that  may  not  have  declared  by'  vote  its 
exemption  from  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4. — All  lav/s  <u-  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  LXJI. 

An  ACT  regulating'  herdsmen,  herding,  herd  grounds,  and  the  drioing  of  animaD. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by'  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly'  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  every  person,  before  engaging  in  the  business  of  herding,  shall  give 
bonds  w'ith  security,  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duty'  and  for  the  indemnify'ing  for  all  loss  of  time  or  animals  through 
his  neglect;  said  bonds^and  security'  to  be  given  to  the  acceptance  ot  the  Probate  .Judge 
of  the  county  where  the  herd  ground  is  to  be  located,  and  with  the  oath  to  bo  filed  in  his 
office,  and  may*  be  altei'ed  or  others  given  on  the  requirement  of  said  Judge;  and  when 
said  bonds  anti  oath  are  accepted  and  filed,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  grant  the  appli- 
cant a license  to  herd  for  a period  not  exceeding  one  year  next  ensuing  after  the  date 
of  the  location  of  the  herd  ground. 

Sec.  2. — When  a license  to  herd  is  presented  to  a County  Court,  said  Court  shall 
give  a certificate  granting  the  holder  of  the  license  the  right  to  employ  a Surveyor  to 
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designate  the  boundaries  of  the  desired  herd  ground,  and  speeifying  the  locality  and, 
as  near  as  may  be,  the  size  of  said  herd  ground,  a plotof  which  must  be  made  by  the 
Surveyor,  and  a copy  thereof  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  County  Clerk  as  soon  a^s  prac- 


ticable. 

Sec.  S. — K'o  herd  ground  sliali  be  so  located  as  to  interfere  with  any  preAdous 
rights,  nor  with  the  range  necessary  for  the  animals  of  any  settler  or  settlement. 

Sec.  4. — All  herdsmen  snail  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  a,iid  return  of  .ani- 
mals placed  in  their  care;  and  if  any  such  animal  dies  or  is  missing  by  neglect,  tlie 
owner  thereof  has  claim  on  the  herdsmen  for  its  value,  and  for  any  damage  that  may 
have  accrued  from  its  Joss. 

Bsc.  5. — Improvements  on  herd  grounds  are  all  pertaining  to  them  Avhich  can  be 
sold  or  tramsferred,  a.nd  no  improvements  shall  bo  construed  to  imply  any  claim  for 
hording  ]3urposes  after  the  exi^iratioa  of  the  time  specified  in  the  license. 

Sso.  6. — Any  person  driving  animals  shall  use  due  diligence  to  prevent  driving 
tho.se  not  in  his  care;  and  if  he  cannot  prevent  such  animals  from  mingling,  he  shall 
leave  them  in  the  first  estray  pound  or  yard  or  iiiclosure  for  animals  that  he  Can  obtain, 
and  notify  the  owner,  if  known,  and  if  not,  some  resident,  of  the  number,  kind  and 
brief  description  of  the  aiiinials  Avhich  have  mingled  Avitii  Iiis,  and  whore  he  has  left 


them. 


Bbc.  7. — Any  person  driving  animals  into  this  Territory  shall,  on  arrival  in  tho 
settlements,  have  them  marked  or  branded,  if  they  are  not,  and  forthwith  report  his 
mark  or  Inmid  and  the  number  of  his  animals,  speciiyiiig  the  iiumber  of  each  hind; 
a^id  as  soon  as  possible  ro]>ort,  over  his  signature,  said  number  and  mark  or  brand  f^> 
the  Clerk  of  tlie  County  Court  of  the  first  organ  ized  county  Avhieh  he  roaches. 

Bbc.  8.— In  ease  that  an j”- herd  shall  be  found  upon  tire'  range  in  the  neighborhood 
or  vicinity  of  any  settlement  in  this  Territo]"%  eucroacliing  or  intruding  upon  tho 
range  necessary  for  tlie  animals  of  such  seitieineiit,  and  the  owner  of  such  herd 
shall  refuseor  neglect  to  remove  the  same,Avlioii  required  so  to  do  by  a Belectinan  of  tbo 
proper  county,  the  County  Court  of  sucli  county  is  hereby  authorized,  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  of  such  herd,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  to  some  more  distant  local- 
ity beyond  the  limits  of  the  summer  and  winter  rangc'or  hay  grounds  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  stock  of  that  or  any  other  settlement. 

Sr:c.  9. — Any  jAcrson  failing  to  comply  with  the  reciuiroments  contained  in  this 
act  is  liable  for  all  cost  and  damage  arising  from  Ids  neglect,  and  to  be  fined  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  any  court  having  jurisdictioji.

be  recorded;  aud  the  record,  page  and  book  be  certified  thereon  by  the  recorder  in 
the  county  where  the  property  is  located. 

Sec.  o. — Other  property  than  land  claims  and  the  improvements  thereon,  when 
disposed  of  by  gift,  must  be  transferred  substantially  in  the  same  manner,  and  by 
specification  of  kind  and  number  or  amount,  but,  unless  required,  the  details  may 
be  omitted. 

Sec.  4. — Any  person  or  body  corporate,  legally  authorized  to  purchase  and  dis- 
pose of  property,  may  transfer  to  any  other  person  or  body  corporate  all  rightful 
claim  and  ownership  of  property  by  gift,  and  such  transfer  is  and  shall  be  demeed 
valid  and  a bar  to  all  claims  whatever,  exeeptjjust  liabilities  incurred  previous  to  the 
time  of  transfer.  ^

CHAPTER  LXV. 

An  ACT  concerning  Partnership). 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Goveimor  and  Degislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  private  property  of  persons  engaged  in  co-partnerships  shall  be 
held  liable  fm*  the  de’nts  of  the  firm,  when  tlie  partnership  property  shall  prove  in- 
sufficient to  pay  them. 

Sec.  2. — The  as.sig-nment  o#  any  partner  in  trade,  made  to  secure  or  satisfy  a 
creditor  of  such  firm,  shall  be  deemed  valid  in  law. 

Sec.  3. — This  act  .shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  assignment  of  any 
of  the  effects  of  such  copartnership  to  satisfy  the  individual  claim  of  any  of  the 
parties,  or  other  than  such  debts  as  are  incurred  for  the  effects  or  proceeds  thereof 
thus  assigned.

CHAPTER  LXVl. 

An  ACT  to  provide  for  the  selection  and  location  of  a quantitg  of  Land,  equal  to 
two  townships,  for  the  establishment  of  a University. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors,  at  the  next  general  elec- 
tion to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  1859,  and  Annually  thereafter  at  each 
subsequent  said  general  election,  a Board  of  Commissioners,  to  consist  of  three  men, 
to  select  and  locate,  from  time  to  time,  as  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem  best,  a 
quantity  of  land  equal  to  two  townships,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
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third  section  of  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  to  establish  the  office  of  Surveyor 
General  of  Utah,  and  to  grant  land  for  School  and  University  purposes,”  approved 
Feb.  21,  1855. 

Sec.  2. — Said  Commissioners,  after  being  duly  sworj!  faithfully  to  discharge  their 
duties,  shall  irroceed,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  land  siiall  ha,ve  been  surveyed,  to 
select  and  locate  such  lands  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  or  as  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  may  direct;  and  they  sliall,  from  time  to  time,  inform  the  Surveyor 
General  of  the  precise  tract  or  tracts  so  selected  or.  located,  or,  should  the  Surveyor 
General’s  office  be  closed,  they  shall  iii  like  manner  inform  the  .Register  of  the  land 
office  in  the  district  where  said  tract  or  ti’aets  are  selected  or  located  by  them;  and  shall 
annually  report  and  present  a schedule  of  the  sections  or  tracts  of  lands  selected  by 
them  and  approved  by  the  Surveyor  General,  or  bj’ a Register  or  Registers  of  public 
lands,  as  the  case  may  bo,  to  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Sec.  3.— Said  Commissioners  shall  receive,  out  of  the  Territorial  Treasury,  out  of 
any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,  such  compensation  as  may  be  allow'ed  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  and  shall  keep  a suitable  book,  in  which  they  sball  enter  and 
record  the  numbers  of  the  sections,  or  the  part  or  parts  thereof,  so  located  by  them; 
and  sliall  transmit  to  their  successors  in  office  all  Ijooks  and  papers  appertaining  to 
the  location  of  said  lands.  .

— Bo  it  enacted  hy»the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That,  so  soon  as  a lujid  office  shali  Ice  ('stai)lished  in  this  Territory,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  County  Courts,  respectively , to  select  and  enter  a quarter  section 
of  land  for  county  purpose.s,  a.s  contenipLited  iii  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  an  “Act 
granting  to  the  counties  or  icarislies  of  <*ach  State  and  Territory  of  the  United  States, 
Ta  which  the  puldic  lasids  are  situated,  t!ie  light  of  pin-eini.tion  to  quarter  sections  of 
land  for  seats  of  justice  within  tlie  same.”  Approve*  May  2t>,  1S24. 

Bec.  2. — And  ho  it  farther  enacted  that,  cni.  petition  of  the  residents  of  any  imin- 
coiporated  town  to  the  County  Court,  it  f-iiai!  lie  tlic  duty  of  said  Court  to  select  and 
enter,  at  the  proper  land  <»illce,  not  oxeei'ding  cue  Isalf  section  of  the  land  so  occupied, 
for  the  several  use  and  Ijenefit  of  the  rightful  claimants  thereof,  according  to  their 
respective  interests,  as  contemplated  in  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  for  the 
relief  of  citizens  of  towns  upon  the  Tuiblic  ]and.s  of  the  United  States  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances.” “Approved  May  23,  1844:”  Provided  the  requisite  amount  of  means  or 
money  necessary  for  the  inirchase  of  said  lands  and  the  incidental  expenses  accruing 
therefrom  be  furnished  and  delivered  to  the  Court  l>y  the  riglitful  claimants  to  said 
lands. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Courts,  respectively,  acting  as  trustees  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  a'uthorizod  and  required,  on  ;ipp!ierdion  of  the  rightful  claim- 
ants, to  execute  traii.sfei's  ol  said  lands  hold  by  them  in  trust,  wliich  transfers  shall  be 
valid  in  law;  and  ai\'  further  empowered  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations’ as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  SiCfc:  Provided  such  rules  and 
regulations'  do  not  conliict  'with  tlie  Constitution  and  lav/s  of  the  United  States  and 
the  law’S  of  this  Territory.

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CHAPTER  EXX. 

An  ACT  in  Relation  to  the  Peniteniiary . 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  the  office  termed  “Inspectors  of  the  Penitentiary,”  created  by 
“an  act  in  relation  to  the  Penitentiary,”  approved  Jan.  16,  1855,  shall  hereafter  be 
styled,  “Board  of  Directors  of  the  Utah  Penitentiary.” 

Sec.  2. — The  Penitentiary  shall  be  under  the  control  of  aboard  of  three  Director's, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  whose  term 
ofoffice  shall  be  oneyear,and  until  theirsuccessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Said  Direc- 
tors shall,  before  enteringupon  the  duties  of  their  office,  qualify  by  giving  bonds  with 
security  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  theiroffice,to  be  approved 
by  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and  the  same  may  be  increased, 
when  in  the  Auditor’s  judgment  the  public  good  requires  it. 

tSec.  3. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, a Warden  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  said  Warden  shall  qualify  by  taking  and  subscribing 
an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  according  to  law,  and  give  bonds 
in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  the  same  mann^  as  prescribed  for  the 
Directors  in  section  second  to  this  act. 

Sec.  4.— The  Directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  President  of  the 
Board,  a majority  of  whom  shall  form  a quorum  for  business;  they  shall  appoint  a 
Clerk,  Overseers,  Guards  and  all  other  necessary  officers  for  the  Penitentiary,  not 
otherwise  provided  for;  and  all  jiersons  so  appointed  may  be  required  by  the  Direct- 
ors to  give  bonds,  with  security,  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  which  bonds 
shall  be  approved  by  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  to  visit  the  Penitentiary  as  often  as 
they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  examine  and  inquire  into  ail  matters  connected  with 
the  government  and  discipline  thereof;  and  to  give  necessary  directions  to  the  War- 
den relative  to  all  matters  pertaining  thereto;  and  may  require  the  convicts,  who 
may  hereafter  be  convicted,  to  labor  outside  the  wall  on  any  public  or  private  works; 
and  v/lieu  thus  emplo^^ed  cause  that  they  be  well  secured  and  pi'operly  guarded. 

Sec.  0. — The  Dii’ectors  sliall  at  all  times  iiave  free  access  to  all  parts  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary, ainl  nmy  inspect  all  books,  papers,  documents,  communications  and  cor- 
respondence pertaining  thereto. 

Sec.  7. — The  Directors  si) all  annually  report  to  the  I^egislative  As.semb]y,  during 
the  first  week  of  its  session,  i !h:  eoiidition  of  the  Penitentiary,  the  juimber  of  con- ' 
victs,  their  condition;  also  i'or  what  and  how  long  they  v/ere  sentenced,  specifying 
how  many  are  Territorial;  the  fisca,l  aflaii's,  and  all  the  avails  arising  from  the  labor 
■of  convicts,  and  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  means  necessttry  to  defray  expenses 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Kee.  8. — The  Warden  shall  receive  and  keep  all  persons  duly  committed,  and  not 
adlow  them  to  hold  conversation  with  any  person,  except  in  his  or  the  presence  of 
some  (fiber  cfdeer  in  charge,  and  see  that  the  sentence  of  each  prisoner  is  properly 
executed,  and  that  they  be  diligently  ernjfioyed  at  the  labor  assigned  them.  ■ 

Be^'.  9. — In  case  any  convict  or  convicts  shall  ofier  a,uy  violence  or  resistance  to 
any  ofiicer  in  charge,  or  do  violence  to  any  other  convict,  attempt  to  do  injury  to  the 
buildings  or  a{>purt8nances  thereunto  belonging,  attempt  to  escape,  resist  or  disobey 
any  lawful  comlnands,  the  officers  shaii  defend  tiiemselves,  enforce  the  observance 
of  dicipiine  necessary  to  secure  the  persons  of  ofienders  and  prevent  any  such 
aggression  or  es'cape  of  any  prisoner;  and  ma;f  punish  them  at  discretion  for  their 
uTiscunduct  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

iSec.  10.— Yv’henever  any  convict  shall  be  legally  discharged,  the  V/arden  may, 
by  the  consent  of  the  Direciors,  furnish  for  sand  convict  clothing  not  excefiding  in 
value  fifty  dollars,  and  money  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars,  as  may  by  the  Directors 
be  deemed  proper  and  consistent  vritb  the  emergency  of  the  case. 

Sec.  11. — Ho  person  sljail’ communicate  or  deliver  to  any  prisoner  any  writing, 
message  or  package,  without  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  Warden:  and  any 
person  so  efiending,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hnxidred  dollars,  recoverable 
before  any  Court  having  juiisdiction. 

Sec.  12.— Male  and  female  prisoners  shall  not  be  kept  in  the  same  room,  and 
females  sbail  be  under  the  supervision  of  a suitable  Matron. 

Sec.  13. — Whenever  any  prisoner  escapes  from  custody,  the  Warden  shall  use  all 
due  diligence  for  his  apprehension,  and  for  this  purpose  may,  under  the  instruction 
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of  the  Directors,  offer  a reward  for  his  arrest  and  delivery  to  the  Warden  of  the  Pen- 
itentiary. 

Sec.  14. — In  case  any  contagious  disease  break  out  among  the  convicts,  or  in  case 
of  fire  or  other  casualty  from  which  danger  may  be  apprehended,  the  Warden  may 
remove  the  convicts  to  some  safe  and  convenient  place,  there  to  remain  in  his  charge 
until  said  danger  is  past. 

Sec.  15. — No  spiritous  or  fermented  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the  Penitenti- 
ary for  the  use  of  any  prisoner,  unless  prescribed  for  his  health  by  a physician,  in 
which  case  he  shall  specify  in  writing  to  the  Warden,  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  liquor  to  be  furnished. 

Sec.  16. — The  Warden  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defend- 
ed in  his  official  capacity,  in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  direct  all  persons  em- 
ployed as  Overseers,  Guards,  Assistants  and  all  minor  officers,  and,  by  the  consent  of 
the  Directors,  to  appoint  a deputy,  for  whose  official  acts  he  is  responsible. 

Sec.  17. — The  Clerk  shall  be  Clerk  for  the  Warden  and  Directors,  and  shall  record 
all  precepts  by  which  jjersons  are  committed,  and  keep  a register  of  each  convict,  his 
name,  age,  place  of  birth,  particularly  describing  his  person  and  former  occupation, 
and  shall  record  the  time  for  which  he  was  sentenced,  and  all  contracts  and  business 
matters  deemed  essential  by  the  Directors. 

Sec.  18. — Whenever  an  attempt  is  made  or  about  to  be  made  to  release  any  convict 
belonging  to  the  Penitentiary,  or  to  commit  any  unlawful  act  upon  any  person  or 
premises  thereunto  appertaining,  any  officer  thereof  is  authorized  to  summons  a suffi- 
cient posse  in  the  most  summary  manner,  to  repair  forthwith  to  the  place  where  such 
danger  is  ap])reliended,  for  the  jHirpose  of  repelling  such  contemplated  invasion. 
Any  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  obey  said  summons  or  any  lawful  commands  of 
the  officer  in  charge  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six 
months,  nor  lined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  by  any  Court  having  juris- 
diction. 

Sec.  19. — The  Auditor  of  public  accounts,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  warrants 
on  the  Territorial  treasury  for  the  relief  of  the  Warden,  his  Deputy,  or  other  persons 
emploj’ed  in  Penitentiary  service;  also  for  t(^ls,  clothing,  furniture  and  all  other 
necessary  supplies  to  the  amount  whi(»h  may  be  ordered  by  the  Directors,  payable  out 
of  any  money  in  the  treasiuy  appropriated  for  Penitentiary  purposes:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  justify  issuing  vrarrants  for  official  services 
of  the  Directors.

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CHAPTER  LXXI.  ' 

An  ACT  Jurther  defining  the  duties  of  The  Officers  of  the  Peniicntiarij,  and  for 

other  -purposes. 

See.  l.-rBe  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
advertise,  in  the  consecutive  numbers  of  some  newspaj^er  published  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
county  for  sealed  proposals  for  leasing  the  Penitentiary  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  three  years. 

advertisement  shall  set  forth  the  place,  day  and  hour  that  the  proposals 
shall  be  opened,  and  that  the  Penitentiaiy,  Warden  house  and  other  buildings  connect- 
ed therewith  or  belonging  to  the  Penitentiary  will  be  let,  in  consideration  of  which  the 
lessor  will  for  a certain  sum  take  the  care  and  custody  of  all  convicts  that  are  now  or 
may  be  committed  to  said  Penitentiary  during  the  term  of  contract,  and  that  the  lessee 
may  appoint  the  Guards,  Overseers  and  other  officers  that  may  be  necessary  to  keep 
safely  and  securely  and  to  cany  out  the  sentence  of  the  convicts,  pay  the  Guards, 
Overseers  and  other  officers  and  assistants  by  him  employed.  He  shall  direct  and  con- 
trol the  labor  of  the  convicts,  and  have  the  avails  thereof  in  addition  to  the  sum  set 
forth  in  the  proposition  or  article  of  agreement. 

All  proposals  shall  be  made  under  seal,  and  endorsed  proposals  for  leasing  the 
Penitentiary,^  addressed  to  the  Warden  on  or  before  the  day  set  forth  in  the  advertise- 
ment, on  which  day,  and  not  before,  they  shall  be  opened  "by  the  Wai’den  in  the  pre- 
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seiieo  of  tlie  Directors  and  all  the  bidders  who  may  choose  to  be  present;  and  the  War- 
den, after  reading  all  the  proposals  in  the  presence  of  the  Directors  and  the  bidders, 
shall  submit  the  several  bids  to  the  Directors;  the  said  Directors  may  thereupon 
determine  which  is  the  best  responsible  bidder,  provided  the  bidder  is  a resident 
citizen  of  the  Territory  and  of  a reputed  g'ood,  moral  character,  and  will  file  sufficient 
bonds  with  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract;  then 
they  shall  direct  the  Warden  to  accept  such  bid  and  file  papers  accordingly:  Provided, 
it  may  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors  to  accept  or  decline  any  or  all  of  the  bids, 
if  in  their  judgment  the  bids  are  for  a greater  amount  than  is  reasonable  to  give,  in 
which  case  they  may  proceed  as  though  the  first  section  of  this  act  had  not  been 
passed,  or  they  may  at  any  otlier  time  thereafter  let  the  Penitentiary  as  provided  in 
this  act. 

Sec.  2. — The  person  vrhose  bid  may  be  accepted  and  files  bonds  and  takes 
possession  of  the  premises  and  tenements,  as  contemplated  in  this  act,  is  hereby 
constituted  an  Assistant  Warden,  and,  as  such,  shall  file  sufficient  bonds  with 
security  with  the  Directors,  payable  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  Assistent  Warden:  Provided  he  shall  not  have 
any  claims  for  services  as  such  Assistant  Warden. 

Sec.  3. — In  the  event  that  the  Penitentiary  and  convicts  are  not  rented  as 
contemplated  in  this  act,  the  Warden  may  hire  out  any  or  all  the  convicts  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Directors:  Provided  such  regulations 
» do  not  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

See.  4. — Ail  convicts  hereafter  sentenced,  excepting  such  as  may  be  sentenced  to 
solitary  confinement,  may  be  put  to  hard  labor  not  exceeding  ten  hours  each  day, 
Sundays  excepted,  under  the  regulations  that  are  or  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by 
the  Directors."

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CHAPTER  LX  XI  I. 

An  ACT conccrninr/  fhc  coiiArtif-Uon  and  ^x'otecHon  of  Elcciric  Telegraph  Lines  in  the 

Territorg  of  Utah. 


Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territoiy  of  Utah:  That  Hiram  Sibley,  Isaac  Butts,  .Jeptha  H.  Wade,  Isaac  R. 
Elwood,  diaries  IsL  Stebbins,  Thomas  R.  Walker,  John  H.  Beneyhill,  Edward 
Creighton,  Samuel  L.  Selden,  John  IT.  Harmon,  Albert  W.  Bee,  James  S.  Graham 
and  Joseph  Medeaiy  are  hereby  granted  the  privilege  of  constructing  a line  or  lines 
of  electric  telegraph  upon  and  along  any  of  the  highways  and  public  roads  within 
the  limits  of  this  Territory,  by  the  erection  of  the  necessary  fixtures,  including  posts, 
piers  or  abutments  for  sustaining  the  v/ire  or  wires  of  such  line  or  lines:  Provided 
the  same  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  discommode,  endanger,  or  interrupt  the 
free,  legitimate  use  of  said  highways,  or  of  any  waters  within  this  Territory. 

Sec.  2. — The  persons  named  and  designated,  as  aforesaid,  are  also  authorized  to 
construct  their  line  or  lines,  and  to  erect  all  necessary  fixtures  therefor,  upon  any 
lands  in  this  Territory,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  the  owners  or  claimants  to 
full  comnsnsation  for  the  same;  and  if  said  persons  or  their  agents  cannot  agree  with 
any  ov/uer  or  claimants  of  the  land  so  taken  or  used  for  the  eornpensation  to  be  paid 
therefor,  either  of  said  persons  or  agents,  or  such  owner  or  claimant  may  apply  to 
any  Judge  of  any  Court  of  record  within  the  Territory,  by  petition,  stating  the  facts 
and  circumstances  bearing  upon  the  subject,  a copy  of  which  petition  shall  be  served 
upon  the  said  persons  or  agents,  or  upon  such  ovmer  or  claimant,  as  the  case  may  be, 
with  notice  of  the  time  when  the  same  will  be  presented,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
time  so  fixed;  and  upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  pursuant  to  such  notice,  or 
at  any  time  Vv'ithin  twenty  days  afterwards,  such  Judge  may  appoint  three  disinter- 
ested persons  to  make  a just  and  equitable  assessment  and  appraisal  of  the  loss  or 


damage,  if  any,  which  may  have  been  or  is  likely 
claimant  in  conseouence  of  the  use  of  such  lands  as  hereby 


to  be  sustained  by  the  owuer  or 
lutiicrized;  duplicates  of 


Vv'hicb  anpraisal  sllaii  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  th6  said  appraisers, 
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majority  of  them,  one  cop3'  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or  claimant  of 
the  laud,  and  the  other  to  either  or  any  one  of  the  persons  above  named  or  their 
agents,  ujion  demand;  such  appraisal  to  determine  either  the  annual  cost  or  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  by  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  or  by  their  agents,  for  the  use  of 
the  land,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a sum  in  gross,  as  the  compensation  for  allowing  the 
fixtures  belonging  to  such  persons  permanently  to  continue,  aud  to  be  repaired  and 
improved  from  time  to  time  as  said  persons  or  their  agents  may  legitimately  require; 
and  in  case  any  damage  shall  be  adjudged  to  such  owner  or  claimant,  the  persons 
herein  named  or  their  agents  shall  pay  the  amount  thei’eof  with  costs  of  such 
appraisal,  said  costs  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  appraisers  in  their 
written  award;  the  appraisers  to  be  entitled  to  two  dollar’s  per  day,  besides  expenses, 
for  their  services,  to  be  paid  by  the  aforesaid  persons  or  their  agents. 

Sec.  3. — Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  injure,  molest  or  destroy  any  of  the 
lines,  wires,  posts,  piers  or  abutments  belonging  to  the  persons  aforesaid,  or  anj” 
other  materials  or  property  appertaining  to  said  electric  telegraph  line  or  lines  within 
this  Territory,  or  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  interfere  with  or  obstruct  in  any  way 
the  use  of  such  line  or  lines,  or  the  transmission  of  messages  or  communications  of 
any  sort  upon,  along  or  over  the  same,  or  who  shall  aid,  abet,  procure  or  advise  anj^ 
such  interference,  obstruction  or  injury,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  punished  for  the 
first  offense  by  imprisonment  and  sentence  to  hard  labor  for  a term  of  one  year, 
or  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  for  the  second  offense,  by  like 
imprisonment  aud  sentence  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  a fine  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars.  Jfothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  inhibit  the 
Legislature  of  this  Territory  from  altering,  changing  or  repealing  this  act.

CHAPTElt  LXXIII. 

ACT  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  Telegraphic.  Companies. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory^ 
of  Utah:  That  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three,  two-thirds  of  whom  must' 
be  residents  of  this  Territory,  may  associate  and  form  a company  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  owning,  holding  and  working  a line  or  lines  of  telegraph  in  this 
Territory,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  and  subject  to  the  liabilities  prescribed  in 
this  act. 

Sec.  2. — Such  persons  under  their  hands  shall  make  a certificate  which  shall 
specify: 

1st. — The  corporate  name  of  the  company. 

2d.— 'rhe  general  route  of  the  principal  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  designating  the 
principal  points  to  be  connected  thereby. 

3d. — The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  aud  the  number  of  shares 
into  which  the  same'shall  be  divided. 

4th.— The  names  aud  i>laces  of  residence  of  the  principal  shareholders,  and  the 
number  of  shares  subscribed  for  by  each. 

5th. — The  period  of  the  existence  of  said  company,  not  to  exceed  fifty  years. 
Which  certificate  shall  be  proved  or  acknowledged,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the. 
County  Clerk  of  the  county  in  which  one  of  the  principal  offices  of  said  company 
shall  be  established,  and  a copy  or  duplicate  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

See.  3. — Upon  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  such 
company  shall  become  a body  corporate  by  the  name  designated  in  said  certificate, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the  liabilities 
common  to  corporations;  and  a copy  of  said  certificate,  certified  by  the  Clerk  where 
the  same  is  filed,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  may  be  used  as  evidence  in  all  Courts 
and  ]daces. 

Sec.  4. — Such  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold  use  and 
vend  to  others  to  be  used  any  patent  or  patents  for  telegraphing,  and  any  and  all 
rights  thereunder;  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold  and  maintain  any  and  all  rights,

privileges  Jind  franchises  relating  to  the  business  of  telegraphing;  to  make,  receive  by 
assignment,  or  ratify  by  contract  or  agreement  for  the  building,  maintaining,  con- 
trolling or  working  of  any  line  or  lines  of  telegraph;  to  construct,  purchase,  lease, 
take,  receive,  hold,  control  and  work  any  lines  for  teiegra.phii]g  within  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  and  to  purchase,  take,  lease,  hold,  own,  use  and  occupy  any  personal  or  real 
estate,  rights,  property,  telegraph  lines,  grants,  franchises  and  privileges  that  may 
be  proper  or  eouvenieut  for  the  complete  transaction  of  its  business,  or  for  etfectually 
and  conveniently  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  company.  It  shall 
also  have  power  to  appoint  such  directors,  otilcers  and  agents,  and  to  make  such 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  in  the  transaction  of 
its  businc.ss,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Territory  or  of  the  United 
States. 

See.  o. — Such  company  is  authorised  to  construct  lines  of  telegraph  along  and 
upon  any  road  or  highway,  or  across  any  of  the  waters  or  over  any  lands  within  the 
limits  of  this  Territory,  by  the  erection  of  the  necessary  fixtures,  including  posts, 
piers,  or  abutments,  and  the  appropriation  of  any  standing  trees,  except  fruit  and 
ornamental  trees  and  trees  within  enclosures,  for  sustaining  the  wires  of  said  lines: 
Provided  the  same  shall  not  be  so  constructed  as  to  incommoderthe  public  use  of  said 
road  or  highway  or  injuriously  interrupt  the  navigation  of  said  waters. 

See.  G. — if  any  person  over  whose  lands  said  lines  shall  pass,  upon  which  posts, 
piers,or  abutments  shall  be  placed, or  standing  trees  approprieded,  shall  consider  him- 
self aggrieved  or  damaged  thereby,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Court  of  the 
county  vrithin  wTiich  such  hinds  are,  on  the  apjdicatiou  of  such  })erson  and  on  notice 
of  such  appplication  being  served  on  the  President  or  any  director  of  such,  company, 
to  appoint  tiiree  discreet  and  disinterested  persons  as  Commissioners,  who  shall  sev- 
erally take  an  oath  before  any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  ]ierform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Commissioners  or  a majority  of  them  to  make  a just  and  equitable  ap- 
praisal of  all  tile  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  said  applicant  by  reason  of  said  lines, 
posts,  [iiers, or  abutments, or  appropriation  of  standing  trees,  duplicates  of  which  said 
appraisement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  said  Commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them;  one  co;>y  shall  be  delivered  to  the  applicant  and  the  other  to  the 
President  or  any  director  or  ofiieer  ofsaiil  company  or  corporation,  on  demand;  and 
in  case  any  damage  shall  be  adjudged  to  said  applicant,  the  company  or  corporation 
shall  pay  the  amount  thereof,  with  the  costs  of  said  appraisal,  said  costs  to  be  set 
forth  and  liquidated  with  the  damages  appraised;  ami  said  Commissioners  shall 
.receive  Ibr  their  services  such  compensation  ' as  the  Probate  Judge  may 
award,  to  lx;  jiaid  in  like  manner  as  the  costs  and  damages  appraised.  Butin 
no  case  shall  the  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  or  injured  be  entitled  to  any  dam- 
age, when  apidication  is  not  made  to  the  Probate  Ciourt  within  six  months  after  the 
erection  of  said  telegra])h  lines  acro.ss  t!ie  lands  of  such  persons. 

See.  7. — Any  telegra]>h  company  may  at  any  time,  v/ith  the  consent  of  the  per- 
sons holding  two-thirds  of  the  issued  stock  of  said  company,  sell,  lease,  assign,  trans- 
fer and  convey  any  rights,  privileges,  franchises  and  property  of  said  company. 

See.  8. — This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  or  impair  any  rights  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Telegraph  Company.

yin  jiCT/or  ihc  liegulailon  of  the  Telegraphy  audio  secure  Secrecy  and  Fidelity  in  the 

transmission  of  Telegruphic  Messages. 

See.  ]. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Ut;i  !i:  That  if  any  ofiieer,  agent,  operator,  clerk  or  employee  of  any  telegraph, 
company  or  any  otlier  pjersoii,  shall  wilfully  (iivulge  to  any  other  person  than  the 
pjarty  from  whom  the  same  was  received,  or  to  whom  the  same  is  addressed,  or  his 
ageiit  or  attorney,  any  message  received  or  sent  or  intended  to  be  sent  over  any 
telegraph  line,  or  the  contents,  substance,  purport,  effect  or  meaning  of  such 
message  or  any  part  thereof,  or  shall  wilfully  alter  any  such  message  by  adding 
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thereto  or  omitting  therefrom  any  word  or  words,  figure  or  figures,  so  as  to 
materially  change  the  sense,  purport  or  meaning  of  such  message  to  the  injury  of 
the  person  sending  or  desiring  to  send  the  same,  or  to  whom  the  same  was  directed, 
the  person  so  oflending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court:  Provided,  that  whetj  numeralsor  words  of  number  occur  in  any  message,  the 
operator  or  clerk  sendingor  receiving  may  express  thesame  in  wordsor  in  both  words 
and  figures,  and  such  fact  sliall  not  be  deemed  au  alteration  of  the  message,  nor  in 
any  manner  affect  its  genuineness,  force  or  validity. 

— If  any  agent,  operator  or  employee  in  any  telegraph  office,  or  anj^  other 
person,  shall,  knowingly  and  wilfully,  send  J\y  telegraph  to  any  person  or  persons 
any  false  or  forged  message  pur))orting  to  be  from  such  tel egraj)!!  office,  or  from  any 
other  person,  or  shall  wilfully  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  any  ])erson  any 
such  message  falselj’  purporting  to  have  been  received  by  telegraph,  or  if  any  person 
or  iiersons  shall  furnish  or  conspire  to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  any  such 
agent,  operator  or  employee,  to  bo  so  sent  by  telegraph  or  to  be  so  delivered,  any 
such  message,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  or  forged,  with  the  intent  to  deceive, 
injure  or  defraud  any  individual,  partnership  or  corporation  or  the  public,  the 
person  or  persons  so  otfending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  ofthecourt. 

Bee.  8. — If  any  agent,  o])erator  or  employee  in  any  telegraph  office  shall  in  any 
way  use  m*  appropriate  any  information  (lerived  by  him  from  any  private  message  or 
messages  passing  through  his  hands,  and  addressed  to  any  other  person  or  ])ersons,  or 
in  any  other  manner  acquired  by  him  by  reason  of  his  trust  as  such  agent,  operator  or 
(Miiployce,  or  shall  trade  or  speculate  upon  any  such  information  so  obtained,  or  in 
any  manner  turji  or  attempt  to  turn  the  same  to  his  own  account,  profit  or  advantage, 
the  ]ierson  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  pun-

— If  any  agent,  operator  or  eiujfioyee  in  any  telegraph  office  shall  unreason- 
ably and  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  send  any  message  received  at  such  office  for 
transmission,  or  shall  unreasonably  and  wilfully  i)ostpone  the  same  out  of  its  order, 
or  shall  unreasonably  and  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver  any  message  received 
by  telegraph,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
may  be  punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  live  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  six  months,*  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imijrisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court:  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  require  any

instigate  or  further  any  fraudulent  plan  or  ])urpose,  or  to  instigate  or  encourage  the 
perpetration  of  any  unlawful  act,  or  to  faeiiilate  tlie  escape  of  any  criminal  or  person 
accused. of  crime. 

Bee.  o. — If  any  jiorson  not  connected  with  any  telegraxtli  office  shall,  without  the 
authority- or  consent  of  the  person  or  ])ersons  to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed, 
wfilfully  or  unlawfully  open  any  sealed  envcloj)o  inclosing  a telegraphic  niossagc  and 
addressed  to  any  other  person  or  persons,  with  the  purpose  of  learning  the  contents  of 
such  message,  or  shall  fraudulently  rejn’eseut  any  other  jierson  or  persons,  and  thereby 
procure  to  be  delivered  to  himself  any  telegraphic  message  addressed  to  such  other 
person  or  persons,  with  the  intent  to  use,  destroy  or  detain  the  same  from  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  reeeh'e  such  message,  the  person  so  offendingshall  be  deemed  guilty

Bsc  G. — If  any  persoji  not  connected  with  any  telegraphic  company  shall,  by  moans 
of  any  machine,  instrument  or  contrivance,  or  in  any  other  manner,  wilfully  and  fraud- 
ulently read  or  attempt  to  road  any  message,  or  to  learn  the  contents  thereof,  whilst 
the  same  is  being  scut  over  any  telegraph  line;  or  shall  wilfully  and  fraudulently  or 
clandestinely  learn  or  attempt  to  learn  the  contents  or  mcaning.of  any  message  w'hilo 
the  same  is  in  any  tclcgraj^h  office,  or  is  being  received  thereat  or  sent  tlierefrom;  or 
shall  use  or  attempt  to  use  or  communicate  to  others  any  information  so  obtained  by 
any  person,  the  ])orson  .so  oflending  shall  he  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
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shall  be  punished  by  line  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  oi’  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.

meanor, and  shall  be  punished  by  line  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  impri- 
sonment not  to  exceed  one  year,  <jr  l>y  l)oth  such  line  and  imprisonment,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Court.

— Cxeent  as  hereinberore  otherwise  proviiled,  any  insli  umentin  writing, 
duly  certilied  under  bis  hand  and  ofrieial  seal  by  a Notary  Public,  Commissioner  of 
Deeds  or  a Plerk  of  a Court,  of  i-ecord,  to  he  genuine  within  the  piersonal  knowledge 
of  i-uch  ollieer,  may,  together  with  such  certificate,  be  sent  by  telegrapli;  and  the 
telegraphic  copy  liiereof  shall,  pri rna,  facie  only,  liave  the  same  force,  efiect  ami  va- 
lidity, in  all  respects  wbadsoever,  as  the  original;  and  the  linrdett  of  jnoof  slia.il  rest 
v/itii  the  party  denying  the  genninene.«s  or  due  exeention  of  the  original. 

Sec.  Id  — Whenever  any  person  or  persons  .shall  have  been  imlicteil  or  accused 
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on  oath  of  any  public  offeuse,  or  thereof  couvicted,  and  a warrant  of  arrest  shall  have 
been  issued,  the  3Iagistrate  issuing  sucli  M'arrant,  or  any  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
or  of  any  District,  County  or  Probate  Court  may  indorse  thereon  an  order  signed  by 
him  and  authorizing  the  service  thereof  by  telegraph,  and  thereupon  such  warrant 
and  order  may  be  sent  by  telegraph  to  any  Marshal,  Sheriff,  Constable  or  Policeman;

— Whenever  any  document  to  be  sent  by  telegraph  bears  a seal,  either  pri- 
vate or  official,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  operator,  in  sending  the  same,  to 
telegraph  a description  of  the  seal,  or  any  words  or  device  thereon,  but  the  same 
may  be  exiwessed  in  the  telegraphic  copy  by  the  letters  “L.S.,”  or  by  the  word 
“Seal.” 

Sec.  19. — The  President  or  Secretar5*  of  any  telegraph  company  doing  business 
in  this  Territory  may  file  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  prnicipal  office  of  said  company  within  this  Territory  is  situated,  a copy  of  any 
printed  blank  or  envelope,  picture  or  device,  used  or  intended  so  to  be,  by  s#id  com- 
pany, with  his  certificate  that  the  same  is  commonly  used,  or  is  intended  so  to  be,  in 
the  business  of  said  company  as  a distinguishing  mark,  notice  or  index  of  said  busi- 
ness, and  thereupon  such  blank,  envelope,  picture  or  device  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  said  company:  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  unless  by  the  employ- 
ment or  ijermission  of  said  company,  to  print,  publish,  distribute  or  use,  or  cause  to 
be  printed,  published,  distributed  or  used,  either  of  them,  or  any  copy,  counterfeit, 
similitude  or  imitation  thereof.  Any  person  willfully  offending  against  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  maybe  punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  <lollars,  or 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months. 

See.  20. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  telegraph  company  doing  business  in  this 
Territory  to'  transmit  all  dispatches  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received,  under 
the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  by  the  person 
or  persons  whose  dispatch  is  postponed  out  of  its  order:  Provided,  that  communica- 
tions to  and  from  public  officers  on  official  business  may  have  precedence  over  all 
other  communications:  And,  provided  also,  that  intelligence  of  general  and  public 
interest  may  be  transmitted  for  publication  out  of  its  order. 

Sec.  21. — The  term  “telegraphic  copy”  or  “telegraphic  duplicate,”  wherever 
used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  copy  of  a message  made  or  prepared 
for  delivery  at  the  office  to  which  said  message  may  have  been  sent  by  telegraph. 

Sec.  22. — The  California  State  Telegraph  Company,  a company  formed  within 
the  State  of  California,  and  having  its  principal  office  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco 
and  doing  business  within  the  Territory  of  Utah,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  duly  iu- 
corporaj;ed  under  its  present  corporate  name,  style  and  organization;  and  the  right 
is  hereby  granted  to  said  company  to  acquire,  own  and  enjoy,  and  to  dispose  of  any 
and  all  property  real  and  personal,  franchises  and  privileges  as  may  be  proper  or  con- 
venient for  the  transaction  of  its  business  and  for  effectually  carrjung  out  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  said  company,  as  fully  and  completely  as  ifsaid  company  had  been 
originally  formed  and  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  hereby 
conferring  upon  sai<l  company  :is  ample  power  to  do  and  transact  business  and  main- 
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taiu  its  riglifs  in  all  Courts  and  places  as  is  or  may  be  possessed  by  domestic  corpo- 
rations or  natural  persons.

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CHAPTER  LXXV. 

ACT  'iJi'Oviding  for  a Poll  Tax  for  Road  Purpof^ea. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  each  County  Court  shall,  at  its  next  December  term,  district  its 
respective  county  into  as  many  portions  as  may,  in  its  judgment,  render  it  convenient 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  most  effectively  for  the  general  good,  and 
appoint,  a Supervisor  for  each  district.  It  shall  require  annually  a poll  tax,  not  to 
execeed  two  day’s  labor,  or  one  and  a half  dollars  per  day  in  lieu  thereof,  of  every 
able-bodied  male  inhabitant  over  sixteen  and  under  fifty  years  of  age;  said  labor  to 
be  performed  upon  any  Territorial  or  county  road  within  the  limits  of  the  county, 
under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Supervisors;  and  all  means,  other  than  labo*r, 
accruing  from  said  tax,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Supervisor  of  the  district,  to  be  bj’' 
him  expended  to  the  best  advantage  upon  the  roads  aforesaid,  after  reserving  there- 
from an  amount  sufficient  to  remunerate  himself  for  his  servises,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Supervisor  shall  give  bonds,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Probate  Judge  or  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  payable  to  the  people  of  their  respec- 
tive counties,  for  a sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  according  to  the  requirements  of  this  act,  which  bond 
shall  be  filed  in  the  oftlce  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  and  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  day’s  faithful  service  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  poll  tax  of  his  district. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Court  to  furnish  each  Supervisor  with 
a suitable  book  for  his  official  accounts,  containing  a list  of  poll  tax  payers  within 
his  distnct,  so  near  as  may  be,  together  with  a statement  of  the  amount  of  poll  tax 
re<iuired  of  each  person  liable  under  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  which  the  Super- 
visor is  authorized  and  required  to  add  the  names  of  all  persons  within  his  district 
thus  liable,  whose  names  may  have  been  omitted. 

Sec.  4. — Each  Supervisor  shall,  at  his  discretion,  notify  so  many  persons,  whose 
names  are  on  bis  list,  as  he  may  deem  practicable,  to  appear  at  such  time  and  place 
as  their  services  may  be  required,  with  appropriate  tools  for  the  kind  of  work  to  be 
performed,  giving  the  parties  at  least  three  days’  notice  of  such  requirement.  When, 
teams  may  be  required,  the  Supervisor  shall  negotiate  for  the  same  at  an  equitable 
rate. 

Sec.  5. — Any  person  notified,  as  provided  by  section  four,  desirous  of  making 
other  pay  than  labor,  may  give  the  supervisor  notice  accordingly;  and  if  he  pay  the 
amount  of  his  tax  for  the  current  year  before  the  day  he  has  been  required  to  perform 
the  labor,  he  shall  be  justified  in  non-appearance;  but,  otherwise,  the  Supervisor 
may,  as  such,  sue  and  collect  tlie  same  as  an  action  of  debt,  and  no  i>roperty  shall  be 
exempt  from  execution  on  judgment  so  recovered. 

Sec.  G. — Each  Supervisor  shall,  at  the  December  term  of  the  County  Court, 
annually  make  a full  report  to  said  Court  of  the  amount  of  labor  performed,  the 
amount  collected  ill  other  means,  and  in  wlsat  manner  expended,  with  the  amount 
and  kind  of  moans  on  hand.

CHAPTER  LXXVI. 

An  ACT  to  Regulate  Fisheries,  and  to  Prohibit  Fish  Traps  and  other  Contrivances  for 

Catching  Fish  in  the  River  Jordan. 

bee.  1. — Be  iteuacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  County  Courts  of  the  several  counties  are  hereby  authorized  to 
control  ail  fisheries  in  their  respective  counties,  to  permit,  regulate,  license,  restrain 
or  cause  to  be  removed  any  and  all  fish  traps  or  other  contrivances  for  catching  fish 
in  any  and  all  the  rivers  and  streams  of  this  Territory,  excepting  only  the  river 
Jordan,  which  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  kept  open  and  free 
from  all  traps  and  other  contrivances  for  catching  fish,  which  would  block  up  or 
turn  the  main  current  of  the  stream  into  any  other  channel  for  therpurpose  of  irre- 
venting  the  free  migration  offish  down  said" river  Jordan. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  or  persons  wishing  to  erect  a fish  trap 
or  other  contrivance  for  catching  f.^h,  which  would  tend  to  hinder  the  free  migration 
of  fish  in  any  of  the  rivers  or  streams  of  this  Territory,  to  petition  the  County  Court 
of  the  county  in  which  such  fish  trap  or  other  contrivance  for  catching  fish  is- 
designed  to  be  erected  or  placed,  giving  at  least  thirty  days’  notice  of  their  intend 
tion  to  make  such  application,  by  posting  up  notices  in  three  public  places  in  said 
county,  or  by  advertising  for  three  consecutive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  printea 
in  this  Territory.  On  such  application  being  made,  the  County  Court  may  grant 
license  to  the  party  or  parties  so  applying:  Provided,  that  such  grant  does  not  inter* 
fere  with  the  rightss  and  privileges  of  any  other  citizen,  or  tend  to  the  needless 
destruction  of  fish:  And,  provided  further,  that  the  river  Jordan  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  control  of  all  the  County  Courts. 

Sec.  3. — All  persons  now  owning  fish  traps  or  other  contrivances  for  catching 
fish,  which  have  been  heretofore  placed  in  any  of  the  rivers  or  streams  in  this  Terri- 
tory, shall  remove  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  under 
penalty  of  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  excepting  said  person  or  persons 
owning  such  fish  trap  or  other  contrivance  for  catching  fish  shall  obtain,  from  the 
County  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  is  located,  the  right  to  continue  the 
same. 

Sec.  4. — Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shalkbe  liable 
to  a fine  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
collected  before  any  Court  having  jurisdiction;  and  all  such  fines,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  County  treasury. 

Sec.  5. — That  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  prevent  the  needless  destruction  of  Qsh,” 
approved  January  13.  18.53,  is  hereby  repealed.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territor\- 
of  Utah:  That  no  person  .shall  be  allowed  to  erect  a slaughter-house  or  yard,  or  to 
commence  the  business  of  butchering  or  keeping  a meat  market,  without  first  obtain- 
ing a license  therefor  from  the  CounW  Court  of  the  county  in  which  such  business  is 
designed  to  be  carried  on. 

Sec.  2.— All  pensons  so  licensed  as  butchers  shall  keep  a book  in  which  they  shall 
record  a faithful  de.scription  of  the  age,  size  and  colors  of  all  cattle  by  them  killed, 
with  tlie  brands  and  ear  marks  thereon,  together  with  the  name  of  the  penson  from 
whom  received  and  the  tinre  when  killed,  which  book  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  })ublic. 

Sec.  8. — All  persons  who  receive  license  from  tlie  County  Court  for  establishing  a 
butchery  or  meat  market,  shall  ])ay  (juarterly  in  advance  into  the  County  'rreasury 
such  sum  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  sufficient  ]>y  the  County  Court  of  the  proper 
county. 

Sec.  4. — Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  pay  a fine 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.

An  OP DINANCE  incorporating  the.  Church  i>f  .psus  Christ  of  Laitcr- dag  Saints. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
all  that  portion  of  the  inliabitants  of  said  Stab'  Avhich  novr  are  or  hereafter  may 
become  residenis  therein,  and  which  are  know.u  and  distinguished  as  “The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,”  are  hereby  incorporated,  constituted,  made 
and  declared  a Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  original  name 
and  style  of  “The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,”  as  now  organized, 
with  full  power  and  authority  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  or  ofpiity  in  this  State;  to  establish  order  and  regulate  worship;  and 
hold  and  occupy  real  and  personal  estate;  and  have  and  use  a seal,  which  they  may 
alter  at  pleasure. 

See.  2. — And  be  it  further  ordained  that  said  Body  or  Church,  as  a religious 
society,  may,  at  a general  or  special  Conference,  elect  one  “Trustee  in  Trust”  and 
not  to  exceed  twelve  AssistaiU  Trustees,  to  receive,  hold,  buy,  sell,  manage,  use  and 
control  the  real  and  personal  pioperty  of  said  Church,  which  said  property  shall  be 
free  from  taxation:  \yhieh  Trustee  and  Assistant  Trustees,  when  elected  or  appoint- 
ed, shall  give  bonds  with  approved  security,  in  whatever  sum  the  said  Conference 
may  deem  suftieient,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several  duties;  which  said 
bonds,  wdien  approved,  shall  be  hied  in  the  General  Church  Recorder’s  office,  at 
the  seat  of  general  church  business,  when  said  bondsare  approved  by  said  conference; 
and  said  Trustee  and  Assistant  Trustees  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  said  Church;  and  thei’e  shall  -also  be  made,  by  the  (Jerk  of  the  Conference  of 
said  Church,  a certificate  of  such  election  or  apiaointment  of  said  Trustee  and 
Assistant  Trustees,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  General  Church  Recorder’s 
otfice,  at  the  seat  of  general  church  l)usiness;  and  when  said  bonds  are  filed  and  said 
eertificate.s  recorded,  said  Trustee  or  Assistant  Trustees  may  receive  property,  real 
or  personal,  by  gift,  donation,  berpiest,  or  in  any  manner  not  incompatible  with  the 
principles  of  righteousnes  or  the  rules  of  justice,  inasmuch  as  the  same  shall  be 
useii,  managed,  or  disposed  of  for  the  benefit,  improvement,  erection  of  houses  for 
public  worship  and  instruction,  and  the  well  being  of  said  Church. 

See.  8. — zVnd  be  it  further  ordained  that  as  said  Church  holds  the  constitutional 
and  original  right,  in  common  withall  civil  and  religious  communities,  “to  worship 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience;”  to  reverence  communion  agreeably  to 
the  principles  of  truth,  and  to  solemnize  marriage  compatible  with  the  revelations 
of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  security  and  full  enjoyment  of  all  blessings  and  privileges 
embodied  in  the  religion  of  .Jesus  Christ  fi-ee  to  all,  it  is  also  declared  that  said 
Church  does  and  shall  possess  and  enjoy  continually  the  power  and  authoritj',  in 
and  of  itself,  to  originate,  make,  pa,ss  and  establish  rules,  regulations,  ordinances, 
laws,  customs  and  eriterions  for  the  good  order,  safety,  government,  conveniences, 
comfort  and  control  of  said  Church,  and  for  the  punishment  or  forgiveness  of  all 
olfences  relative  to  fellow'ship,  according  to  Church  covenants;  that  the  pursuit  of 
bliss  and  the  enjoyment  of  life  in  every  capacity  of  public  association  and 
domestic  happiness,  temporal  expansion  or  spiritual  increase  upon  the  earth  may 
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not  legally  be  questioned:  Provided  however,  that  each  and  every  act  or  practice 
so  established  or  adopted  for  law  or  custom,  shall  relate  to  solemnities,  sacraments, 
ceremonies,  consecrations,  endowments,  tithiugs,  marriages,  fellowship,  or  the 
religious  duties  of  man  to  liis  Maker;  inasmuch  as  the  doctrines,  principles,  practices 
or  performances  support  virtue  and  increase  morality,  and  are  not  inconsistent 
with  or  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  are 
founded  in  the  revelations  of  the  Lord. 

Sec.  4. — And  be  it  further  ordained  that  said  Church  shall  keep,  at  every  full 
organized  Branch  or  Stake,  a registry  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths,  free  for  the 
inspection  of  all  members  and  for  their  benefit. 

Sec.  5. — And  be  it  further  ordaiued  that  the  Presidency  of  said  Church  shall  fill 
all  vacancies  of  the  Assistant  Trustees,  necessary  to  be  filled,  until  superceded  by  the 
Conference  of  said  Church. 

Sec.  G. — Be  it  further  ordained  that  no  Assistant  Trustee  or  Trustees,  shall 
transact  business  in  relation  to  buying,  selling  or  otherwise  disposing  of ’Church 
property,  without  the  consent  or  apirroval  of  the  Trustee  in  Trust  of  said  Church.

CHAPTER  LXXXVI. 

An  ORDINANCE  incorporating  the  University  of  the  State  of  Deseret. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  a 
University  is  hereby  instituted  and  incorporated,  located  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  by 
the  name  and  title  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Deseret. 

Sec.  2.— The  powers  of  the  University  shall  be  vested  in  a Chancellor  and  twelve 
Regents,  the  numbe*"  of  which  Regents  may  be  iucreased  when  necessarj',  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  hold 
their  olfice  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 

Sec.  3. — The  Chancellor  ,shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  University, 
and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4. — The  Chancellor  and  Board  of  Regents  are  a body  corporate,  to  sue  and 
be  sued;  to  act  as  Trustees  of  the  University;  to  transact  or  cause  to  be  transacted  all 
business  needful  to  the  prosperity  of  the  University  in  advancing  all  useful  and  fine 
arts  and  sciences;  to  select  and  procure  lands;  erect  and  purchase  buildings;  solicit 
donations;  send  agents  abroad;  receive  subscriptions;  purchase  books,  maps,  charts 
and  all  apparatus  necessary  for  the  most  liberal  endowment  of  any  library  and 
scientific  institution;  employ  professors  and  teachers;  make  by-laws;  establish 
branches  of  the  University  throughout  the  State;  and  do  all  other  things  that  fathers 
and  guardians  of  the  Institution  ought  to  do. 

Sec.  5.— The  Chancellor  and  Regents  may  appoint  a Secretary,  and  define  his 
duties. 

Sec.  6. — The  Chancellor,  Regents  and  Secretary,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  shall  each  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  tile  a bond  in  the 
office  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  with  approved  securities,  in  a sum  not  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several 
duties;  which  sum  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  of  the  State. 

Sec.  7. — There  shall  be  a Treasurer  of  the  University  elected  in  the  same  manner 
and  for  the  same  time  as  the  Chancellors  and  Regents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive  and  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  University  or  dispose  of  the  same  as  he  shall 
be  directed  by  the  Board  of  Regents;  and  keep  accurate  records  of  all  funds  that  may 
come  into  his  possession;  and  keep  his  books  open  at  all  times  for  the  inspection  of 
the  Chancellor  and  Regents,  or  any  of  them,  and  of  the  Executive  and  Secretary  of 
State. 

Sec.  8. — The  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take 
an  oath  of  office  and  file  a bond,  with  approved  security,  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  which  sum  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Executive  of  the  State. 
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Sec.  i). — Should  g.  vacaucy  occur  in  the  Board  of  .Regents  or  any  office  in  the 
Institution,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Executive  of  the  State 
may  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  10. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  tiie  University  to  prev>are  and 
open  books,  and  be  ready  to  receive  subscriptions,  donations  and  appropriations,  on 
or  before  the  sixth  day  of  A i:)ril  next;  and  shall  legibly  eivter  upon  their  books  all 
subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  Ihiiversity,  witli  the  names  of  the  donors,  time 
and  place,  and  preserve  the  same. 

Wee.  11. — The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  a seal  known  as  the  seal  of  the 
Eniversity,  which  may  accompany  all  their  officiai  correspoyKi.  nee,  and  all  other 
legal  documents  given  usider  the  bands  <>f  the  Regency  of  the  Uni  varsity. 

Wee.  12. — It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Chancellor  and  Board  nf  Regents,  as  soon 
as  the  funds  arising  from  donations  or  otherwise  may  justify,  tu  establish  a free 
school  institution  for  the  benefit  of  orphans  and  other  indigent  woi  i liy  persons. 

Sec.  13. — The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  each  present  a full  and  explicit 
report  in  writing  of  the  situation,  funds  and  doings  of  the  University  in  their  several 
departments,  by  the  fifteenth  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts.

Sec.  1 — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  portion  of  land  described  as  follows,  to  wit;  Beginning  at  a 
point  one  half  mile  due  east  from  the  northeast  eormu*  of  plot  B,  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  extending  due  south  two  hundred  and  eighty  rods;  thence  east  one  mile; 
thence  north  two  hundred  and  eighty  rods;  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning;^ 
or  as  it  is  now  boimde<l  and  commonly  known  as  the  University  ground,  granted  to 
the  University  of  the  State  of  Deseret  by  the  Legislative  As.sembly  of  the  Provisional 
(.lovernment,  is  granted  and  conlirmed  unto  the  said  University  of  the  State  of  Des- 
eret, togetheimvith  all  the  privileges,  j)roducts,  appurtenajices  and  I^enelits  apper- 
taining thereto  or  arising  therefrom.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  live  hundred  dollars  is  appropriated,  out  of 
any- money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  drawn  by  the  Chancel- 
lor, and  expended  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Chaneelior  and  Board  of 
Regents  in  procuring  fonts  of  Deseret  alphabet  type,  in  paying  for  printing  book.s 
with  said  type,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  2. — The  Ciiancellor  and  Board  of  Regents  are  authorized  and  required  to  fur- 
nish, or  cause  to  be  furnished,  copy  for  ail  publications  they  may  order,  to  control 
the  sale  thereof,  and  to  apply  the  profits  arising  therefrom  to  the  most  advantageous 
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promotion  of  education,  including  such  payments  to  the  Superintendent  of  common 
schools  for  services  rendered  under  their  direction,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  proper.

An  ACT  hicorporatiny  ''The  Demret  Ayrieultnral  and  Munvjaciurinrj  Sociclij.'” 

Sec.  1. — Witli  a view  of  ijromoting  the  arts  of  domestic  industiy,  and  to  encourage 
the  production  of  acticlesfrom  the  native  elements  in  this  Territory:  Be  it  enacted  )iy 
the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah:  That  the  “ Desere't 
Agricultural  and  Manufacturing  Society’’  be  formed  and  chartered  as  follows: — 

Sec.  2. — There* shall  be  a President  and  eleven  directors  who  shall,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  may  elect  a 
Treasurer  and  Secretaiy,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  8. — Said  Board  of  President  and  Directors  are  hereby  constituted  a body  cor- 
porate, with  perpetual  succession;  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “The 
Deseret  Agricultural  and  Manufacturing  Society,”  and  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  laAv  or  equity;  and  may  have  a seal 
which  they  may  use  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  4.— Said  Society  have  poAver  to  make,  estalfiish  and  carry  out  all  needful  bye- 
laAvs,  not  conflicting  Avith  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this 
Territory;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  exercise  of  the 
poAA’ers  herein  conferred,  and  for  prompting  the  objects  contemplated  in  this  act. 

Sec.  5. — They  shall  hold  an  annual  exhibition  at  Great  Salt  Lake  Citj*,  or  at  such 
other  place  or  ifiaces  as  they  shall  deem  proper’,  of  all  such  agricultural  irroducts,  stock 
and  domestic  manufactured  articles  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  be  best  calculated  to 
stimulate  the  people  of  this  Territory  in  industrial  pursuits,  and  best  subser\’e  the 
cause  of  domestic  industry;  and  shall  aAvard  premiums  for  the  best  specimens  of  all 
such  articles  and  animals  as  they  Avill  permit  to  be  entered  in  the  lists  for  competition; 
and  shall  annually  publish  a list  .of  what  they  Avill  consider  entitled  to  premiuhis  and 
fix  the  rate  and  aAvard  premiums  as  they  shall  deem  proper:  ProA'ided,  that  ther 
articles  than  those  included  in  the  list  shall  be  admitted  and  arranged  for  by  the 
Board,  and  be  exhibited  under  their  direction. 

Sec.  (i. — A majority  of  said  Board  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  Inisiness,  may  fill 
A'acancies  in  the  Board,  and  fix  the  manner  and  rate  of  the  admission  of  members  to 
said  Society. 

Sec.  7. — For  the  purpose  of  starling  this  enterprise  and  aiding  the  President  and 
Directors  in  carrying  out  tlie  objects  contemplated  in  this  act,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  is  hereby  apx)i’opriated,  to  be  draAvn  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  Society,  and 
expended  by  the  Board  in  aAA'arding  jn’emiums  for  the  bqst  siiecimens  of  natiA’e  pro- 
ductions on  exhibition  for  jn’emiums  under  their  direction. 

Sec.  <S.--Xo  person  can  become  a member  of  this  society,  or  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  premium,  without  conqilying  with  such  rules  and  terms  of  admission  as  sliall  be 
established  by  said  Board.

CHAPTER  XC. 

AC2'  aincndhif/,  eonfirmlnfj  and  legalizing  an  " Ordinance  incorporating  the 
Peipctacd  Emigrating  Fund  CompanyE 


Sec.  i. — Be  it  enacted  I)v  llic  GoA'ernor  and  JjGgislatiA'c  Assembly  of  the  Terr!  lory 
of  rtah;  That  the  “Ordinance  incorporating  the  Perx)ctual  Emigrating  Fund  Com- 
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paBy,”  passed  by  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  approved  Sept. 

1-1  1850,  is  hereby  amended,  confirmed  and  legalized  as  follows: — 

’ Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  a general 
Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  or  a special  Conference 
<»f  said  Church,  to  be  called  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  First  Presidency  of  said 
Church  shall  appoint,  is  hereby  authorized  to  elect,  by  a majority,  a company  of  not 
less  than  thirteen  men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  their  President,  and  the 
others  as  Assistants. 

Sec.  2. — This  company  is  hereby  made  and  constitated  a body  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  “The  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund  Company;"  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal  which  they  may  alter  at 
2>leasure. 

Sec.  3. — Said  company,  under  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  ancl  l)e  im2)ieaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  c^ourts  of  law  or 
equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  i)urchase,  receive  and  hold,  either  by  dona- 
tion, *or  deposit,  or  otherwise,  money  and  every  kind  of  proiierty  real  and  jiersonal;  to 
omit  bills  of  credit  and  exchange;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  jiroperty  real  and 
liersonai;  and,  finally,  to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  such  acts  as  shall  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  interest,  iirotcction,  convenience  or  benefit  of  said  company. 

yec.  4. — A majority  or  such  members  of  said  company  as  may  at  any  time  be  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood  ot  their  President,  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business, 
and  shall  elect  a Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  have  power  to  select  and  appoint 
ail  other  officers  and  agents  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  said  company. 

Sec.  5. — The  President  and  Assistants  shall  individually  give  bond  and  security 
in  a sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  First  President 
of  said  Church,  and  filed  in  the  General  Church  Eecorder’s  office. 

Sec.  6.— The  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  all  other  officers  or  agents  appointed 
by  the  company,  shall  give  bonds  and  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  President  of 
the  company,  and  filed  in  the  company  Secretary’s  office. 

Sec.  7. --There  shall  be  a general  settlement  of  all  business  transactions  of  the 
comiiany,  so  far  as  returns  received  from  abroad  will  permit,  as  often  as  once  in  each 
year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  olticers  and  agents  to  make  out  correct 
returns  of  all  their  transactions,  and  deliver  or  transmit  them  to  the  Secretary  of 
said  company  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year;  and,  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  company  to 
jiroduce  or  exhibit  a manifest  thereof,  and  file  it  in  the  Secretary’s  office  and  file  a 
«opy  of  said  manifest  in  tlie  General  Church  Kecorder’s  office. 

Sec.  8.— [t  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  kee^)  an  accurate  account  of  all 
money  or  property  received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  make  returns  as  hereinbefore 
directed. 

Sec.  0. — The  comi)auy  sliali  have  the  power  of  appointing  and  removing  their 
oflieers  and  agents  at  pleasure;  and  it  shall  be  theduty  of  saidpersons  v^ben  removed 
to  pay  and  pass  into  the  hands  of  their  respective  successors,  or  of  the  company,  all 
monies,  property,  books,  fiapers  and  accounts,  of  every  name  and  nature,  belonging 
or  in  any  way  pertaining  to  the  business  of  said  comiiany. 

Sec.  10. — The  entire  proceeds  of  the  business  of  this  company  shall  inure  to  the 
Peiqietual  Emigrating  Fund  for  the  poor,  whether  arising  from  donations,  insur- 
ance, deposits,  exchange,  increased  value  of  property,  or  in  any  other  way  or  manner 
whatsoever;  and  the  general  business  of  the  company  shall  be  devoted,  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  First  Presidency  of  said  Church,  to  jiromote, 
facilitate  and  aeeomplisli  the  emigration  of  the  poor. 

Sec.  11. — The  member.^  of  this  company  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Conferences  hereinbefore  mentioned;  but  the  First  Presidency  of  said  Church 
shall  have  power  to  fill  ail  vacancies  that  may  occur  by  death,  removal,  or  other- 
wise; and  all  persons  so  appointed  shall  (pialify  and  serve  as  hereinbefore  directed, 
and  bold  their  offices  until  superseded  b.y  an  election. 

Sec.  12.— ISTo  ofiicer,  agent  or  member  of  tb.e  company  shall  be  permitted  to 
retain  in  Iiis  hands  aiiy  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  company  as  compensation,  but 
may  receive  such  remuuemtion  as  shall  be  awarded  uxion  settlement  with  tne  Board 
of  President  and  Assi-stauts. 

Sec.  13. — All  persons  receiving  assistance  from  the  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund 
Company  shall  be  held  resjionsible  therefor  until  paid. 

Sec.  14. — The  islands  in  Great  Salt  Lake  known  as  Stanshury’s  Island  and 
Antelope  I.^-lasrl  are  hereby  reserved  and  apiiropriated  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
company,  and  said  i.slands  sbnli  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  President  Brigham 
Young.

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CHAPTER  XCI. 

An  ACT  incorijoratinrj  Great  Salt  Lake  Cit>j. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  C4ovemor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  TeiTitory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  countiy  embraced  in  the  following’  boundaries,  to 
wit: — Beginning  at  a point  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  rods  north  of  the  Hot 
Spring,  thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of  the  Jordan  river,  thence  up  the  west  bank 
thereof  to  a point  directly  w'est  from  the  southwest  corner  of  the  five  acre  lots  accord- 
ing to  the  present  sui’\’ey,  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  said  lots  to  the  southeast 
corner  thereof,  thence  east  nine  hundred  rods,  thence  north  to  a point  directly  east  of 
the  beginning,  thence  west  to  the  aforsaid  i)lace  of  beginning  shall  be  known  and 
designated  by  the  name  and  style  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
are  hereby  constituted  a body  coi’iDorate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
with  perpetual  succession;  and  shall  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which  they  may 
change  and  alter  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  City,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold,  sell, 
lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said  City, 
both  within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  jirotect  such  pro- 
perty, and  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — Said  City  shall  be  divided  into  five  Municipal  Wards,  Avhose  boundaries 
shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Municipal  Government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a City  Coun- 
cil, to  be  composed  of  a Mayor,  five  Aldermen,  one  from  each  Ward, and  nine  Coun- 
cillors, who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  iir  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  qualified  A’oters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  ofiices  for  tAvo  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  5. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  Avhich  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor,  five 
Aldermen,  nine  Councillors,  one  Marshal,  one  Treasurer  and  one  Recorder;  and  the 
persons  respoctiA’ely  rccei\’ing  the  highest  number  of  A’otes  cast  in  the  city  for  said 
offices  shall  be  declared  elected.  When  tAvo  or  more  candidates  for  an  electiA’e  office 
shall  liaA’e  an  equal  number  of  A'otes  for  the  same  oificc,  the  election  shall  be  determ- 
ined by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  6. — The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  AA’it: — The  County  Clerk  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County  shall  cause  notice  of 
the  time  and  place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  adv'ertised 
in  some  newspaper  of  said  city,  or  posted  up  in  five  public  places  therein,  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Three  Judges  shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate 
Judge  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  day  of  election; 
said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks;  and  the  Judges  and- clerks,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  At  the  first  election  so  held,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  eight  o’clock  a.m., 
and  shall  close  at  six  o’clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal 
up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  the  names  of  the  electors,  and  transmit  the  same, 
within  two  days,  to  the  County  Clerk  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County.  As  soon  as  the 
returns  are  receiA’ed,  the  County  Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall 
unseal  and  examine  them,  and  furnish,  Avithin  five  days;  to  each  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  a certificate  of  his  election. 

Sec.  7. — The  manner  of  conducting  and  voting  at  all  subsetpient  elections  to  be 
held  under  this  act,  and  contesting  the  same;  the  keeping  of  thepoil  lists;  canvassing 
the  A’otes;  and  certifying  the  returns,  and  all  other  things  relating  thereto,  shall  be 
as  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.— There  shall  be  appointed  an  Assessor  and  Collector,  an  Audi  tor  of  Public 
Accounts,  a Supervisor  of  Streets,  a Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a Board  of  School 
Inspectors,  a Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  a Sexton  or  keeper  of  burial  grounds, 
a Chief  of  Police,  Inspectors,  Measurers  and  Weighers,  and  such  other  officers  and 
agents  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

Sec.  9. — E\’ery  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  may  be  removed  from  such  office  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council; 
and  no  officer  shall  be  remoA’ed  except  for  cause,  nor  unless  furnished  with  the 
charges  and  haA’e  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defence;  and  the  Council  shall 
have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  Avitnesses;  and  the  production  of  papers  when 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  such  trial,  and  shall  proceed,  Avithin  ten  days,  to  hear 
and  determine  upon  the  merits  of  the  case;  and  if  such  officer  shall  neglect  to  appear 
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and  answer  to  sueii  charges,  then  the  Council  may  declare  the  ofSee  vacant.  All 
officers  appointed  by  the  Council  ma}’  be  removed  at  any  time  by  vote,  at  discretion 
of  two-thirds  of  said  Council;  and  any  officer  may  be  suspended  until  the  disposition 
of  charges  preferred  against  him. 

Sec.  10. — Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  of  any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  every 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  elective,  judicial  or  administrative  office,  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties. thereof,  take  and  subscribe  a,n  oath  or  affirmation 
that  he  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory 
and  the  Ordinances  of  this  city,  and  that  he  will  v/ell  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties 
of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability,  and  file  the  same,  duly  certified 
by  the  officer  before  whom  it  was  taken,  with  the  city  Recorder. 

Sec.  11. — Any  person  or  persons  illegally  voting  at  any  election  under  this  act, 
shall  be  punishable  according  to  law  regulating  general  elections. 

Sec.  12. — The  Mayor  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  oath,  swear  or  affirm  that  he  will  devote  so  much  of  his  time  to 
the  duties  of  his  office  as  an  efficient  and  faithful  discharge  thereof  may  require;  and 
shall  from  time  to  time  give  the  Council  such  information  and  recommend  such 
measurers  as  Ise  may  deem  advantageous  to  the  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  conservators  of  the  peace  Avithin  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace; 
and,  when  so  qualified,  shall  possess  the  same  power  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil 
and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned 
as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city  by  the  Governor;  they  shall  account 
for  and  pay  over  to  the  city  Treasurer,  with  three  months,  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
received  by  them  in  their  judicial  capacity;  and  they  shall  each  keep  a docket, 
subject  at 'all  times  to  the ' inspection  of  the  City  Council  and  all  other  parties 
interested. 

Sec.  14. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  haA’e  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  issue  such  process  as  may  be 
necessary  to  cany  such  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect. 

Sec.  15.— -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a corporate 
capacity;  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city  and  all  other  parties  interested.  He  shall  have  and  keep  a plat  of  all  surveys 
within  the  city,  and  record  all  deeds,  transfers  or  other  instruments  of  writing  that 
may  be  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  the 
acknowledgement  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  IG. — The  Marshal  shall  per.^orm  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
City  Council  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace.  All  process  issued  by  the 
Mayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  l>e  directed  to  tlie  Marshal  or  his  deputy;  and  in  the 
execution  thereof  he  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  city  ordinance,  and  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer.  _ 

Sec.'  17. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  accouT)t  of  all  receqAts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner  as  the  City 
Council  shall  direct.  He  .shall  pay  all  moneys  that  may  come  to  his  hand,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  shall 
report  to  the  City  ( 'ouncil  a true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
.they  may  require. 

Sec.  18. — The  City  Council,  a majority  of  Avhoni  shaJl  form  a quorum  to  transact 
business,  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct;  and  the  Mayor, 
Avheu  pi’csent,  shall  preside  at  said  meetings  and  have  a casting  vote.  In  the  absence 
of  the  Mayor,  any  Alderman  present  may  be  appointed  to  preside,  in  such  manner 
as  sliall  be  provided  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  19. — The  City  Council  shall  hold  stated  meetings;  and  the  Mayor  or  an.y  tAvo 
Aldermen  may  call  special  meetings,  V)y  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of  said 
Council,  seiwe'd  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode.  Said  Council  shall 
determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and  quali- 
flcatioii  of  its  own  memhens. 

Sec.  20. — The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the  finan- 
ces and  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  belonging  to  the  corporation.^ 

Sec.21. — The  City  Council  is  hereby  empoAvered  within  the  Jurisdiction^  of  the 
city,  by  ordinance  and  the  enforcement  thereof,  to  prevent,  punish  or  prohibit  every 
kind  of  fraudulent  device  and  practice;  all  descriptions  of  gaming,  playing  at  dice, 
cards  or  other  games  of  chance,  wnth  or  without  betting._ 

Sec.  22, — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  or  taVjies  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  bawdy  and 
other  disorderly  houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition 
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of  all  instruments  and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming;  to  prevent  anj^  riot, 
noise,  disturbance  or  disorderlj"  assemblage;  and  to  restrain  and  punish  vagrants, 
mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  23. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  storekeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by  per- 
sons or  at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors  toan3’-  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent 
of  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  21. — To  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or  venders 
of  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop  keepers, 
grocers  and  keepers  of  ordinaries,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants, 
saloons  or  other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other 
liquors,  whether  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances  and  all 
other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  26. — To  prevent  or  regulate  the  rolling  of  hoops,  playing  at  ball,  flj’ing  of 
kites  or  anj^  other  amusement  or  practice  having  a tendencj'  to  annoj'  persons  pass- 
ing in  the  streets  or  on  the  sidewalks,  or  to  frighten  teams  or  horses. 

Sec.  27.— To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,’ 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  bj"^  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals;  to  compel  persons  to  put  up  posts  in  front  of  their  lots  to  fasten  their 
horses  or  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other  ani- 
mals attached  to  vehicles,  while  standing  or  remaining  in  the  street. 

Sec.  28. — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets  or  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other  ani-, 
mals,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  29. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry*;  and  to  authorize  the  distraining, 
impounding  or  sale  of  the  same,  for  the  penalty  and  costs  incurred  thereby;  and  t» 
impose  penalties  for  any  violation  of  city  ordinance  in  relation  thereto;  and  to  tax, 
prevent  or  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same,  when  at  large,  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  30. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  aiij- grocery,  cellar,  tallow-chan- 
dler shop,  soap-factor^',  taiineiy,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  any  unwholesome 
place,  to  cleanse,  remo'^^e  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  maybe 
necessarj'  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city. 

Sec.  31.— To  direct  thelocationandmanagementofandregulate  breweriesand  tan- 
neries; and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain  or 
prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments  and  establishments 
for  steaming  and  rendering  lard,  oil,  tallow',  offal  and  such  other  substances  as  can 
or  may  be  rendered;  and  ail  establishments  or  places  where  nauseous,  offensive  or 
unwholesome  business  may  be  carried  on. 

Sec.  32. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch  rosin  or  other  combustible  and  dangereus  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  convej’ing  of  gunpowder,  and  the 
use  of  candles  and  lights  in  barns,  stables  or  outhouses. 

Sec.  33. -^To  compel  persons  to  keep  the  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  in  front 
of  the  premises  owned  or  occcupied  by  them  on  East  Temple  Street,  from  the  Temple 
Block  South  to  the  intersection  with  Second  South  Street. 

Sec.  34. — To  abate  or  remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the  authors  thereof,  by  pen- 
alties of  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  to  define  and  declare  what  are  nuisances,  and 
authorize  and  direct  the  summaiy  abatement  thereof;  and  to  abate  all  nuisances 
which  are  or  may  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  peace  or  good  order. 

Sec.  35. — To  prevent>any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
iimits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city 
any  such  substances,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of 
anv  kind:  and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  by  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

bee.  36. — To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  side-walks  or  cross-w'alks;  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alle3's,  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein;  and  prevent  the 
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encumbering  of  the  ?treets  in  any  manner,  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injury. 

Sec.  37.— To  lay  out,  improve  and  regulate  the  x>ublic  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city;  to  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets  and  pub- 
lic grounds;  and  to  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  bounds  of  the  city. 

Sec.  38. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  crying  of 
goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  the  collection  of 
persons  on  the  streets  or  side-walks  by  auctioneers  and  others,  for  the  purpose  of 
business,  amusement  or  otherwise. 

See.  39. — To  regulate  and  determine  the  times  and  places  of  bathing  and  swim- 
ming in  the  river  or  other  waters  in  and  adjoining  said  city,  and  to  prevent  any 
obscene  or  indecent  exhibition,  exposure  or  conduct. 

Sec.  40. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contageous  diseases 
Into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  next  beyond  the  bounds  thereof. 

See.  41. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor.  Bonds  may  be  taken,  on  the  granting 
of  licenses,  for  the  due  observance  of  the  ordinances  or  regulations  of  the  City 
Council. 

Sec.  42. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  merchants  and  retailers,  auctioneers,  dis- 
tillers, brewers,  lu’okers,  paAvn brokers  and  money  changers,  and  to  imi^ose  duties 
upon  the  sale  of  goods  at  auction. 

Sec.  43. — To  license,  tax,  regulate  or  suppress  hav/kers  and  pedlers. 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their  licenses 
for  male.onduct  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city;  and  restrain  and  punish  the  forestalling  of 
poultry,  fruit  and  eggs. 

See.  45. — To  establish  and  regulate  markets  and  other  public  buildings,  and  loro- 
vlde  for  their  erection,  determine  their  location,  and  authorize  their  erection  in  the 
streets,  avenues  or  any  other  i)ublic  place  or  places  in  the  city,  and  not  exceeding 
four  miles  beyond  the  bounds  thereof. 

Sec.  46.— To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city;  to 
regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  l)irths  and  deaths;  to  direct  the 
returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality;  and  to  impose  ^penalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  tjre  ])remises. 

Sec.  47. — To  appoint' watchiiicn  and  policemen,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and 
powers. 

Sec.  48. — To  regulate  the  measuring  and  inspection  of  luml^er,  shingles,  timber, 
’posts,  staves  and  lieading,  and  all  Iniilding  materials  aud  all  kinds  of  mechanical 
work;  and  appoint  one  or  more  iiispectors  therefor. 

See.  49. — To  regulate  the  weighiug  aud  place  and  manner  of  selling  hay. 

Sec.  50. — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  also  of  flour,  meal,  pork,  beef  aud 
other  provisions,  and  salt  to  be  sold  in  l)arrels,  hogsheads  and  other  packages. 

Sec.  51. — To  regulate  the  measuring  of  wood  and  the  weighing  of  coal,  and  the 
place  and  manner  of  selling  the  same. 

Sec.  52. — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  Avhisky  and  other  liquors  to  ho  sold  in 
barrels,  hog.sheads  or  other  vessels. 

Sec.  53. — To  appoint  inspectors,  v/eighers  aud  guagers,  and  regulate  their  duties 
and  ])rcseribo  their  fees. 

Sec.  54. — To  require  every  mercluuit,  retailer,  trailer  and  dealer  in  merchandize  or 
property  any  discription,  which  is  soki  i,)y  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their  weights 
and  nie'asures  to  l)c  scaled  by  the  city  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspection;  the 
staiuiard  of  win.-h  weiglits  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those  established  by 
law. 

See.  55. — To  cstaldd^di,  malic  and  regulsto  public  pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  liydrants 
ainl  reservoirs;  to  tiistribuLe,  control  and  so  regulate  the  waters  flowing  into  the  city 
throughout  such  chmuiels  as  may  be  most  advantageous,  and  to  prevent  the  unneces- 
sary v/aste  of  v/ater. 

' See.  56.— To  erect  street  lamps  and  regulate  the  lighting  thereof;  and  from  time  to 
time  create,  alter  and  extend  lamp  districts. 

See.  57. — To  establish  and  regidate  public  pounds.  ' 

See.  58. — To  regulate  and  iiceiise  ferries. 

Sec.  59. — To  SAithorize  the  taking  up  and  providing  for  the  safe  keeping  and  odu- 
eation,  for  such  periods  of  time  as  may  bo  expedient,  of  all  children  y/ho  are  destitute 
of  all  projicr  ptirental  care,  wandering  about  the  streets,  committing  mischief  and 
'growing  up  iit  mendicancy,  igtiorance,  idleness  and  vice. 

()\K — To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  That  the  izrterest 
on  the  r.ggregate'of  till  the  sums  borrowed  and  outstanding,  shall  not  exceed  one-fo’arth 
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of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes  assessed  within  the  corporation  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

See.  61. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make,  publish,  ordain,  amend  and 
repeal  all  sucli  ordinances,  bye  laws,  or  jiolice  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  for  the  good  government 
and  order  of  the  city,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the 
powers  vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act;  and  enforce 
observance  of  all  rules,  ordinances,  resolutions,  bye  latvs  and  police  and  other  regula- 
tions, made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  i)enalties  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
for  any  offence  against  the  same. 

Sec.  62. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  within  the  city,  by  ordinance,  to 
annuallj'  levy  and  collect  taxeS>  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  real  and  personal  estate 
or  property  in  the  city;  made  taxable  by  the  laves  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following 
named  purposes,  to  wit: — Xot  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  to  defray  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  city.  Xot  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar 
to  open,  improv’e  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  Xot  to  exceed  one 
and  a quarter  mills  on  the  dollar  to  co»trol  the  waters  of  said  city;  and  they  shall 
annually  apportion  and  applj”^  said  taxes  as  shall  in  tlieir  judgment  be  deemed  most 
expedient. 

Sec.  Go. — When  the  City  Council  shall  deem  it  expedient  for  any  especial  pur- 
pose to  borrow  mon'ey,  the  interest  on  which  shall  not  exceed  one  fourth  of  the  city 
revenue  arising  from  taxes  of  the  preceding  year,  the  amount  of  taxes  shall  not  be 
increased. 

Sec.  64. — To  require,  ahd  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  male  resident  of 
the  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  one  day 
in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  ev^ery  person  may  at  his  option  pay  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Piovdded,  it  be  i>aid  vvithin  five 
days  from  the  time  lie  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supeiwisor.  In  default  of  pay- 
ment as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  6-5. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
of  assessment  rolls,  and  prescribe  the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  Assessors  and 
Collectors.  The  annual  assessment  rolls  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year;  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  therto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof  the  City 
Council  shall  fix  a day  for  hearing  objections  thereto,  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  66. — The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a list  of  the  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid,  the 
Collector  shall  have  })o\ver  to  collect  .said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost  by  suit  in  the 
Corporate  name,  or  by  listress  and  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to  persons  so 
indebted.  The  Assessor’s  roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evddeuce  on  the  part  of  the 
Corporation. 

Sec.  67. — All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  and  special,  shall  be  collected  by 
the  Collector  or  Collectors  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  power  and 
authority  as  are  given  by  the  law'  to  Collector.-;  of  County  and  Territorial  taxes: 
Provided,  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  b^^  city  ordinance  the  powers, 
duties  and  liaV)ilities  of  Assessors  and  Collectors. 

Sue.  68. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  all 
such  general  regulations  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  fixing  of 
chimneys,  flues  and  stove  pipes,  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  to  procure  fireengines 
and  other  apparatus  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  same,  and  hav'e  the  charge  and 
control  of  and  i^rovide,  fit  up  and  secure  engine  houses  and  other  places  for  the  keeping 
and  preserving  the  same;  to  organize  fire,  hose  and  laddercompanies,  appoint  foremen 
therefor  and  prescribe  their  duties,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  their  gov'ern- 
ment,  and  to  impose  reasonable  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a violation  of  the  same. 

Sec.  69. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  election  of 
trustees;  to  appoint  a Board  of  School  Inspectors  and  to  prescribe  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  same,  and  to  enact  such  ordinances  as  may  be  nece.ssary  to  carry  their 
duties  and  powers  into  effect. 

Sec.  70. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
or  the  law's  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect 
and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order,  regula- 
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tion,  eouveuience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property  therein 
from  destruction  hy  tire  or  otherwise,  anil  for  the  health,  safety  and  happiness  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  71. — All  ordinance.s  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
cit5U_ 

Sec.  72. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal ot  the  Corporation, 
and,  Vvhen  printed  or  published  in  hook  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  places  without  further  j:)roof. 

Sec.  73. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  f/om  time  to  time,  to  require 
further  and  other  duties  of  all  otnecrs  w’hose  duties  are  herein  provided;  and  pres- 
cribe the  duties  and  powers  of  all  officers  appointed  or  elected  under  this. act,  whose 
duties  herein  are  not  specifically  mentioned,  and  arrange  the  fees  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  all  officers,  jurors,  witnesses  and  others.  They  may  also  require 
bonds  to  be  given  to  Great  Salt  Lake  City  by  all  officers,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties. 

Sec.  74. — All  persons  appointed  under  this  act  to  theotfice  of  Recorder,  Marshal, 
Attorney,  Treasurer,  Collector,  Assessor,  Auditor  of  Public  Acco.unts,  Surveyor  or 
Street  Commissioner,  shall  be  commissioned  by  warrant  under  the  Corporate  seal, 
signed  by  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  tlie  'City  Council  and  Recorder. 

Sec.  75. — If  any  per.sou,  having  been  an  officer  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  shall 
not,  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  the  property,  papers  and  elTects  of  every  descrqjtion  in  his  possession  belonging 
to  said  city  or  appertaining  to  the  office  lie  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use 
of  the  city  not  exceeding  ojie  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  hy  his 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver.  * 

See.  70. — Wlien  it  .shall  be  necef.s.ary  to  take  private  property  for  openiug, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
make  a just  compensation  therefor  to  tlie  person  v.diose  property  is  so  taken;  amd  if 
the  Oomoimt  of  such  compensation  eajinot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  a.sc(h’tained  by  a jury  of  six  dishiterestod  n\eu,  v;'ho  shall  ho  inhabitants 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  77. — All  jurors  em-(:'-t-.nt.l]ed  to  juquireinto  the  aniounrsoi'ltenefit  or  damages 
that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  t.o  be  taken,  shall  first  be 
sworn  1.0  that  efieef,  raid  shall  return  to  the  M.-iyor  or  presidlu.g  officer  of  the  City 
Council  tlu'ir  inquest  in  v/ritiug,  signed  b.y  each  juror. 

See.  78. — The  cemetery  lots  v.'hicb  har'e  ornniy  hereafttu-  laid  out  and  sold  by 
said  city  for  private  places  of  burial  shall,  \rith  their  apjinrtenanef's,  forever  be 
exempt  from  execution  or  attachment. 

See.  79. — All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  now  in  force  in  Great  S'alt 
La.ke  City,  and  not  inconsistent  wlthiliis  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered, 
modified  or  repealed  l)y  the  City  Council  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

See.  80.— All  actions,  ri.ghts,  fines,  penalties  a-nd  forfeitures,  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
whicli  have  accrued  under  the  ordinance  incorporating  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  shall 
be  vested  in  and  prosecuted  by  the  Corporation  hereby  created. 

See.  81. — All  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or  <dher  places  w^ithiu  said  city, 
heretofore  surveyed  by  the  Surveyor,  and  all  ydots  and  surveys  of  lauds,  lots  or 
other  places  that  may  be  herealtev  surveyed,  and  all  certificates  of  surveys  given  by 
him  sliall  lie  deemed  valid  by  this  act.  * 

Sec.  82. — All  ]iroper{y,  real  persona!  or  mixed,  now  belonging  to  Great  Salt 
Ijako  City,  is  hereby  vested  in  the  (!orj)Oi'ation  created  by  this  act;  and  the  officers 
ofsaid  Corporation  nov/  in  office  shall  respectively  continue  in  the  same,  until 
superseded  in  conformity  to  the  iirovisions  hereof,  but  shall  he  governed  by  this  act, 
wliich  sh.ail  be  in  force  from  and.  after  its  passage. 

See.  83. — This  act  shall  be  deemed  a public  act,  and  may  be  read  in  evidence 
wfithout  proof,  and  judicial  notice  shall  he  taken  thereof  in  all  Courts  and  places. 

Sec.  84. — This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  or  hy  its  officers,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act 
ofamy  rights,  property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been 
created  by  said  Council  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  85. — All  officers  of  tlie  city,  created  conseiwators  of  the  peace  by  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  he  arrested,  with  or  withc'  it  process,  all  persons  who 
shall  lireak  tiie  peace;  commit  for  examination,  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such  persons 
in  custody  forty-eiglit  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  have  and 
exercise  sucli  other  ]iowers,  as  eonservadors  of  the  peace,  as  the  City  Council  may 
prescribe. 

See.  86. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  lie  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present  City 
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Coimoil  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  of  any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
ordinance  incorporating  said  city,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto;  but  said  City  (joun- 
cii  shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  authority  heretofore  conferred 
upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly  modified 
or  repealed  by  this  act,  until  said  City  Council  are  superseded  by  the  election  and  quali- 
fication of  tlieir  successors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  87. — That  “An  ordinance  to  incorporate  Great  Salt  Xake  City,”  approved 
Jan.  19,  1851,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed;  and  “An  act  in  relation  to  the  assessment, 
collection  and  expenditure  of  a tax  for  road  •and  other  purposes,  within  incorporated 
cities,”  approved  June  4,  1853,  so  far  as  the  same  api^lies  to  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  be 
and  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  88. — The  City  Council  shall  publish,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  Great 
Salt  Lake  City,  a quarterly  statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue,  specifying  in  said 
statement  from  whence  derived  and  for  what  disbursed.

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CHAPTER  XCII. 


Aa  ACT  amending  the  Charter  of  Great  Halt  Lake  Cili/. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  Iw'  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tlie  Territory 
of  Utah: 

First. — That  the  City  Council  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  livery  stables. 

Second. — To  license,  tax  and  suppress  hackmen,  draymen,  carters,  ijorters,  omni- 
bus drivers,  cabmen,  packers,  carmen  and  all  others  who  may  pursue lilce  oceupations, 
with  or  without  vehicles,  and  prescribe  their  compensation. 

Third. — To  establish,  erect  and  control  hospitals,  infirmaries  and  medical  colleges; 
to  imrchase  grounds  for  their  erection  and  improve  and  adorn  the  same;  and  license, 
control  and  regulate  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Fourth. — To  purchase  and  im])rove  suitable  gi’ounds  for  a house  of  correction;  to 
erect  buildings  thereon  and  adopt  such  rules  ancl  regulations  for  the  government  and 
punishment  of  ofienders  therein,  as  said  Couucil  may  from  time  to  tune  deem 
expedient. 

Fifth. — To  direct  and  control  the  location  of  railroad  tracks  and  depot  grounds 
within  the  city  and  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  locomotive  engines  thereon,  and 
may  require  the  cars  to  be  used  within  the  inhabited  2')ortions  tliercof  to  be  drawn  or 
propelled  by  other  j)ower  than  that  of  steam. 

Sixth.— To  regulate  and  control  the  location  of  gas  v.'orks,  canals,  telegraph  poles 
and  all  improvements  of  similar  nature. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  on  real  estate  (or 
land  claims  and  improvements  thereon)  in  any  district  or  division  benefitted,  within 
the  limits  of  said  city,  a sufficient  tax  to  defray  the  exi^ense  of  leveling,  paving, 
macademizing  or  planking  and  opening  and  keeping  in  repair  the  streets  and  side- 
walks, of  constructing  sewers  and  drains  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  of  erect- 
ing lamps  and  lighting  the  streets  in  such  resi^eetive  districts  or  divisions:  Provided, 
the  money  thus  rais(W  shall  be  exclusively  exi^ended  for  such  piuqoose  in  the  district 
where  such  taxes  are  assessed,  and  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  City  Council  may 
appoint.  The  amount  to  be  assessed  for  any  such  improvement  shall  be  determined 
by  the  City  Council,  who  shall  appoint  three  Commissioners,  reputable  citizens,  to 
make  such  assessment,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  imiiartially  execute  their 
duties. 

Before  entering  on  their  duties  the  Commissioners  shall  give  six  day’s  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  to  all  persons  interested.  The  Commissioners  shall  assess  the 
amount  directed  by  the  City  Council  on  the  real  estate  (or  land  claims  and  improve- 
ments) by  them  deemed  benefitted  by  any  such  improvement,  in  proi:)ortion  to  the 
benefit  resulting  thereto. 

AVhen  the  Commissioners  shall  have  comiileted  their  assessment  and  made  a cor- 
rect copy  thereof,  they  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  City  Recorder  witJiiu  thirty  days 
after  their  appointment,  signed  by  all  Ihe  Commissioners. 
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The  City  Recorder  shall  cause  a notice  to  be  published  to  all  persons  interested,  of 
the  completion  of  the  assessment,  and  the  time  and  place  shall  be  designated  therein 
when  the  City  Council  shall  hear  appeals  and  objections  and  correct  or  confirm  said 
assessment. 

When  the  said  assessment  shall  have  been  completed,  the  City  Recorder  shall, 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  make  a correct  tax-list,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Collector  or  any  authorized  agent  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  who  sliall  collect 
said  taxes  v\^ithin  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  Council. 

If  any  assessment  ife  set  aside  by  order  of  any  Court,  the  City  Council  may  cause  a 
new  one  to  be  made  in  like  manner  for  .the  same  purpose,  for  the  collection  of  the 
amount  so  assessed. 

If  the  first  assessment  prove  insufficient,  another  may  be  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner, or,  if  too  large  a sum  shall  at  any  time  be  raised,  the  excess  shall  be  refunded, 
rateably,  to  those  by  whom  it  was  paid.

-In  ACT  io  Incorporate  Provo  (Jity. 

See.  1. — lie  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assemby  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  tiie  following  boundaries,  in 
Utah  county,  to  wit:  Commencing  two  miles  south  from  the  present  survey  of  the 
city  of  Provo,  at  the  edge  of  Utah  Lake,  thence  east  to  the  mountain,  thence  norths 
erly  with  the  mountain  to  the  north  bank  of  Provo  river,  thence  Avest  to  the  said 
Lake,  thence  southerly  along  the  edge  of  the  Lake  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall  be 
knoAvn  and  designated  under  the  name  and  style  of  Provo  City;  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid; 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which 
they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  in  all  actions  whatsoeA’^er;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

See.  3. — The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a City 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  a Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  and  five 
Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  tv/o  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  at  v/hich  there  shall  be  elected,  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors;  and  the  persons  respectively  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  said  officers,  shall  be  declared  elected.  When 
two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the 
election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.— The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  folloAving 
manner,  to  Avit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Utah  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judge.s 
shall  be  selected  by  the'Probate  Judge  of  Utah  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election,  said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  .shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof.  The  poll  shall  be  open  at  8 o’clock  a.m.,  and  shall 
close  at  G o’clock  ]).m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot 
box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors  and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days,  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Utah  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County 
Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and 
furnish  witliiu  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  case  of  a tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lotdraAA'n  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 
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See.  G. — All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  be  held,  conducted  and 
returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualiljcations,  elections  and  returns 
of  their  own  members;  and  a majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business, 
shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and 
place  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  in’cseilt  and  have  a casting 
vote;  and  iii  the"  absence  of  the  Mayor  any  Aldermen  present  may  be  appointed  to 
l)reside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings;  and  sjiecial  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Aldermen,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of  said 
council,  served  i)ersonally,  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Marshal,  Ilecorder,  (who 
shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts)  Treasurer,  Assessor,  and  Collector,  Siq^er- 
visor  of  Streets,  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a Sexton,  a Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
and  all  such  other  officers  as  maybe  necessary;  define  their  duties,  remove  them  from 
office  at  pleasure  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and  witnesses. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  v.'ith  the  fourth  section  of  this  act  may 
be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council,  and 
shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defence;  and  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
the  production  of  pai^ers  when  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — When  a vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any 
officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  everj^  person  elected  or 
appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  sdiall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  thereof, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  that  h« 
will  well  and  truly  i^erform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  ability,  and  ire  may  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  City 
Ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Ilecorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof;  and  when  necessary  create  additional  Wards  and  add 
to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  and  irroportion  them  among  the  several 
Wards  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and 
when  so  qualified  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned,  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the  Governor.  They  shall  acconnt  for 
and  pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city  into  the 
City  Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory 
into  the  County  Treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  hail  from  any  decision  or 
judgment  of  a Mayor’s  or  Alderman’s  Court  in  the  same  manner  as  or  may  be  provi- 
ded by  statute  for  appeals  from  Justice’s  Courts;  and  they  shall  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  within  three  months,  all  fines  and  forfeitures  received  by 
them  by  virtue  of  their  office;  and  they  shall  each  keep  a docket,  subject  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Council  and  all  other  parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  process  issued  by  the  Mayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  be  directed  to  the 
Marshal  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

See.  15. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city  and  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  incorporation. 
He  shall  have  and  keep  a plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city;  and  he  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments  of 
writing,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city 
ordinance. 

Sec.  16. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner 
as  the  City  Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hand, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and 
shall  report  to  the  City  Council  a true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
they  may  require. 

Sec.  17. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by  ordinatice  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not 
to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on 
the  dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City 
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Couneii  is  farther  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the 
election  of  Trustees,  appoint  Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect 
and  expend  the  necessary  tax 'for  school  purposes  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with 
water  for  irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  and  control  the  sanae;  and 
furthermore,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

Sec.  IS. — The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
finances  and  property  of  said  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  require  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  male  resident  of  the  • 
city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be 
paid  within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor. 
In  default  of  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  20.— The  Council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes 
of  the  previous  year. 

See.  21. — The  City  Couneii  shall  have  powder  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
of  the  asse.ssnient  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  jnade  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the 
City  Gouneii  shall  fix  a day  for  hearing  objections  thereto;  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council, 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  asse.ssment  roll. 

Sec.  22.— The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a list  of  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  po%'er  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost 
by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  assessment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  oa  the  part  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  21. — To  a})piopriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  tl';e  city.  ' * 

See.  21. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
Into  the  city;  to  make  ({uarantiuc  laws  and  enforce  the  same  Vv/ithin  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  2j.— To  estuhlisli  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
wliat  shall  i>e  naisances  and  prevent  and  remove  the  .same. 

— To  provide  the  city  witli  water,  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pinups  in  the  street  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  27. — To  direct  or  })roliibit  the  location  arnl  management  of  bouscA  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  rosin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

See.  28. — To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  tlie  streets, 
ailey.s,  bridges,  sidewalks  or  crossv/aiks,  ami  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys  ami  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  x^’event  the 
incumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injury. 

See.  2^1— To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  liouses  and  establish  markets  and  market  xilaces,  and  jirovide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  SO. — 'fo  x»rovide  for  the  erection  of  ail  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
eity,  and  for  inclosintr,  inniroving  and  regulating  all  xmblie  grounds  belonging  to  the 
€ity. 

See.  31. — To  licen.se,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualling  or  coflee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses 
®r  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  32. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  pedlars,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  money  changers. 

Sec.  33. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  p>lace  within  the  city,  except  by 
persons  or  at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent 
spirits  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  ax>preatice  or  servant,  without  the 
consent  of  hi.s  nr  her  rjarent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 
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See.  34. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their 
license  for  malconduefc  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain 
tlie  sale  of  fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35.^ — To  licence,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys  or  table  and  bail  alle.vs;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  and  ail  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent 
any  riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblage;  and  to  restrain  and  punish 
vagrants,  mendicants,  stieet  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  36. — To  regulate,  license,  sui)pres.s  or  prohibit  all  exliibitious  of  common 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  otiier  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artilicial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances,  ball 
rooms  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  37. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carrjdng  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  propertj^  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rate  of  porterage. 

Sec.  38. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  Hues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and 
establisli  fire  companies. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  aud  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  aud  to  regulate  the  v/eights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city  in  all  eases  not  provided  by  law*. 

See.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  Icinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  lueasuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  withiu  the 
city. 

Sec.  13. — To  provide  for  aud  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and. meal;  also  beer,  whisky  aud  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  14. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  aud  price  of  i re.ui  sold  and  u.sed  in 

city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  wltliin  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toil  bridges. 

Sec.  46.— To  provide  for  the  takingthe  enumeration  of  theinhabitauts  of  the  city; 
to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths:  to  direct  the 
returning  and  keeping  of  hills  of  mortality;  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  tlie  premises. 

Sec.  47, — d’o  prevent  iiorse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stoj  ped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals,  to  compel  jicj-soti'  to  put  up  posts  in  front  of  tlieir  lots  to  fasten  their 
horses  and  other  aninnils;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaing  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  lanes,  allej’s 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other 
animals,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  Large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  tb.e  destruction  of  the  same,  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  50. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chan- 
dler shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, barn, piivjq  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

See.  51. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain 
or  prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments  and  all  estab- 
lishments or  places  where  nauseous,  olfensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  car- 
ried on. 

Sec.  52. — To  prevent  any  jjersoTi  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  un  wdiolesonie  substance,  aud  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  his  ])remises  or  near  any  of  tb.e  streams  of  this  city  anj'  such 
substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fi-h,  iiiiiesor  skins  of  any  kind; 
and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  tlie  same  by  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  53. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planti ng  and  preserving  trees  in  the  ^h’eet.s 
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and  public  grouiids,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
city. 

"Sec.  o-i. — To  preveiit  the  ringing  of  beils,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5(J. — To  require  every  merchaut,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
w^eights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  tkie  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  bis  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  wTrich  W’eights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those 
established  by  law. 

See.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws 
of  the  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act  by  penalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or 
both. 

See.  5S. — The  City  Ck-uncil  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  estab- 
lish and  regulate  tile  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for 
the  breach  of  any  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  ami  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  tiie  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  nm  v deem  necessary  for  carrying  into 
effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  thi-;  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property 
therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  as  id  for  the  health,  safety  and  happi- 
ness of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

See.  50. — To  j)rovidc  for  the  piinislunent  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  l:)y  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  worlrs  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paiil,  in  all  eases  where  such  offenders  or 
vagrapts  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  av/auclcd 
against  them. 

Sec.  (iO. — All  ordinances  passed  by  tlio  City  Couueil  shall,  within  oiie  month  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  he  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  city, 
or  certified  copi('s  thereof  ho  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  tlic 
city. 

Sec.  01. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  mayljc  ]>roven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  priuteil  or  ]iublished  in  Iiook  form,  purjiorting  to  I)e  printed  or  published  by 
the  authority  of  the  City  Couueil,  the  same  shall  ho  received  in  evidence  in  all  Courts 
or  places  without  further  ju’oof. 

Sec.  02.— When  it  shall  he  necessary  to  take  private  j)roj)erty  for  opening,  widen- 
ing or  altering  any  puliiic  street,  lane,  aveiiuC  or  alley,  the  Corjioration  shall  make  a 
just  coraiiensation  thereof  to  the  person  whose  projierty  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount 
of  sueli  compensation  cannot  ho  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the  same  to 
he  ascci'tained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men  who  shall  he  inhabitants  of  tli« 
city.  . ■ ■ 

Sec.  o;i. — All  jurors  empanneiled  te  inquire  into  the  amounts  of  benefit  or  damages 
that  shall  happen  to  lje  owners  of  property  so  }>roposcd  to  he  taken,  shall  first  b« 
sworn  to  that  ofiect,  and  siiall  return  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City 
Counci!  tlieir  inipic.st  in  writing,  signed  l>.y  each  juror. 

See.  ()4. — Ail  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  nov/  in  force  in  Provo  City, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered,  modified  or 
reiioaled  by  the  City  Council  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

See.  G5. — All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
which  have  accrued  under  the  ordinance  incorporating  Provo  City,  shall  be  vested  in 
and  prosecuted  by  the  Corporation  herein/  created.  , 

Sec.  {)6. — All  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or  other  places  within  said  city 
heretofore  surveyed  by  the  surveyor;  and  all  plots  and  surveys  of  laud,  lots  or  other 
idaces  that  may '1)G  hereafter  surveyed  and  all  certificates  of  surveys  given  by  him  shall 
he  deemed  vali<l  by  this  act. 

See.  67.— .All  property  noYvT  belonging  to  Provo  City  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Cor- 
poration created  liy  this  act;  and  the  officers  of  said  Corporation  now  in  office  shall 
respectively  continue  in  the  same,  until  superceded  in  conformity  to  the  provisions 
thereof,  hut  shall  he  governed  by  this  act. 

See.  68. — This  act  sliall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  ly/ the  present  City  Council 
of  Provo  City  or  by  its  olfi'‘":*rs,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  of  any  right, 
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property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been  created  by  said 
Council  i^rior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  69. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  Conservators  of  the  Peace  by  this  act, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such  per- 
sons in  custody  forty-eight  hours  ip  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  have 
and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  Conservators  of  the  Peace  as  the  City  Council  may 
lirescribe. 

Sec.  70. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present  City 
Council  of  Provo  City  of  any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the  ordi- 
nance incori)orating  said  city  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto,  but  said  City  Council 
shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  authority  heretofore  conferred 
upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly  modified 
or  repealed  by  this  act,  until  said  City  Council  are  superceded  by  the  election  and 
(qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  71. — That  an  ordinance  to  incorporate  Provo  City,  approved  February  6, 1851, 
be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  an  act  in  relation  to  the  assessment,  collection  and 
expenditure  of  a tax  for  road  and  other  purposes  within  incorporated  cities,  approved 
June  4,  1853,  so  far  as  the  same  ajiplies  to  Provo. City,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  72. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  qiiiblished  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Provo  City,  or  j)osted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  a statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue^  specifying  in  said 
statement,  whence  derived  ami  for  what  disbursed. 

Sec.  73. — This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  24th  day  of  January,  1864. 

Approved  January  21,  1864. 
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CHAPTER  XCIV. 

All  OEDINANCE  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Manti. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assemblj’^  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  Thatall 
that  portion  of  the  county  of  Sanpete  which  lies  in  the  following  boundaries,  to 
wit:  Beginning  at  the  warm  spring  (about  two  miles)  south  of  the  present  city  plat 
in  said  county,  thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of  Sanpete  creek,  thence  north  and 
northeast  along  the  west  bank  of  said  creek  to  a point  due  west  of  the  mouth  of 
Willow  Creek  Canon,  thence  east  to  the  mouth  of  Willow  Creek  Canon,  thence  due 
south  to  a parallel  line  due  east  of  the  aforesaid  warm  spring,  thence  west  on  said  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning,  including  the  survey  of  said  plat,  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  city  of  Manti;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  jDerpetual  success- 
ion, and  'may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at 
pleasure.  . 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  thp  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  actions  w'hatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  propertj’^,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  q^urposes  for  thp  use  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  "city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  (lispose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  q)roqjerty,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

See.  3. — There  shall  be  a City  Council,  to  consist  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen,  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  hereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a majority  of 
them  shall  form  a (quorum  to  do  business;  but  a smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day  and  comqjel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
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the  Coostifcutioii  of  toe  Ursited  States  and  of  this  State,  and  that  they  will  well  and 
truly  perform,  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability. 

See.  -5. — An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilors,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1863,  and  every  two 
years  tbereaftej-,  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  the  returns  thereof  made  in  such 
manner  as  shall  he  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  6. — All  free  v/hite  male  inhabitants  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  are 
entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and  wlio  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said 
city  sixty  days  next  preceding  siiid  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  city 
officers. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  le\'v  and  collect  taxes  for  city 
purposes  upon  all  taxable  pro?)erty,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  per  cent,  x^er  annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  tliereof,  and  may 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
])ower  to  apx)oint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  all  city  officers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

See.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  hhve  |>ower  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  X)enaity  and  security,  for  the  faithful  p>erfor- 
mauce  of  their  respective  duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  also  to  re- 
quire all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  res})ective  offices. 

See.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  jiower  and  authority  to  mak(3,  ordain, 
estahiisli  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  tlie  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  fur  the  X)eaco,  benefit, _ 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cieauliiiess  of  said  city,  for  the  protection  of 
l)i'ox:)erty  therein,  from  destriietion  by  fire  or  otlxerwise,  and  for  the  health  and  haj)- 
piness  thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  hapi:)en,  by 
death,  resignation  or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
estahiisli  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein  established;  to  im- 
Xjosesuch  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  as  they  may  deem 
just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the  Coiqioration,  or  for  misconduct 
"therein;  to  divide  the  city  into  SVards  and  specify  tlie  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  iJ. — To  estahiisli,  suxiport  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money  on 
the  credit  of  the  city:,  i’rovided  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  he  borrowed  on  a greater 
interest  than  six  x>cr  c;-ut.  ]ier  annum,  nor  shall  the  intiuest  on  the  aggregate  of  all 
tlie  siuhs  borrowed  and  outstanding  ('ver  c-xceed  oiu'  iiaif  of  the  eity  revenue  arising 
from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  Avithiu  this  corporation.

CHAPTER  XCV. 

.in  Ordlaancc  to  incorporate  Paroiuam  City. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
all  that  district  of  country  in  Iron  county  in  this  State,  beginning  at  the  dam  above 
the  saw-mill  in  the  mouth  of  the  canon  on  Centre  creek  and  running  from  thence 
northeast  along  the  base  of  the  mountain  two  miles,  thence  north  three  miles,  thence 
west  six  miles,  thence  south  to  the  base  of  the  mountain,  thence  along  the  base  of 
the  mountain  in  a northeasterly  direction  to  the  place  of  beginning,  including  the 
loresent  location,  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Parowan  City;  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  afore- 
said, and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal 
Avhich  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  jjlead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  dtp  of  Lchi. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territoiy 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  portion  of  the  country  lying  on  Dry  Creek,  in  Utah  county, 
bounded  as  follows,  to  wit:  commencing  at  the  Utah  Lake  direct  south  of  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  plat  of  Evansville  and  running  direct  to  said  corner,  from  thence 
north  three  miles,  from  thence  west  to  the  river  Jordan,  from  thence  up  the  river 
.Jordan  to  the  oixtlet  of  the  Lake,  from  thence  up  the  Lake  to  the  place  of  beginning 
is  hereby  incorporated  into  a city  which  shall  be  called  “the  city  of  Lehi;”  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name 
aforesaid;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal, 
which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all

Sec.  11. — To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a 
greater  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum;  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate 
of  all  the  sums  borrowed  and  outstauiing  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  city  revenue 
arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  v/ithin  this  Corporation, 

Sec.  12. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  law^s  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  "the  payment  of  the  expenses  and 
debts  of  the  city. 

Sec.  14. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to 
declare  what  shall  bei  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remo v’-e  the  same.  , 

Sec,  15. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

See.  10. — To  open,  alter,  w-iden, ' extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise 
improve  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish, 
erect  and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bridges. 

See.  17. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  and 
establish,  support  and  regulate  night  watches;  to  erect  market  houses;  establish 
market  and  market  places  and  to  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  18. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
and  for  inclosing,  imi^roviug  and  regulating  all  i^ublic  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  19. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants  and  retailers, 
grocers  and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and 
moneychangers. 

Sec,  20. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rate  of  porterage. 

Sec.  21. — To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows 
and  amusements. 

Sec.  22,— To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  tippling  houses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

»Sec.  23. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  rosin  and  other  com- 
bustible materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to  re- 
strain, regulate  and  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep, 
swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs, 
and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordi- 
nances.

— To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers,  and  regulate  the  fees  of 
jurors,  witnesses  and  others  for  services  rendered  under  this  or  any  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  33. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  or- 
dinance, to  license,  regulate,  suppre.ss  or  restrain  -billiard  tables  and  from  one  to 
twenty  pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling.

— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  }):issed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  30. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed 
or  published  b^’  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evi- 
dence in  all  Courtsand  places,  wdthout  farther  proof.

— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
imrsuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  penalty  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  respective  duties,  such  as  may  be"  deemed  expedient,  and  also  to  require  of  all 
officers,  appointed  as 'aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for,  the  faithful  ijerformauce  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  i)rotection  of 
property'  therein  from  destruction  by  tire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and  happi- 
ness thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  that  may  happen  by 
death,  resignation  or  I’emoval,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  Corporation,  not  herein  established;  to 
impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  as  they  may 
deem  just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the  Corporation,  or 
for  misconduct  therein,  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof. 

Sec.  11. — To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a 
greater  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum;  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate 
of  all  the  sums  bori’owed  and  outstanding  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  city  revenue 
arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this  corporation. 

Sec.  12. — To  rn  ake  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13. — To  appropriate  and  jirovide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  14. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to.  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  15. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  ami  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Sec.  16. ^To  open  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise 
improve  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish, 
erect  and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bridges. 

Sec.  17. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  and 
establish,  support  and  regulate  night  watches;  to  erect  market  houses,  establish 
markets  and  market  places  and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  18. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city,  and 
for  inclosing  improving  and  regnlatiiij,;-  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  licence,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers 
and  taverns,  ordinaries,  iiawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawn-brokers  and  money 
changers. 

Sec.  20. — To  licence,  tux  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts,  and 
drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  chargee!  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  draying  of  property  as  also  to  licence  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage.  » 

Sec.  21. — To  licence,  tax  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows 
and  amusements. 

Sec.  22.-:,-To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  tippling  houses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  bouses. 

Sec.  23. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  flees;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage 'of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  and  other 
combustable  materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to 
restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep, 
swine,  goats  and  all  kinds'of  "poultry;  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs, 
and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  26 — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  j)rovided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other 
building  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  u.sed  within  the 
eity. 

Sec.  29.  To  licence,  regulate,  prohiV>it  or  restrain  the  niaiHtfacturing,  selling 
or  giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or

tippling  s’nop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  av/ay  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour  and 
meal;  also  beer,  v/hisky,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors. 

See.  30. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in 
the  city. 

See.  31. — To  provide  for  the  taking  the  enumerailon  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sec.  32. — To  fix  the  compensatioji  of  all  city  officers,  and  regulate  the  fees  of  jurors, 
witnesses  and  others  for  services  rendered  under  this  or  any  other  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  33. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate,  suppress  or  restrain  billiard  tables  and  from  one  to  twenty 
pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  34. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  v/ithin  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  regulate  the  police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  » 
the  brea,ch  of  any  ordinance,  and  prowde  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass  such  ordiAances  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  x^roper  to  carry  into  effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  ac£: 
Provided,  that  such  ordinances  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

See.  35. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  uewspaxier  published  in  said  city, 
or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city. 

Sec.  36  — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  bp  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  pulilished  in  liook  or  jiamphlet  form,  purjiortiug  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  the  authority  of  the  Corporatioif,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  jilaces,  without  further  proof. 

See.  37.— The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  ail  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  therein,  both 
in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  tlie  ia^vs  of  the  Territory.  They  shall,  as 
.Justices  of  the  Peace  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  perform  the  same  duties,  be 
goverened  by  the  same  laws  and  give  the  same  boiuls'and  securities  as  other  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  and  be  commissioned,  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  th« 
Governor. 

Sec.  38. — Tiie  Mayor  and  Aldermen  sliall  have  jurisdiction  in  ail  cases  arising 
under  tlie  ordinances  of  tlie  Corporation,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  iieee.s- 
sary  to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be  had  from 
any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of 
said  city,  to  the  Municipal  Court,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance, whicii  Court  sliall  )»e  composed  of  the  Mayor  as  Chief  Justice  and  the  Aldermen 
as  Associate  Justices;  and  from  tlie  final  judgnicnt  of  the  Municipal  Court  to  the  Pro- 
bate Court  of  Millard  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  Justices 
of  the  Peace:  Provided,  the  parties  litigant  sliall  have  "a  right  to  a trial  by  a jury  of 
twelve  men  in  all  cases  licfo re  a Municipal  Court.  The  Municipal  Court  shall  have 
power  to  grant  writs  of  habeas  corpus  and  try  tlie  same  in  all  cases  arising  under 
the  ordinances  of  tlie  City  Council. 

Sec.  39.  The  Municipal  Court  may  sit  on  tlie  first  Monday  of  every  month;  and 
the  City  Council  at  sucli  times  and  places  as  may  lie  prescrilied  by  the  city  ordinance; 
special  meetings  of  which  ni.'iy  at  any  time  be  calleil  by  tlie  Mayor  or  any  two 
Aldermen. 

Sec.  40. — Ail  jirocess  Issued  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  or  Municipal  Court  shaii  be 
directed  by  the  Mar.siial,  and  in  the  execution  thereof  he  shall  he  governed  by  the 
same  laws  as  are  or  may  lie  prescrilied  for  the  direction  and  compensation  of  Consta- 
bles in  similar  cases.  The  Marsiiai  sliall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  liini  under  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  sliall  lie  the  principal  ministerial 
officer. 

See.  41. — It  shall  he  tiie  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records  of 
all  ifi’diiiaiices  made  iiy  tlie  City  Council  and  of  all  tiieir  proceedings  in  their  corporate 
capacity,  wliich  reconl  sliall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  insjieetion  of  the  electors  of 
said  city,  and  shall  perform  ail  otlier duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  Goiincil,  and  sliall  serve  as  Clerk  of  the  municipal  Court.  • 

Sec.  42. — When  it  sliall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  pul>)  ic  street,  lane  avenue  or  alley,  the  G orporation  sliall  make  a 
just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount 
of  .such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  tlie  Mayor  .shall  cause  the  same  to  bw 
ascertained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  .shall  lie  inhabitants  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  43. — All  jurors,  empanelled  to  inquire  into  tlie  amount  of  benefits  or  damages 
that  sliall  happen  to  tlie  owners  of  proxiorty  so  pro}iosed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn 
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to  that  effect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  their  inquest  in  v/riting,  signed  by  each  • 
juror. 

Sec.  44. — In  case  the  Mayor  shall,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  any  palpable  omis- 
sion of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  or  corruptly  be  guilty  of  oppression,  malconduct  or 
partiality  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment 
in  the  i^robate  Court  of  Millard  county,  and,  ou  conviction,  he  shall  be  liable  to  fine 
and  imprisonment;  and  the  C'ourt  shall  have  power,  on  the  recommend  of  the  jury, 
to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  Court  that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  citj' jail,  or  by  compelling 
them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other  public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid, 
in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  which  may  be  recovered  against  them. 

Sec.  46. — The  inhabitants  of  Fillmore  City  shall,  from  and  after  the  next  ensuing 
two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  March  next,  be  exempt  from  working  on  any  road 
or  roads  beyoUd  the  limits  of  said  city.  But  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes  shall, 
from  and  after  said  term  of  two  years,  be  collected  and  expended,  by  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Streets,  within  the  limits  of  the  city.

, CHAPTER  XCIX. 

An  ACT  incorporating  J^ejiki  City. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  portion  of  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  commencing  at  the  south  east  corner  of  tlie  jdoc  ot  Xephi  city,  in  the  county 
of  Juab,  in  said  Territory,  and  running  thence  west  two  mile.s,  thence  north  four 
miles,  tiience  east  to  the  base  of  the  mountain,  thence  southerly  along  the  mouth  of 
the  canon  and  base  of  the  mountain  to  a point  opposite  to  the  place  of  beginning 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Xephi  city,  and  is  hereby  incorporated  under  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body 
corporate  and  ijolitio  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  w’hich  thej"  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  citjq  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  oflaw  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  x>urcbase,  receive 
and  hold  property,  real  and  jiersonal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  prolectsuch  i:>rop*erty,  and4o  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natui-al  persons, 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a City  Council  to  consist  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
anS  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall 
Judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  tb.eir  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business;  but  a smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they 
will  well  and  truly  ijerform  all  the  duties  of  their  office  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  5. — An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  ISIayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilor.^,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1863,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  and  shall  lie  lield,  conducted,  and  n-Iiirns  thereof  made  in  such 
inaiineras  shall  be  provided  for  by  tlie  ordinam  es  of  ttu*  City  Council. 

Sec.  6.-  -All  free  white  male  inhabitants  who  are  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
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wlio  are  entitled  to  vote  for  Territorial  officers,  ami  who  shall  have  been  actual 
residents  of  said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  city  officers. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  may 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  law's  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  havex>ower  to  appoint  all  such  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  eflect  their  legal  enactments,  define  their  duties  and  remove 
them  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  pow'er  to  require  bonds,  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary,  of  all  officers  appointed  by  them,  and  require  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  andauthority  to  mak^ordaiu, estab- 
lish ami  execute  all  such  ordinances  and  grant  such  licenses,  not  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  Jaws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  tor  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  for  the  protection  of  their 
property.  They  shall  have  pow'er  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  by  death  or 
otherwise;  to  fix  and  establish  ail  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  nothere- 
iu  established;  regulate  the  fees  of  witnesses  and  jurors  and  ail  otlier  services;  to 
divide  the  city  into  wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordirianees  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  beiDublisbed  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  eight  of  the  most  ];ubli<!  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  12. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservatoi  s of  the  Peace  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  per- 
form the  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  be  commissioned  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace  within  this  Territory. 

See.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corjooration;  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  efibet.  Appeals  may  b 
had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  to  the  Probate  Court  in  the  county  of  Juab,  in  the  sameman- 
ner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  14. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Kecorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  tlie  City  C'eunci]  and  of  ail  tlicir  {proceedings  in  their 
corjporate  caiiacity , w'hich  record  shall  at  all  tiuses  he  o]x  )j  to  the  in.spection  of  the 
electors  of  said  city,  ami  shall  perform  all  other  duties  as  niay  be  required  of  him  by 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  15. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  tiie 
running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry; 
and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  autiiorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  w'heii  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  1(1. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
otiier  houses  or  places  for  the  seiiing  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  ail  t hat  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries,  to 
wit:  beginning  at  the  .southeast  corner  of  Provo  City  Incorporation,  thence  easterly 

and  southerly  along  the  base  of  the  mountain  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Springville 
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survey,  thence  west  to  Utah  Lake,  thence  northerly  along  the  Lake  shore  to  the 
southwest  corner  of  Provo  City  Incorporation,  thence  east  in  lice  of  Provo  City 
Incorporation  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  under  the 
name  and  style  of  Springville;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  ’which  they  may  change  and  alter  at 

pleasure,  - , , , 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  or  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 


property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  tho 
inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec,  3.— There  shall  be  a City  Council  to  consist  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall

constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and 
alter  at  pleasure.

personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons.  . 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a City  Council,  to  consist  of  a IMayor,  two  Aldermen,  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  bj’^  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  bold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  succe.ssors  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a majority  of 
them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business;  but  a. smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.

— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  potver  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate,  suppress  or  restrain  billiard  tables  and  from  one  to  twenty 
pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  3-1. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties 
for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and 
forfeitures  and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass  such  ordinances  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  efiect  and  execution  the  pov/ers  specified 
in  this  act:  Provided,  that  such  ordin.-inces  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  35. — All  ordinances  passed  hy  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  jHiblished  in  some  newst)aper  printed  in  the  city, 
or  certified  copies  thereof  be  irosted  up  in  three  of  the  "most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  3G. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  maybe  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  published  in  book  or  ])amphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  tiublished 
by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  Courts 
or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  37. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  tlie  city,  and  shall  ha\  e all  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  therein,  both 
in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory.

An  ACT  to  mcorporalG  Spanish  Fork  City 

Sec.  1. — Beit  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  theTerritory 
of  Utah:  That  all  the  district  of  Utah  County  embracedin  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Water  canon,  thence  west  thirty-seven  degrees 
north  to  a stake  known  as  station  1 in  J.  C.  Snow’s  survey  of  said  line,  thence  west 
three  degrees  south  to  the  center  of  Pond  Town  sloughs,  thence  down  said  sloughs 
to  Duck  creek,  thence  west  to  Peteetneet.  creek,  thence  down  the  main  channel  of 
said  creek  to  Pltah  Lake,  thence  northeasterly,  along  the  shore  of  said  Lake  to  a 
point  from  which  a southeast  line  will  strike  the  mouth  of  the  main  sect  leading  into 
plat  D,  Springville  .survey,  tlfence  on  a line  of  said  sect  to  v/here  it  intersects  the  big 
slough,  thence  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Palmyra  field,  thence  to  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  the  present  Springville  survey,  thence  east  to  the  mountains,  thence  south 
along  the  base  of  the  mountains  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  Spanish  Fork  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  and  jroIitic,'by  the  name  aforesaid;  ai}d  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  may  have  and  use"a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at 
pleasure. 

See#  2 — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  afoi’esaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  jfiead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  property, 
beyond  the  city,  for  biu-ying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  city;  to  soil,  lease  or  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of 
said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  a'nd  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation 
thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  .3. — There  shall  be  a City  Council,  to  consist  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  elect  u’s  of  said  city,  and  shaJl 
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be  chosen  by  the  qualifted  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualifted.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a majority  of  them 
shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business,  but  asmaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  today 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance.

— An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  INIayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three  Coun- 
cilors, shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1863,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof  made  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council.

— To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  raaimfa,cturing,  selling  _or 
giving  a^v■ay  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tip- 
pling shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other 
houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors; 
to  provide  for  and  regulate  ilie  inspection  of  tobacco,  Ijcef,  pork,  flour  and  meal;  also 
beer,  ’whisky,  braiuly  and  all  other  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors.

— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  Cor- 
porate capacity,  vvhich  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  iuspeetion  of  the  elec- 
tors of  said  city,  and  he  sliailperformall  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  Council,  and  shall  serve  as  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court. 

Sec.  42.— When  it  shall  be  necessaiy  to  take  private  property  for  opening,  widen- 
ing or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall  make 
a just  compensation  therefor,  to  the  person  whose  jiropei-ty  is  so  taken;  and  if  the 
amount  of  such  compensation  cannot  bo  agreed  uiionj  tlie  jlayor  siiall  cause  the 
same  to  be  ascertained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  bo  inhabitants 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  43. — All  jurors,  empannelled  to  inquire  into  the  amount  of  benefits  or 
damages  that  shali  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall 
first  be  sworn  to  that  eflect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  their  inquest  in  writing, 
signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  44. — In  case  the  Mayor  shall,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  any  palpable  omission 
of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  or  corruptly  be  guilty  of  oppression,  malcbnduct,  or  partiality 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the  Pro- 
bate Court  of  Utah  county;  and,  on  conviction,  he  shall  be  liable  to  fine  and  imprison- 
ment; and  the  Court  shali  have  i)Ovrer,  on  the  recommend  of  the  jury,  to  add  to  the 
judgment  of  the  Coiivt  that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

See.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling 
them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other  public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid, 
in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  which  may  be  -awarded  against  them. 

Sec.  46: — The  inhabitants  of  Spanish  Fork  City  shall,  from  and  after  the  first 
Monday  in  May  next,  be  exempt  from  working  on  any  road  or  roads  bej’ond  the  limits 
of  said  city.  But  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes  shall,  from  and  after  the  said 
date,  be  collected  and  expended,  l)y  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Suxjervisor  of 
Streets,  within  the  limits  of  the  city.

CH  AFTER  CIV. 

An  A(JT  to  incorporate  Alpine  City,  Utah  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Covernor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  Thsxt  all  that  district  of  Utah  county  embraced  in  the  following 
boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a point  one  mile  east  of  the  centre  of  Moiintainville 
Fort,  thence  south  one  mile,  thence  west  two  miles,  thence  north  two  miles,  thence 
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east  two  miles,  thmice  south  oue  mile  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall  be  known  and 
designated  es  Alpine  city;  am!  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  a.ud  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  have  and  use  a comm  n seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  ail 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  \vhatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property,  real  and  jjersonal,  in  said  city  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  property 
beyond  the  city  for  burying-  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  in- 
habitauts  of^  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal, 
for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  im]>rove  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all  other 
things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— Tlrere  shall  be  a City  Council  to  consist  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  sliall  liave  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
amd  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  Tire  City  Council  shall  judge 
of  the  qualifications,  clectiohs  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a majority  of 
them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business;  but  a smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  s-uch  penalties  as  may 
be  preserilied  l>y  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  t!ie_  United  States  and  the  lav.-s  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they  will 
Avell  and  truly  perform  all  tlie  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

See.  5. — An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilors,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Moinlayof  February,  1883,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter;  and  shall  lie  hold,  conducted  and  returns  thereof  made  in  such  manner  as 
shalUbe  providecUbr  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

See.  <3.— -All  free  white  male  inhabitants  who  are  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  Territorial  officers  and  who  shall  have  been  actual 
residents  of  said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  city  officers. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  annually  to  as.sess,  collect  and 
expend  the  necessary  tax  for  roads,  streets,  schools  and  other  public  purpose.s,  and 
regulate  and  control  the  same  within  the  city,  and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  said 
tax  by  law;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  shall  be'exempt  from  all  other  assess- 
ments for  road  and  school  juirposes,  except  on  such  property  as  they  may  possess 
outside  of  the  city:  Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  effect 
or  infringe  upon  any  tax  assessed  or  authorized  by  any  enactment  of  the  Governor 
and  Legislative  Assembly. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  h.ave  power  to  appoint  a Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Colled  or.  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have 
pov/er  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of.ali  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  {jov/er  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  wfith  penalty  and  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
anee_  of  their  respective  duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also  to 
require  of -all  ofiicers,  apjiointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  respective  otfices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  Stales  or  t he  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
peace,  benefit,  good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city;  for 
the  protection  of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for 
the  health  and  haiipiuess  thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  that 
may  happen  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made 
elective;  to  fix  and  e.stablish  all  the  fees  of  J^he  officers  of  said  Corporation,  not 
herein  established;  to  impose  such  fines,  not  ex*ceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  for  each 
offense,  as  they  may  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the 
Corporation,  or  from  misconduct  therein;  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and  specify 
the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  that  no  .sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a 
greater  interest  trian  six  percent,  per  annum;  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate 
of  all  the  sums  borrowed  and  outstan  ling  ever  exceed  one  half  offtffie  city  revenue 
arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  the  city. 

Sec.  12. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 
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Sec.  13. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  espenses  and 
debts  of  the  city. 

Sec.  14. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to 
declare  what  shall  be  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  15.— To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  convenience"  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  16. — To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise 
improve  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish, 
erect  and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bridges. 

Sec.  17. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  and 
establish,  support  and  regulate  night  watches;  to  erect  market  houses;  establish 
market  and  market  places  and  to  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  18. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city;  to  regulate  and  control  the  live  trees  and  shrubbery,  and  the  water  courses, 
and  water  privileges  in  the  city’,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  the  water  courses 
leading  thereto  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

Sec.  19. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants  and  retailers, 
grocers  and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and 
money  changers. 

Sec.  20. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  w’agons,  carts  and 
drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rate  of  porterage. 

Sec.  21. — To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows 
and  amusements. 

See.  22.— To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  tippling  houses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

Sec.  23. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  and  other  com- 
bustible materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to 
wall  in  the  city  or  any  part  thereof;  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running 
at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  inules,  sheej),  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and 
to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same 
when  at  large  contrary  to  .city  ordinances. 

Sec.  26. — To  establish  standard  w’eights  and  measures,  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by’  law. 

— To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials;  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime,  pit  coal, 
and  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  29. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco  and  of  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer  and  whisky’,  brandy’  and  all  other  spirituous  and  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  30. — To  regulate  the  weights,  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sec.  32. — To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers,  and  regulate  the  fees  of 
jurors,  witnesses  and  others  for  services  rendered  under  this  act  or  any  city  ordinance. 

See.  33. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  witliiu  the  city,  by’  or- 
dinance, to  Heense,  regulate,  suppress  or  restrain  billiard  table.s  and  from  one  to 
twenty  pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  34. — Tlie  City  Council  shall  have  exclusiv’e  power  within  the  city*,  by’  or- 
dinance, to  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  t(»impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penal  tie's  for 
the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  sucli  finesand  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  j)asssuch  ordinances  as  may  he  necessary 
andproper  to  carry  into  effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act;  Provid- 
ed, that  sucli  ordinances  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or 
the  laws  of  this' Territory. 
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Seo.  35.— All  ordicanees  passed  by  the  City  Couucii  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
ci  ty .

The 
Municipal  Court  shali  have  pov/er  to  grant  wrils  of  hahtas  corpu  s,  and  ti\y  the  same 
in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  39. — The  iMunicipal  Court  may  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  and 
the  City  Council  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  city  ordinance; 
special  meetings  of  which  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two 
Aldermen.

thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid; 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a comnfdn  seal,  which 
they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  or  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and

The  City  Council  shall 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  th’eir  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business,  but  a smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they 
will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices,  to  the  best  of  theiy  skill 
and  abilities. 

Sec.  5. — On  the  first  Monday  of  August  next,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  on 
said  day,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  the  electing  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors;  and  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  two  judges  shall  be  chosen, 
viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present.  The  said  judges  shall  chose  one  clerk;  and 
the  judges  and  clerk,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe 
an  oath  or  affirmation,  such  as  is  now  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  judges  and 
clerks  of  other  elections;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  necessary  number  of 
judges  and  clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  Council.  At  the  first  election  so 
held,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o’clock  a.  m.,  and  closed  at  six  o’clock  p.  m. 
At  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  ,snd  a statement  thereof  pro- 
claimed at  the  front  door  of  the  house  at  which  said  election  shall  be  held;  and  th« 
clerks  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  within 
five  days  after  the  election,  a written  notice  of  his  election,  and  each  person  so  noti- 
fied, shall  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or  affirmation  hereinbefore 
mentioned;  q certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited  with  the  recorder,  whose 
appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  preserved;  and  all  subsequent 
elections  shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made,  as  may  be  provided 
for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  G.— All  free  white  male  inhabitants  who  are  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  Territorial  officers  and  w'ho  shall  be  actual  residents  of 
said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  city 
officers. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upoh  all  taxable  property,  real  aud  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  may 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  aj^poiut  a Recorder,  Treasurer, 
As.sessor  aud  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisors  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  ail  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  penalty  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
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their  respective  duties,  such  as  may  he  deemed  expedient,  and  also  to  require  of  all 
officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for^  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

See.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  povver  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  protection  of 
property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and  happi- 
ness thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  that  may  happen  by 
death,  resignation  or  removal,  iu  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  electwe;  to  ffe  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  Corporation,  not  herein  established;  to 
impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofTence,  as  they  may 
deem  just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the  Corporation,  or 
for  misconduct  *therein,  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordinances  passed  by  tbe  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof,  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in 
the. city. 

"Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed 
or  published  by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  tbe  same  shall  be  received  in 
evidence  in  all  Courts  and  piac.es,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  conservators  of  the  peace  within  tbe 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  justices  of  the  Peace  therein,  both 
in  civil  and  criminal  eases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory.  They  shall,  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  perform  the  same  duties,  be 
governed  iy  the  same  law?,  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of 
the  Peace  and  be  commissioned  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace  iu  and  for  said  city,  by 
the  Goveriior.  ^ 

Sec.  14. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  ex(;iusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
arisi.og  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be  had 
from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Tooele  County,  iu  the  same  manner 
as  appeals  are  taken  from  Justices  of  tbe  Peace. 

tSec.  15.— To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  tlie  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  aAvay  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippliug  sh(')p  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  iiouse.s,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  bouses  or  places  for  tlie  seiliug  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  IG. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the 
keeping  of  dogs  and  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to 
city  ordinance.

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CHAPTER  CVI. 

A/i  ACT Incorpcjrailr\g  Ogden  City. 

\ 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  e.uacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tbe  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  ai!  that  district  of  country  in  Weber  county  embraced  in  the 
following  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Bundi  Creek  caflou,  thence 
running  ilue  we.st  to  a [mint  due  south  of  the  confluence  of  Weber  and  Ogden  rivers, 
thence  due  nortli  passing  through  the  junction  of  Weber  and  Ogden  rivers  to  the 
street  running  east  betwee'}  ranges  five  and  six,  I'lorth  Ogden  survey,  thence  east  to 
the  base  of  tlm  mountain,  thence  in  a southerly  direction  along  the  base  of  the 
mountain  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  and 
style  of  Ogden  city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body 
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corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  shall 
have  and  use  a common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  aud  dispose -of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

gee.  3. — The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a City 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  a Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  and  five 
Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected,  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors;  and  the  persons  respectively  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  said  officers,  shall  be  declared  elected.  When 
two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the 
election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5. — The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  o'f  Weber  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Proljate  Judge  of  Weber  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election.  Said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before'entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  aud  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof.  The  poll  shall  be  open  at  8 o’clock  a.m.,  and  shall 
close  at  G o'clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shallseal  up  the  ballot 
box  aud  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors  and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days,  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Weber  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County 
Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and 
furnish  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  case  of  a tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by’-  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  6— All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  be  held,  conducted, 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  (fity’  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City*  Council  .‘•hall  be  judge  of  the  qualidfations,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a majority  of  them  shall  form  a ([uorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings,  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they’^  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  present,  aud  have 
a casting  vote;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any’- Alderman  present  may' be  appoint- 
ed to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings,  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor,  or  any'  two  Aldermen  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  streets,  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a Sexton,  a Sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  all  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary;  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  office  at  jileasure,  aud  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and 
witnessess. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourfh  section  of  this  act 
may'  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City 
Council,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges,  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  defence,  and  the  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
■witnesses,  and  the  production  of  papers  when  necessary. 

Sec  11. — When  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any'  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council,  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  the  ordinances 
of  the  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly'  perform  a'l  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  he  may'  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by'  city  ordinance,  which  oath  aud  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Recorder.  All  pjersons  appointed  under  this  act  to  any  office  shall  be  commissioned 
by  warrant  under  the  corporate  seal  signed  by  the  Cit.v'  Recorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  sh  ill  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  wards,  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof,  aud  when  necessary  create  additional  wards,  and 
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add  to  the  oumbev  of  Aldermen  and  Coimeiiors,  and  proportion  them  among  the 
several  wards  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within 
ihe  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  when  so  qualified  shall  posses  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  com- 
missioned as  .Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the  Governor.  They  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory  into  the  county  treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  all  ordiuances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  had  from 
ally  decision  or  judgment  of  a Mayor  or  Alderman’s  court  in  the  same  manner  as 
are  or  l)c  provided  by  statute  for  appeals  from  Justice’s  courts,  and  they  shall 
account  for,  and  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  within  three  months  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  received  by  them,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  and  they  shall  each  keep  a 
docket,  subject  at  ail  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Council  and  all  other 
parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — A!i  process  issued  by  the  Mayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  be  directed  to 
the  Marshal,  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  t'nereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by 
such  rules  and  regulation  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council,  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  Ip  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city,  and  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  incorporation. 
He  shall  have  and  keep  a plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgement  of  deeds’,  transfers  and'  other  instruments 
of  writing,  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  ba  required  of  him  by  city 

ordinances. 

Sec.  16. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  ail  receipts  and  expendithres  in  such  manner 
as  the  City  Council  shall  direct.  Pie  shall  pay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hand, 
by  virtue  of  his  offi(*b,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and 
.sl'iall  report  to  the  City  Council  a true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
they  may  require. 

Sec.  17. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by  ordinance  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  by  tlie  laws  of  tlie  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not 
to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  ojills  on 
the  dolla.r  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City 
C(!uncil  is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the 
election  of  P'rustees,  aj)point  a Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect 
and  expend  the  neee.ssary  tax  for  school  purposes  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with 
water  for  irrigailng  and  other  purposes,  r.nd  regulate  ami  control  the  same;  and 
furtliermore,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  coui’.ses  leading  thereto  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

Sec.  IS. — ITie  City  Conneii  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
fiuanee.s  and  property  of  srxid  city. 

'Sec.  19.— 1\)  rt'(|uir(‘  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  evoy  male  resident  of  the 
city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  not  to  exceed 
two  days  iu  caieh  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay 
one  dollar  and  fifty  eeiits  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Pj’ovided  it  be 
paid  within  five  days  from  the  time  be  sliull  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor. 
In  default  of  payment  as  ;.'.foresaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  20.— 'Pile  Couin-i!  shall  have  power  to  borrow  imt uey  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  wliich  shall  uM  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes 
of  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  21. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
of  the  assessment  roils.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Mofiday  of  April  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  mad.e  tiiereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the 
City  Coun'cil  sliall  fix  a day  for  hearing  objectioiis  thereto;  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  liis  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  o’ojections,  which  snail  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  t.he  CUy  Council, 
and  they  siiall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
I’evise  said  assessment  roll. 

See.  22.  — 'I'he  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  vvithin  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment roils  are  corrected,  with  a list  of  taxes  to  i»e  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  wit’a  interest  and  cost 
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by  suit  iu  the  corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  asse.ssment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  23. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

.Sec.  24. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws,  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  25. — To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances,  and  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  26. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pumps  iu  the  street  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  27. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pi^ch,  rosin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
w’ithin  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  28. — To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  sidewalks  or  crosswalks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the 
incumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injury. 

Sec.  29. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

See.  30.— To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualling  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  32. — To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  groceries, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brwkers,  pawnbrokers,  and  money  changers. 

See.  33. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  Avithin  the  city,  except  by 
per.sons  or  at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent 
spirits  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  cliild,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the 
consent  of  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

sec.  34. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  rev'oke  their 
license  for  malcouduct  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain 
the  sale  of  fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  sui>press  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  and  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent 
any  riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  a-semblage;  and  to  restrain  and  punish 
vagrants,  jnendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  36. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  showsof  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances,  ball 
rooms  and  alt  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

See.  37. — To  liceiise,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  d ravage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  38. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  fiues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and  estab- 
lish fi  re  companies. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  4U. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

See.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materi.ils,  and  for  the  measureme!it  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42. — To  provide  for  tlie  i nspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city.^ 

Sec.  43. — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
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and  meal;  also  beer,  wbisky  and  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

See.  44. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in 
the  city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

See.  46.— To  provide  for  the  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city;  to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to 
direct  the  returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality  and  to  impose  penalties  oh 
physicians,  sextons,  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  47.— To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals,  to  provide  for  the  putting  up  of  posts  in  front  of  city  lots  to  fasten  their 
horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other 
animals,  sleds,  vrheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  sv/iue,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  j>oultry;  and  to  authorize  the  destraining, 
empoLiudlng  the  same  and  collecting  penalty  and  cost  incurred  thereby,  and  to  tax, 
prevent  or  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same, 
when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance.  ' 

Sec.  50. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chan- 
dler shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, barn, privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  trom  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  51. — To  direct  the  location  ami  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain 
or  prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  sdaughtering  establishments  and  all  estab- 
lishments or  places  where  nauseous,  oflensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  car- 
ried on. 

Sec.  52. — To  prevent  any  per.sou  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within,  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  tiie  same  by  any  person  wlu)  shall  liave  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  uptm  or  jiear  Ids  premises  or  near  tiny  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and,  ou  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  sameby  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  58. — To  direct  ami  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
city. 

~ Sec.  54. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  aud’quiet  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof. ' Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  description,  v.’hieh  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  I t)  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  which  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those 
established  by  law. 

Sec.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  ])ov/er  to  make  such  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws 
of  the  Territory,  as'raay  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effiect  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutioii.s  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act  by  penalties 
noi  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or 
both. 

Sec.  58.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authorityand  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  tines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinances;  to  ]>rovide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  law’s  of  the  United 
tSuites  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  tl>ey  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into 
eliectaml  execution  the  powers  specified  in  th.is  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property 
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therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and 
happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  59.— To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  GO. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  he  puolished  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
cit3’’,  or  certified  coines  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  61. — All  ordinances  of  the  cit\’  may  be  proven  by  the  sealot  the  Coritoration, 
and,  whejfl  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  jirinted  or  published 
by  the  authority  of  the  CitA’ Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  62. — When  it  .shall  be  necessary'  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  au5’^  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
make  a just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if 
the  amount  of  such  compensation  eannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Maj’or  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  ascertained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  Avho  shall  be  inhabitants 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  63. — All  jurors  empanneled  to  enquire  into  the  amounts  of  benefit  or 
damages  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken  shall 
first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Majmr  ©r  presiding  officer  of  the 
City  Council,  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  bj'  each  juror. 

Sec.  64. — All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  now  in  foi’ce  in  Ogden  city, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered,  modified  or 
repealed  by*  the  City  Council  after  this  act,  shall  take  effect. 

Sec.  65.— All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
which  have  accrued  under  the  ordinance  incorporating  Ogden  City’,  shall  be  vested 
in  and  prosecuted  by  the  Corporation  hereby  created. 

See.  66. — All  plots  and  surveys  of  lauds,  lots  or  other  places  within  said  city, 
heretofore  survey’ed  by  the  Surveyor,  and  all  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or 
other  places  that  may  be  hereafter  surveyed,  and  all  certificates  of  surveys  given  by' 
him  shall  be  deemed  valid  by'  this  act. 

Sec.  67. — All  property',  now’  belonging  to  Ogden  city,  is  hereby  vested  in  the 
corporation  created  by'  this  act;  and  the  officers  of  said  corporation  now  in  office 
shall  respectively  continue  in  the  same,  until  superseded  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  thereof,  but  shall  be  governed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  68. — This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Ogden  city,  or  by  its  officer.«!,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  of  any 
right,  property  or  otherwise,  or  liability'  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been  created 
by  said  Council  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  69. — xVll  officers  of  the  city,  created  conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act,  shall 
have  poAver  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  Avith  or  Avithout  i)rocess,  all  persons  w’ho 
shall  break  the  peace;  commit  for  examination,  and,  if  necessary',  detain  such  persons 
in  custody  forty'-eight  hours  in  the  city'  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  haA'e  and 
exercise  such  other  iioAA'ors,  as  conserA'ators  of  the  peace,  as  the  City'  Council  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  70. — Xothiiig  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  depriA'c  the  present  City' 
Council  of  Ogden  City  of  any'  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
ordinance  incorporating  said  city,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto;  but  said  City 
Council  shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  poAvers  and  authority  heretofore 
conferred  upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly' 
modified  or  repealed  iiy  this  act,  until  said  City'  Council  are  superseded  by'  the  election 
and  qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act.  " . 

Sec.  71. — That  an  ordinance  to  incorporate  Ogden  city',  approA'ed  February'  6th, 
1851,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  an  act  in  relation  to  tlie  assessment  and  collect- 
ion and  expenditure  of  a tax  for  road  and  other  purposes  w'ithin  incorporated  cities, 
approA'pd  January' 4th,  1853,  so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  Ogden  city',  and  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  72.— The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  Ogden  city'or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  orbefore  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  a .statement  of  the  amount  of  the  city  reA'enue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  and  for  Avhat  disbursed.

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CHAPTER  evil. 

An  ACT  to  inGorporaie  the  City  of  Saint  George  in  Washington  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  a,ll  that  portion  of  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  first  point  of  rocks  below  the  mouth  of  the  Santa  Clara  and  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Rio  Virgin,  in  the  County  of  Washington;  thence,  running  duo 
west  two  and  a half  miles;  thence,  due  north  live  miles;  thence,  due  east  five  miles; 
thence,  due  south  five  miles;  thence,  due  west  twm  and  a half  miles  to  the  place  of 
beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  “City  of  Sk  George,” 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  aforesaid;  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which  they  may  change 
and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive 
and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and 
j)ersonal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protectsuch  property,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  tb.ereto,  as  natural  jiersons. 

Sec.  3. — There  sliall  be  a City  Council  to  consist  of  a Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  liave  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  ami  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  r-diall  hold  their  otfices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  i.e  elected  and  (jualified.  The  City  Council  shall 
Judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business;  but  a smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilor.s,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  take  ami  subscribe  an  oath  or  allirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  ixud  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they 
will  vrell  and  truly  perl'orm  all  the  duties  of  their  olfices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  o. — One  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three  Councilors  sliall  be  elected  bien- 
nially, and  the  first  election  under  this  act  shall  ho  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Probate  Judge  of  AVashington  County'  shall  direct:  J’jovidcd,  said  eloctioii  shall  be  on 
or  before  the  first  3.Ionday'  in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  field  and  conducted 
as  is  now  jirovided  l)y  lavv  for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County'  and  Territorial 
officers;  and,  at  the  said  first  election,  all  free  wdiitc  male  residents,  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  within  said  city  limits,  shall  he  entitled  to  vote. 

See.  0. — The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  witliiu  five  days  after  the  election,  a written  notice  of  his  election, 
and  each  person  so  notified  sliall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Recorder,  whose  appointmeut  is  hereinafter  jirovided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; and  all  subsequent  elections  sliall  be  held,  eondneted,  and  returns  thereof 
made,  as  may  be  jirovided  for  by'  ordinance  of  the  City'  Council. 

See.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authoi  ity'  To  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  jier  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by’’ ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  ('oustitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  this 
Territory; 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  sli.all  have  pov.’er  to  appoint  a Recorder,  Ti'easurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  otticers,  by  ordinance,  as  maybe  necessary,  define 
the  duties  of  a, 11  city’  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  b. — The  City  Council  shall  liavc  jiower  to  require  of  all  officers,  ajjpointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid, to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — TlieCity  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  neces.«ary  for  the  peace, benefit, 
gooil  order,  regulation , convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  protection 
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of  property  thereiu  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and 
happiness  thereof,  and  shall  have  control  of  the  waters  of  the  Santa  Clara:  Provided 
that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injury  of  any  rights  already  acquired 
by  actual  settlers  thereon,  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  courses  and  naill 
privileges  within  said  city.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  by  death,  resignation  or  removal  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective; 
to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation:  to  impose  such 
fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months,  for  each  offense,  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  any  city  ordinance;  to  divide 
the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

See.  11. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  "within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation; 
and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or 
published  by  the  authority  of  the  corporation,  the  .same  shall  be  received  in  evidence 
in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory. 
They  shall,  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  perform  the  same 
duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  and  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor, 

Sec.  14. — Ti)e  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation;  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be 
had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Washington  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  appeals  are,  or  may  be  taken  fx’om  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  15. — The  City  Council  shall  have  pow’er  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mulee,  sheep,  .swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry; 
and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  IG. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  17. — This  act  shall  bo  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1862, 
.and  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  the  ])leasure  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.

CH  AFTER  CVIII. 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Citi/  of  Pai/soii. 

Sec.  1, — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  the  Territory  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries,  viz:  Commenc- 
ing at  a point  on  the  east  bank  of  Utah  Lake  due  Avest  from  the  center  of  the  Public 
Square  in  the  City  of  Payson  in  Utah  County,  thence  south  one  mile,  thence  east  to 
the  mountains,  thence  along  the  ba.se  of  the  mountains  to  a sjn-ing  known  as  “Goose 
nest  spring,”  thence  northerly  to  a point  where  the  bridge  crosses  the  Pondtown 
slough,  thence  down  said  slough  to  Duck  creek,  then  Avest  to  Peeteetneet  creek  and 
down  the  main  channel  of  said  creek  to  Utah  Lake,  thence  south  along  the  shore  of 
said  Lake  to  the  place  of  the  beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Payson; 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhaV)itants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  imideaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
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Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— The  Municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a City  Council, 
to  be  comijosed  of  a lilayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  Ward,  and  five  Councilors, 
w'ho  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  tv/o  years,' and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Counciloi’s;  and  the  persons  respectively  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  for  said  officers  shall  be  declared  elected. 
When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office, 
the  election  shall  be  deteimiined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5. — The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  v»fit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Utah  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time 
and  place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  oflicers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Utah  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election;  said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof.  Tire  poll  shall  be  open  at  eight  o’clock  a.  m.,  and 
shall  close  at  six  o’clock  p.  m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the 
ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors  and  transmit  the  same,  within  two 
days,  to  the  County  Clerk  of  Utah  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received  the 
County  Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them, 
and  furnish,  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  case  of  a tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  tlie  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  6. — Ail  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  be  held,  conducted 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  jilace  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  v/hen  present,  and  have 
a casting  vote;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Aldermen  present  may  be 
appointed  to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings;  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Aldermen,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  Council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  Streets,  Surveyor  and  Attorney,  a Sexton,  a Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  and  all  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  office  at  pleasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and 
witnesses. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  witli  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council, 
and  shall  be  furnished  Avith  the  charges  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defense;  and  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  papers,  when  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — When  a vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of 
any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  he  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  “oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  lav/s  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  ami  that  he  will  Vt^ell  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  oi  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  he  may  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  city  ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  wfith  the  City 
Recorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof;  and,  when  necessary,  create  additional  Wards  and 
add  to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors  and  proportion  them  among  the 
several  Wards,  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  he  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and, 
when  .so  qualified,  shall  po.ssess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  he  commissioned  a.s 
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J »t  ces  of  the  ^ eace  in  and  for  said  city  by  the  Governor.  They  shall  account  for  aiid 
pay  over  all  Sues  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  citv  into  the  Citv 
ireasurjs  and  all  hnes  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory  into  the 
County  iieasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
AT  c-ity.  Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  a

Sec.  1/.— The  City  Council  shall  liaA'c  power  within  the  citv,  by  ordinance,  to 
minuallj  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  by  the  laws  ot  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  jiurposes,  to  wit:  not  to 
exceed  n^  e mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the 
dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City  Council

To  require,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of,  everv  male  resident  of  the 
city,  over  the  age  ot  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,‘to  labor  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay  one 
dollar  and  litty  cents  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be  paid 
within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor.  In  default 
ot  p^’^ment  as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes.

Sec.  21.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  bv  ordinance,  to  regulate  the  form 
ot  the  assessment  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
the  firsL  Monday  of  April  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  mane  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council?  On  "the  return  thereof,  the  City 
l^ouncil  ^ hearing  objections  tliereto,  and  any  person  feeling  ag- 

gne^ed  by  the  assessment  of  his  projierty  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  obieetions,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  tlie  City  Council; 
andthej  shall  have  jiowerto  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and  revise 
said  asse.ssment  roll.

Sec.  32.— To  license,  tax  aud  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  aud  money  changers. 

Sec.  33. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other  in- 
toxicating liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop,  store, 
grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by  persons  or 
at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent  of  his 
or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistres.s,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  34. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their  license 
for  malcouduet  in  ihc  course  of  trade;  aud  to  regulate,  license  or  restrain  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

See.  35. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alle.ys,  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  and  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent  any 
riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblage;  and  to  restrain  and  punish  vagrants, 
mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  36. — To  regulate,  license,  surjpress  of  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  sbow.s  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musicai  entertainments,  exhibi- 
tions of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances, 
ball  rooms  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements.

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  aud  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  mea.oures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  by  lavr. 

Sec.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other 
building  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  bay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  43. — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  wdiiskey,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  _ 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  the  v/eight  and  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in 
the  city. 

Sec.  4-5.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

Sec.  46.— To  provide  fortbe  takingthe  enumeration  of  theinhabitantsoftbe  city, 
to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead  aud  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the 
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returning  find  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality;  and  to  impose  i)enalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

See.  47. — To  prevent  horse  racing  and  immoderate  riding  and  driving  in  the 
streets,  and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  pimisli  or  prohibit  the 
abuse  of  animals;  to  compel  persons  to  put  up,  posts  in  front  of  their  lots  to  fasten 
their  horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaiaing  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  encumbering  the  streets  or  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other  animals,  sleds, 
wheel- barrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  iiosts,  awnings,  signs,  adobies  or  any 
material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  jirevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  50. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chandler 
shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  ars  oft  as  may  be  necessaiy  for 
the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  51. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain  or 
prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments,  or  places  where 
nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  l)usiness  may  be  carried  on. 

Sec.  >52. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  aud  to  require  the 
removal  or  the  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused 
to  be  placed  upon  or  near  his  i)remises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  ijork, 'or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and  on  his  default  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  53. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  tlic  boundaries  of  the 
(dty. 

Sec.  54. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  notices,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  said  city. 

See.  >55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise  or 
property'  of  ■ every  description  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  scaled  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  wliich  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those  estab- 
lished by  lavr. 

Sec.  >57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of 
the  Tei’ritory^  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  penalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dolla,rs,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  .six  months,  or 
both. 

See.  58. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  imijose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures  and 
the  enforcement  of  such  penalties:  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and  execute  all 
such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
the  la^ys  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  and 
execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order,  regulation, 
convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  jiroperty  therein  from 
destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and  hapiiiness  of  tlie  inhab- 
itants thereof. 

Sec.  59. — To  jti’ovide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  irnpri.son- 
ment  in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  comjielling  them  to  labor  on  tlie  streets  or  otlier 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  wliere  such  otienders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  tlie  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  lie  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  60. — All  ordinances  pa.ssed  by  the  City  Council  .shall,  within  one  month  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  publislied  in  some  newspaper  {irinted  in  s»iid  city,  or 
I'crtificd  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  ]mblic  placi's  in  the  city. 
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■ Sec.  61. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  he  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  j)ublished  by 
the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  ail  Courts 
or  places,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  62. — When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening,  widen- 
ing, or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall  make  a 
just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount 
of  such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
ascertained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

See.  63. — All  jurors,  empanneled  to  inquire  into  the  amounts  of  benefits  or  dama- 
ges that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be 
s-worn  to  that  effect;  and  sliail  return  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City 
Council  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  64. — All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  nov/  in  force  in  the  city  of 
PaysoD,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered,  modi- 
fied or  repealed  by  the  City  Council  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

Sec.  65. — All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
which  have  accrued  under  the  ordinances  incorporating  Payson  City,  shall  be  vested 
in  and  prosecuted  by  the  Corporation  hereby  created. 

Sec.  66. — All  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or  other  places  v/ithin  said  city,  here- 
tofore surveyed  by  the  Surveyor,  and  all  plots  and  surveys  of  land,  lots  or  other  places 
that  may  be  liereafter  surveyed  and  ail  certificates  of  surveys  given  by  him  shall  be 
deemed  valid  by  this  act. 

Sec.  67. — All  property  now  belonging  to  Payson  City  is  hereby  vested  in  the 
Corporation  created  by  this  act;  and  the  officers  of  said  Corporation  now  in  office 
shall  respectively  continue  in  the  same,  until  superseded  in  conformity  to  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  but  shall  be  governed  by  this  acr. 

Sec.  6S. — This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  aet  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Payson  City  or  by  its  ofiicers,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  of  any 
right,  property  or  otherwise,  or  liability,  whi  di  may  have  accrued  to  or  been 
created  by  said  Council  prior  to  the  pas.sage'of  this  act. 

Sec.  69. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  Conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  ail  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such 
persons  in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  such  other  powers,  as  Conservators  of  the  Peace,  as  the  City 
Council  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  70. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present 
City  Council  of  Payson  City  of  any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
ordinance  incorporating  said  city  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto;  but  said  City 
Council  shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  powers  and  authority  heretofore  confer- 
red upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly 
modified  and  repealed  by  this  act,  until  said  City  Council  are  superseded  by  the 
election  and  qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  71. — All  laws  or  parts  of  lavvs  conflicting  with  the  foregoing  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  72. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Payson  City,  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  December  in  each  year,  a statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  ami  for  what  disbursed. 

Sec.  73. — This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  24th  day  of  .January,  1865.

An  OBDINANCE  in  rdaiion  to  the  Timber  in  the  MovMtains  IVest  of  Jordan. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 

the  exclusive  control  of  the  timber  in  the  canons  ou  the  east  side  of  the  range  of 
mountains  west  of  Jordan,  in  Great  Salt  Lake  county,  is  hereb.y  granted  to  George 
A.  Smith,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  control  the  timber  in  said  canons,  to  work 
roads  into  them  and  to  dii-ect  when,  where  and  by^  whom  timber  may  be  taken  out 
therefrom. 

Sec.  2. — Be  it  ordained  that  any  person  getting  timber  from  said  canons  shall  be 
required  to  keep  the  roads  clear,  and  to  pay  in  labor  or  otherwise  for  the  use  of  the 
private  roads  leading  to  the  timber;  and  any  person  wasting,  burning  or  otherwise 
destroying  the  timber  shall  be  sui>ject  to  ail  damages,  and  to  a fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3. — No  persoh  shall  be  allowed  to  cut  timber  in  any  place  in  these  canons 
without  permission  from  the  proprietor,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  directions 
accordingly. 

Sec.  4. — Any  person  cutting  timber  or  wood  in  the  above  cafioas  and  leaving  it 
ou  the  ground  an  unreasonable  time,  the  proprietor  of  said  canons  shall  have  the 
privilege  to  remove  said  wood  and  timber  and  dispose  of  it,  and  the  avails  paid  into 
the  public  treasury. 

Sec.  5. — Nothing  in  the  above  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  or 
hinder  the  citizens  of  said  county  from  getiittg  timber,  wood  or  poles  in  any  of  said 
canons  for  their  own  use,  by  observing  the  above  regulations.

Whereas,  a large  portion  of  the  citizens  of  Great  Salt  Lake  county  and  vicinity 
have  subscribed  considerable  amounts  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a canal  con- 
necting Utah  and  Great  Salt  Lakes,  for  the  purpose  of  navigation,  machinery  and 
irrigating  the'land,  large  bodies  of  which  might  be  brought  into  successful  cuiti\*a- 
tion  if  water  to  irrigate  with  could  be  procured;  and 

Whereas,  the  aforesaid  subscribers  do  propose  to  obtain  further  subscriptions, 
and  petition  for  the  Territorial  Government  to  adopt  some  s^’stem  of  operations  and 
appoint  an  agent  or  commissioners,  vrho  shall  be  authorized  to  superintend  and 
construct  said  canal  and  award  land  claims  to  the  subscribers  equal  to  the  amount 
'which  they  shall  pay  respectively: 

Therefore,  to  aid  by  our  influence  and  desiring  to  encourage  by  our  acts  so 
desirable  an  object: 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  th6  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territorj* 
of  Utah:  That  Ira  Eldredge,  Jesse  W.  Fox  and  Robert  Wimmer  are  authorized  to 
locate  the  route  for  said  caual,  solicit,  receive,  collect  and  disburse  subscriptions,  and 
generally  do  all  other  things  necessary  for  the  progress  and  completion  of  said  work.

The  aforesaid  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  conferred,  to  erect  and  construct  a dam  or  dams  acro-s  the' Jordan  river 
and  take  out  the  waters  on  both  sides  thereof  at  a point  about  half  a rifile  above  the 
bridge  across  said  river,  on  North  Temple  Street,  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  and  con- 
duet  the  same  in  a snitahle  canal  or  canals  on  the  most'  practicatile  routes,  in  said 
City  and  Great  oalt  Bake  County,  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  or  expedientto  water 
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or  irrigate  lands:  Provided,  said  Company  be  held  responsible  for  any  damage  done 
thereby. 

Sec.  3. — The  Company  shall  have  the  entire  control  and  management  of  all  the 
waters  thus  taken  out*  and  may  use  the  same  for  the  irrigation  of  lands,  for  mills 
and  niachinerj’^  of  any  kind  and  all  other  lawful  purposes  whatsoever;  may  sell, 
lease  and  dispose  of  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof  for  any  or  all  of  the  above  pur- 
poses, on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  parties  may  agree;  and  may  levy  and 
collect  a per  centage  on  all  lands  benefited  by  said  waters  or  bj'  the  construction  of 
the  dam  belonging  to  said  Company. 

Sec.  4. — The  Company  shall  also  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  stock,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  enable  the  Company  to  prosecute 
the  work,  and  to  make  such  improvements,  with  the  same  as  may  be  deemed  of  ad- 
vantage or  profit  for  the  purposes  herein  specified.  The  Company  may  sell  stock  to 
the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Each  Stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  paid  in,  at  all  meetings  of  business  requiring  a vote  and  at  all 
general  and  special  election  of  officers  of  the  Company:  Provided,  always,  that  each 
absentee  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  by  proxy  in  writing.  Certificates  of  stock 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Directors  of  the  Company  to  those  who  have  paid  for  shares 
or  half  shares,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary.  The  same  may  be  transferred 
by  registering  the  transfer  on  the  Company’s  bonks,  otherwise  no  transfer  of  stock 
shall  be  deemed  valid. 

Sec.  5. — The  officers  of  this  Company  shall  consist  of  a President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  five  Directors,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  and  until  their  suscessors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.

An  ACT  authorizing  the  Territorial  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  to  CoUeet 

• Certain  Moneys. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Territorial  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  is  hereby 

authorized,  empowered  and  required  to  proceed  against  all  delinquent  parties  on 
their  bonds,  who  do  not  annually  pay  the  percentage  to  Common  Schools  required 
by  the  provisions  of  their  charters  or  grants. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent  to  pay  over  all 
moneys  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer,  and 
report  his  doings  in  the  premises,  annually,  to  the  Legislative  Assembly.

CHAPTER  CXXXI. 

An  ACT  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  new  counties. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Probate  Judge  of  any  new  or  unorganized  county,  after  he  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified,  shall  proceed  to  organize  said  county  by  appointing 
three  Selectmen,  citizens  of  the  said  county,  who  shall  be  qualified  by  the  Judge 
administering  to  them  au  oath  of  office;  when  they  and  the  Probate  Judge  shall  appoint 
all  other  county  officers  required  by  law,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  act  until  the  next  general  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.

CHAPTER.  C X X X 1 1 . 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Provo  Canon  Road  Company. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  ThatWilliam  Miller  and  Shadrack  Holdaway  of  Provo  Oity,  Utah 
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Ooiinty;  Joseph  S.  Murdock,  Isaac  Decker  and  David  Van  Wagoner;  of  Wasatch 
C/ounty,  with  their  associates  and  successors  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a body 
corporate,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Provo  Gahon  Road  Company; 
and  in  their  corporate  name  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  defend  and  be 
defended  in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity:  to  hold,  lease,  rent,  or  convey  real  estate 
or  personal  property;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession  for  the  term  of  twenty 
years;  and  may  have  a corporate  seal,  which  they  may  use  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  consist  of  one  thousand  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each.  Each  Shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  -share, 
and  each  share  shall  be  represented  by  a certificate  of  the  same,  which  shall  be 
transferable  upon  the  books  of  the  company  in  such  a manner  as  the  bye-laws  may 
direct. 

The  books  of  the  Company  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  March;  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five; 
and  when  one  hundred  shares  shalhhave  been  subscribed,  the  Directors  may,  by 
giving  four  weeks  public  notice  in  Provo  and  Pleber  cities,  call  an  election  for  a 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  four  Directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  President, 
Treasurer  and  four  Directors  shall  constitute  a Board  for  the  government  and  con- 
trol of  the  affairs  of  the  Company.  The  Board  shall  have  power,  by  a majority  vote, 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur,  by  the  appointment  of  a suitable  person,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  act  as  a member  of  the  Board,  until  the  time  of  the  next  regular 
election  for  President  and  Directors;  but  should  cireumstances^ccur  to  reduce  the 
Board  to  a minority,  they  may  caliaspecfel  meeting  of  the  Shareholders,  who  are 
hereby  authorized  to  fill  a vacancy  or  elect  anew  Board.  Each  Shareholder  may 
vote  by  person  or  by  proxy. 

Sec.  3. — The  Board  of  Directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  enact  such  bye-laws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Company  as  they  may  deem  proper:  Pro- 
vided, they  are  not  incompatable  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  Utah 
Territory.  The  object  of  this  Company  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  construction  of 
a road  through  Provo  Cailon  not  less  than  twenty  feet  v/ide,  from  Utah  Valley,  Utah 
County,  to  Provo  Valley,  Wasatch  County;  and  when  said  road  is  constructed  and 
accepted  by  the  Selectmen  of  Wasatch  and  Utah  counties,  said  Company  are  hereby 
authorized  to  collect  toll  thereon  as  provided  in  section  5 of  this  act; 

In  case  the  said  road,  or  the  bridges  thereon  are  suffered  to  get  out  of  repair,  a 
majority  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Counties  of  Utah  and  Wasatch  may  order  the  gate 
to  be  throv.’n  open  and  the  collection  of  toll  stopped,  until  the  necessary  repairs  are 
made. 

Sec.  4. — The  books  of  the  Company  shall  be  open  for  the  insi)ection  of  the  Stock- 
holders at  all  reasonable  hours;  aud  au  exhibit  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Com- 
pany, showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  same,  shall  be  annually  made  on 
the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  for  the  information  of  the  Stockholders. 

See.  5.— That  the  gate  shall  be  located  in  Provo  Canon;  and  the  Company  may 
collect  toll  at  the  following  rates,  which  toll  is  for  the  use  of  said  road  through  the 
aforesaid  canon,  viz: 


Eor  every  carriage  or  vehicle  drawn  by  two  animals $1  00 

For  every  additional  pair  of  animals, 50 

For  each  Plorse  or  Mule  led,  rode  or  packed, 25 

For  Sheep,  Goats  and  Hogs,  each, 5 

For  every  loose  animal  of  the  horse  or  cattle  kind, 15 


See.  6. — The  aforesaid  Selectmen  may  accept  the  said  road  when  made  reason- 
ably passable,  and  give  a reasonable  time  for  its  completion  as  to  width,  as  con- 
templated in  the  third  section  of  this  act;  and  v/hen  so  accepted,  toll  may  be  taken 
at  the  rates  as  specified  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7. — At  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  term  of  twenty  years,  said  road  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  good  condition  as  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  Selectmen  of  Utah  and  Wasatch  counties.

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CHAPTER  CXXXIII. 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  Irrigation  Companies. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  Thal^,  upon  the  majority  of  the  citizens  of  any  county  or  part  thereof 

representing  that  more  Avater  is  necessary  and  that  there  are  streams  unclaimed 
Avhich,  if  bi’oughtout  of  their  natural  channels  and  thrown  upon  tracts  of  land  under 
cultivation  or  to  be  putuuder  cultivation,  can  be  of  value  to  the  interests  of  agricul- 
ture, the  County  Court  having  jurisdiction  maj’ i)roeeed  to  organize  the  county  or 
part  thereof  into  an  irrigation  district;  aud  thereafter  the  landholders  of  such  dis- 
trict shall  be  equally  entitled  to  the  use  of  the.  water  in  or  to  be  brought  into  such 
district,  according  to  their  several  needs. 

Sec.  2— The  citizens  of  an  irrigation  district,  when  so  organized  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  may  in  mass  meeting,  after  a general  notice 
thereof  has  been  given,  proceed  to  the  formation  of  a Company  by  electing,  viva 
voce,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  thirteen  Trustees,  a Secretary  and  a Treasurer, 
and  decide  whether  the  tax  to  be  levied  shall  be  on  all  taxable  property  or  upon  the 
lands  to  be  benefltted. 

Sec.  ;l. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  so  elected  to  locate  the  proposed 
canal  or  ditch,  determine  the  amount  and  quality  of  the  land  to  be  benefitted  thereby, 
to  estimate  the  cost,  including  dams,  Humes,  locks,  waste  weirs  and  all  the  appurten- 
ances belonging  thereto,  the  amount  per  acre  or  the  pescentage  on  taxable  property 
Avhich  will  be  necessary  to  construct  the  same,  less  the  valueof  the  possession  of  any 
unoccupied  lands  on  the  line  of  such  canal  or  ditch,  and  make  a report  including 
these  items  to  the  County  Court:  Provided,  that  if  the  tax  to  be  levied  is  a property 
tax,  the  estimates  shall  be  made  from  the  latest  assessment  rolls  in  the  County 
Assessor’s  olRce. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Court,  after  at  least  six  days  public 
notice  shall  have  been  given  in  each  precinct  in  the  said  irrigation  district,  to  hold  an 
election,  at  which  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
shall  be  made  public;  and  the  electors  shall  vote  yes  or  no  upon  the  follow'ing  cpies- 
tions:  First,  do  you  mutually  agree  to  pay  per  cent,  property  tax  or 

per  acre  laud  tax,  to  construct  the  proposed  ditch  or  canal?  Second,  do  you  approve 
the  action  of  the  mass  meeting  in  the  election  of  officers?  The  Amtes  shall  be  polled  and 
counted  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  “An  Act  regulating  elections;”  approA'cd  January 
8,  1853:  Provided  the  meaning  of  the  word  electors  used  in  this  section  shall  only 
include  tax-jiayer.s,  if  a property  tax,  or  iand-holqer.s,  if  a land  tax,  in  the  said 
district. 

Sec.  5. — If,  upon  counting  the  A'otes,  it  shall  appear  that  t \vo-thirds  of  the  A’otes 
polled haA'e  been  ausAveredin  the  affirmative,  then*the  tax  so  levied  shall  be  a laAvin 
the  said  irrigation  district,  aud  may  be  asse.ssed  and  collected  in  the  manner  proA’ided 
for  Territorial  reA^enue,  aud  be  paid  OA'er  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Company  on  his  order: 
ProAuded  that  not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  tax  soleA’ied  shall  be  collected  at  one  time; 
the  residue  to  be  collected  as  the  Avork  progresses. 

Sec.  0. — If  less  than  tAvo-thirds  of  the  A’otes  polled  are  ansAvered  in  the  affirmative, 
then  all  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect:  ProA’ided  that  if  there 
are  objections  to  the  officers  so  elected  by  the  mass  meeting,  the  electors  may  Avrite 
other  names  on  their  tickets;  the  persons  haAun.g  the  most  Amtes  to  be  declared 
elected. 

Sec.  7. — The  officers  so  elected  shall  file  bonds  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  seA’eral  duties;  the 
amount  of  such  bonds  to  be  declared  by  the  County  Court  liaAung  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  8. — The  term  of  office  of  the  first  Tru-stees,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
till  the  next  general  election;  and  thereafter  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  file  bonds. 

See.  0. — The  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  shall  *giA'e  notice  of  and  prescribe  the 
manner  of  conducting  all  subsequent  elections  for  Company  officers;  and  if  it  should 
be  found  necessary  to  increase  the  tax  already  levied,  such  increase  may  be  submitted 
to  the  peojile,  upon  representation  of  the  Trustees,  at  any  subsequent  regular  election 
for  Territorial,  County  or  Company  officers:  and  if  A ote'd  for  as  pre\uously  proA’ided, 
shall  be  a hiAv  and  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  proA’ided  in  the  fifth  section 
of  this  acr. 

See.  10. — The  Trustees  at  their  first  meeting  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Presi- 
dent; and  it  shall  be  their  duty  and  they  shall  iiaA-e  i)OAver  to  fill  any  A'acancy  Avhieh 
may  occur  in  the  Board  by  death,  change  of  residence  or  otherwise;  the  persoiis,  chosen 
to  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election,  to  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  to  make  all  bye-hiAvs,  rules  and  regulations  neccssa.ry  to  carry 
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into  etfeet  the  objects  of  the  people;  to  appoint  agents,  subordinates  and  officers  and 
employ  such  ^vorkmen  as  may  be  requisite;  to  appoint  Assessors  and  Collectors  or 
make  agreement  with-the  County  Assessor  and  Collector  to  assess  and  collect  the  tax; 
and  notify  Collectors  when  additional  instalments  of  the  tax  will  be  needed  to  con- 
struct ami  complete  said  canal  or  ditch  with  all  necessary  appurtenances  thereto;  to 
cause  to  be  kept  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  a,nd  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
to  the  Legislative  Assembly;  to  complete  the  said  canal  or  ditch  and  settle  all  accounts 
of  the  same;  and  file  all  books,  papers  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court,  subject  to  future  reference;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
keep  a record  of  ail  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  regard  to  such  ditch  or 
canal. 

Sec.  11. — The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, to  have  and  to  hold  all  such  real  estate  and  personal  property  as  may  be 
necessary  to  construct  the  contemplated  ditch  or  canal,  including  all  appurtenances 
belonging  thereto. 

Sec.  12. — If  any  ]3art  of  the  lauds  to  be  benefitted  by  the  proposed  ditch  or  canal 
are  not  legally  claimed,  then  such  lands  may  be  appraised  by  the  Trustees,  and  shall 
be  held  and  the  possession  of  the  m sold  by  the  Trustees,  as  oppoi’tunity  may  offer;  and 
the  estimated  amount  of  funds  necessary  to  complete  such  canal  or  ditch  shall  be  de- 
creased by  the  estimated  value  of  such  lands,  previous  to  the  levy  and  assessment  of 
any  tax. 

Sec.  13. — Where  the  streams  to  be  taken  out  for  irrigation  purposes  come  from, 
counties  other  than  the  one  ih  which  the  district  is  situated,  but  v/here  there  are  no 
existing  claims  to  the  water  and  where  no  individual  or  settlement  will  be  injured 
thereby,  then  the  power  of  said  irrigation  district  is  hereby  extended  to  said  other 
county,  insomuch  as  said  extension  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  dams  to 
turn  the  waters  and  ditches  or  canals  with  all  necessary  appurtenances,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  convey  the  same  to  where  it  is  to  l)e  used. 

Sec.  14. — Where  lakes  or  ponds  in  natural  basins  have  outlets,  or  where  such  can 
be  made  by  dams  across  hollows,  such  lakes  or  ponds  maybe  used  as  reservoirs  to  store 
water  for  lands  lying  on  lower  levels;  and  the  people  of  any  irrigation  district  may, 
under  the  irrovisions  of  this  act,  construct  such  artificial  or  use  such  natural  basins  for 
irrigation  purposes:  Provided,  the  waters  of  such  lakes  or  ponds  are  in  no  case  to  be 
raised,  by  dams  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  interfere  with  or  damage  settlers  upon  the  mar- 
gin thereof. 

Sec.  15. — Upon  the  completion  of  any  canal,  ditch  or  reservoir  contemplated  in 
this  act,  they  shall  become  the  property  of  the  irrigation  district;  and  thereafter  all 
funds  necessary  for  repairs  u])on  said  canal,  ditch  or  reservoir,  and  for  keej:)ing  the 
same  in  order,  or  for  altering  or  enlarging  the  same  may  be  levied  by  a tax  upon  the 
lands  benefitted,  the  landholders  in  the  district  to  vote  upon  the  same  in  the  manner 
heretofore  provided  for  in  this  act. 

See.  16. — All  property  or  money  belonging  to  any  irrigation  district,  in  the  hands 
of  Trustees  to  be  expended  "by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  hereby  ex- 
empted from  all  City,  County  and  Territorial  taxes. 

Sec.  17. — After  any  canai  or  ditch  shall  have  been  laid  out  under  this  act,  or  under 
any  .special  charter  where  other  provision  has  not  been  made,  the  Trustees  or  Com- 
pany may  agree  with  the  owners  of  land  through  which  it  wdll  pass  for  the  purchase 
of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  making  of  the  canai  or  ditch  and  the 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging. 

Sec.  18. — In  every  case  where  the  owner  of  the  land  so  required  shall  be  absent 
from  the  County,  or  shall  not  from  any  case  be  capable  in  law  so  to  agree,  or  shall 
refuse  to  agree,  or  ask  an  exorljitant  price,  the  value  of  such  laud  and  the  damages  to 
the  owner  thereof  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  following  manner:  First,  the  occupant 
of  or  claimant  to  such  land  and  the  Trustees  may  each  select  referees,  and  in  case  of 
disagreement  they  tw'o  may  select  a third,  and  these  referees  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine the  value  of  the  land  under«controversy  and  assess  the  amount  of  damages,  if 
any,  which  each  owner  of  lands  or  improvements  has  sustained  or  will  sustain  in  con- 
sequence thereof.  Second:  The  appraisal  with  a description  of  the  land  so  appraised 
shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  referees  signing  it  before  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court 
in  which  the  lands  are.  situated;  and,  when  so  acknowledged,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
County  Clerk’s  office,  within  ten  days  after  it  shall  have  been  made. 

See.  19. — The  Trustees,  upon  payment  to  the  rightful  claimant  of  the  several  sums 
assessed  in  the  apnraisal  so  made,  or  upon  making  a tender  thereof  when  the  same 
shall  be  refused,  shall  be  entitled  to  enter  upon  the  lands  described  in  the  appraisal, and 
have  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  irrigation  district  for  ever. 

See.  20. — If  on  any  parcel  of  the  lands  so  described  there  shall  be  no  person  then 
living,  authorized  to  receive  payment  for  the  damages  assessed  for  such  parcel,  and 
such  damages  shall  not  iiave  l)een  lawfully  demanded  within  ten  days  after  the  filing 
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of  such  appraisal,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  enter  thereon  without  payment  or  ten- 
der of  such  damages,  but  subject  to  such  payment  whenever  the  same  shall  be  there- 
after lawfully  required. 

Sec.  21. — If  any  person  shall  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  bank,  dam,  flume, 
waste-weir,  lock  or  gate  on  said  canal  or  ditch,  or  any  of  the  appurtenances  befonging 
thereto  or  in  use  upon  the  same,  or  take  w'ater  from  the  said  canal  or  ditch,  except  by 
direction  of  ijroper  officers,  such  person  so  offending  shall  f<>r  every  such  offence  be 
liable  to  a civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages,  to  be  prosecuted  for,  before  any  Court 
having  jurisdiction,  by  any  tax-payer  in  the  irrigation  district;  and  shall  also  be  sub- 
ject to  indictment  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  22. — All  Companies  or  Districts  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  which  may  occur  by  the  breakage  of  any  canal  or 
ditch,  which  damages  may  be  appraised  and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  23. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  interfere  wdth  the  right 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  repeal,  alter  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure.

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CHAPTEE  CXXXIV. 

An  AOT  to  Incorporate  the  Ogden  Canon  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territoiy 
of  Utah:  That  Lorin  Farr,  Chauncey  W.  West,  sen.,  Isaac  N.  Goodale,  Lester  1. 
Herrick,  Aaron  F.  Farr,  Erastus  Brigham;  sen..  Green  Taylor,  and  their  associates 
and  successors  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate,  to  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Ogden  Canon  Eoad  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a good  wagon 
road  from  the  mouth  of  Ogden  Eiver  Cafion,  to  Ogden  Valley;  and  by  said  name 
and  style  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  power,  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued  in  all  actions  of  law  or  equity  in  any  Court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and 
to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  in  their  corporate  name  that  any  individual 
can  have  or  has  a lawful  right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a common  seal  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure;  and  to  do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  exercise  of  the 
powers  and  privileges  conferred  and  granted  in  this  act. 

Sec  2. — The  aforesaid  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  conferred,  to  build  a good  wagon  road  up  the  aforesaid  Ganon  from 
its  mouth  to  Ogden  Valley,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  County  Court  of  Weber  county, 
and  take  toll  thereon  at  the  following  rates: 

For  every  vehicle  drawn  by  two  animals,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

For  every  two  additional  animals,  fifty  cents. 

For  .every  horse  or  mule  rode  or  led,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  all  loose  animals  of  horse,  mule  or  cattle  kind,  ten  cents  each. 

For  sheep,  goats  and  swine,  five  cents  each. 

Sec.  3. — Any  person  paying  into  said  Company  twenty-five  dollars  may  become 
an  Associate  and  Shareholder;  and  each  Shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a vote  for 
each  share  he  may  hold  in  said  Company. 

Sec.  4.— The  officers  of  said  Company  shall  consist  of  a President,  vice-President 
» and  five  Directors  who  shall  constitute  a Board,  a majority  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
the  Board  by  death  or  otherwise;  said  Board,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  shall  give  bond  with  approved  security  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Probate  Judge 
of  Weber  county,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Secretary,  Treasurer,  Superintendent  of 
Eoads  and  all  other  officers  that  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  require  them  to 
give  bonds  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  shall  have 
power  to  ordain  and  make  all  necessary  bye-laws  and  regulations  for  the  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  building,  protecting  .and  keeping  in 
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repair  said  road,  for  the  preservation  of  the  timber  in  the  Canon  and  its  tributaries, 
and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  interest  of  said  Company: 
Provided,  they  make  no  la“ws  conflicting  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  5.— On  the  second  Monday  of  February,  18.65,  and  annually  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  an  election  held  in  Ogden  City,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a President,  vice- 
President  and  live  Directors  for  said  Company;  and  for  the  first  election  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  the  President  of  the  present  Ogden  Canon  Road  Company  shall 
notify  the  Shareholders  of  said  Company,  by  posting  up  notices  of  said  election  in 
six  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  County,  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereunto. 
Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  for  in  the  bye-laws  of 
the  present  Ogden  Canon  Road  Company;  and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  Board  acting  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  6. — Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  passing  any  toll  gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for,  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  by  any  officer,  agent; 
servant  or  Stockholder,  in  the  name  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  7. — If  any  person  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the 
road  of  said  Company,  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  same, 
the  person  or  persons  so  ofiending  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a civil 
suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages  by  said  Company,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to 
indictment  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 

See.  8.— Each  Toil  Gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  President  and  Directors  of 
said  Company,  may  detain  and  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  person 
riding,  leading  or  driving  animals  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle  until  he  has 
received  the  tolls  authorized  by  this  act.  " , ‘ 

Sec.  9. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present 
Ogden  Canon  Road  Company  of  any  power  or  privilege  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
grant  of  the  C^ounty  Court  of  Weber  County,  incorporating  said  Company;  but  said 
Company  may  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  heretofore  conferred 
upon  them,  until  the  officers  of  said  Company  are  superseded  by  the  election  and 
qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act. 

See.  10. — Nothing  shall  be  so  construed  in  this  act  as  to  prevent  the  Ijegislature 
from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure.

CH  AFTER  CXXXV. 

An  ACT  granting  to  the  Overland  Mail  Company  the  right  to  construct  a graded 
road  across  Dugway  Mountain  and  to  collect  Toll  Jor  the  use  of  the  sarQ.e. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
toryofUtah:  That  the  Overland  Mail  Company,  through  its  Directors,  Agents  or 
Representatives,  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a graded  road,  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  County  Court  of  Tooele  County,  across  what  is  termed  the  Dugway  Mountain, 
situated  near  the  Mail  station  of  that  name,  and  distant,  westerly  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
one  hundred  and  five  miles;  and  to  have  the  privilege  of  erecting  one  toll  gate  at 
such  point,  at  or  near  the  eastern  base  of  said  Mountain,  as  may  be  deemed  most  ad- 
vantageous, and  to  collect  loll  for  the  use  of  said  road  for  the  period  of  ten  years;  the 
rate  of  toll  to  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  County  Court  of  Tooele  County. 

Sec.  2. — The  said  Overland  Mail  Company  is  hereby  required  to  make  an 
annual  report,  during  the  first  week  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  on  said  road,  and  to  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  Common  Schools,  five  per  cent,  of  all  tolls  collected  thereon.  And  it  is 
further  required  to  keep  said  graded  road  in  gooti  repair  and  to  apply  all  its  revenue, 
over  and  above  necessary  expenditures  for  making  and  keeping  it  in  repair  aiul  for 
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the  payment  of  the  assessment  heretofore  named,  to  the  general  improvement  of  the 
Xjublic  road  now  used  by  said  Company  within  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  especially 
that  portion  lying  between  Black  Bock  and  Canon  stations. 

Sec.  3. — The  said  Overland  Mail  Company  shall  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  their 
faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  and  to  secure  all  persons  for 
any  damage  that  may  accrue  through  their  neglect,  which  bonds  shall  be  accepted 
by  and  filed  with  the  Probate  Court  of  Tooele  County. 

Sec.  4. — The  Legislature  reserve  the  right  to  repeal,  alter  or  amend  all  the  priv- 
ileges granted  in  this  charter.

CHaPTER  CXXXVI. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Uintah  Itoad  Company. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  William  H.  Hooper,  Ben.  Holladay  and  W.  L.  Halsey  and  their  asso- 
ciates assigns  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a body  politic  and  corporate,  with 
succession  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
“Uinta  Road  Company,"  by  which  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, contract  and  be  contracted  with;  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal;  and 
shall  have  power  to  hold  and  acquire  real  estate  whereon  to  erect  toll  gates,  houses, 
stations  and  bridges,  and  to  dispose  of  and  convey  the  same  when  no  longer  required 
for  said  pui'ijoses;’  and  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  its 
affairs  and  the  number  and  appointment  of  its  ofiicers  and  workmen,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary;  and  the  said  Company  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  povrers  and 
privileges  which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  iDUiqiose  and  object  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2. — The  said  Company  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  a wagon 
road  from  Utah  Lake  eastward  through  Uinta  Valley  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  this 
Terrritory,  there  to  connect  with  the  road  running  westward  from  Denver  through 
Colorado  Territory;  and  also  the  exclusive  right  to  erect  bridges  over  the  streams  tra- 
versed by  said  road  and  one  mile  above  and  below  the  crossing  of  said  road;  to  erect 
toll  gates  on  said  road,  not  to  exceed  one  to  every  twenty  miles  of  road;  and  to  erect 
toll  gates  on  each  of  said  bridges  wherever  the  streams  over  which  said  bridges  are 
erected  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in  width;  and  to  demand  and  collect  at  each  of  said 
gates  upon  said  road,  for  each  wagon  or  vehicle  passing  over  said  road  drawn  by  one 
pair  of  horses,  mules  or  cattle,  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  each  additional  pair,  ten  (10) 
cents:  for  each  riding  horse  or  mule,  five  (5)  cents;  for  horses,  mules,  cattle  or  other 
animals-  driven  loose,  five  (0)  cents  i^er  head;  and  to  demand  and  to  collect  the  follow- 
ing rates  of  toll  at  each  said  bridges,  to  wit: 

For  a wagon  drawn  by  two  animals,  one  dollar. 

For  each  additional  animal,  twenty-five  cents, 

For  vehicles  drawn  by  one  animal,  fifty  cents, 

For  each  horse  or  mule  and  rider,  ten  cents: 

Provided,  if  the  said  Company  shall  establish  and  maintain  a ferry  over  Green  River 
at  the  crossing  of  said  road,  they  may  charge  for  ferriage  the  same  rates  of  toil  as  are 
allowed  for  passing  over  one  of  the  Comj^any’s  bridges:  And  further  jjrovided,  that 
five  per  cent,  of  all  tolls  collected  on  the  said  road  and  bridges,  within  this  Territory, 
.shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  common 
schools. 

Sec.  3. — Any  person  i^assing  over  said  road,  vv'ho  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  toll  herein 
required,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  Company,  for  each  and  every  such  ofience,  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  by  said  Corporation. 

Sec.  4. — Upon  complaint  being  made  to"  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  any  county 
through  which  said  road  is  located,  that  any  portion  of  said  road  or  any  of  said  bridges 
are  not  in  reasonably  good  condition  for  wagons  or  vehicles  to  pass,  the  said  Justice 
may  summon  the  gate  keeper  nearest  to  the  defective  bridge  or  jjortion  of  the  road  to 
appear  before  him  on  a certain  day,  not  more  than  five  (5)  from  the  day  of  complaint; 
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and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Justice  tliat  the  complaint  is  true,  judgment  shall  be  ren- 
dered against  the  Corporation  as  defendaut  for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings;  and  there- 
after no  tolls  shall  be  collected  by  said  gate  keeper,  until  the  said  road  or  biddge  is 
repaired:  Provided,  that  if  by  reason  of  snow  or  high  water  it  shall  not  be  possible  for 
any  person  with  reasonable  expense  to  repair  said  road  or  bridge,  a reasonable  time 
shall  be  allowed  for  repairing  the  same,  before  any  judgments  of  costs  shall  be 
rendered. 

Sec.  5. — No  toll  shall  be  levied  upon  the  citizens  of  Utah  Territory  for  travel  on 
said  road  for  local  purposes,  for  the  distance  intervening  betv/een  the  point  where  the 
road  begins  in  Utah  County  and  the  summit  of  the  dividing  ridge  between  the  waters 
of  the  Great  Basin  and  the  Colorado. 

Sec.  6. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Uinta  Road  Company  to  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  during  the  first  w^eek  of  its  session;  said  report  to  be  to 
the  thirty- first  of  the  next  preceding  October,  and  to  show  ail  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures on  said  road  antifrom  what  source  and  for  what  purpose. 

Sec.  7.— Nothing  111  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature 
from  amending,  altering  or  rexiealing  the  same  when  they  think  the  public  good 
requires  it.

CHAPTER  C XXXVII. 

An  ACT  f 07'  the  07'ganization  of  ike  Militia  of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  the  present  acting  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Nauvoo  Legion, 
aided  by  six  or  more  commissioned  officers  of  the  line  or  staff,  to  be  selected  by  him, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  draft  and  adopt  a system  of  laws  and  regula- 
tions for  the  militia  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  create  and  fill  such  offices  as  are 
or  may  be  necessary  for  its  organization;  which  system  of  regulations  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  revision  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  when  in  session,  and  shall  be  in 
force  from  and  after  their  publication,  unless  annulled  by  legislative  enactments. 

Sec.  2.— That  the  Lieutenant  General  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  people, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Governor. 

See.  3. — All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed: 
Provided,  that  th-«  present  laws  shall  continue  in  force  until  superseded  as  herein 
provided  for.

CHAPTER  C XXXVIII. 

Orgmiization  of  the  Militia  of  Utah. 

Agreebly  to  the  provisions  of  “An  act  for  the  organization  of  the  Militia  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,”  approved  January  15th,  1857,  the  Board  of  Officers  appointed  by 
and  asf-ociated  with  the  Lieutenant  General,  for  that  purpose,  have  adopted  the 
following: — 

SYSTEM  OF  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PRESENT  ORGANIZATION  AND  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  MILITIA  OF  THE  TERRITORY  OP  UTAH. 

Sec.  1. — The  Militia  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  under  the  Governor  of  the  Terri- 
tory as  Commander-in-Chief,  shall  be  commanded  by  a Lieutenant  General  and

formed  into  an  independent  military  body  called  the  Nauvoo  Legion,  and  shall  be 
organized  into  Platoons,  Companies,  Battalions,  llegimeuts.  Brigades,  Divisions  and 
Departments,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  2. — All  able-bodied  white  male  persons,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five  years,  resident  in  the  Territory,  are  liabe  to  military  duty,  except  such  as 
are  or  may  be  exempt  by  law.  Commanders  of  districts  will  be  held  responsible  for 
the  enrolment  of  all  persons  in  their  districts  liable  to  military  duty.  Ail  persons 
voluntarily  enrolling  in  any  corps,  though  under  the  age  of  eighteen  or  over  the  age 
of  forty-five  years,  shall  be  equally  subject  to  military  duty  with  those  enrolled  by 
virtue  of  the'foregoing  regulation:  Provided,  That  such  persons  may  on  application 
be  discharged  by  a published  order  from  the  Commanders  of  their  respective  districts. 

Sec.  3. — A Division  shall  consist  of  two  Brigades,  and  be  commanded  by  a Major 
General. 

A Brigade  shall  consist  of  one  thousand  rank  and  file,  and  be  commanded  by  a 
BrigaTlier  General. 

A Regiment  shall  consist  of  five  Battalions,  five  hundred  rank  and  file  and  be 
commanded  by  a Colonel. 

A Battalion  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  rank  and  file,  two  Companies,  and  be 
commanded  by  a Major. 

A Company  shall  consist  of  fifty  rank  and  file,  five  Platoons,  and  be  commanded 
by  a Captain. 

A Platoon  shall  consist  of  ten  men,  commanded  by  a Second  Lieutenant  who, 
with  one  Sergeant,  shall  be  elected  by  the  platoon  and  of  their  number,  and  shall  be 
included  in  the  rank  and  file. 

Sec.  4. — The  Lieutenant  General  may,  at  his  discretion,  organize  one  or  more 
Band.s  of  Music,  to  be  proportioned  with  officers  as  any  ocher  corps  of  the  Legion, 
and  assign  them  for  duty  w'here  necessary.  Bauds  of  Divisions,  Brigades,  Regi- 
ments or  independent  Battalions  shall  be  composed  of  the  Company  music  of  such 
commands. 

Sec.  5. — The  staff  of  the  Lieutenant  General  shall  consist  of  an  Adjutant  General 
with  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General  of  Light  Artillery;  one  Aide-de  Camp  with  the 
rank  of  Brigadier  General  of  Cavalry;  a Quartermaster  General  wfith  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  General  of  Heavy  Artillery;  a Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  with 
the  rank  of  Brigadier  General  of  Infantry;  a Chief  of  Topographical  Engineers  with 
the  rank  of  Colonel;  a Chief  of  Ordnance  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Light 
Artille.'-y;  one  ALde-de-Camp  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Cavalry;  a Paymaster 
General  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Cavalry;  a Judge  Advocate  with  the  rank  of 
Colonel  of  Heavy  Artillery;  one  Aide-de-Camp  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Jnfantrjq 
two  Chaplains  with  the  rank  of  Colonels  of  Infantry;  a Surgeon  General  with  the 
rank  of  Colonel  of  Infantry;  a Chief  of  Music  w’ith  the  rank  of  Colonel  cf  Infantry; 
a Military  Secretary  with  the  rauk  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  Infantry;  one  Color 
Bearer  General  with  the  rank  of  Major  of  Cavalry;  one  Color  Bearer  General  with 
the  rank  of  Captain  of  Cavalry;  and  such  assistants  in  the  various  departments  as 
the  good  of  the  service  may  require,  with  the  ranks  corresponding,  to  be  designated 
by  the  Lieutenant  General. 

Sec.  6. — The  Staff  of  a Major  General  shalhconsist  of  a Division  Adjutant  with 
the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Light  Artillery;  a Division  Commissary,  who  also  shall  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  Division  Quartermaster,  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Heavy 
Artillery;  a Surgeon  of  Division  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  Infantry; 
a Chaplain  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenat  Colonel  of  Infantry;  and  two  Aides-de-Camp 
with  the  rank  of  Majors  of  Infantry. 

Sec.  7. — The  Staff  of  a Brigadier  General  shall  consist  of  a Brigade  Adjutant  with 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  Light  Artillery;  a Brigade  Quartermaster,  who 
shall  also  discharge  the  duties  of  Brigade  Commissary,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  Infantry,  an<l  a Surgeon  of  Brigade  with  the  rank  of  Major  of  Infantry. 

Sec.  8. — The  Staff  of  a Colonel  shall  consist  of  an  Adjutant  with  the  rank  of 
Major,  who  shall  command  the  regiment  in  the  absence  of  the  Colonel;  a Surgeon 
with  the  rauk  of  Captain;  and  a principal  Musician  with  the  rauk  of  Second  Lieu- 
tenant. 

Sec.  9. — The  Staff  of  a Major,  commanding  a separate  Battalion,  shall  consist  of 
an  Adjutant  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  command  the  battal. 
ion  in  the  absence  of  the  Major. 

Sec.  10 — To  each  Comi)any  there  shall  be  a Company  Adjutant  with  the  rauk 
of  a First  Lieutenant  and  two  Musicians. 

Sec.  11. — .Staff  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  their  respective  commandants  from 
within  the  limits  of  ttieir  commands. 

Sec.  12. — Staffofficers  shall  take  precedence  according  to  the  rank  held  by  virtue 
of  their  stafl'a[)pointm»"nt.  When  a vacancy  occurs  in  any  <*ommand  in  the  line, 
the  Lieutenant  General  may  appoint  a staff  officer,  holding  suitable  rauk,  to  fill  such 
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vacaBcy,  imtii  superseded  in  regular  course  of  elecfciou  or  the  return  of  the  absent 
officer:  Provided,  That  the  officer  next  in  rank,  present  at  the  time  the  vacancy 
occurs,  may  assume  command,  until  the  action  of  the  Lieutenant  General  on  the 
subject. 

Sec.  13. — All  officers  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  when  the  commands 
to  which  they  are  elected  are  tilled. 

Sec.  14. — Precedence  of  corps  shall  be  as  foI]ov/s,  viz: — 1st  Light  artillery;  2nd 
Cavalry;  3d  ITeavy  Artillery;  4th  Infantry.  Platoons  in  Companies;  Companies  in 
Battalions;  Battalions  in  Regiments;  Brigades  or  Districts;  and  Regiments  in  Brig- 
ades or  Districts;  of  one  corps,  shall  take  precedence  from  right  to  left,  unless  tem- 
porarily changed  for  manoeuvring.  This  arrangement  shall  be  conductedunder  the 
supervision  of  their  immediae  commanders.  The  numbers  and  titles  of  Divisions, 
Brigades,  Regiments  and  independent  Battalions  shall  be  given  by  the  Lieutenant 
General.  Precedence  of  officers  shall  be: — First,  according  to  the  corps  named  in 
their  commission,  when  of  the  same  grade  and  corps,  according  to  the  date  of  com- 
mission; and  when  of  the  same  grade,  corps  and  date  of  commission,  reference  shall 
be  had  to  the  rank  of  the  Platoon,  Company,  Battalion,  Regiment, Brigade,  Division, 
District,  Department  or  Staff*  in  which  such  officers  serve,  and  the  rank  decided 
accordingly.  Staffs  shall  take  precedence  according  to  the  rank  of  their  commanding 
officers,  Departments  according  to  the  rank  of  their  respective  chiefs,  as  designated 
in  the  Stafl'of  the  Lieutenant  General. 

Sec.  15. — The  Lieutenant  General  shall  organize  Military  Districts  at  his  discre- 
tion, appoint  the  times  of  District  Masters,  and  create  and  fill,  by  appointment,  any 
Staff  offices  not  herein  provided  for,  that  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  IG.^ — Subordinate  Gommanders  in  districts  are  required  to  furnish  the  rank- 
ing officer  of  each  district  with  correct  returns  and  muster  rolls  of  district  musters 
and  courts  martial,  v»^ith  a full  account  of  the  arms,  ammunition,  equipage,  &c.,  on 
hand,  who  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  Adjutant  General  within  twenty  days  after 
each  muster  and  court  martial.  Each  commanding  officer,  from  the  Lieutenant  of  a 
platoon  to  the  General  of  a Division,  shall  keep  constantly  on  hand  a correct  record 
of  the  strength,  condition  and  doings  of  his  command. 

Sec.  17. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  of  each  platoon  to  inspect  his 
platoon  once  a month,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  arms,  am- 
munition and  equipage  of  his  jjlatoon. 

Voluntary  Gompauy,  Battalion  or  Regimntal  musters  and  drills  may  he  held  at 
the  discretion  of  the  several  corps,  and  the  lines  for  such  controlled  by  them  for  their 
benelit. 

Sec.  18.— On  the  publication  of  orders  for  musters,  the  Lieutenant  of  each  platoon 
shall  proceed  at  once  to  notify  hi.s  men. 

Sec.  19. — Fines  for  .neglectitl^  to  ap'pear  at  district  minsters  shall  be  assessed  by 
cnurts  martial,  composed  of  not  exceeding  five  coinmissuoned  officers  to  each,  dej- 
tailed  by  District  Commanders,  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  non-com"- 
missioiied  officers,  musiciatis  and  privates,  ;ind  not  exceeding  ten  (lollars  for  com- 
missioned officers.  Distiiet  Commanders  shall  he  neld  respoinsible,  and  demand 
from  subordinate  Gonunandei's  a similar  vespoaslbility  to  them,  that  such  fines  are 
collected  and  paid  into  the  Territorial  Treasury. 

Sec.  20. — Any  person  enrolled  and  failing  to  provide  arms,  accoutrements  and 
ammunition  .suitable  to  his  corps,  where  he  has  had  an  opportunity  of  so  doing, 
shall  be  fined  as  a delinquent  for  non-attendance.  Any  person  having  disposed  of 
his  arms,  accoutrements  or  ammunition,  so  as  to  leave  himself  unprovided,  shall, 
upon  conviction  before  a court  martial,  be  fined  in  twice  the  amount  of  the  value  of 
such,  which  amount  shall  be  paid  into  the  Territorial  Treasury. 

Sec.  21. — Courts  Martial,  detailed  by  district  Commanders,  shall  take  cognizance 
of  and  punish  by  fine  all  breaches  of  good  dicipline  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  22. — Commissioned  officers  shall  not  be  dismissed  the  service,  except  by 
the  sentence  of  a General  Court  Martial,  but  may  be  suspended  by  their  commanding 
officers  until  the  decision  of  a Geneifal  Court  Martial,  or  release  from  such  suspen- 
sion by  the  Lieutenant  General.  Disrespect  to  a superior  officer,  immoral  conduct, 
nefvtect  of  duty  and  incompetency  are  each  suffieieut  cause  for  the  dismissal  of  an 
officer. 

Sec.  23. — General  Courts  Martial  shall  be  detailed  by  the  Lieutenant  General; 
and  shall  have  jurisdietion  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  military  laws  of  the  Terri- 
tory, and  to  try  any  officer  when  the  President  of  the  Court  ranks  the  officer  on 
trial. 

Sec.  24. — Resignation  of  officers  shall  l>e  forwarded  through  the  Commander  of 
the  District  to  the  Lieutenant  General,  but  no  officer  shall  be  permitted  to  vacate 
his  office  until  his  resignation  is  accepted.  All  vacancies,  hosowever  they  may  occur, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General’s  office,  and  the  filling  of  such  vacancies 
determined  by  the  Lieutenant  General. 
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Sec.  25. — Courts  Martial  are  hereby  empowered  to  make  provisions  for  enforcing 
their  decisions  in  the  collection  of  tines.  Commanding  officers,  ordering  Courts 
Martial,  shall  have  power  to  mitigate  or  repeal  their  decisions.  Such  mitigation  or 
repeal  must  be  through  a nuolished  order  assigning  the  reason. 

Sec.  26. — Elections  for  all  commissioned  officers  shall  be  as  ordered  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant General.. 

Sec.  27. — All  military  orders  shall  be  numbered,  to  commence  and  terminate 
with  the  year  or  v/ith  the  coudpaign.  Those  issued  by  the  Lieutenant  General  shall 
be  in  two  series,  general  and  special.  General  orders  are  such  as  pertain  to  the  Le- 
gion generally;  special  orders  pertain  to  particular  corps,  districts,  departments  or 
individuals,  and  may  be  addressed  to  such  by  the  Lieutenant  direct.  Orders  issued 
from  the  Head  Quarters  of  Divisions,  Brigades,  Regiments,  separate  Battalions  or 
Districts  shall  be  simply  styled  “Orders,”  copies  of  v/hich  shall  be  filed  in  the  Adju- 
tant General’s  office. 

Sec.  28. — The  publication  of  orders  from  the  Lieutenant  General,  in  any  public 
newspaper  of  the  Territory,  shall  be  a lawful  notice. 

Sec.  29. — An  Ordnance  department  is  hereby  created,  under  the  charge  of  the 
Chief  of  Ordnance.  It  shall  consist  of  one  Lieutenant  Colonel,  one  Major,  three 
Captains  and  five  First  Lieutenants. 

Sec.  30. — The  corps  of  Topographical  Engineers,  under  the  charge  of  the  Chief  of 
the  corps,  shall  consist  of  two  Lieutenant  Colonels,  three  Majors,  five  Caj)tains,  five 
First  Lieutenants  and  five  Second  Lieutenants. 

Sec.  31. — The  Lieutenant  General  shall  appoint  the  officers  who  shall  constitute 
the  Ordnance  and  Topographical  corps,  and  may  increase  or  lessen  the  'number  of 
either  at  discretion. 

Sec.  32. — The  Adjutant  General  shall  keep  his  offices  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City, 
until  otherwise  directed  by  the  Lieutenant  General,  and  shall  preserve  therein  reports 
of  the  doings  of  the  various  deijartments  of  the  Legion,  and  may  call  on  the  proper 
officers  for  their  reports,  when  necessary.  He  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Governor  a 
report  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  the  forces  of  the  Territory,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Sec.  33. — The  Lieutenant  General  is  authorized  to  adopt,  through  general  orders, 
any  regulations  not  contravenin,g  any  provision  herein  contained,  that  he  may  deem 
essential  to  the  good  of  the  service.

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CHAPTER  CXXXIX. 

An  ACT  to  repeal  an  Act  entitleA  '•‘‘An  Act  creating  an  agent  to  receive  and 
manage  the  AgriculturcU  Fund  of  the  Territory. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah:  That  “an  act  creating  an  agent  to  receive  and  manage  the  Agricultural  Fund 
of  the  Territory,”  approved  January  20,  1865,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  December  18,  1865. 
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CHAPTER  CXL. 

An  ACT  defining  the  Judicial  Districts  for  the  Territory  of  Utah  ^ prescribing  the  times 
and  places  of  holding  the  Supreme  and  District  Courts  and  assigning  the 
Chief  Justice  and  the  two  Associate  Justices. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  Millard,  Piute,  'Sevier,  Sanpete,  Juab,  Utah  and  Wasatch 
Counties  are  the  First  Judicial  District;  that  Kane,  Washington;  Iron  and  Beaver 
Counties  are  the  Second  Judicial  Disti  ict;  and  that  Great  Salt  Lake,  Tooele,  Summit, 
Green  River,  Davis,  Morgan,  V/eber,  Box  Elder,  Cache  and  Richland  Counties  are 
the  Third  Judicial  District. 

Sec.  2.-Thata  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  each  year  be  held  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
Gity,  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  commenciug  on  the  second  Monday  in  November,  at 
tea  o’clock  a.  m.;  that  a term  of  the  District  Court  in  the  First  Judicial  District 
shall  each  year  be  held  in  Manti,  Sanpete  County,  commencing  on  the  third  Monday 
in  October;  that  a term  of  tne  District  Court  in  the  Second  Judicial  District  shall 
each  year  be  held  in  St.  George,  Washington  County,  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  of  February;  and  that  a term  of  tlie  District  Court  in  the  Third  Judicial 
District  shall  each  year  be  held  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  Great  Salt  Lake  County, 
commencing  on  the  second  Monday  in  March. 

Sec.  £>. — That  Chief  Justice  Jolin  Titus  is  hereby  assigned  to  the  Third  Judicial 
District;  that  Associate  J'ustice  Thomas  J.  Drake  is  hereby  assigned  to  the  First 
Judicial  District;  and  that  Associate  Justice  Solomion  P.  McCurdy  is  hereby  assigned 
to  the  Second  Judicitd  District. 

Sec.  4. — A!!  matters  and  proceedings  now  pending  in  the  District  Courts  of  the 
First  and  Second  Judieiai  Districts  shall  be  deemed  pending  in  said  Courts  at 
the  times  and  jdaces  herein  specified. 

Approved  December  27,  18G5. 
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CHAPTER  CXLI. 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Lehi  Library  Association. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:— That  Israel  Evans,  William  H.  Winn,  Canute  Peterson,  James  Tay- 
lor and  William  S.  S.  Willis  and  tlieir  associates  and  successors  in  office  are  hereby 
constituted  a body  corporate,  to  he  known  and  styled  Lehi  Library  Association;  and 
shall  have  newer  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  pjroperty  real  and  personal;  tosueand 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  detVnd  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  law  and 
equity;  and  to  do  all  or  any  thing  tliat  may  be  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects 
of  the  Association,  lt_y  establishing  a library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific 
instruments,  connecting  therewith  a reading  room  and  lectures.  And  the  above 
named  j)ersons  are  hereby  appointed  a Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  until 
superseded  as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A Board  of  five  Directors  sbal!  i(e  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  the  first  klonday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-.six,  and  annually 
thereafter  on  said  da.y,  who  shall  hoid  their  office  for  one  year  and  uutii  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appointa  President,  Secretary, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  and  define  their  duties;  and  also 
to  enact  such  oye-Iaws  as  may  he  necessary  to  do  all  business  of  the  Association.  A 
majority  may  form  a quorum  to  do  business  and  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Buax“d,  until 
the  next  regular  election. 

Sec.  3.— This  Association  may  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  by  contribu- 
tions and  donations  for  the  pure  base  of  books,  maps,  charts.  &c.,  and  for  leasing  or 
erecting  suitabie  buildings  for  the  library,  readi ng- roojn  and  lectures. 

Sec.  4.- — Conditiofis  of  mem hersh i p,  admission  to  the  1 ii>rary,  reading  room  and 
lectures  and  the  loatiing  of  hooks  or  other  property  shall  be  as  provided  by  the  bye- 
laws of  said  Association. 

Approved  December  27,  1865. 
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CHAPTER  CXLII. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  Logan  City. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  .the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assenably  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  conn ti’y  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries  in 
Cache  Goutify,  to  wit:  commeneing  at  the  south  hank  of  Logan  River,  at  the  mouth 
of  Logan  Caiion,  thence  in  a northerly  direction  along  the  base  of  the  mountains 
three  jniles;  thence  west  to  the  west  ban k of  little  Bear  river;  thence  south  along 
said  bank  to  the  mouth  of  Logan  river;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the 
bank  of  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning;  shall  be  know'u  and  desigwated  under 
the  name  and  style  of  Logan  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted 
a body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  v*hich  they  may  change  and  alter 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  Jaw  and  equity;  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  jmrebase,  receive,  bold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  without  its  corporate  houndaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby’’  vested  in  a City 
Council,  to  becomiMised  of  a Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  and  five 
Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected,  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors  and  two  .Justices  of  the  Peace;  and  the  persons 
respectively  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  said  officers, 
shall  be  declared  elected.  When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number 
of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5. — The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  he  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Cache  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election.  Said  Judges  shall  choo.^e  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation 
before  the  County  Court  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  duties.  The  poll  shall 
be  open  at  8 o’clock  a.m.,  and  shall  close  at  6 o’clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the 
election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors 
and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days  from  the  time  of  holding  such  election,  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County 
Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and 
furnish  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  case  of  a tie,  it  shall,  be  decided  by'  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  G^All  subsequent  elections  held  under  tliis  act  shall  be  held,  conducted, 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a ruajority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings,  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  present,  and  have 
a casting  vote;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Alderman  present  may  be  appoint- 
ed to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings,  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Jlayor,  or  any  t%vo  Aldermen  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  <;ouncil,  serveil  perxiiially  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  ami  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  streets,  Surve.vor,  an  Attorney,  a Sexton,  a Sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  all  sudi  other  offitiers  as  may  be  necessary;  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  office  at  ))leasure,  and  fix  ami  establish  the  fees  of  all  city  officers. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City 
Council,  aud^shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges,  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
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heard  in  their  defense,  and  the  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  and  the- production  of  papers  when  necessary. 

Sec  11. — When  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council,  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  the  ordinances 
of  the  city,  and  that  he  will  vreil  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  he  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  city  ordinances,  v,'hich  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Recorder. 

See.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  povv'er  to  divide  the  city  into  v*^ard^,  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  when  necessary  create  additional  wards,  and 
add  to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  and  proportion  them  among  the 
S G "V  d tX  i wards  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  when  so  qualified  shall  posses  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  com- 
missioned as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the  Governor,  They  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  ail  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory  into  the  county  treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  had  from 
any  decision  or  judgment  of  a Justice’s  court  in  the  same  manner  as  are  or 
may  be  provided  by  statute  for  appeals  from  Justice’s  courts,  and  they  shall 
account  for,  and  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  within  three  months  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  received  by  them,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  and  they  shall  keep  a 
docket,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Oouncii  and  all  other 
parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  process  issued  by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  directed  to 
the  Marshal,  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by 
such  rules  and  regulation  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council,  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city,  and  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  incorporation. 
He  shall  have  and  keep  a plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgements  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments 
of  v/riting,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city 
ordinance. 

Sec.  16. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner 
as  the  City  Council  shall  direct.  Pie  shall  pay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hand, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and 
.shall  report  to  the  City  Council  a true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
they  may  require. 

Sec,  17. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by  ordinance  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not 
to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on 
the  dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City 
Council  is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the 
election  of  Trustees,  appoint  a Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect 
and  expend  the  necessary  tax  for  school  purposes  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with 
water  for  irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  and  control  the  same;  and 
furthermore,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto. 

Sec.  18.— The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
finances  and  property  of  said  city. 

Sec.  19.— To  require  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  able-bodied  male 
resident  of  the  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor 
not  to  exceed  two  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his 
option,  pay  two  dollars  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be 
paid  within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor. 
In  default  of  payment  as  aforesaid,  t’ne  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  20.— The  Council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes 
of  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  21. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
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of  the  assessment  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  he  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the 
City  Council  shall  fix  a day  for  hearing  objections  thereto;  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council, 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  22.— The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a list  of  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost 
by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  assessment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  23. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  24. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws,  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  25. — To  examine,  license  and  regulate  the  practice  of  Surgeons  and*  Physi- 
cians; to  prohibit,  prevent  and  punish,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  the  imposition 
of  quacks  and  other  medical  pretenders;  to  establish  hospitals  and  infirmaries,  and 
make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the 
general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances,  and  prevent 
and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  26. — To  provide  the  city  v/ith  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  27. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  28. — To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  sidew^alks  or  crosswalk,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the 
incumbering  of  the  stree"ts  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injurjL 

Sec.  29. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  30. — To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  I’estrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  sl^op 
keepers,  boarding,  victualling  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  32. — To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  groceries, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers,  and  money  changers. 

Sec.  33.^To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  .shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by 
persons  or  at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent 
spirits  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,, apprentice  or  servant,  without  the 
consent  of  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  34. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their 
license  for  malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain 
the  sale  of  fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35.— To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  jjurijose  of  gaming,  and  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent 
any  riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblages;  and  to  restrain  and  punish 
vagrants,  mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  36. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances,  ball 
rooms  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

See.  37. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hackin<r,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage. 
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cartage  and  drayage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  38. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and  estab- 
lish fire  companies. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  ail  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42, — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  43. — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  whisky  and  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  44, — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the  city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

SeC.  46. — To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city;  to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to 
direct  the  returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality  and  to  impose  penalties  on 
physicians,  sextons,  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  47. — To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals,  to  provide  for  the  putting  up  of  posts  in  front  of  city  lots  to  fasten 
horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  ©f  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other 
animals,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same,  when  at  large 
contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  60. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chan- 
dler shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, barn, privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  51. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  eonstruetion  of  and  restrain 
or  prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establisliments  and  all  estab- 
lishments or  places  where  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  car- 
ried on. 

Sec.  52. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  53. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  54. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blovv^ing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goorls  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  city. 

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  description,  vrhich  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Wealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  which  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those 
estaiilished  by  law. 

Sec.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws 
of  the  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers

vested  iu  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act  by  penalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  mouths,  or 
both. 

Sec.  58. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinances;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into 
effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property 
therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and 
happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  59.— To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  60. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month, 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  61. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation, 
and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  b'»  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  62. — When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
make  a just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if 
the  amount  of  such  compensation  eannot  be  agreed  upon,  a Justice  of  the  Peace  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be 
inhabitantsof  the  city.  ... 

Sec.  63. — All  jurors  empanneled  to  enquire  into  the  amount  of  benefit  or 
damage  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken  shall 
first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  ©r  presiding  officer  of  th« 
City  Council,  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  64. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons  w’ho 
shall  break  the  peace;  commit  for  examination,  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such  persons 
in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  have  and 
exercise  such  other  powers,  as  conservators  of  the  peace,  as  the  City  Council  may 
prescribe. 

See.  65. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  Logan  city  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  a statement  of  the  amount  of  the  city  revenue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  and  for  what  disbursed.

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CHAPTER  CXLIII. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Wellsvillc. 

Sec.  1. — Beitenacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries  in 

Cache  County,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  the  mouth  of  Wellsville  City  Canon,  thence 
in  a northerly  direction  along  the  base  of  the  mountains  to  a yjarallel  line  running 
through  Clayton’s  Ppring,  thence  east  on  said  line  four  miles,  thence  south  four 
miles,  thence  in  a westerly  direction  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and 
designated  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  City  of  Wellsville,  and  the  inhabitants 
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thereof  "are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic  bytheiaame  aforesaid, 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which 
they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
all  property  for  Cemeteries,  Public  Squares,  City  buildings,  V/ater  Works,  Canals, 
streams  of  water  and  for  all  other  purposes  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  said  city,  both 
within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries,  to  improve  and  protect  such  property, 
and  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — The  Municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a City  Council, 
to  be  comi^osed  of  a Mayor,  six  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors 
in  said  city,  and  shall  hold  their  ofiSce  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  and  every  two 
two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor,  six  Coun- 
cilors and  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  said  city;  and  the  persons  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  for  said  offices  shall  be  declared  elected. 
When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office, 
the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5. — The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time 
and  place,  and  the  number^and  kind  of  officers  to  be  elected,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Cache  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election;  said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  be- 
fore the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  for  tlie  faithful  performance  of  said  duties. 
The  polls  shall  be  open  at  eight  a.  in.,  and  close  at  six  p.  m.  At  the  close  of  said 
election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors, 
and  transmit  the  same,  withiu  two  days  from  the  time  of  holding  such  election  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received  the 
County  Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  .Judge,  shall  unseal  aud  examine  them, 
and  furnish,  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  Ins  election.  lii  case  of  a tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  di’awn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  G. — All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  be  held,  conducted 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  aud 
returns  of  their  own  members;  aud  a majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  i')lace  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  2ireside  when  iiresent,  and  have 
a casting  vote;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Councillor  present  may  be 
apjiointed  to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings;  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Councilors,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  Council,  servcni  jjersonally  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  Streets,  Surveyor  and  Attorney,  a Sexton,  a Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  and  all  sucdi  other  officers  as  may  be  necessaiy,  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  oflice  at  ])leasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  city  officers. 

Sec.  iO. — All  oltieers  elected  in  aceordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a vote  of  two-tbirdsof  the  City  Council, 
and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges  and  have  an  ojjportunity  to  be  heard  in  their 
defense;  aud  the  Council  shall  have  ijovrer  to,  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of^japers,  when  necessary. 

See.  11. — When  a vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of 
any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  b.y  the  City  Council;  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  be  enters  iqDon  the 
duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  J'oatli  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  tlie  United  States,  the  hws  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  ot  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  shall  be  requir'  d to  give  l)Ouds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  city  ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Recorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  i^ower  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
sirecify  the  boundaries  thereof;  and,  when  necessary,  create  additional  Wards  and 
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add  to  the  number  of  Councilors  and  proportion  them  apaong  the  several  Wards, 
as  mav  be  just  ami  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13.— The  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  cxualify  as  other  .Justices  of  the  Peace;  and, 
when  so  cxualified,  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  uneler  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city  by  the  Governor.  They  shall  account  for  and 
pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city  into  the  City 
Treasury’,  and  all  lines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory  into  the 
County  Treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
all  ordinances  of  said  city. 

See.  14. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keei^  accurate  records 
of  all  oi’dinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a corjDorate 
capacity,  which  I'ecord  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  insj^ection  of  the  electors  of  the 
city  and  all  other  j^arties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  Incoi’xioration.  He 
shall  have  and  keep  a plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  insti’uments  of  writing,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  lo. — The  Treasurer  shall  reeeive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  cxirenditures  in  such  manner  as 
the  City  Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  j^ay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  hand  by  virtue 
of  his  office  upoir  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  shall  report 
to  the  City  Council  a true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as  they  may 
require. 

Sec.  IG. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  within  the  city,  by  ordinance,  to  . 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  proiierty  in  the  city  made 
taxable  "by  the  laws  of  the  Territoiy,  for  the  following  named  juirposes,  to  wit:  not  to 
exceed  five  mills  on  thg  dollar  for  contingent  exj^enses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the 
dollar  to  oj^en,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City  Couricil 
is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the  election 
of  Trustees,  ai>point  a board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect  and 
expend  the  necessary  tax  for  school  ijuiq^oses,  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with  water 
for  irrigating  and  other  xiuiqioses,  and  regulate  and  control  the  same;  and  furthermore, 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto. 

Sec.  17. — The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  ail  the  finances 
and  property  of  said  city. 

See.  18. — To  require, and  it  ishereby  made  the  duty  ofever>*  able-bodied  male  resident 
of  the  city,  over  tlie  age  of  eighteen  aiid  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  not  to 
exceed  two  days  in  each  year  u])on  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  o}3tion, 
pay  tvro  dollars  for  the  daj'  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be  paid 
within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Suiiervisor.  In  default 
of  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  19. — The  Council  shall  have  povv’er  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes  of 
the  previous  year. 

Sec.  20. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  regulate  the  form 
of  the  assessment  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the  City 
Council  shall  fix  a day  for  hearing  objections  thereto,  and  any  person  feeling  ag- 
grieved by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  Avhich  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and  revise 
said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  21. — The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a list  of  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  withinterestand  cost, 
by  suit  in  the  corporate  name  as  maybe  provided  by  ordinance.  The  asssessment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  22. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 

into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  24. — To  examine  licences  and  regulate  the  practice  of  Surgeons  and  Physi- 
cians; to  prohibit,  prevent  and  punish,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  the  imposition  of 
quacks  and  other  medical  pretenders;  to  establish  hospitals  and  infirmaries,  and 
make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same;  to  make  regulations  to  .‘ccure  the 
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general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances  and  prevent  and 
remove  the  same. 

Sec.  25. — To  provide  the  city  v/itli  w^ater;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  tires  and  the  convenience 
of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  26. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  or  other  combustil)ie  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  27. — To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the 
streets,  alleys,  bridges,  side-walks  or  cross-walks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or 
vacate  streets  and  al  leys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent 
the  incumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  fx’om  any  incroach- 
ment  or  injury. 

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  29. — To  provide  for  the  ei’ection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
city  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
cit'y. 

See.  80. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons,  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermeuted. 

Sec.  31.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  money  changers. 

Sec.  32. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardeut  spirits  or  other  in- 
toxicating liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop,  store, 
grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by  persons  or 
at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent  of  his 
or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistres.s,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  33. — To  regulate  aud  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their  license 
for  malcoudiiet  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  or  restrain  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  34. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  or  table  aud  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  a!!  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  ami  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming;  to  prevent  any  riot,  noise,  disturbance 
or  disorderly  assemblage;  aud  to  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendicants,  street 
beggars  ami  prostitutes. 

Sec.  35. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  sliows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainmeuts,  exhibi- 
tions of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances, 
ball  rooms  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  36. — I'o  lic.ense,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts,  and 
drays,  ami  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carrying  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  aud  drayage  of  ixroperty  as  also  to  license  aud  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  f>f  porterage. 

Sec.  37.— To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  aud  the  Hues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  eomjjauies. 

Sec.  ,38. — To  regulate  and  orv'ler  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  39. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  he  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  i)y  law. 

Sec.  40. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other 
building  materials,  ami  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechajiical  work. 

Sec.  41.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stonecoal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

vSec.  42. — To  provide  for  ami  regulate  tlie  inspection  of  toljacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  whiskey,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  43. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  44. — The  City  Council  shall  liave  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

Sec.  45 — To  pi’ovide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  i nliabitauts  of  the  city, 
to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the 
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returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  moi’tality;  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  46.— To  prevent  horse  racing  and  immoderate  riding  and  driving  in  the 
streets,  and  to  authorize  their  being  stopi^ed  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the 
abuse  of  animals;  to  compel  persons  to  put  up  posts  in  front  of  their  lots  to  fasten 
their  horses  and  other  animals;  to  coniiDel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  47. — To  prevent  encumbering  the  streets  or  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other  aniinals,  sleds, 
wheel  barrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs,  adobies  or  any 
material  or  substance  v.'hatever. 

Sec.  48.— To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  49. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chandler 
shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  50. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain  or 
prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments,  and  all  establish- 
ments or  places  where  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  carried  on. 

Sec.  51. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  the  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused 
to  be  placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  poi’k,  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kmd; 
and  on  his  defoult  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  officer 
of  said  pity. 

Sec.  52. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  of  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  53. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  54. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  55. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise  or 
property  of  every  description  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  which  Aveights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those  estab- 
lished by  law. 

Sec.  56. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of 
the  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  penalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or 
both.  ' . 

Sec.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish, 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  th® 
breach  of  any  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures  and 
the  enforcement  of  such  penalties:  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and  execute  all 
such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Consritution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
the  law^of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  and 
execution  the  pow'ers  specified  in  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order,  regulation, 
convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property  therein  from 
destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and  happiness  of  the  inhab- 
itants thereof. 

Sec.  58. — To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  Jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  wdiere  such  offenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  59. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month  after 
they  phnll  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  city,  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city. 
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See.  60. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  forrp,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published  by 
the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  Courts 
or  places,  without  further  i^roof. 

Sec.  61.— When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening,  v/iden- 
ing,  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall  make  a 
just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount 
of  such  comiDensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabit- 
ants of  the  city. 

Sec.  62. — All  jurors,  empanneled  to  inquire  into  the  amounts  of  itenefits  or  dama- 
ges that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken , shall  first  bs 
sworn  to  that  effect;  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City 
Council  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  63. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  Conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  or  cemse  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such 
persons  in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  such  other  powers,  as  Conservators  of  the  Peace,  as  the  City 
Council  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  64. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed 
in  tliecity  of  Wellsville,  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  December  in  each  year,  a statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  .and  for  what  disbursed.

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CHAPTEE,  CXLIV. 

An  ACT  to  inoorporaic  tliG  City  of  3Ioroni,  in  Sanpete  CovMty. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  That  all  that  portion  of  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  north  end  of  the  bridge  Soutli  of  Moroni  crossing  Sanpitch 
river,  running  west  two  miles  from  said  bridge,  thence  north  four  miles,  thence  east 
four  miles,  tlie^iee  south  four  miles,  tlicnce  west  two  miles  to  Sanpitch  bridge,  the 
place  of  beginning,  shall  be  kuov/n  and  designated  by  the  name  of  Moroni  City,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  aforesaid;  and  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  which  they  may  change 
and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  ilihabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  of  Jaw  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive 
and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a City  Council  to  consist  of  a Mayor  and  five  Coun- 
cilors, who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  b& 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  tv/o_  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business;  but  a smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by^ordinance;  there  shall  also  he  elected  in  like  man- 
ner two  Justices  of  the  Peace  •who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters,  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor  and  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they 
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will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  5. — One  Mayor  and  five  Councilors  "shall  be  elected  biennially  and  the 
first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  at  such  time  in  said  city  as  the  Probate 
Judge  of  Sanjjete  County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  shall  be  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial 
officers;  and,  at  the  said  first  election,  ail  free  wJiite  male  residents,  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  within  said  city  limits,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  6. — The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  wfith  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  daj's  after  the  election,  a written  notice  of  his  election, 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a certificate  of  wliieh  oath  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof 
made,  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  to  be  provided  for  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  to  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  ai^point  a Recorder,  Treasurer,  ' 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define 
the  duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  ofiieers,  appointed  as  aforesaid, to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territoiy , as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace, benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  protection 
of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and 
happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  of  the 
Santpitch  river:  Provided  that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injury  of 
any  rights  already  acquired  by  actual  settlers  thereon,  and  shall  have  control  of 
the  water  courses  and  mill  privileges  within  said  city,  but  in  no  case  shall  they 
interfere  with  the  natural  rights  of  others  heretofore  acquired  in  relation  to  water. 
They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal  of  any  of  the  officers  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees 
of  the  officers  of  said  corporation.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the 
city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  xDublisbed  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city.  They  shall  not  be  in  force  until  thus  published  or  posted  up. 

Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation 
affixed  thereto;  and,  when  printed  or  jiublished  in  book  or  jiamphlet  form,  puiq^orting 
to  be  printed  or  published  by  the  authority  of  the  corporation,  the  same  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  jjroof. 

Sec.  13.— The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  city  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  other 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory.  They  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws, 
give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace.  They  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation, 
and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  such  ordinance  into  execu- 
tion. Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Justices  arising 
under  the  ordinances  of  said  City,  or  laws  of  the  Territory,  to  the  Probate  Court  of 
said  Sanpete  County,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  from  other 
Justices  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  14. — The  Mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  said  Corporation,  he 
shall  preside  in  the  City  Council,  and  shall  have  power  to  veto  any  ordinance 
when  not  passed  by  four-fifths  majority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sign  all  city 
ordinances. 

Sec.  15. — This  act  shall  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1866, 
and  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.

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CHAPTEE  CXLV. 

An  ACT  creating  the  office  of  Selectmen  and  prescribing  their  duties,  also  the  duties  of 

the  County  Cotiris. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri-  | 
tory  of  Utah:  That  U^ere  shall  be  three  Selectmen  in  each  organized  county  within  the  , 
Territory,  v/hose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  And  at  the  organization  of  new  ! 
CO!  in  ties  there  shall  be  elected,  at  the  first  general  election,  three  Selectmen,  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  The  senior  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  year’s 
and  the  junior  for  one  yea,r;  and  thereafter  one  shall  be  elected  each  year,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  a,nd  until  his  successor  is  elected' and  quali- 
fied: Provided  that  in  each  county  now  organized  the  Selectmeh  shall  be  elected  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  the  continuation  of  the  election  of  Selectmen  in  new 
counties. 

See.  2. — Said  Selectmen  shall  be  sworn  before  the  Clerk  of  tlie  Probate  Court  and 
give  such  bonds  as  the  Clerk  shall  approve,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  iu  the  Clerk’s 
office,  who  shall  give  them  a certificate  of  office  under  the  seal  of  the  Probate 
Court. 

Sec.  3. — The  Probate  Judge  in  connection  vritli  the  Selectmen  shall  be  known  as 
the  County  Court,  any  three  of  whom  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business;  and  they 
are  invested  with  such  powers  ajul  jurisdiction  as  are  or  may  be  conferred  by  law.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  this  Court,  shall  keep  his  office  at  the 
County  Scat  and  shall  attend  himself  or  by  dei»uty  all  sessions  of  the  Court,  and  keep 
tbe  records,  papers  and  seal  of  the  Court.  The  office  of  the  County  Clerk  is  to  be  kept 
oijen  during  usual  business  hours. 

Sec.  4. — This  Court  is  authorized  and  .required  to  take  the  management  of  all 
County  business  and  the  care  and  custody  of  all  tln"  County  property,  except  such  as 
is  by  it  placed  in  the  custody  of  another;  and  sliall  have  the  control  of  all  books, 
papers  and  instruments  pertaining  to  their  office.  Said  Court  shall  audit  all  claims 
against  the  county,  and  cause  the  county  seal  to  be  affixed  to  all  warrants  or  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  trea-ury:  shall  audit  and  settle 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  those  of  any  other  officer  or  receiver  of  County 
revenue,  taxes  or  other  dues  payable  into  tiie  County  treasury,  and  tljose  of  any  person 
entrusted  to  expend  any  money  of  the  county,  and  to  require  them  to  render  their 
accounts  as  directed  by  law.  , 

Sec.  5. — Said  Court  shall  keep  a book  to  be  known  as  the  County  Book,  in  which 
shall  be  recorded  all  orders  and  decisions  made  by  them,  except  those  relating  to  roads 
and  Probate  affairs.  Orders  for  the  allowance  of  money  from  the  County  Treasury 
shall  state  on  what  account  and  to  v/hom  the  allowance  is  made,  dating  and  number- 
ing the  drawing  on  tbe  Treasury  each  order;  and  said  Court  are  to  superintend  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  county  and  secure  their  management  in  the  best  possible 
manner. 

See.  6. — The  County  Court  shall  also  keep  a separate  book  for  the  entries  of  all 
proceedings  and  adjudications  relating  to  the  establishment,  change  or  discontinuance 
of  roads;  and  also  separate  books  for  probate  business.  They  shall  keep  an  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  county  and  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June, 
cause  a minute  statement  of  them  for  the  jireceding  year  to  be  made,  with  an  account 
of  all  delks  payalile  to  and  liy  tiie  county  and  the  assets  of  the  county;  have  a copy  of 
the  same  posted  up,  one  at  the  County  Hear.,  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  Courts,  and 
at  each  of  two  other  public  places  in  the  county,  or  j)ublisheii  in  some  newspaper 
having  general  circulation  iu  the  county,  and  shall  cause  the  original  to  be  filed  in 
their  office. 

Sec.  7. — The  County  Courts  shall  district  their  re.spective  counties  into  road  dis- 
tricts, precincts,  school  districts  or  such  other  subdivisions  as  may  become  necessary  or 
proper;  locate  sites  for  public  buildings  and  erect  the  same;  have  the  control  of  all 
timber,  water  ]>rivileges  or  any  watercourse  or  creek;  to  grant  mill  sites  and  exercise 
such  ])owers  as  in  their  jiufoineiit  shall  best  preserve  the  timber  and  subserve  the 
interest  of  the  settlements  in  the  distribution  of  water  for  irrigation  or  other  purposes. 
Grants  or  rights  held  under  Legislative  authority  shall  not  be  interfered  with. 

8cc.  8.— It  shall  further  be  iiie  duty  of  said  C’ourts  to  oversee  the  poor  and  provide 
for  their  maintenance;  to  take  <-are,  custody  and  management  of  insane  persons,  who 
are  incapable  of  conducting  their  own  affairs,  and  of  their  estate  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, and  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  insane  persons,  their  maintenance 
and  the  maintenance  of  their  families  ami  the  edueat  on  of  their  children. 

Sec.  9. — The  Selectmen  may  transact  business  separately,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  tlie  County  Courts,  relating  to  the  poor,  insane  persons,  orphans  and  minors;  and 
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may  have  authority  to  bind  out  vicious,  idle  or  vagrant  children  or  orphans  and 
minors,  until  they  shall  attain  the  age  of  legal  majority.  They  shall  also  have  power 
to  appoint  guardians  for  minors  who  are  orphans,  for  the  persons  and  property  of  the 
insane,  where  they  shall  be  found  incapable  of  managing  their  own  affairs,  and  gene- 
rally to  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  pertaining  to  their  office,  as  shall  be  required 
by  law  or  by  the  Probate  Court  in  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  10. — Said  Selectmen  shall  make  a report  of  all  their  proceedings  totheCounty 
Court  at  their  next  regular  session,  as  also  a true  report  of  all  the  affairs  and  situation 
of  the  poor  or  destitute  and  insane  within  their  respective  counties,  and  make  such 
suggestions  and  recommendations  as  to  them  shall  api^ear  necessary  for  the  action  of 
the  Court. 

Sec.  11. — The  sessions  of  the  County  Courts  shall  be  held  quarterly  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  June,  September  and  December  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  they 
deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  12. — It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  County  officers  to  deliver  to  their  suc- 
cessors in  office  all  books,  papers,  seals,  or  other  public  property  in  their  jDossession. 

Sec.  13. — The  County  Courts  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  appoint  all 
county  and  precinct  officers  not  made  elective  by  law,  and  to  fill  all  vacancies  of 
county  and  prccinctofficers,  not  otherwise  provided  for, that  may  occur  between  elec- 
tions in  their  respective  counties;  and  any  j^erson,  so  elected  or  aiDpointed,  failing  to 
qualify  within  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his  election,  unless  heshall  previously 
notify  the  County  Clerk  that  he  does  not  accept  the  office,  or,  after  qualifying,  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  fulfil  the  duties  thereof,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  before  any  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  14.— An  Act  entitled  “An  Act  creating  the  office  of  Selectmen  and  prescribing 
their  duties,”  approved  February  5,  18-52,  and  sections  34  to  42,  inclusive,  of  “An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  Judiciary,”  approved  February  4,  18-52,  are  hereby  rej^ealed.

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CHAPTER  CXLVI. 

An  ACT  defining  the  boundaries  of  Counties  and  locating  County  Seats. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Degislative  Assembly  of  tbe  Territory 
»f  Utah:  That  all  that  portion  of  Utah  Territory  bounded  north  by  a line  running  due 
east  from  a point  four  miles  north  of  the  northeast  corner  of  Fort  Harmony,  east  by 
Colorado  Territory,  south  by  Arizona  and  west  by  a line  running  due  north  from  the 
Bouthern  boundaty  of  Utah  Territory,  passing  through  the  largest  mineral  spring  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Vergen  Canon,  until  it  reaches  the  summit  of  the  dividing  ridge 
beween  the  Leverkin  and  Ash  creeks,  and  thence  northeasterly  along  the  summit  of 
said  dividing  ridge  to  its  intersection  with  the  line  first  above  mentioned  is  hereby 
made  and  named  Kane  County,  with  County  Seat  at  Grafton. 

Sec.  2. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  north  by  a line  running  due 
west  from  the' northern  boundary  of  Kane  County-,  east  by  Kane  County,  south  by 
Arizona  and  west  by  Nevada  is  hereby  made  and  named  Washington  County,  with 
County  Seat  at  Saint  George. 

Sec.  3. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Washington  and 
Kane  Counties,  west  by  Nevada,  north  by  a due  west  and  west  line  crossing  the 
military  road  on  the  summit  of  the  ridge  dividing  Little  Salt  Lake  and  upper  Beaver 
Valleys,  and  east  by  Colorado  Territory  is  hereby  made  and  named  Iron  County,  with 
County  Seat  at  Parowan. 

Sec.  4. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Iron  County,  west  by 
Nevad.a,  north  by  a line  running  due  east  and  west  through  a point  two  miles  due 
south  from  the  south  side  of  Fort  Wilden  on  Cove  creek  and  east  by  the  range  of 
mountains  dividing  Beaver  and  Pauvan  Valleys  from  the  Valley  of  the  Sevier  is 
hereby  mnde  and  named  Beaver  County,  with  County  Seats  at  Beaver. 

Sec.  o. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Iron  County,  west 
by  Beaver  County,  north  by  an  east  and  west  line  crossing  the  road  on  the  summit  of 
the  dividing  ridge  betvv'cen  Mary’s  Vale  and  Alma,  and  east  by  Colorado  Territory  is 
hereby  made  and  named  Piute  County,  with  County  Seat  at  Circlevilie. 
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See.  6.— All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  beaver  County,  west 
by  Nevada;  east  by  the  summit  of  the  mountaius  separating  the  Sevier  from  Pauvan 
and  Eound  Valleys,  following  said  summit  east  of  the  lake  in  Round  Valley  and  north 
of  Round  Valley  to  its  intersection  with  the  Sevier  river,  thence  down  the  channel  of 
said  river  to  the  mouth  of  its  lov/er  canon,  thence  due  vv'est  to  Nevada  is  hereby  made 
and  named  Millard  County,  with  County  Seat  at  Fillmore. 

Sec.' 7. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Piute  County,  west 
by  Millard  County,  north  by  an  east  and  west  line  crossing  the  road  at  the  fork  of 
Willow  creek  betAveen  Gunnison  andSallna,  and  east  by  Colorado  is  hereby  made  and 
named  SeAuer  County,  Avith  County  Seat  at  Richfield. 

Sec.  8. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Millard  County,  west 
by  a line  drawn  due  north  from  the  north  line  of  Millard  County  to  the  most  Avestern 
peak  in  the  range  of  mountains  betAA^eea  Tintic  Valley  and  Meadow  creek,  thence 
along  the  summit  of  said  range  to  its  intersectiou  with  the  range  between  Tintic 
and  "Rush  valleys,  north  by  the  summit  of  the  range  between  Tintic  and  Rush 
valleys,  and  the  sumniit  of  the  range  betAveen  Tintic  valley  and  Cedar  and  Goshen 
valleys  and  the  summit  of  the  range  between  Goshen  and  Juab  A^alleys  and  the 
summit  of  the  high  ground  and  range  between  Utah  and  Juab  valleys,  and 
cast  l)y  the  summit  of  the  Nebo  range  of  mountains  to  the  highest  southern  peak 
of  said  range  of  mountains,  thence  on  a straight  line  southwesterly  to  the  north 
boundary  of  Millard  County,  crossing  the  Sevier  riA^er  at  tlie  Upper  BluiT  Rock  at  the 
south  end  of  Cedar  Ridge,  is  hereby  made  and  named  Juab  County,  Vt^ith  a County 
SeatatNephi. 

Sec.  9. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Sevier  County,  west 
by  Juab  County,  north  by  the  summit  of  the  range  of  mountains  between  San^Aete 
Valley  and  Sitanish  Fork  river  and  along  the  summit  of  said  range  until  it  intersects 
Green  river,  thenec  by  a line  drawn  due  east  from  said  intersection  to  the  thirty-second 
meridian  west  from  Washington  City,  and  east  by  said  nieeidian  is  hereby  made  and 
named  Sanpete  County,  with  County  Seat  at  Manti:  Provided,  that  the  iiay  ground 
of  Thistle  Valley  shall  be  included  iu  Sanpete  County. 

Sec.  10. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Juab  and  Sanpete 
Counties,  west  by  the  summit  of  the  range  betAveen  Cedar  and  Rush  Valleys,  north  by 
the  summit  of  the  cross  range  between  the  Oquirh  and  Wasatch  mountains,  east  by 
the  summit  of  the  range  passing  around  the  head  of  Dry  American  Fork,  Battle-, 
Hoblde,  and  Spanish  Fork  creeks  and  a line  <lraAAm  due  north  and  soutlr  across 
ProAm  I’iA'er,  at  a point  one-fourth  of  a mile  above  the  north  fork  of  Deer  creek  of 
said  river,  to  intersect  of  each  extremity  <d'  said  line  the  summit  of  the  last  named 
I'ange,  is  liere))y  made  and  named  Utah  Coimiy,  AA'itli  County  Seat  at  Provo. 

Sec.  11. — All  tliat  ]u)rtio!i  of  t!\e  Territory  htninded  south  by  Utah  and  Sanpete 
Counties,  Avest  by  Utali  and  Great  Salt  Lake  Counties,  north  by  the  summit  of  the 
range  c>f  mountains  soutii  of  the  head  Avaters  of  East  Canon  and  Sih^er  creeks,  folio av- 
ing  said  summit  to  the  j)oints  Avhere  the  road  leading  to  Great  Salt  Lake  City  and 
Rhode’s  Valley  crosses,  t!>c-nce  south  to  Provo  rlA^er  at  the  high  ))Iuif  beloAV  G.oddard’s 
ranch,  thence  along  the  channel  of  said  riA'er  to  its  head  AA'atbrs,  thence  easterly  to  the 
summit  of  the  range  of  mountains  nortli  of  Uinta  Valley,  thence  along  the  last  named 
summit  ami  south  of  BroA'/n’s  Hole  to  the  thirty-second  meridian  Avest  from  Washing- 
ton City  aiid  east  by  sai<l  meridian  is  hereby  made  aiicl  named  AVasatch  County,  with 
County  Seat  at  Hcber  City. 

Sec.  12.— All  that  })ortion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Utah  County,  west 
by  the  summit  of  the  range  of  mountains  betAveen  Great  Salt  Lake  and  Tooele  Val- 
leys and  a line  running  from  tlie  northern  termination  of  said  summit  through  Black 
Rock  on  tlie  south  shore  of  Great  Salt  Lake,  north  by  the  shore  of  said  Lake  easterly 
to  the  mouth  of  .1  ordaii  riA^er,  thonce  1 ly  the  centre  of  tlie  channel  of  said  river  to  a point 
due  Avest  from  the  Hot  Springs  north  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  thence  hyaline  running 
due  east  to  said  Hot  Springs,  thence  by  the  summit  of  the  S])ur  range  terminating  at 
.sucli  Hot  Springs  to  its  intersection  Avith  the  summit  of  the  AVasateii  mouutains,  and 
cast  by  the  summit  of  said  mountains  is  hereby  made  and  named  Great  Sait  Lake 
County,  Avith  County  Seat  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City. 

Sec.  13. — All  tlie  Islands  in  Great  Salt  Lake  are  hereby  attached  to  Great  Salt 
Lake  County  for  election,  revenue  and  judicial  purposes;  and  judicial  jurisdiction  of 
all  acts  a,nd  transactions  done  or  entered  into  on  the  Avaters  of  Great  Salt  Lake  and  on 
so  much  of  its  lieaeh  as  is  not  included  in  any  county  is  hereby  given  to  Great 
Salt  Lake  County  and  the  Judicial  District  to  Avhich  said  County  at  the  time 
belongs. 

Sec.  14. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Great  Salt  Lake 
County,  Avest  by  the  eastern  shore  of  Great  vSalt  Lake,  north  by  a line  running  due 
cast  from  a point  on  said  shore  to  a 2ioint  in  the  centre  of  the  channel  of  Weber  river 
due  north  from  the  north Avest  corner  of  Kingston’s  Fort,  thence  up  the  centre  of  said 
channcl  to  a point  opposite  the  summit  of  the  AVasatCh  mountains,  and  east  by  the 
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summit  of  said  mountains  is  hereby  made  and  named  Davis  County,  with  County 
Seat  at  Farmington. 

Sec.  15.— All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Davis  County  and  the 
dividing  ridge  l)etweeii  Ogden  Hole  and  Weber  Valley,  west  by  the  eastern  shore  of 
Great  Salt  Lake,  north  by  a line  drawn  due  east  from  a point  in  sahl  shore  to  the  Plot 
Springs  by  the  Territorial  road  north  of  Ogden  City,  thence  by  tlie  summit  of  the^ 
spur  range  terminating  at  said  Hot  Springs  to  its  intersection  with  the  summit  of  the* 
Wasatch  mountains,  east  b3"  the  summit  of  said  mountains,  passing  around  the  head 
waters  of  Ogden  river,  is  herebj’’  made  and  named  Weber  CounW,  Vr'ith  County  Seat 
at  Ogden  City. 

Sec.  IG.— All  that  portion  of  Territoiy  bounded  south  b,y  Weber  County,  thence 
bj*  the  shore  of  Great  Salt  Lake,  following  said  shore  around'the  head  of  Bear  River 
Bay,  Promontorj'  Point  and  the  north  end  of  said  Lake,  and  thence  southeasterly  to 
a point  where  it  is  intersected  bj"  latitude  forty-one  degrees  noi'th,  thence  bj^  said  lati- 
tude to  the  summit  of  Pilot  Peak,  thence  due  south  thirty  minutes  of  latitude,  thence 
by  latitude  forty  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  north,  Avest  by  Nevada,  north  by  latitude 
forty-two  degrees  and  east  bj'  the  summit  of  the  range  of  mountains  east  of  Malad 
Valley,  crossing  Bear  ri\’er  at  the  centre  of  its  lower  canon,  and  -thence  southerly 
along  the  summit  of  the  Wasatch  mountains  and  i^assing  around'the  head  Avaters  of 
Box-Elder  and  WilloAV  creeks,  is  hereby  made  and  named  Box  Elder  County,  Avith 
County  Seat  at  Brigham  City. 

Sec.  17. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  bj^  Juab  and  Millard 
Counties,  west  by  Nevada,  north  by  Box  Elder  County,  and  east  by  the  Avest  and 
south  shores  of  Gx’eat  Salt  Lake  and  Great  Salt  Lake  and  Utah  Counties  is  hereby  made 
and  liamed  Tooele  County,  Avith  County  Seat  at  Tooele  City.

— All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  and  east  by  Summit 
County,  west  by  Great  Salt  Lake,  Davis  and  Weber  Counties,  and  north  by  Weber 
County  and  a line  running  from  a point  in  the  eastern  boundary  of  Weber  County 
nearest  the  most  eastern  head  Avaters  of  Ogden  riA^er  along  the  summit  of  the  high 
lands  or  ranges  ixassing  around  the  head  waters  of  Plumbar  or  Lost  creek,  easterly  to 
the  point  where  the  north  boundarj^  of  Summit  County  crosses  Bear  rHer  is  hereby 
made  and  named  Morgan  County,  Avith  CouutywSeat  at  Littleton. 

Sec.  20. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory'  bounded  south  by  Morgan,  Weber 
and  Box  Elder  Counties,  Avest  by  Box  Elder  County,  north  by  latitude  forty-two 
degrees  north,  and  east  by  the  summit  of  the  ridge  mountains  between  Cache  and 
Bear  Lake  Valley's  is  hereby  made  and  named  Cache  County,  Avith  the  County  Seat 
at  Logan  City.  ^ 

Sec.  21. — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Summit  and  Morgan 
Counties,  west  by  Cache  County,  north  by  latitude  forty-two  degrees  north,  and  east 
by  the  summit  of  the  divide  between  the  waters  of  Bear  riv^er  and  the  tributaries  of 
Green  river  is  hereby  made  and  named  Richland  County,  with  the  County  Seat  at 
St.  Charles. 

Sec.  22.' — All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Wasatch  County, 
west  by  Summit  and  Richland  Counties,  north  by  latitude  forty-two  degrees  north, 
and  east  by  Colorado  and  Dakota  Teri  rtories  is  hereby  made  and  named  Green  River 
County,  with  the  County  Seat  at  Fort  Bridget. 

Sec.  29. — When  aiij’’ uncertainty  or  dispute  arises  as  to  what  county  an  act  or 
transaction  has  tramspired  in,  cither  of  the  counties  in  which  it  is  fairly  presumable 
such  act  or  transaction  has  occurred  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  juinsdiction  in  the 
case. 

Sec.  24. — All  laws  in  relation  to  the  boundaries  of  counties  and  locating  county 
seats,  conllictiug  with  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  C X L I X . 
in  ACT  in  relation  to  Marks  and  Brands. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  tbe  Governor  and  Legislative  As.sembly  of  the  Terri* 
tory  of  Utah:  That  a general  office  for  recording  marks  and  iii-ands  shall  be  kept  at 

the  Seat  of  Government,  and  a Recorder  for  the  same  shall  be  elected  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  a,nd  cpialified. 

Sec.  2. — There  shall  also  be  an  auxiliary  office  in  every  county  other  than  that 
in  which  the  general  office  is  located,  and  the  duties  thereof  are  hereby  devolved  on 
the  Clerks  of  the  County  Courts  respectively. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  any  person  wishes  to  obtain  a recorded  mark  or  brand, 
application  therefor  may  be  made  to  the  General  Recorder  direct  or  through  the 
auxiliary  office  of  the  <;ounfy  in  which  the  aj)j)!icaiit  resides;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  (ieneral  Recorder  to  designate  the  }iarticular  mark  or  brand  to  be  used 
by  such  applicant  and  define  the  place  and  position  it  shall  occupy  on  I be  animal, 
consulting  always  the  choice  or  convenience  of  applicants,  so  far  as  may  be  without 
interfering  with  previously  recorded  marks  or  brands:  Provided,  i fa  character  is 
v/anted  for  which  there  is  no  type,  the  ajndieant  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  thereof. 

Sec.  4. — The  General  Recorder  shall  keep  a record  of  all  marks  and  brands,  with 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  jjerson  owning  tlie  same,  in  a hook  suitable  for  the 
purpo.se,  whic.h  shall  be  free  to  tlie  inspection  of  all  jier-ons  interested;  and  he  shall 
furnish  to  the  owners  certified  copies  of  all  marks  or  brands,  which  certificates  shall 
be  deemed  evidence  in  law. 

Sec.  5.— The  General  Recorder  shall  once  a year,  or  as  often  as  he  may  deem 
expedient,  furnish  the  Public  Printer  a list  of  all  recorded  marks  or  brands  v/hich 
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have  not  been  previously  published,  and  cause  to  be  printed,  at  the  public  expense, 
one  thousand  copies,  eiilier  in  pamphlet  or  other  convenient  form,  for  reference 
and  preservation;  and  sliaii,  immediately  after  publication,  gratuitously  distribute 
to  each  Auxilary  Office  a sufficient  number  of  copies  to  su  pply  the  County  Clerks, 
Sheriffs,  Probate  Judges,  Selectmen,  City  Recorders,  Justices,  Constables,  and 
Pouudkeepers  in  tbeii'iespective  counties;  and  one  copy  each  to  like  officers  in  his 
own  county,  and  the  re^iduehemay  dispose  of  at  not  exceeding  twenty  five  cents 
a copy.  He  may  also  charge  and  receive,  from  each  person  applying  for  a mark  or 
brand,  the  fee  of  one  dollar  f<>r  each  mark  or  brand  so  recorded. 

Sec.  6 — Clerks  of  Auxilary  Office  shall  receive  and  forward  to  the  General 
Recorder  all  applications  for  recording  marks  and  brands,  and  shall  furnish  each 
applicant  the  Recorder’s  certificate  of  the  mark  or  brand  designated  and  recorded 
for  him,  for  which  service  they  may  receive  fifty  cents  each  in  addition  to  the  Re- 
corder’s fee:  Provided,  that  they  shall  gratuitously  distribute  the  printed  copies  in 
their  respective  counties,  as  contemplated  in  the  fifth  section.  All  such  printed 
copies  shall  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  several  officers  respectively,  and  shall 
be  delivered  by  them  to  their  successors  in  office. 

Sec.  7. — Any  person,  using  a like  brand  in  the  position  and  place  recorded  to 
another,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  didlars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  8. — After  the  ex|dration  of  one  year  from  the  publication  of  this  Act.  any 
stock,  over  eighteen  months  ohl,  running  at  large  without  a recorded  mark  or  iirand, 
shall  be  deemed  estrays,  and  may  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  Poundkeeper  and 
disposed  of  as  other  estrays. 

Sec.  9. — “An  Actin  relation  to  marks  and  brands,”  “Approved  March  1,  1852,” 
is  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  repeal  shall  be  construed  to  in- 
validate marks  and  brands  already  recorded.

An  ACT  granting  to  Alvin  Nichols  and  William  S.  Godbe  the  right  to  establish  a toll 
bridge  across  Bear  River,  in  Box  Elder  County,  and  a bridge  across  the  Mulad. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  Alvin  ISichols  and  William  S.  Godbe  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  erect,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  Act,  a good  and  substan- 
tial briilge  across  Bear  river,  in  Box  Elder  County,  at  or  near  the  place  where  the 
Territorial  road  from  Great  Salt  Lake  City  to  Montana  and  Idaho  Territories  crosses 
Bear  river  at  the  old  California  and  Fort  Hall  ford;  and  also  a good  and  substantial 
bridge  across  the  Malady  in  said  county,  at  or  near  where  the  present  traveled  road 
to  California  crosses  said  river;  and  they  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  and 
may  take  toll  at  the  Bear  river  bridge  during  eight  years,  not  to  exceed  the  following 


rates: 

For  each  vehicle  drawn  by  two  animals, $2,00 

For  each  vehicle  drawn  by'  four  animals, 2,50 

For  each  vehicle  drawn  by  six  animals, 3,00 

For  each  vehicle  drawn  by  one  animal, 1,00 

For  each  pack  animal, 50 

For  each  horseman, 50 

For  each  footnjan, 10 

For  each  loose  hors'^  mule,  jack,  camel,  ox,  cow  or  hull, 15 

For  each  colt,  calf,  sheep,  coat,  or  swine, a 5 


Necessary  driveis  and  assistants  in  driving  herds  or  teams  may  pass  toll  free.  The 
foregoing  rates  shall  he  kept  posted  up  at  each  end  of  the  bridge  during  the  season  of 
taking  toll;  and  if  the  said  Nichols  and  Godbe  shall  fail  to  post  up  the  rates  of  toll  as 
required,  or  shall  imllect  above  the  rates  specified,  they  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  one  linndred  dollars  for  eacli  offense. 

Sec.  2. — After  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  if  any  person  shall  take  toll  upon 
any  bridge  or  ferry  within  one  and  a half  miles  up  the  channel  of  said  river  or  within 
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six  miles  down  the  channel  from  the  location  of  Nichols  and  Godbe’s  bridge,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  parties  injured  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  annually  so 
Jong  as  said  bridge  or  ferry  shall  be  used.  ’ 

Sec.  3. — The  said  Nichols  and  Godbe,  before  receiving  toll  as  herein  provided 
shall  execute  suflicient  bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Box  Elder 
County  and  filed  in  his  office,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
indemnifying  of  all  persons  against  losses  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the 
insufficiency  and  unsafe  condition  of  said  bridge  while  toll  is  being  received  thereon 
to  be  recovered  as  in  action  of  debt  before  any  Court  having  jurisdiction.  ’ 

Sec.  4.— As  there  are  new  settlements  being  formed  for  agricultural  and  herding 
purposes  in  Box  Eider  County,  westerly  and  northerly  of  said  bridge,  therefore  the 
rates  of  toll  for  crossing  said  bridge,  by  persons  engaged  in  the  aforesaid  employ- 
ments, shall  be  established  by  the  County  Court  of  Box"^Elder  County. 

See.  5.— The  said  Nichols  and  Godbe,  at  the  expiration  of  eight  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  shall  transfer  said  bridge  in  good  condition  to  the  Territorial 
Koad  Commissioner,  as  the  property  of  the  Territory.  ^ 

Sec.  6. — Said  Alvin  Nichols  ami  William  S.  6o(lbe  are  hereby  required  {o  make 
an  annual  re[>ort,  during  the  first  week  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  all  receipts  of 
toll  received  on  said  bridge,  and  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the  benefit  of 
common  schools,  five  per  cent,  of  all  toll  collected  thereon. 

Sec.  7.— Be  it  further  enacted  that  all  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Joseph 
Young,  senior,  in  “An  Act  concerning  a ferry  or  ferries  across  Bear  river  and  a 
bridge  across  rhe  Malad,”  “approved  January  22,  1S64,”  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
said  Alvin  Nichols  and  William  S.  Godbe.  /

CHAPTER  CLI. 

An  ACT  IxcgulaUnrj  Estray  Pounds  and  for  other  pmposes. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  County  Court  of  each  county  is  liereby  authorized  and  required 

to  provide  and  keep  in  constant  rei^air  a good  and  substantial  pound  in  each  precinct, 
and  at  the  County  Seat  of  each  county,  and  furnish  suitable  blank  books  for  the 
use  of  the  Poundkeepers. 

Sec.  2. — Tiiere  shall  he  elected,  at  the  general  election,  a County  Poundkeeper 
for  each  county,  who  shall  takean  oath  of  office  and  file  sufficient  bonds,  with  approved 
security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perfonnance  of  the  duties  thereof;  the  amount  of 
bondand  approval  of  securities  shall  bedeterftiiued  by  the  GountyOourt,and  thebond 
shall  lie  filed  with  tlie  County  Olerk.  Said  Poundke(?per’s  term  of  office  shall  be  for 
two  years,  :iud  utitil  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  he  shall  also  be  a resident 
of  the  Goutity  Si-ataud  sliali  have  the  disposal  of  all  estrays  within  said  county,  as 
hereinafter  jiruvided. 

Sec.  3. — I'here  shall  bo  elected,  at  the  general  election  in  each  precinct,  a Precinct 
Poundkeeper,  whose  term  of  ofiice  shall  be  for  tvro  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  at  id  qualified;  lie  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  and  give  bonds  as  provided  for  the 
County  Poundkeeper,  and  shall  take  charge  of  all  estrays  found  within  his  precinct 
ami  forward  ttie  same,  if  unclaimed,  to  the  County  Poundkeeper:  Provided,  that 

the  County  Poundkeeper  shall  be  the  PrecinctPouudkeeper  for  the  precinct  in  which 
the  County  J^ound  is  kept. 

Sec.  4. — Each  precinct  Poundkeeper  shall  receive  and  takegood  careof  allanimals 
committed  to  his  charge,  and  use  due  diligence  to  find  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
by  record  of  brands  or  otherwise,  and  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books, 
papers  and  other  property  belonging  to  his  office. 

Sec.  5. — Any  animal  remaining  unclaimed  two  days  from  the  time  of  commit- 
ment sliall  be  registered  in  the  Pound  Book,  in  v/hich  shall  be  set  forth  when 
received,  from  whom,  where  found,  amount  of  damage  done,  if  any,  kind  of  animal, 
approximate  age,  color,  stripes,  marks,  brands  and  such  other  description  as  may 
aid  the  owner  to  fimi  his  animal,  true  copies  of  which  the  Precinct  Poundkeepier 
shall  post  UT),  within  four  days  from  the  time  of  its  being  impounded,  in  three  of  the 
most  conspicuous  places  in  his  precinct,  stating  that,  if  it  be  not  claimed  and  taken 
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away  within  ten  clays  days  thereafter,  said  anmial  will  be  forwarded  to  the  County 
Poundkeeper. 

Sec.  6. — Each  Precinct  Pounkeeper  shall  receive  and  file  all  bills  of  damage  duly 
presented  and  enter  the  amounts  in  the  Pound' Book,  which  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  public;  he  shall  not  deliver  any  animal  to  the  owner  until  all  cos":s 
and  damages  are  paid  or  satisfactorily  arranged  for;  he  shall  forward  to  the  County 
Poundkeeper  all  animals  remaining  unclaimed  or  not  taken  away  within  fourteen 
days  from  commitment,  with  the  bill  ©f  costs  and  damages  on  each  animal,  and  shall 
semi-annually  collect  and  forward  all  strays  within  his  precinct  to  the  County  Pound- 
keepers. 

Sec.  7. — The  County  poundkeeper  is  to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  animals  deliv- 
to  him  by  Precinct  Poundkeepers  or  other  persons,  to  enter  upon  his  registry  when 
said  animal  or  animals  were  received, from  what  pound  or  person, amount  of  damages 
and  costs,  together  with  a full  and  complete  description  of  each  animal,  including 
approximate  age,  marks  and  brands. 

Sec.  8. — Each  County  Poundkeeper  shall  provide  forage  or  pasturage,  or  place 
said  animals  in  the  care  of  a responsible  person,  and  forthwith  advertise  them  for 
sale  in  three  consecutive  numbers  of  some  newspaper  having  a general  circulation, 
which  advertisement  shall  be  posted  up  in  three  public  places  in  the  county,  and 
shall  contain  the  description  of  each  animal,  as  recorded  in  his  registry,  stating  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  and  that,  if  not  claimed  and  taken  away  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  advertisement,  he  will  expose  them  at  public  sale  and  sell  them  to 
the  highest  responsible  bidder;  the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  after  deducting  costs  and 
damage,  he  shall  pay  into  the  County  Treasury,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  owners 
of  said  animals,  if  applied  for  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  sale;  if  not  applied 
for  by  the  owners  within  that  time,  the  Treasurer  shall  pass  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  Common  Schools  in  his  county,  to  be  drawn  and  applied  under  the  direction 
of  the  County  School  Superintendent. 

Sec.  9. — The  County  Poundkeeper  shall  register  the  disposal  of  all  animals  and 
the  amount  sold  for,  the  total  amount  of  cost  and  damage,  and  report  his  proceedings 
to  the  County  Court  semi-annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by  said  Court,  and  shall 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  oflSce  all  books,  papers  and  other  property  belonging  to 
his  office  and  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  County  Clerk. 

Sec.  10. — All  damages  done  by  any  animal  trespassing  shall  be  forthwith 
appraised  by  any  disinterested  voter,  who  may  make  a reasonable  charge  for  his 
services.  Said  appraisal  shall  set  forth,  in  writing,  the  time  and  place  of  the 
damage,  the  name  of  the,  person  aggrieved  and,  if  known,  the  name  of  the  owner  of 
the  animal,  and,  so  far  as  may  be,  the  kind  and  decription  of  the  animal,  which 
amount,  if  not  paid  or  satisfactorily  arranged  for  by  the  owner,  or  if,  the  owner  be 
not  known,  shall,  together  with  the  animal,  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  Precinct 
Poundkeeper:  Provided,  that  the  owner,  if  he  deems  the  appraisal  too  high,  may 
choose  another  appraiser  who,  with  the  first,  may  make  a new  appraisal;  or,  when 
they  cannot  agree,  they  two  may  choose  a third  appraiser,  and  an  appraisal  by  the 
two  or  by  the  three,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  11. — Any  animal  found  trespassing  may  be  taken  up  by  any  person,  and  if 
the  owner  cannot  be  found,  or,  if  found,  shall  refuse  to  pay  ail  cost  and  damage, 
said  animal  shall  be  forthwith  taken  to  the  precinct  or  County  Pound  and  delivered 
to  the  keeper  thereof. 

Sec.  12. — Any  person,  other  than  a Poundkeeper,  taking  up  an  animal  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  and  retaining  it  more  than  three  days,  shall  be  liable  to  a fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  animal  so  retained,  and  to  lose  all 
damages  that  may  have  accrued  thereon. 

Sec.  13. — Any  person  taking  his  own  stock  or  that  of  any  other  person  out  of  the 
custody  of  any  person  holding  the  same  for  damage  done  by  it,  or  out  of  any  pound 
by  stealth  or  by  force,  or  shall  interrupt  or  hinder  any  one  while  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty  under  this  Act,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  at  the  discretion  of  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  14. — Fees  for  impounding  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  a head  for  horses, 
mules,  cattle,  swine,  or  goats,  nor  ten  cents  for  sheep,  one  half  of  which  shall  be 

Said  into  the  County  Treasury;  fees  for  registry  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  cents  a 
ead  for  horses  or  cattle  kind,  and  not  more  than  ten  cents  for  sheep,  goats  or  swine; 
fees  for  advertising  may  be  charged  twenty-five  per  cent,  additional,  to  the  price 
charged  by  the  publisher;  fees  for  keeping  animals  shall  be  governed  by  the  price  of 
forage  at  the  time  and  place,  as  well  as  the  price  that  may  be  demanded  for  pasturage 
or  herding;  fees  for  making  inquiries  for  owners  and  driving  and  deliverihg  animals 
to  the  County  Poundkeeper  may  be  charged  at  the  discretion  of  said  Poundkeeper, 
but  shall  not  exceed  a fair  compensation  ffir  time  and  expenses. 

Sec.  15. — Each  County  and  Precinct  Poundkeeper  is  hereby  required  to  keep  a 
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book  iu  which  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  funds  paid  to  him,  showing  the  amount 
paid  for  poundage  and  damages,  and  pay  into  tbe  Coinity  Treasury  all  funds  t^long- 
ing  to  the  county,  once  iu  six  months,  or  ofteuer;  if  requireil  Oy  tbe  County  Court. 

Sec.  16. — “An  Ordinance  for  the  establishment  an<l  regulation  of  Stray'Pouuds," 
“Approved  Feb.  12,  1851,”  and  sections  2,  3,  4,  5 and  6 or  “An  Act  pertaining  to 
damage  done  by  animals,”  “Approved  Jan.  19,  1805,”  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  CLII. 

An  ACT  concerning  Notaries  Public. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  thereshall  be  elected,  by  the  joint  vote  of  tlie  Legislative  Assembly, 

one  or  more  Notaries  Public  for  each  organized  county,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Notary  Public  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  official  duties,  take 
the  oath  of  office  and  give  a bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  Territory  of  Utah, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office;  said  bond  tobeapproved  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  the  county  in 
which  the  Notary  Public  resides: 

Sec.  3. — The  commission  and  oath  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Probate 
Judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  Notary  Public  resides;  and  such  bond  shall  be 
filed  in  said  office,  and  may  be  sued  on  by  any  person  injured  through  the  unfaithful 
performance  of  said  Notary’s  duties:  Provided,  that  no  suit  shall  be  so  instituted 
after  three  years  from  the  time  the  cause  of  such  action  occurred. 

Sec.  4. — Notaries  Public  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  all  oaths  provided 
for  by  law;  to  ai-kuowledge  powers  of  attorney  and  ail  instruments  of  writing  con- 
veying or  effecting  property  in  any  part  of  tliis  Territory,  and  elsewhere  so  far  as 
may  be  lawful;  to  take  affidavits  and  depositions;  to  make  declarations  and  protests, 
and  to  do  all  other  acts  usually  done  by  Notaries  Public  iu  other  States  and 
Territories. 

Sec.  5. — It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  a Notary  Public,  whenever  any  instrument 
in  writing  is  l>y  him  protested  for  non-payment  or  non  acceptance,  to  give  written 
notice  thereof,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  maker  and  each  endorser  or  security  of 
of  said  instrument;  and  to  personally  serve  such  notice,  when  the  person  protested 
against  resides  in  the  same  town  or  city  with  the  Notary,  otherwise  he  may  forward 
said  notice  by  mail  or  other  safe  conveynce. 

Sec.  6. — Each  Notary  Public  shall  keep  a fair  record  of  his  official  acts,  including 
such  notices,  the  time  and  manner  in  which  they  have  been  served  and  the  names 
of  all  the  parties  to  whom  they  were  directed,  and  the  description  and  amount  of  the 
instrument  protested,  which  record  shall  be  competent  evidence  to  legally  prove  such 
notices;  and,  when  required  and  the  fees  are  paid,  he  shall  give  a certified  copy  of 
any  official  record  or  paper  in  his  office. 

Sec.  7. — When  the  office  of  a Notary  Public  becomes  vacant,  the  records  of  said 
Notary  and  all  the  papers  relating  to  his  office  shall  be  deix>sited  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  tise  Probate  Cuurtin  thecounty  in  which  thesaiii  Notary  Public  resided;  and 
if  said  records  and  papers  are  not  s-o  delivered  v/ithin  thirty  days  after  said  vacancy 
occurs,  said  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  take  and 
deposit  tliem  as  aforesaid;  and  in  either  case  said  Clerk  shall  safely  keep  the  said 
records  and  papers,  and,  when  requested  and  the  fees  are  paid,  shall  give  a certified 
copy  of  any  ^jortion  thereof,  which  copy  is  hereby  made  as  valid  as  if  it  had  been  given 
by  the  aforesaid  Notary  Public. 

Sec.  8. — In  case  a Notary  Public  uses  an  official  seal,  it  shall  contain  the  name 
of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and  he  shall  therewith  attest  all  his  official  acts. 

Sec.  9.— Tliis  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  approval,  and  all  laws  and 
parts  of  laws  conflicting  therewith  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  CLIII. 

A71.  ACT  to  lacorporatethe  Deseret  City  Library  Association. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  Thomas  Memmott,  John  Rowell,  Henry  Roper,  Isaac  W.  Pierce, 
Martin  Littlewood  and  their' associates  and  successors  are  hereby  constituted  a body 
corporate,  to  be  known  and  styled  Deseret  City  Library  Association,  and  shall  have 
power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  property  real  and  personal,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity,  and 
to  do  all  things  that  may  be  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Association, 
by  establishing  a library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments,  connect- 
ing therewith  a reading  room  and  lectures.  And  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby 
appointed  a Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  until  superseded  as  provided  in 
the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A Board  of  seven  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  As- 
sociation on  the  second  Monday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  bi- 
ennially thereafter  on  said  day,  who  shall  hold  office  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a President,  Sec- 
retary, Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian  and  define  their  duties, 
and  also  to  enact  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  do  all  business  of  the  Associ- 
ation. A majority  may  form  a quorum  to  do  business,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  in 
the  Board,  until  the  next  regular  election. 

Sec.  3. — This  Association  may  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  by  contribu- 
tion and  donation,  for  the  purchse  of  books,  maps,  charts,  &c.,  and  for  leasing  or 
erecting  suitable  buildings  for  the  library,  reading  rooms  and  lectures. 

Sec.  4. — Conditions  of  membership,  admission  to  the  library,  reading  rooms  and 
lectures  and  the  loaning  of  books  or  other  property  shall  be  as  provided  by  the  bye- 
laws of  said  Association.

CHAPTER  CLIX. 

ACT  amending  ''''An  Act  prescribing  the  manner  of  assessing  and  collecting  Territorial 
and  Conntg  Taxes,  and  for  other  purposes,”  ''‘'approved  Januainj  20^  1865.” 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  “An  Act  prescribing  the  manner  of  assessing  and  collecting 
Territorial  and  County  taxes,  and  for  other  purposes,”  “approved  January  20,  1865,” 
be  amended  as  follows:  In  the  first  section  strike  out  the  first  proviso,  and  the  word 
“further”  in  the  second  proviso. 

Sec.  2. — The  .second  section  of  said  Act  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  its  place  as  Section  2:  An  annual  assessment  shall  be  made  on  all 
taxable  property  in  the  several  Counties  of  the  Territory,  between  the  first  day  of 
January  and  the  first  Monday  in  June.  Property  shall  be  assessed  at  a fair  cash 
value,  and  such  assessment,  when  so  made,  shall  constitute  a lien  on  the  property 
assessed,  until  such  tax  is  paid,  or  remitted  by  the  County  Court:  Provided,  That 
the  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  assess  and  collect  a tax  upon  all  taxable  property 
brought  into  this  Territory  and  offered  for  sale  after  the  assessment  list  is  completed, 
at  the  rates  of  the  regular  assessment  for  the  current  year.  And  further  provided: 
That  where  money  may  have  been  assessed  and  afterwards  sent  outside  the  Terri- 
tory for  the  purchase  of  merchandize  or  any  articles  whatever,  then  the  assessment 
on  the  cash  value  of  such  merchandize  or  articles  shall  be  decreased  by  the  amount 
of  such  purchase  money. 

Sec.  3. — The  sixth  section  of  said  Act,  fifth  line,  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  “finally:”  and  in  the  eight  section,  third  line,  strikeout  the  words,  “the  same” 
after  the  word  “requiring;”  and  append  to  the  end  of  the  section  the  words,  the 
proceeds  of  such  fines  to  be  divided  equally  betv/een  the  Territorial  and  County 
Treasuries. 

Sec.  4. — In  section  fourteen  of  said  Act,  fourteenth  line,  for  “thirty  first  day  of 
October”  read,  thirtieth  day  of  November;  and  at  the  end  of  the  section  strike  out 
the  words  “not  beyond  the  thirty-first  day  of  December;”  and  in  section  fifteen, 
seventh  line,  for  “thirty-first  day  of  October,”  read,  thirtieth  day  of  November;  and 
at  the  end  of  the  section  strike  out  the  words  “in  accordance  with  said  notice,  or 
sooner  if  required  by  tbe  Collector.” 

Sec.  5. — Section  eighteen  of  said  Act  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  provisions  for 
taxation  in  the  several  city  charters  are  revived  and  declared  to  be  in  full  force.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utaii:  That  the  boundaries  <>f  Manti  City  Incorporation  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
extended  as  follows,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  the  mouth  of  Six  Mile  Creek  Canon, 
thence  west  along  the  south  bank  of  said  creek  to  the  base  of  mountain  at  its  mouth, 
thence  north  along  the  base  of  West  Mountain  to  Ax-helve  Canon,  thence  on  an  east- 
erly line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Manti  meadow,  connecting  with  the  southeast 
corner  of  Epliraim  meadow,  thence  continuing  on  an  easterly  line  to  where  the  county 
road  leading  from  Manti  to  Epliraim  crosses  Willow  creek,  thence  along  the  centre 
of  the  channel  of  said  creek  to  the  mouth  of  the  canon,  giving  one-half  of  the  waters 
of  said  creek  to  Manti  City  and  the  otlier  half  to  the  settlement  of  Fort  Ephraim, 
thence  due  south  to  a jiarallel  line  due  east  of  the  aforesaid  mouth  of  Six  Mile  Creek 
Canon,  thence  west  to  the  place  of  lieginning  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  be  known  as  the  boundaries  of  Manti  City.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  William  Hyde,  Tliomas  E.  Ricks,  William  Budge,  George  L.  Farrel 
and  Thomas  Tarbitt  with  their  associates  and  assigns  are  hereby  created  a body  corpo- 
rate in  law,  with  succession  for  fourteen  years,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Logan  Canon  Road  Company;  which  Company  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued  and  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  Courts  having  Jurisdiction;  to  receive  by 
gift  or  purchase  and  to  hold  so  much  real  estate  and  personal  property  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  to  pass,  by  vote  of  the 
stockholders,  all  needful  bye-lav/s  for  the  government  of  said  Company;  and  the 
Company  may  have  and  use  a common  seal,  v/hich  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  capital  stock  of  said  Com])any  shall  be  lifty  thousand  dollars,  in 
shares  of  twenty-live  dollars  each,  which  shares  shall  be  assignable  and  transferable 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  imthc  bye-laws  of  said  Company;  and  any  of  the 
gj’orementioned  persons  are  hereby  autiiorizc(l,  immediately  after  l,he  i)assage  of  this 
Act,  to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  same,  itutil  the  Company  shall  be 
organized. 

Sec.  8. — Within  thirty  days  next  after  the  publication  of  this  Act,  the  Stock- 
holders shall  meet  ;uid  proceed  to  organize  tlie  Company  by  electing  the  following 
ollicers:  a President,  live  Directors,  a Secretary  and  a Treasurer,  a majority  of  whom 
shall  form  a Board  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Company;  and  they  shall  hold  their 
office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  accejffanco  of  the  County  Court  of  Cache  County,  to  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  County  Clerk,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several 
duties.  Subsequent  meetings  for  the  election  of  officers  may  be  provided  for  in  the 
bye-laws  of  said  Company;  and  at  every  election  for  Company  officers,  each  Stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  capital  stock  lie  holds,  and  may 
vote  in  person  or  by  proxey. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  said  Company  to 
keep  or  cause  to  be  kej^t  in  good  repair  the  road  specified  in  this  Act;  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  till  all  vacancies  which  may  occur,  in  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  until  the  next  electioi\  of  officers;  and  to  appointsuch  assistants  as  they  may 
need;  to  decide  the  time,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  payments  shall  be  made 
on  shares;  and  to  declare  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  Company  the  share  or  shares  of 
any  person  who  sh.all  fail  to  make  any  payment  so  required  to  be  paid,  after  not  less 
than  forty  days  notice  shall  have  been  given;  and  they  shall  cause  to  be  issued  to  each 
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Stockholder  a certificate  of  the  number  of  shares  he  holds,  signed  by  the  President, 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  said  Company;  and  no 
transfer  of  stock  will  be  valid,  until  recorded  by  the  Secretaiy  of  said  Comijany. 

• Sec.  5. — It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Company  to  locate  and  construct  a good 
wagon  road,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  County  Court  of  Cache  County,  within  two  years 
from  the  publication  of  this  Act,  commencing  at  the  present  location  of  William 
Hyde’s  carding  machine  in  Logan  City,  thence  up  the  Logan  Canon  to  the  summit  of 
the  range  of  mountains  dividing  Cache  and  Richland  Counties;  and  upon  the  completion 
of  six  miles  of  said  road  from  the  place  of  beginning,  the  Company  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  empowered  to  erect  a toll  gate  and  take  toll  thereon,  the  rates  to  be  specified 
and  regulated  by  the  County  Court  of  Cache  County. 

Sec.  6. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a record  of  the  transactions  of  all  business,  and 
also  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Company,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Stockholders.  The  President  and  Board  of 
Directors  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  County  Court  of  Cache  County,  at  its 
December  term,  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Sec.  7. — The  Company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
which  may  occur  through  negligence  or  failure  on  their  part  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions and  specifications  of  this  Act,  Provided,  That,  in  case  of  floods  or  severe 
storms,  the  Company  shall  be  allowed  a reasonable  time  to  repair  damages  to  the 
road. 

Sec.  8. — Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  passing  the  toll  gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  ofTense,  be  liable  to  a fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  by  any  officer,  agent,  ser- 
vant or  Stockholder,  in  the  name  of  said  (’ompaoy. 

Sec.  9. — If  any  person  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  road 
of  said  Company,  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  same,  the  per- 
son so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a civil  suit  for  the  recovery 
of  damages  by  said  Company;  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment,  and,  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  10. — The  toll  gatherer  duly  authoidzed  by  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
Company,  may  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  person  riding,  leading  or 
driving  animals,  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicles,  until  he  has  received  the  tolls 
authorized  by  the  County  Court. 

Sec.  11.— Nothing  shall  be  so  construed  in  this  Act  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature 
from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure.

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CHAPTER  CLXII. 

An  AC 2^ providing  for  the  estahlishmoit  and  support  of  Common  Schools. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As.sembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  any  School  District  heretofore  estabiished  pursuant  to  any  law  of  this 
Territory,  shall  remain  as  it  now  exists,  until  altered  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2. — The  County  Courts,  at  their  regular  or  special  .sessions,  shall  divide  their 
respective  counties  into  School  Districts,  where  not  already  done,  and  number  the 
same,  and  prescribe  such  limits  as  will  promote  education  and  the  convenience  of 
the  people. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Courts  are  hereby  empowered  to  change  the  boundaries  of 
School  Districts,  or  consolidate  two  or  more  into  one,  if  the  public  good  require: 
Provided,  That  where  School  Districts  have  built  school  houses  by  a tax  on  the 
whole  District,  said  District  shall  not  be  divided,  until  equitable  provision  has  been 
made  for  school  houses  in  the  Tjew  Districts  to  he  ortranizf'd.  Settlers  on  or  near 
county  lines  of  two  or  more  counties,  may  be  formed  into  a School  District,  by  the 
mutual  agreement  of  the  County  Courts  of  such  counties. 

Sec.  4. — In  ea(;h  School  District  there  shall  he  three  Trustees,  residents  and 
householders  in  their  Districts,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  votes  given 
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at  a meeting  held  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Clerk,  an  As- 
sessor, Collector  and  Treasurer,  who  may  be  of  their  own  number  or  be  selected  from 
citizens  of  the  DisU’ict. 

Sec.  5. — The  Trustees  now  in  office,  or  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  shall 
qualify,  by  taking  an  oath  of  office  and  giving  bonds  to  the  County  Court  of  the 
county  where  they  reside,  in  such  sums  and  with  such  securities  as  the  Clerk  of  the 
Couuty  Court  may  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  theirduties; 
and  shall  continue  in  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
^....qualified. 

Sec.  6. — The  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters,  residents  and  owners  of  tax- 
able property  in  their  respective  School  Districts.  For  the  election  of  Trustees  and 
for  the  vote  on  the  rate  per  cent,  on  the  taxes  to  be  assessed,  notice  shall  be  given,  at 
least  one  week  before  the  time  appointed,  by  notifying  each  tax-payer,  either  in 
person  or  by  leaving  a written  notice  at  his  residence,  of  the  time,  place  and  object 
of  the  meeting;  said  notice  shall  be  given  by  at  least  five  permanent  residents  of  the 
District;  but  if  the  District  be  organized,  then  said  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
Trustees.  At  such  meeting  Trustees  may  be  elected  or  a tax  levied  viva  voce,  or  by 
ballot,  as  the  meeting  may  determine.  • 

^ Sec.  7. — ^The  Trustees  shall  provide  a suitable  school  house  or  school  houses  and 
keep  the  same  in  rei>air,  for  w'hich  purpose  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  assess  and 
collect  annually  a tax  on  all  taxable  property  within  their  District,  not  exceeding 
one-fourth  of  oue  per  cent.;  should  more  than  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  be  needed 
per  annum  to  build  and  repair  school  houses,  or  for  other  school  purposes,  an  estimate 
of  the  approximate  cost  thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees,  and  the  rate  may  be 
increased  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  per  cent.,  as  shall  be  decided  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  tlie  tax  payers  voting  at  a meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  which  tax 
shall  be  levied  upon  tlie  taxable  property  in  the  District;  and  by  a similar  vote  a tax 
may  be  assessed  and  collected,  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  per  annum, 
to  pay  Teachers  and  furnish  fuel,  books,  maps  and  other  suitable  articles  for  school 
purposes.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  remit  taxes,  to  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  schools  shall  be  conducted,  to  establish  out-houses,  play  grounds  and  other 
appurtenances. 

See.  8. — The  Assessor  shall,  within  such  time  as  the  Trustees  may  direct,  make 
an  assessment  of  the  taxable  property  in  bis  District  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Trustees,  and  when  appealed  to,  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  examine  said 
assessment  and,  if  necessary,  correct  the  same;  and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  0. — The  Collector  shall  pay  all  moneys  or  property,  received  on  taxes,  to  the 
Trustees  or  to  the  Treasurer,  as  t he  Trustees  may  direct;  and  the  Assessor,  Collector 
and  Treasurer,  before  entering  uj)on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  respectively 
qualify  and  give  bonds,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  County  Court,  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Court, 

/ Sec.  10. — Whenever  taxes  shall  have  been^ssessed  in  accordance  with  this  Act 
^and  the  taxpayers  shall  have  been  duly  notified  of  the  amount  due,  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  any  one  of  its  memliers,  or  the  qualified  Collector,  shall  have  power  to 
commence  suits  at  law,  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  against  any  taxpayer 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  tax,  or  levy  upon  and  sell  his  property,  as 
upon  executions  at  iawq  and  any  conveyance  of  such  property  made  by  the  Trustees 
shall  be  valid.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  any  judgment  rendered  as  prescribed 
in  this  section,  unless  the  amount  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  v/hen  sued  in  the  Courts 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  fifty  dollars,  when  sued  in  the  Probate  or  District 
Courts. 

Sec.  11, — The  County  Court  of  each  County  shall  appoint,  in  their  respective 
counties,  where  not  already  done,  a Board  of  Examination,  to  consist  of  three  com- 
petent persons,  who  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  School  Teachers  applying  for 
schools;  and  all  applicants  of  a good  moral  character,  considered  competent,  sliall 
receive  a suitable  certificate  signed  by  the  Board. 

Sec  12. — The  Trustees  shall  visit,  officially,  each  school  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts at  least  once  during  each  term;  and,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in_  Octo- 
ber in  each  year,  take  a census  of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen 
years,  residing  in  their  Districts;  and,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  shall  makeareport 
to  the  County  Superintendent,  stating  the  condition  of  the  school  or  schools  under 
their  supervision,  and  particularly  the  items  contained  in  the  follov/ing  form:

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Sec.  13. — Teachers  of  schools  shall  furnish  their  respective  Trustees  with  a 
quarterly  report  of  their  schools,  in  the  following  form:

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Sec.  14. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  a vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  a Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  for  said  Territory; 
and  said  Superintendent  shall  make  his  reportauuually  to  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
during  the  first  week  of  its  session;  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he 
shall  qualify,  by  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

Sec.  lo. — The  Territorial  Superintendent  shall  keep  a record  of  the  condition  of 
common  schools  throughout  this  Terrritory,  as  reported  to  him  by  the  County  Super- 
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inteDdents;  and  be  shall  furnish  each  County  Superintendent  with  a blank  record 
headed  according  to  form  for  Trustees’  reports,  and  also  forms  of  said  reports,  together 
with  forms  of  School  Teachers’  reports,  as  contemplated  in  this  Act;  and  he  shall 
cause  to  be  printed  such  a number  of  blanks,  after  the  forms  described  in  this  Act, 
as  will  be  necessary  for  distri bution  to  the  Trustees  and  Teachers  throughout  the 
Territory,  and  disirioute  the  same. 

Sec.  Id. — The  Territorial  and  County  Superintendents  shall  decide  what  text 
hooks  shall  be  adopted  in  the  schools;  and  the  County  Superintendents,  with  the 
Trustees  in  their  respective  Districts,  may  regulate  in  their  respective  counties  the 
school  terms,  allowing  such  holidays  and  vacations  as  may  be  advisable. 

Sec.  17. — At  the  genera!  election  held  on  the  first  Momiay  of  August,  each  county 
shall  elect,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  a County  Sufierinteudent  of  Common  Schools, 
who  shall  hold  Ids  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  and  he  shall 
qiialify,  by  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

Sec.  18. — Tlie  duties  of  the  Couuty  Superintendent  shall  be:  First,  to  take  the 
genera!  snpervi>iun  of  schools  in  his  county,  and  visit  officially,  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  the  schools  under  his  supervision,  and  see  that  the  School  Trustees  are  diligent 
in  the  discharge  of  I lieir  duties:  Second,  to  supei'intend,  in  the  manner  and  to  the 

extent  to  be  presciihed  by  law,  all  business  matters  connected  with  Public  School 
Domain  witliin  his  Jurisdiction:  Third,  to  keep  a correct  account,  with  the  Couuty 

Treasurer  and  with  the  Trustees  of  School  Districts,  of  all  funds  received  or  disbursed 
for  school  puiqioses,  arising  from  the  General  Government  or  by  Legislative  enact- 
ment of  the  d'erritory:  Fourth,  to  audit  all  school  accounts  against  the  County 

Treasury,  and  ileliver  iiis  warrants  for  the  payment  tliereof:  Fifth,  to  make  an 

annual  refiort  to  the  Territorial  Superintendent  of  Common  schools,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year,  and  said  report  shall  be  in  the  following 
form :

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Sec.  19. — TheTlounry  Superintendent  shall  enter  in  his  records  every  official 
retmn  iuade  to  him  by  School  Trustees  and  I'eachers,  and  keep  tlie  sanje’in  his 
offic.e,  .sui\j«-ct  (o  1 he  inspection  of  the  Territorial  Supeiinteudeut  and  the  County 
Court,  of  his  Cousity. 

Sec.  110. — A majority  of  the  Bo.ard  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  transact 
business;  and  iti  case  of  a vacancy  in  tlie  Board  in  any  Sciiool  District,  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  such 
vacancy,  until  the  next  general  election. 
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Sec.  21. — The  Territorial  Superinteodent  of  Cominoii  Schools  is  hereby  author- 
ized aud  required  to  proceed  against  all  delinquent  parties,  on  their  bonds,  who  fail 
to  pay  tlie  per  centage  to  common  schools  prescribed  by  their  grants  or  charters;  and 
the  said  Superintendent  shall  pay  all  moneys  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer,  and  annually  report  his  doings  to  the  Legislative 
4^ss0  m b I V* 

Sec.  22.— Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  iitterfere  with  any 
assessment  heretoforemade  or  contract  entered  into  by  parties  under  the  former  law, 
or  suits  pending  that  have  originated  under  any  former  A(ds  of  this  Legi.'^lature, 

Sec.  23. — “An  Actauthorizing  the  Territorial  Snperintendentof'Comnion  Schools 
to  collect  certain  moneys,”  “approved  Dec.  20,  1864,”  and  any  provision  in  “An  Act 
consolidating  and  amending  the  school  laws,”  “approved  Jan.  18,  1865,”  conflicting 
wdth  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  CLXIII. 

An  ACT  establishing  a Territorial  Road  from  Great  Salt  Lake  City  to  Wanship,  Summit 

County. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be 
drawn  and  expended  by  the  Territorial  Road  Commissioner  ou  tne  Territorial  road 
leading  from  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  via  Big  Gailon  creek,  over  the  summit  of  the 
Wasatch  range  of  mountains  to  Parley’s  Park  and  across  East  Canon  creek  near 
Ferguson’s  settlement,  thence  through  Parley’s  Park  to  Kimball’s  ranch,  thence 
over  the  .Suniinit  and  down  Silver  Creek  Canon  to  Wanship,  Summit  County. 

Sec.  2* — The  said  road,  when  completed,  shall  be  twenty  feet  wide,  where 
practicable,  and  is  hereby  divided  into  four  Sections;  that  part  of  the  road  lying 
between  Charles  Decker’s  residence  and  Hardy’s  station  to  be  the  First  Section;  from 
Hardy’s  station  to  the  crossing  of  East  Canon  creek,  near  Ferguson’s  settlement,  the 
Second  Section;  from  the  crossing  of  East  Cailon  creek  to  the  summit  of  the  divide 
between  East  Canon  and  Silver  creeks,  the  Third  Section;  and  from  the  divide  to 
Wanship,  Summit  County,  the  Fourth  Section. 

gee.  3.— The  Territorial  Road  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  examine  tbe  route  herein  contemplated  and 
direct  the  expenditure  of  the  said  six  thousand  dollars;  and  upon  the  completion  of 
said  road  or  any  Section  thereof,  he  is  further  authorized  aud  empowered  to  erect  not 
exceeding  one  toll-gate  to  the  Section,  and  for  each  Section  to  demand  and  receive 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates  of  toll;  For  any  vehicle  drawn  by  one  or  two 
animals,  twenty-five  cents;  for  each  additional  pair  of  animals,  fifteen  cents;  for 
every  horse  or  mule  and  rider  or  led  horse  or  mule,  ten  cents;  for  every  score  of  meat 
cattle,  loose  horses  or  mules,  fifty  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  twenty-five  cents: 
Provided,  that  persons  hauling  fuel  or  produce  from  within  sixty  miles  of  Great  Salt 
Lake  City  shall  pay  but  one  way,  being  entitled  to  a return  ticket  free;  and  that  no 
traveler  shall  be  compelled  to  pay  toll  for  a greater  distance  than  one  Section  of  the 
road  at  any  one  toll  gate. 

Sec.  4.— The  said  Road  Commissioner  is  further  authorized  to  appoint  a Superin- 
tendent for  said  road  and  the  necessary  toll  gatherers,  for  whfiseacts  he  shall  require 
sufficient  bonds  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  of  Great,  Salt  Lake  County, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  offices. 

Sec.  5. — The  said  Superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  by  him  made,  and  report  the  same  through  the  Territorial,  Road 
Commissioner,  to  tlie  Legislative  Assembly  annually,  during  the  first  week  of  its 

session. 

Sec.  6.— The  toll  herein  contemplated  shall  be  expended  by  said  Superintendent, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Road  Commissioner,  in  making,  repairing,  and  other  inci- 
dental expenses  of  said  road. 

Sec.  7. — The  present  road  is  hereby  divided  into  four  sections,  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  for  the  new  road  in  the  second  section  of  this  Act,  except  that  for  the 
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“crossing  of  East  Canon  creek,  near  Ferguson’s  settlement,”  in  the  second  and  third 
sections  of  the  road,  read  Fergusou’s  settlement,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Terri- 
torial Eoad  Superintendent,  within  eight  months  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this 
Act,  to  put  the  present  traveled  road  in  good  repair,  from  Charles  Decker’s  residence 
on  Big  Canon  creek,  to  Wanship  in  Summit  County;  to  establish  toll-gates,  and 
demand  and  collect  not  to  exceed  the  rates  of  toll  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  this 
a,ct. 

Sec.  8. — The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a person  constantly  on  duty  at  each  toll- 
gate  betw'een  thb  hours  of  six  a.m.  and  nine  p.m.,  and  from  the  hours  of  nine  p.m.  to 
six  a.m.  travelers  shall  be  delayed  only  a reasonable  time. 

Bee.  9. — Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  passing  any  toll-gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  offence,  ])e  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding'  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction  by  any  officer  or  agent 
thereof  in  the  name  of  tlie  peo]3le  of  the  Territory.' 

Sec.  10. — If  any  i^erson  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  said 
road  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  sanie,'the  person  so  oflend- 
ing  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment,  and  ui?on  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  11. — Each  toll-gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  Eoad  Commissioner,  may 
detain  and  prevent  from  jJassing  through  his  gate  any  i)erson  riding,  leading  or  driving 
animals,  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicles,  until  he  has  received  the  tolls  authorized 
by  this  Act. 

Bee.  12. — Any  captain,  i^roprietor,  agent,  wagon-master  or  teamster  in  charge  of 
any  train,  wagon  or  wagons  obstructing  the  common  travel  on  said  road  by  camping 
therein,  or  otherwise  unnecessarily  causing  delay,  shall  be  lialfie  to  a fine  of  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  liable  for  all  damages  and  costs,  at  the  discretion  of 
any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  which  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  Territorial  Treasury, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Territorial  Eoad  Commissioner  to  be  expended  on  said 
road: 

Sec.  13. — Nothing  shall  be  so  construed  in  this  Act  as  to  iH’event  the  Legislature 
from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure.

Creek,  Indian  Creek  and  Beaver,  in  Beaver  county,  Paragoona,  Parowan;  Summit 
Creek,  Cedar  City,  Kanarra,  in  Iron  county,  Tokerville,  Harrisburg,  Washington, 
Middleton  and  St.  George,  County  Seat  of  Washington  county.
